Greetings: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  you  are  hereby  directed 
to  notify  and  warn  the  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  Norton  to 
meet  in  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Norton  on  Monday  evening  the 
fifth  day  of  March,  1951,  at  eight  o'clock  P.M.  then  and  there  to 
act  on  the  following  articles:  and  you  are  also  hereby  directed 
to  notify  and  warn  the  legal  voters  of  the  said  Town  to  meet  in 
the  Town  Hall  in  said  Norton  on  Monday,  March  12,  1951,  at  12 
o'clock  noon  to  elect  one  Selectman,  one  Assessor,  one  member 
of  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners,  and  one  member  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Welfare,  each  for  a  term  of  three  years,  and 
three  members  of  the  School  Committee,  one  for  a  term  of 
three  years,  one  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  one  for  a  term  of 
one  year,  also  a  Town  Clerk,  a  Treasurer,  Collector  of  Taxes, 
and  one  or  more  constables.  Tree  Warden  and  a  moderator  all 
to  serve  for  one  year. 

The  polls  may  be  closed  at  8  o'clock  P.  M. 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  other  town  officers  required  by 
law  and  not  provided  for  on  ballot. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
report  of  the  town  officers. 

Article  3.  To  determine  the  salaries  of  the  town  officials 
for  the  ensuing  year  in  accordance  with  Chapter  41,  Sec.  108, 
General  Laws,  viz:  Town  Clerk,  Town  Treasurer,  Selectmen, 
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Board  of  Public  Welfare,  Assessors,  Collector  of  Taxes,  Mod- 
erator, Tree  Warden,  Constables,  Water  Commissioner  and 
School  Committee. 

Article  4.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  the  Town  for  the  ensuing  year,  viz: 

(a)  For  repairs,  improvements,  and  general  maintenance 
of  roads. 

(b)  For  repairs  and  improvements  of  bridges  and  rail- 
ings and  other  necessary  tools  for  equipment.

(h)  For  the  maintenance  and  running  expenses  of  the 
fire  department. 

(i)  For  payment  of  veterans'  benefits  as  provided  in  G.  L. 

Chapter  115. 

(j)  For  public  welfare  and  aid  to  dependent  children, 

(k)  For  expense  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

(1)  For  payment  of  town  debt. 

(m)    For  interest  on  town  debts  and  temporary  loans, 

(n)  For  the  expense  and  prevention  of  forest  fires, 

(o)  For  the  expense  of  the  police  department, 

(p)  For  the  expense  of  the  town  hall, 

(q)  For  the  expense  of  the  tree  warden. 

(r)  For  the  registration  and  election  expenses,  including 
salaries.

(u)  For  the  expenses  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and 
measures. 

(v)  For  the  expenses  of  printing  and  delivering  the  an- 
nual Town  reports. 

(w)  For  insurance  on  public  buildings,  compensation  in- 
surance on  all  town  employees,  all  town  trucks  including  the 
fire  trucks  in  accordance  with  Chapter  403,  Acts  of  1936. 

(x)    For  the  removal  of  snow.

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RECORD  OF 
ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 

MARCH  5,  1951 


Moderator  Samuel  W.  Thomas,  II  presiding. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8:15  P.  M.  Before 
proceeding  with  the  meeting,  the  moderator  outlined  briefly 
the  rules  governing  the  meeting.  He  then  appointed  and 
qualified  the  following  tellers  for  the  meeting:  Leonard  Hen- 
rich,  Donald  Becker,  Roland  Sabourin  and  LeRoy  Laig. 

Article  1.  Under  this  article  the  following  were  nom- 
inated and  elected:  Measurers  of  Wood:  Arthur  E.  Sweet, 
Lewis  B.  Woodward,  Walter  C.  S.  Wood,  Arthur  C.  Wood, 
Clifton  E.  Becker,  Oliver  E.  White,  Albert  S.  Lincoln,  Eugene 
St.  James,  and  Joseph  Ducharme. 

Measurers  of  Lumber:  Arthur  E.  Sweet,  Daniel  A.  Wood- 
ward, Albert  S.  Lincoln,  Francis  G.  Murphy,  Oliver  E.  White, 
Eugene  St.  James,  and  Joseph  Ducharme. 

Poundkeeper:  Lees  Burgess. 

Article  2.  It  was  voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  town 
officers  subject  to  typographical  errors  and  omissions. 

At  this  point,  John  Quebman  requested  that  the  articles 
pertaining  to  water  extensions  be  considered  first  while  there 
was  a  full  attendance  at  the  meeting.  This  referred  to  Articles 
37,  38,  39,  40,  41,  42.  It  was  so  voted. 

Before  taking  up  these  articles  and  there  being  no  oppo- 
sition. Moderator  Samuel  W.  Thomas  II  read  the  following 
letter  from  George  H.  Fuller,  West  Main  Street: 

Dear  Mr.  Thomas: 

It  will  be  impossible  for  me  to  attend  the  Town  Meeting 
tonight. 
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If  it  is  legal  and  there  is  no  objection,  will  you  kindly 
read  this  when  the  water  extensions  come  up  for  consideration. 

I  realize  how  much  time  and  thought  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee gives  to  the  consideration  of  the  articles  in  the  warrant 
and  the  difficulties  they  encounter,  I  cannot,  however,  go  along 
with  them  on  their  financial  analysis  of  water  extensions. 

There  is  definitely  not  a  deficit.  They  seem  to  be  figuring 
under  parts  of  two  years,  but  taking  the  figures  as  printed, 
there  is  a  very  substantial  surplus  as  follows: 

Budget  $14,000,  add  Interest  $3111  if  you  want  to.  This 
adds  to  $17,111.  Subtract  this  from  the  Revenue  $37,494 
which  leaves  $20,383,  a  net  surplus  from  operating. 

The  item  of  $23,721  is  not  an  operating  cost.  It  is  a  Capital 
outlay  and  should  be  treated  as  such. 

However,  if  you  wish  to  consider  paying  the  annual 
principle  payments  on  extensions  out  of  the  annual  income, 
you  could  do  so,  but  you  should  not  charge  against  annual 
income  the  annual  payments  of  principal  and  interest  on  new 
wells  and  new  major  equipment.  This  should  be  spread  over 
the  whole  system.  I  cannot  state  the  figures  on  this  as  the 
payments  and  interest  charges  are  not  separated  in  the  report. 

Furthermore,  interest  charges  decrease  each  year  and  prin- 
cipal payments  will  begin  to  decrease  in  four  years. 

By  taking  into  consideration  these  different  facts,  the 
$3,338  would  be  turned  into  a  substantial  income. 

The  same  facts  will  hold  on  the  proposed  new  extensions 
this  year. 

If  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee  is  carried 
out,  I  believe  it  would  be  a  long  time  before  any  new  exten- 
sions would  be  put  in. 

Let's  not  overlook  the  fact  that  our  water  rates  are  low 
when  we  take  into  consideration  the  plant  we  have. 


I  am  sorry  that  I  cannot  be  at  the  meeting  tonight. 
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This  has  been  written  in  a  hurry  and  some  things  may 
not  be  clear,  but  I  know  there  will  be  many  there  who  can 
fill  in  the  gaps  better  than  I. 

I  wish  to  make  my  position  clear.  I  believe  that  after 
the  experience  of  the  last  two  or  three  summers,  we  should 
think  twice  and  consider  very  carefully  before  turning  down 
requests  for  water  extensions.  I  am  in  favor  of  these 
extensions. 

Thank  you  very  much  for  your  patience.

On  all  articles  pertaining  to  water  extensions,  Chairman 
of  Finance  Committee  Leo  Yelle,  stated  that  the  Committee 
did  not  recommend  these  extensions,  and  based  the  reason 
as  set  forth  in  their  report  namely:  Total  indebtedness  $183,- 
171;  principal  payments  for  1951  $23,721;  interest  payments 
$3,111.32;  total  interest  and  principal  payments  due  1951, 
$26,832.32. 

From  a  total  cost  of  the  extensions  amounting  to  $113,300, 
an  estimated  income  of  about  $3,493  at  approximately  3% 
return  would  be  derived.  The  report  included  the  following: 

Annual  Principal  Payment  $7,553.00 

First  Year  Interest  Payment  1,699.00 
(Assuming  1.5%) 


Total  $9,252.00 
Total  Income  (above)  3,492.00 


Expense  to  taxpayers  of  above 

extensions  $5,760.00 


If  we  assume  that  each  $1000  increase  in  town  expenses 
means  an  addition  to  our  present  tax  rate  of  approximately 
35c,  then  the  above  $5,760  figure  will  increase  our  tax  rate 
approximately  $2.00  per  $1000  valuation. 
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In  conclusion  we  wish  to  remind  all  tax  payers  of  the 
following  trends  in  our  present  day  economy  which  will  surely 
affect  each  and  every  one  of  us, 

(a)  Continuous  increase  in  the  budgets  of  our  town 
departments.  j 

(b)  Proposed  increases  in  our  Federal  and  State  income 
taxes. 

(c)  A  continually  increasing  cost  of  living. 

(d)  Possibility  of  wage  freeze. 

For  the  above  reasons  the  Finance  Committee  does  not  feel 
that  we  should  further  burden  ourselves  with  increased  taxes 
for  additional  extensions  at  this  time. 

Supt.  of  the  Water  Department  Fred  Miller  stated  that 
the  water  extensions  would  not  increase  the  tax  rate  this  year 
and  claimed  that  the  water  department  is  operating  on  a  pay- 
ing basis  and  showed  a  profit  of  over  $10,000  in  1951.  This 
profit,  he  explained,  is  turned  over  to  the  town  treasury  and 
goes  into  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  Account  which  is  used  to 
reduce  the  tax  rate.  Any  deficit  the  department  might  incur 
could  be  taken  from  this  account,  he  pointed  out.

They  suggested  that  a  bull  dozer 
be  used  more  often.  Selectman  Scott  explained  that  the  town 
hires  a  large  bull  dozer  for  this  purpose  at  a  cost  of  $16  but 
that  the  appropriation  of  $100  was  not  sufficient. 

Selectman  Joseph  E.  Yelle  stated  that  they  hoped  to  be 
able  to  erect  a  fence  to  keep  the  papers  from  blowing  about 
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and  to  have  a  part  time  caretaker.  Also  to  be  able  to  hire  a 
bull  dozer  once  a  week  to  keep  it  pushed  back.  He  moved 
that  the  sum  of  $1,000  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  the  care 
of  the  town  dump. 

It  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  $1,000  be  raised  and  appro- 
priated for  maintenance  of  the  town  dump. 

Article  27.  Voted  to  transfer  from  the  surplus  Revenue

Article  29A.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,000  for  renovating  the  town  hall  cellar  for  Civil  Defense 
purposes.  Of  this  $800  would  be  used  for  an  emergency  power 
plant  for  the  hall  and  the  rest  would  be  set  aside  for  police 
and  fire  departments  and  for  medical  supplies  should  the  need 
arise.  Selectman  Joseph  E.  Yelle  explained  that  this  was  only 
a  portion  of  what  the  state  had  recommended.  He  said  that 
a  radio  had  been  offered  by  an  interested  citizen  and  would 
save  the  necessity  of  purchasing  one. 

Article  30.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $25  be  raised  and 
appropriated  for  the  expense  of  the  wire  inspector. 

Article  31.  Voted  to  be  raised  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $25  for  the  maintenance  of  town  boundary  stones. 

Article  32.  Voted  to  accept  a  deed  conveying  the  Norton 
Grove  Fire  House  and  land  to  the  town. 

Article  33.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,000  for  the  maintenance  and  operating  expenses  of  the 
John  B.  Farrell  Memorial  Ambulance. 
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Article  34.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,500  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  other  available  funds, 
if  any,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  tarvia  road  on  Pine 
Street,  extending  from  the  present  Tarvia  surfaced  portion. 

Article  35.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  Article 
18  of  the  by-laws  of  the  town  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Section  16  Chapter  39  General  Laws  as  amended,  so  that 
Article  18  will  read  as  follows: 

"There  shall  be  a  finance  committee  of  fifteen  members, 
which  committee  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  town  election, 
five  to  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year,  five  for  two  years, 
five  for  three  years,  then  five  members  to  be  elected  annually 
thereafter  to  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years." 

Under  this  article,  Clarence  P.  Rich  made  the  following 
motion:  I  move  that  Article  18  of  the  by-laws  of  the  town 
be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  "There  shall  be  a  Finance 
committee  of  seven  members,  which  committee  shall  be  elected 
at  the  annual  town  election,  three  to  be  elected  for  a  term  of 
three  years;  two  to  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two  years,  and  two 
to  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year,  said  election  to  be  held 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  41  Section  2  of  the  General 
Laws,  and  members  elected  annually  thereafter  to  serve  for 
a  term  of  three  years." 

Moderator  Samuel  W.  Thomas  stated  that  he  was  in  doubt 
as  to  his  right  to  accept  a  substitute  motion  on  the  ground  that 
the  substance  of  which  was  not  included  in  the  warrant  and 
only  because  there  was  no  appropriation  involved  would  he 
allow  it  to  be  presented. 

Mr.  Rich,  the  chief  supporter  of  the  motion,  spoke  in  favor 
of  it  and  stated  that  he  had  attended  one  of  the  Finance  Board 
meetings  and  that  there  was  a  small  representation  of  mem- 
bers present.  He  expressed  his  belief  that  a  smaller  committee 
would  be  adequate.  He  explained  that  the  citizens  would  be 
better  informed  as  to  the  actions  of  said  committee  and  that 
by  electing  them  could  control  their  efficiency. 

Mrs.  Frank  Ramseyer  stated  that  if  the  Finance  Committee 
was  chosen  by  election  there  would  be  a  possibility  that  some 
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unqualified  might  seek  the  office  and  that  the  committee 
could  be  used  as  a  "political  football." 

John  Quebman,  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
spoke  in  favor  of  the  members  being  appointed.  He  stated  that 
the  moderator  selects  those  he  believes  would  be  best  fitted 
for  the  work  and  who  might  be  men  who  would  not  seek 
public  office,  but  who,  if  asked  to  serve  the  community,  would 
deem  it  their  civic  duty.  He  said  that  meetings  he  had  attended 
had  a  good  representation  of  members  present. 

The  moderator  turned  the  chair  over  to  Lewis  S.  Rubin  to 
take  the  vote.  The  motion  was  lost.  Mr.  Rich  moved  that  a 
committee  of  fifteen  members  be  elected  as  outlined  in  the 
article.  This  motion  was  also  lost  by  a  good  majority. 

Article  36.  Voted  to  adopt  the  following  by-laws:  "Peti- 
tions, requests,  articles  or  motions  for  the  extensions  of  water 
mains  within  the  boundaries  of  the  town  shall  be  considered 
by  the  voters  at  the  annual  town  meeting  and  not  at  any 
special  town  meeting." 

Article  43.  Voted  to  transfer  from  Machinery  and  Equip- 
ment Fund  $2,710  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  $2,700  for  the 
purchase  of  a  tractor  with  %  yard  scoop  loader. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  11:35  p.  m.

Voted  that  the  additional  sum  of  $725  be  ap- 
propriated to  the  Insurance  Account  by  transfer  from  the 
Surplus  Revenue  Account.  (Unanimous  vote) 

Article  7.  Voted  that  an  additional  sum  of  $1300  for  the 
purchase  of  a  two-way  radio  for  the  use  of  the  Fire  Department 
for  Civilian  Defense  be  appropriated  by  transfer  from  the  Sur- 
plus Revenue  Account.  (Unanimous  vote) 

Article  8.  Voted  that  the  Town  of  Norton  take  over  the 
properties  and  assume  the  obligations  of  the  Norton  Fire  Dis- 
trict as  authorized  by  Chapter  64  Acts  of  1951  to  be  effective 
January  1,  1952.  (Ballot  vote:  Yes:  52;  No.  3.) 

Article  9.  There  was  no  recommendation  under  this  arti- 
cle by  the  Finance  Board.  Motion  by  Joseph  E.  Yelle  that  the 
sum  of  $2000  be  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  renovating 
the  town  hall  basement  to  be  used  for  Civilian  Defense  Offices 
and  to  meet  the  appropriation,  said  sum  to  be  transferred  from 
the  surplus  Revenue  Account.  (Voted  by  acclamation)

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  Town  of  Norton  for  the  period  from  July  23, 
1950  to  July  7,  1951,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form  of  a  report 
made  to  me  by  Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine,  Assistant  Director  of 
Accounts.

Dear  Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Norton  for 
the  period  from  July  23,  1950,  the  date  of  the  previous 
examination,  to  July  7,  1951,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were 
examined.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  checked  with 
the  treasurer's  books  and  with  the  records  of  the  several 
departments  collecting  money  for  the  town,  while  the  pay- 
ments were  checked  with  the  treasury  warrants  and  with  the 
books  of  the  treasurer. 
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The  appropriations  and  loan  authorization  as  listed  from 
the  town  clerk's  records  of  town  meetings,  as  well  as  the 
transfers  from  the  reserve  fund  authorized  by  the  finance 
committee,  were  checked  to  the  town  accountant's  ledger. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  a  trial  balance  was 
taken  off,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this 
report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the 
town  on  July  7,  1951. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  com- 
pared with  the  records  of  the  several  departments  collecting 
money  for  the  town  and  with  other  sources  from  which  money 
was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the  payments  were 
checked  with  the  warrants  of  the  selectmen  authorizing  the 
disbursement  of  town  funds.  The  cash  balance  on  July  7,  1951 
was  proved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with  state- 
ments furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit,  by  examination  of 
the  savings  bank  books,  and  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in 
the  office. 

The  payments  of  maturing  debt  and  interest  were  proved 
with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  securities 
on  file. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  amounts  added  to  the  tax  title  account 
were  compared  with  the  collector's  records,  the  tax  titles 
redeemed  were  checked  with  the  receipts  as  recorded  on  the 
treasurer's  cash  book,  and  the  tax  titles  on  hand  were  listed 
and  compared  with  the  records  in  the  Registry  of  deeds. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the 
investments  of  the  trust  funds  in  custody  of  the  town  treasurer 
were  examined  and  listed.  The  transfers  to  the  town  were 
verified,  the  income  was  proved,  and  the  other  reported 
transactions  were  found  to  be  correct. 

The  records  of  deductions  from  employees'  salaries  and 
wages  for  federal  taxes  and  for  the  retirement  system  were 
examined  and  reconciled  with  the  treasurer's  records  of 
receipts  and  disbursements. 
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The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  town  and  fire  district  taxes,  motor 
vehicle  and  trailer  excise,  departmental,  and  water  accounts 
outstanding  according  to  the  previous  examination,  as  well 
as  all  subsequent  commitments,  were  checked  to  the  warrants 
issued  for  their  collection.  The  payments  to  the  treasurer 
were  checked  to  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  the  recorded 
abatements  were  compared  with  the  records  in  the  depart- 
ments authorized  to  grant  such  credits,  and  the  outstanding 
accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  town  accountant's 
controlling  accounts. 

In  order  to  verify  the  outstanding  accounts  verification 
notices  were  mailed  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  records  as  owing  money  to  the  town  and 
the  fire  district,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that 
the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

It  is  again  recommended  that  the  town  collector  make  a 
determined  effort  to  bring  about  a  settlement  of  the  out- 
standing tax,  motor  vehicle  and  trailer  excise,  departmental, 
and  water  accounts.  There  are  sufficient  remedies  under  the 
tax  laws  by  which  a  town  collector  may  clear  the  warrants 
committing  taxes  and  excise,  for  collection;  and  in  connection 
with  the  overdue  water  accounts  it  was  noted  that  the  town 
voted  to  accept  the  water  lien  act,  but  apparently  no  advantage 
has  been  taken  by  the  water  department  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act.  Attention  in  this  connection  is  called  to  Section 
42A,  Chapter  40,  General  Laws,  as  amended,  which  states 
that  notwithstanding  the  authority  to  establish  a  lien  upon 
real  estate,  overdue  water  rates  and  charges  may  be  collected 
through  any  legal  means  which  may  be  deemed  advisable, 
including  the  shutting  off  of  water. 

A  considerable  amount  of  detailed  checking  was  required 
to  reconcile  the  town  collector's  accounts,  which  materially 
added  to  the  cost  of  the  audit. 

The  town  clerk's  records  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses 
issued  and  of  miscellaneous  receipts  were  examined  and 
checked,  the  payments  to  the  State  being  verified  by  com- 
parison with  the  receipts  on  file,  and  the  payments  to  the  town 
treasurer  being  checked  to  the  treasurer's  cash  book. 
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The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  officials  required  by  law 
to  file  then  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were 
examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  receipts  of  the  selectmen  and  the  sealer 
of  weights  and  measures,  of  the  health  and  school  depart- 
ments, as  well  as  of  all  other  departments  collecting  money 
for  the  town,  were  examined,  checked,  and  reconciled  with 
the  treasurer's  and  the  accountant's  books. 

There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the 
balance  sheet,  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's 
and  the  collector's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  tax 
title,  departmental,  and  water  accounts,  as  well  as  tables 
showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust  and 
investment  funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  cooperation  was 
received  from  all  town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my 
assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

Your  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  herewith  submits  its 
twenty-eighth  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1951. 

There  were  67  services  installed  and  committed  and  also 
four  services  that  were  installed  but  not  connected  with  the 
property.  There  are  at  present  904  services  in  operation  besides 
the  town  services  that  are  not  committed. 

The  new  mains  on  Pine  Street,  Crane  Street,  Hill  Street, 
Cobb  Street,  Wampum  Road,  South  Washington  Street  and 
Pitt  Clarke  Road,  have  been  completed  and  all  services  con- 
nected that  have  been  requested. 

Pipe  has  been  received  for  the  new  mains  on  North  Wash- 
ington Street,  Freeman  Street,  Mansfield  Avenue  and  Smith 
Street.  This  pipe  will  be  laid  as  soon  as  the  weather  will 
permit.

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REPORT  OF  FIRE  ENGINEERS 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Fire  Engineers  herewith  respectfully  submit  their 
twenty-first  annual  report. 

The  Fire  Department  answered  110  calls  in  1951.  Three 
of  these  fires  incurred  the  loss  of  life.  Two  fatal  burnings  were 
in  home  fires  occurring  at  night,  the  third  fatality  was  in  a 
grass  and  brush  fire.  This  destructive  loss  of  life  more  than  any 
other  fact  demonstrates  the  extreme  danger  of  fire.  Be  most 
careful  of  all  fires  at  all  times  as  the  life  and  property  you  save 
will  propably  be  your  own. 

We  again  warn  of  the  danger  of  burning  rubbish,  all  in- 
cinerators must  be  approved,  they  must  be  of  solid  side  with 
1/4  inch  mesh  or  solid  cover.  Place  them  equal  distance  from 
buildings  and  grass  or  woodland.  Burning  in  early  morning  or 
evening  is  usually  the  best  time.  Never  burn  when  wind  is 
blowing.  Permits  are  required  for  any  open  air  fire. 

Last  year  a  new  pumper  was  put  in  service  at  Chartley. 
This  engine  carried  500  gallons  of  water,  over  2,000  feet  of  hose, 
aluminum  ladders,  and  closed  compartments  for  tools  and 
equipment.  Two  way  radios  have  been  ordered.  Delivery  and 
installation  is  expected  early  this  year.  We  plan  to  equip  more 
of  our  apparatus  with  two  way  radio  each  year. 

We  have  been  assured  that  the  Barrowsville  Fire  Station 
will  be  built  this  year.  Plans  for  a  better  alarm  system,  im- 
provements in  buildings  and  permanent  men  or  semi-perma- 
nent men  are  our  next  needed  improvements. 

Growing  towns  present  many  problems  in  fire  control.  The 
adoption  of  building  and  zoning  laws  is  an  aid  in  preventing 
destructive  fires. 

The  great  increase  in  highway  traffic  makes  our  fire  sta- 
tions in  separated  locations  most  valuable.  This  traffic  also 
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makes  driving  to  fires  by  volunteer  Fire  Fighters  more 
hazardous. 

These  men  give  their  best,  assume  many  dangers  and  re- 
ceive little  pay;  we  hope  everyone  appreciates  the  service 
rendered  by  these  loyal  men.

PUBLIC  WELFARE 

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  of  the  Town  of  Norton  here- 
with submits  the  following  report: 

GENERAL  RELIEF 

During  the  year  1951  there  were  twenty-four  cases  aided, 
representing  ninety-two  (92)  persons.  Thirteen  cases  being 
the  largest  number  of  cases  aided  in  any  one  month.  Forty- 
six  (46)  persons  being  the  largest  number  of  persons  aided  in 
any  one  month. 

Eight  (8)  cases  aided  were  Norton  settled  cases. 

Four  (4)  cases  aided  were  unsettled  (State)  cases. 

Twelve  (12)  cases  aided  were  cases  with  settlement  in 
other  city  or  town. 

One  (1)  case  received  hospitalization. 

The  twenty-four  (24)  cases  being  aided  are  tabulated  be- 
low with  reasons  for  eligibility. 
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Three  (3)  cases — Physically  unfit  for  work,  in  age  group 
for  OAA,  but  not  a  citizen.  Eligible  for  Disability  As- 
sistance. 

Six  (6)  cases — Unemployment. 

One  (1)  case — Child  being  boarded  under  Division  of  Child 
Guardianship. 

One  (1)  case — Child  being  boarded  in  private  home, 
whereabouts  of  parents  unknown. 

Two  (2)  cases — Board  and  care  at  State  Infirmary  (settle- 
ment being  disputed  with  State  on  one  case).

The  State  increased  the  budgets  14.2%  for  cost  of  living 
adjustment,  effective  10/1/51.  There  was  also  a  State  Law 
passed,  effective  1/1/52  increasing  the  minimum  Old  Age 
Assistance  grants  to  $55.00  for  recipients  living  within  a  family 
group,  and  to  $75.00  for  recipients  living  alone. 

The  State  Department  also  increased  the  boarding  rates 
on  persons  on  board  basis. 

The  State  also  increased  amount  on  Nursing  Home  rates. 

The  amount  of  exemption  children  have  on  earnings  has 
been  increased  and  some  who  were  paying  toward  support  of 
parents  previously,  are  now  exempt. 

There  was  a  new  law  passed,  effective  November  1,  1951 
for  new  category  of  assistance  called  Disability  Assistance. 
This  aid  is  for  persons  who  are  partially  or  totally  disabled, 
18  years  of  age  or  over,  and  who  have  resided  within  the 
Commonwealth  one  year  preceding  application.  Person  does 
not  have  to  be  a  citizen  to  apply  for  Disability  Assistance.  The 
State  Standard  Budget  is  used  on  -^his  category  of  assistance. 
The  Town  will  collect  75%  of  Disability  Assistance  granted 
from  the  Federal  Government  and  State  Department. 

Last  year  an  increase  was  passed  by  the  State  for  a  $4.00 
per  month  Leisure  Time  Activities,  to  be  paid  wholly  by  the 
State.  The  State  has  now  ruled  that  the  cities  and  towns  must 
participate  in  a  share  of  this  $4.00  increase. 

The  State  Department  is  now  going  to  determine  the  cost 
of  living  each  month  and  determine  when  there  will  be  further 
increases  due  to  rise  in  cost  of  living.  This  was  done  semi- 
annually previously.

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There  has  been  a  lien  law  passed,  effective  January  1,  1952, 
which  effects  Old  Age  Assistance  and  Disability  Assistance 
cases.  The  Town  automatically  puts  a  lien  on  the  property 
of  recipients  who  have  property  and  any  aid  that  is  rendered 
on  and  after  January  1,  1952  up  to  the  time  of  death  of  recipient 
can  be  collected  from  the  estate.  There  is  an  exemption  of 
$1500.00,  but  any  aid  rendered  above  the  amount  of  the  exemp- 
tion of  $1500.00  can  be  collected  from  sale  of  said  property. 
Any  person  who  does  not  wish  to  have  a  lien  on  property  is 
ineligible  for  Old  Age  Assistance  and  case  is  to  be  discontinued. 
Any  person  who  transfers  property  during  November  and  De- 
cember 1951  to  purposely  avoid  having  a  lien  on  property  is 
also  supposed  to  be  ineligible  for  Old  Age  Assistance.  Any  cash 
surrended  value  of  insurance  is  also  figured  in  the  $1500.00,  as 
Assets.  The  State  is  to  have  a  Board  of  Appraisor's,  who  are  to 
appraise  the  property. 

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  meets  the  Friday  preceding 
the  first  Monday  of  each  month,  and  the  Wednesday  preceding 
the  third  Thursday  of  each  month,  at  7:30  P.  M.  at  the  Town 
Hall. 

Mrs.  Rosequist,  Agent,  maintains  office  hours  in  the  Town 
Hall  and  may  be  reached  by  telephone  number  131,  unless 
working  outside  on  re-visits  or  investigations.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE: 


The  year  1951  will  be  looked  upon  as  a  mile-stone  in  the 
Educational  history  of  our  town.  This  year  witnessed  the  open- 
ing of  the  new  Elementary  School  accommodating  over  570  pu- 
pils from  grades  one  through  six  and  offering  outstanding  fa- 
cilities for  development  of  the  physical  body  in  the  modern 
gymnasium  there.  We,  as  citizens  of  Norton,  have  cause  to  be 
proud  of  this  edifice  of  learning,  and  the  School  Committee  is 
aware  of  its  responsibility  of  maintaining  it  as  well  as  keeping 
up  the  standards  of  teaching  within  its  walls.  There  have  been 
many  problems  which  go  along  with  putting  any  new  building 
into  use,  but  the  Committee  is  hopeful  that  all  of  these  will 
have  been  handled  properly  by  the  end  of  the  school  year. 
Much  experimentation  with  maintainence  of  floors  has  been 
necessary  and  varied  schedules  for  janitors  have  been  used.  It 
was  found  that  three  full-time  janitors  are  necessary  for  the 
proper  upkeep  of  this  building. 

The  High  School  Building  has  received  our  attention  to  a 
marked  degree,  in  an  effort  to  rehabilitate  it  for  future  use. 
The  basement  rooms  were  entirely  renovated  this  year,  which 
included  the  most  sanitary  conditions  required  by  state  laws. 
These  improvements  include: 

1.  Proper  ventilation  and  air-conditioning. 

2.  Flush  urinals. 

3.  Better  lighting  equipment. 

4.  Tile  walls,  and  cement  floors  with  proper  pitch  which 
also  aid  sanitary  conditions. 

We  wish  to  commend  Janitor  George  Carlson  on  the  man- 
ner in  which  he  has  kept  this  building  and  we  welcome  him  to 
his  work  in  the  new  Elementary  School  Building. 

With  the  opening  of  the  new  school,  some  disposition  of 
the  Barrowsville  and  Sturdy  Schools  was  necessary.  The  Sturdy 
School  of  Chartley  was  returned  to  the  town  through  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  while  the  Barrowsville  School  was  boarded  up 
for  future  use  if  necessary. 
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The  close  of  school  in  June  saw  the  resignation  of  the 
Commercial  Teacher,  Mrs.  Helen  J.  Yelle,  go  into  effect.  This 
Committee  wishes  to  express  its  most  sincere  appreciation  for 
the  long  term  of  services  of  Mrs.  Yelle  and  hopes  for  her  con- 
tinued well-being  in  the  future. 

We,  the  citizens  of  Norton,  must  realize  that  our  town  is 
growing,  as  other  reports  from  our  School  Staff  have  shown. 
The  Budget  for  1952  shows  increases  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  Increased  school  enrollment. 

2.  Transportation.  At  least  one  more  bus  is  necessary. 

3.  Instructors  to  aid  in  our  Physical  Education  program. 

4.  Increased  fees  for  Physician  and  medical  necessities. 

5.  A  possible  increase  in  salary  for  those  in  our  School 
Staff  who  merit  it. 

6.  Necessary  maintenance  for  the  High  School: 

a.  Complete  repair  of  roof  gutters. 

b.  Painting  of  all  trim  on  exterior. 

c.  Painting  of  classrooms  most  needed. 

d.  Painting  of  stairways  to  basement. 

e.  Repair  of  broken  shingles. 

We,  of  the  School  Committee,  wish  to  thank  the  citizens 
of  the  town  for  their  spirit  of  cooperation,  the  teachers  and 
principals  for  their  untiring  assistance,  and  all  who  have 
contributed  to  the  betterment  of  the  schools  in  our  town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Norton  School  Committee: 

I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  my  twenty-eighth 
Annual  Report  and  the  fifty-eighth  in  the  series  of  reports. 

New  Elementary  School 

The  outstanding  achievement  of  1951  was  the  completion 
of  the  new  Norton  Eelementary  School.  In  1938  a  serious  ef- 
fort was  made  to  secure  a  new  High  School.  This  was  the  re- 
sult of  the  study  and  efforts  of  several  previous  committees. 
In  1945,  plans  to  secure  a  new  school  were  again  started  and  the 
present  Planning  Committee  was  organized.  Due  to  the  drastic 
increase  in  the  Elementary  School  enrollment,  the  plans  for  the 
school  were  changed  from  a  High  School  to  an  Elementary 
School.  After  long  and  faithful  efforts  of  a  large  group  of  com- 
mittee members  and  citizens  of  the  town,  the  present  building 
was  authorized,  completed,  and  dedicated  on  September  16, 
1951.  On  this  date,  nearly  a  fourth  of  the  people  of  the  town 
visited  the  new  school.  Shortly,  everyone  in  town  will  have 
seen  or  have  had  an  opportunity  to  see  and  examine  this  new 
school.  The  effect  on  the  conduct  of  the  schools  will  be  seen 
directly  or  indirectly  in  all  of  the  attached  reports.  This  build- 
ing is  rapidly  becoming  a  delightful  and  practical  center  for 
social  and  athletic  events  and  entertainments.  It  will  be  more 
and  more  used  as  a  civic  center.  However,  the  main  purpose  of 
this  school  is  an  enlarged  and  more  effective  educational  pro- 
gram. Details  of  this  objective  will  be  seen  in  the  present  and 
future  reports.  We,  in  the  School  Department,  are  all  proud  of 
an  excellent  building,  very  appreciative  of  the  generosity  of 
the  citizens,  and  accept  the  building  as  a  challenge  to  greater 
achievement  in  behalf  of  the  pupils  of  the  Town  of  Norton. 

Co-operation  of  Parents 

The  new  Elementary  School  is  an  outstanding  example  of 
the  co-operation  of  the  parents  with  the  teachers  and  pupils 
of  our  schools.  Many  citizens  have  shown  interest  and  helpful 
co-operation  with  the  Building  Committee  and  the  School 
Committee  in  bringing  about  the  authorization  and  the  actual 
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construction  of  this  school.  I  wish  to  point  out  the  importance 
and  value  of  this  co-operation  of  parents  with  the  school  pro- 
gram. To  meet  the  modern  and  enlarged  objectives  in  the 
educational  growth  of  young  people,  the  active  participation 
of  parents  and  citizens  in  the  operation  of  the  schools  is  of 
prime  importance.  It  has  long  been  the  desire  of  school  teach- 
ers and  administrators  to  secure  the  interest  of  parents  in  the 
work  of  their  own  children  in  order  to  meet  the  individual 
needs  more  ffectively.  There  are  many  other  examples  of  this 
principle  going  on  at  the  present  time.  Over  thirty  parents 
have  actively  helped  in  operating  the  Elementary  School  lunch- 
room and  several  parents  have  given  time  and  materials  to  the 
High  School  lunch  program.  The  Advisory  Committee  for  the 
High  School  Vocational  Household  Arts  Program  is  another 
example  of  a  most  sincere  group  of  parents  giving  of  their  time, 
energy,  and  ability  in  co-operation  with  a  definite  program  in 
the  schools.  The  Parent-Teacher  Association  has  long  been 
active  in  Norton  and  their  efforts  in  this  enterprise  are  con- 
tinuously appreciated.  The  Well-Child  Conference  held  each 
year  is  an  example  in  the  field  of  health  where  parents  have 
given  most  practical  assistance.  Recently  I  have  added  a  sec- 
ond page  to  the  Norton  Monthly  Bulletin.  In  the  past,  the  first 
page  has  given  a  statistical  list  of  school  events  or  activities. 
The  second  page  will  attempt,  as  far  as  possible,  within  the 
space  allotted,  to  present  each  month,  several  educational 
aspects  of  the  basic  work  of  the  school.  These  Monthly  Bul- 
letins may  supplement  and  give,  in  the  course  of  a  year,  much 
more  information  than  is  possible  to  give  in  the  Annual  Town 
Report.  Each  month  a  different  group  of  teachers  and  parents 
write  these  articles  for  publication.  I  am  sure  many  more 
valid  examples  of  the  co-operation  of  parents  and  teachers  will 
arise  in  the  near  future. 


Supervision  of  Instruction 

In  any  large  activity,  a  supervisory  program  is  essential. 
As  the  Norton  schools  have  grown  drastically  in  enrollment  in 
the  last  five  years,  greater  has  been  the  need  for  an  enlarged 
program  of  supervision.  Starting  this  year,  a  full  time  Super- 
visory Principal  has  been  in  effect  in  both  the  High  School  and 
the  Elementary  School.  In  addition  to  the  principals  and  part- 
time  supervisors  of  music  and  art,  the  recent  appointment  of  a 
full  time  physical  education  instructor  in  the  High  School  and 
supervisor  in  the  Elementary  School  has  increased  the  super- 
visory program.  This  fall,  I  have  started  a  series  of  joint  meet- 
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ings  of  all  the  people  in  the  above  program  in  order  to  co- 
ordinate and  make  effective  the  joint  approach  to  this  problem. 
A  modern  supervisory  program  is  a  co-operative,  helpful  pro- 
gram with  the  individual  teacher.  It  is  aimed  to  meet  his  or  her 
needs  and  to  supplement  and  make  more  effective  the  class- 
room instruction.  I  believe  we  have  unusually  high  profes- 
sional interest  on  the  part  of  all  teachers  and  that  very  out- 
standing teaching  is  being  done  in  the  Norton  Schools.  We  have 
had  such  statements  made  by  several  collegiate  instructors 
wishing  to  place  student  teachers  in  our  schools. 

The  outline  of  a  good  supervisory  program  follows: 

A.  General  objectives. 

1.  Supervision  of  classroom  instruction  and  all  edu- 

cational activities. 

2.  Evaluation  of  teaching  efficiency  and  educational 

progress. 

3.  In-service  training  of  teachers. 

4.  Building  the  local  program  of  curriculum  revision. 

5.  Stimulating  professional  zeal  and  staff  morale. 

6.  School-community  relations — public  relations. 

B.  Methods,  organizations,  procedures  most  frequently 
used  to  carry  out  above  objectives. 

1.  Classroom  visitations  and  conferences. 

2.  Classroom  demonstration. 

3.  Visiting  other  teachers. 

4.  Teachers'  meetings. 

5.  Professional  reading  and  discussion. 

6.  Experimental  study  of  teaching  problems. 

7.  Participation  in  curriculum  construction. 

8.  Supervisory  bulletins. 

9.  Organization  of  work  shops  for  teachers. 
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The  Teachingr  Staff 

As  an  example  of  the  above  comment  about  the  profes- 
sional interest  of  teachers,  I  wish  to  report  that  the  Principal 
and  thirteen  of  the  seventeen  teachers  in  the  Elementary 
School  have  taken,  during  the  past  summer,  or,  are  at  the  pres- 
ent time,  taking  graduate  collegiate  courses.  Seven  of  the 
eleven  High  School  staff  are  listed  in  the  same  program.  The 
new  salary  schedule  adopted  by  the  Norton  School  Commit- 
tee this  past  year  is  designed  to  encourage  professional  prepa- 
ration. The  interest  of  the  teaching  staff  in  the  activities  of  the 
community  and  in  the  homes  of  the  pupils  under  the  charge  of 
the  individual  teacher  is  encouraged  on  every  occasion.  An 
exceptional  example  during  the  past  year  was  the  visit  of  one 
of  the  first  grade  teachers  to  every  home  where  a  pupil  was  to 
enroll  as  a  new  pupil  in  the  first  grade  in  the  following 
September.  The  friendly  co-operative  spirit  that  arises  from 
these  contacts  is  an  important  asset  in  the  launching  of  a  new 
pupil  on  his  school  career. 

Additional  School  Staif 

The  September  1952  plans  are  underway  for  two  addi- 
tional teachers  for  the  Elementary  School.  As  there  are  at  the 
present  time,  109  first  grade  pupils  listed  in  the  school  census 
for  the  coming  September,  in  contrast  to  70  pupils  at  this  time 
last  year,  an  additional  first  grade  teacher  will  be  necessary. 
With  probable  increases  in  population  during  the  summer, 
there  will  be  approximately  120  first  grade  pupils.  This  will 
make  four  classes  of  30  pupils  each.  Twenty-seven  pupils  is 
the  standard  enrollment  in  most  recent  surveys  and  plans  for 
Elementary  Schools.  As  there  will  be  one  more  fifth  grade 
than  at  the  present  time  next  September,  an  additional  fifth- 
grade  teacher  will  be  needed.  During  the  past  year,  the  School 
Committee  has  authorized  one-half  day  increase  in  the  time 
schedule  of  the  Art  Supervisor  due  to  enlarged  classes  in  the 
High  School  as  well  as  additional  Elementary  classrooms.  Ad- 
ditional school  staff  has  been  required  each  year  for  several 
years  and  as  long  as  the  current  program  continues,  this  will 
be  a  continuous  need. 

The  following  tabulation  gives  a  clear  picture  of  the  drastic 
increase  in  the  number  of  pupils.  Some  of  the  results  of  this 
in  regard  to  the  school  plans  follow.  The  new  Elementary 
School  was  planned,  according  to  the  architect,  for  a  maximum

capacity  of  600  students.  The  building  inspector  certified  the 
building  for  575.  There  is  one  more  available  room.  This  will 
be  used  for  one  of  the  additional  new  teachers  next  Septem- 
ber. The  other  new  teacher  and  pupils  will  have  to  be  housed 
in  the  rainy-day  playroom,  school  library,  etc.  The  increased 
enrollment  will  keep  on  in  '53  and  '54,  at  least,  on  the  present 
rate  of  growth  without  allowing  for  any  future  increase  in  that 
rate.  The  High  School  had  one  additional  teacher  this  past 
year.  It  is  expected  that  the  coming  year,  this  school  can  be 
organized  with  the  present  number  of  teachers.  Many  of  the 
classes  will  be  seriously  overcrowded  and  there  will  be  handi- 
caps in  the  conduct  of  some  courses.  Additional  space  and 
teachers  must  be  furnished  by  September  1953.  This  is  a  very 
serious  problem  and  demands  early  consideration  in  order  to 
meet  this  situation.  In  the  past,  while  many  classrooms  were 
overcrowded,  all  classes  could  be  taught  with  one  section  or 
division,  but  starting  this  year,  a  number  of  Freshman  classes 
had  to  have  two  sections,  as  it  was  impossible  to  have  a 
teaching  class  of  59  pupils.  Sophomore  and  Junior  classes  will 
likewise  soon  require  two  sections.  In  two  years  more,  the  class 
entering  the  7th  grade  from  the  Elementary  School  will  require 
three  sections  instead  of  the  present  two  sections,  and  the  fol- 
lowing year,  four  sections.  Thus  the  picture  grows  more  and 
more  serious.  Immediate  and  extended  study  of  this  problem 
is  called  for  by  the  School  Committee  and  the  Planning  Com- 
mittee. 


Under  the  direction  of  the  Art  Supervisor,  Miss  Louise  B. 
Spier,  arrangements  have  been  made  with  Binney  &  Smith 
Company  of  New  York  City  to  conduct  an  Art  Workshop  for  all 
of  the  Elementary  teachers  in  both  Norton  and  Plainville.  This 
program  will  be  carried  out  in  the  new  Norton  Elementary 
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School  on  March  5,  6  and  7,  1952  from  3:00  to  6:00  and  from 
7:00  to  9:00.  Miss  Wilmar  Greer  of  Columbia  University  will 
be  the  representative  sent  by  the  company  to  conduct  these 
classes.  The  teachers  attending  the  Art  Workshop  are  given  the 
opportunity  to  get  a  broader  scope  of  Art  Education  in  the  use 
of  materials  and  the  planning  and  teaching  of  School  Art 
through  actual  participation  where  projects  are  carried  through 
to  completion.  This  is  an  excellent  opportunity,  at  no  ex- 
pense to  the  town,  to  give  our  teachers  some  of  the  latest  tech- 
niques and  plans  in  the  teaching  of  Art. 

Physical  Education  Progrram 

Because  this  is  the  first  year  that  the  Physical  Education 
Program  has  had  the  gymnasium  to  furnish  full  opportunity  for 
the  carrying  out  of  its  plans.  I  wish  to  call  special  attention  to 
the  excellent  report  made  by  Mr.  Gleason.  The  new  school  fa- 
cilities are  available  and  planned  for  the  full  use  of  both  the 
High  School  and  the  Elementary  School.  Mr.  Gleason's  re- 
port shows  very  clearly  that  this  program  is  an  Educational 
Program  and  designed  for  the  health  and  physical  develop- 
ment of  all  boys  and  girls  throughout  the  full  twelve  years.  The 
Athletic  Program  is  emphasized  and  will  be  extensively  de- 
veloped. It  is  one  of  which  we  can  well  be  proud,  but  the  full 
educational  value  of  this  program  is  not  lost  sight  of.  Mr.  Glea- 
son's report  gives  ample  evidence  of  meeting  both  objectives. 

I  wish  to  urge  the  careful  reading  of  the  attached  reports 
which  I  have  received  from  those  in  charge  of  special  divisions 
of  the  school  program.  They  all  merit  your  study. 

High  School — ^Mr.  Charles  S.  Randall,  Principal 

I  take  pleasure  in  presenting  the  report  of  the  Norton 
High  School  for  the  year  1951. 

This  is  the  second  year  of  our  new  six-year  High  School 
known  as  the  Norton  High  School.  The  term  "Junior  High 
School"  is  omitted  because  the  teachers  have  classes  interwoven 
with  all  six  grades.  The  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  grades  are  at 
present  divided  into  two  sections — each  section  of  a  class  hav- 
ing the  same  assignments. 

The  demands  upon  my  time  have  increased  greatly.  There 
are  now  fourteen  teachers  rather  than  six  as  in  the  old  High

School  setup.  The  number  of  pupils  has  more  than  doubled. 
Mr.  Henri  Yelle  is  my  assistant,  as  in  the  past  years,  in  this 
school.  A  result  is  the  fact  that  the  Principal  can  no  longer 
teach  and  keep  the  administration  and  supervision  duties  in 
order.  The  school  year  1951-1952  will  be  the  first  year  that 
the  Principal  has  not  taught  some  subjects  in  this  High  School. 
In  a  school  of  this  size,  a  teaching  Principal  could  not  admin- 
ister the  needs  and  supervise  the  class  rooms.  An  office  girl  is 
needed  to  care  for  my  office.  The  amount  of  paper  work  is 
increasing  each  year.  New  laws  and  new  demands  arise  yearly. 

The  enrollments  in  grade  seven,  62;  grade  eight,  72;  grade 
nine,  57;  grade  ten,  33;  grade  eleven,  14;  grade  twelve,  30;  for  a 
total  of  268  pupils:  The  junior  class  is  a  small  class  but  the  new 
seventh  grade  will  have  70  members.  The  High  School  is  getting 
crowded  with  268  pupils.  Next  year  we  have  a  possible  enroll- 
ment of  307  pupils. 

The  schedule  will  not  allow  a  spare  period  per  week  when 
all  pupils  may  attend  an  assembly.  The  method  adopted  has 
been  to  omit  a  period  or  two  and  go  to  the  new  gymnasium 
once  a  month.  A  record  is  kept  in  order  that  the  same  period 
may  not  be  cut  too  often. 

The  present  schedule  was  worked  upon  by  all  members 
of  the  faculty.  The  pupils  do  pass  from  one  room  to  another 
this  year.  This  experiment  was  tried  in  order  that  home  rooms 
may  be  kept  in  better  order.  The  teacher  infrequently  moves 
between  rooms.  Further  ideas  are  to  be  incorporated  in  the 
schedule  for  1952-1953  such  as  (a)  to  get  a  double  period  each 
week  for  assembly  (b)  physical  education  at  the  close  of 
the  day. 

The  hostess  at  our  school  lunch  is  Mr.  Edith  Wiswall.  The 
demand  for  hot  dinners  increased  so  rapidly  this  fall  that  Mrs. 
Pauline  Robbins  was  hired  as  an  assistant.  Bounteous  dinners 
are  being  served  at  the  price  of  20c.  Last  year  our  loss  was 
$55.00.  The  U.  S.  Government  furnishes  certain  items  at  differ- 
ent times.  No  butter  or  potatoes  are  being  received  at  present. 
Canned  peas,  corn  and  peaches  have  been  donated  in  the  past. 
A  Thanksgiving  Dinner  was  served  to  250  pupils  and  teachers. 
All  who  participated  will  attest  to  the  heaping  plates  of 
food  given  to  the  pupils.  More  free  plates  are  being  given 
to  worthy  pupils  this  year.   Two  recess  lunch  periods  are 
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being  used.  The  food  requirements  as  set  forth  by  the  U.  S. 
School  Lunch  Program  are  observed  closely. 

Coach  Richard  Gleason  has  enlarged  upon  his  last  year's 
sports  program.  His  basketball  team  did  a  nice  piece  of  work. 
For  the  second  consecutive  year,  our  baseball  team  was  the 
champion  of  the  Mayflower  League.  He  will  have  his  section 
in  this  town  report.  A  show  case  has  been  secured  in  which 
plaques  and  trophies  will  be  kept. 

Miss  Grace  Kiernan,  who  has  followed  Miss  Flahive  in 
the  girls'  sports  program,  has  her  schedule  set  up.  Her  work 
is  approved  by  Mr.  Gleason.  The  girls  have  their  basketball 
and  Softball  schedules;  the  former  has  been  completed  for  this 
season. 

All  are  more  contented  now  that  the  new  gymnasium  is 
in  use.  The  lockers,  showers,  etc.  are  highly  pleasing  to  all 
concerned. 

Miss  Kiernan  also  teaches  the  upper  three  grades  of 
English. 

The  Boosters'  Club  gave  a  dinner  to  the  several  teams 
and  the  letters  were  presented  at  that  time. 

Mr.  Henri  Yelle  maintains  a  schedule  at  the  Town  Library 
for  our  pupils.  Four  periods  per  week  are  given  to  this  part 
of  the  school  work.  The  Library  Board  has  been  kind  to  us 
as  they  order  any  book  which  is  needed  for  school  assignments. 
He  also  has  charge  of  the  tape  recorder,  the  movie  camera, 
the  film  strip  machine,  and  the  film  schedules  in  addition  to 
his  regular  duties  as  French  teacher  and  instructor  in  Driver 
Education,  and  the  time  allotted  to  supervision  in  the  seventh 
and  eighth  grades. 

In  1950,  Driver  Education  was  started  in  the  High  School. 

The  course  consists  of  two  parts;  the  class  room  instruction 
which  has  a  text  "Man  and  the  Motor  Car"  and  meets  one 
hour  weekly  for  twenty  weeks.  The  second  phase  consists  of 
the  actual  behind-the-wheel  training.  Nerney  Motor  Sales, 
for  the  second  time  has  given  us  a  new  1951  Ford  for  this  part 
of  the  work.  This  year  thirty-five  students  are  enrolled  in 
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the  course.  The  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  sends  inspectors 
to  the  school  to  conduct  the  examinations,  which  are  given 
whenever  the  students  have  mastered  the  classroom  work  and 
have  become  skilled  in  driving. 

With  the  generous  gift  of  a  tape  recorder  by  the  Norton 
Parent  Teacher  Association  to  the  High  School,  our  visual 
aids  department  offers  a  broad  program  of  help  to  the  teachers 
and  students.  Film  strips,  slides,  sound  films,  the  larger  part 
of  which  are  free,  are  all  used  to  enrich  the  curriculum. 

Miss  Theresa  Boucher  was  hired  to  teach  the  Commercial 
subjects  as  Mrs.  Helen  Yelle  retired  from  teaching  last  June. 
I  feel  that  our  new  teacher  is  rapidly  getting  adjusted  to  the 
work  in  that  department.  The  various  duties  in  the  several 
classes  require  considerable  time  for  adjustment.  Miss  Boucher 
seems  to  be  contented  in  spite  of  the  rush  which  takes  place 
each  day.  The  Office  Practice  class  is  doing  creditable  work 
in  their  several  jobs. 

The  school  budget  for  1951  provided  $500.00  for  Physical 
Education  and  $200.00  for  the  lunchroom.  The  Boosters'  Club 
collected  about  $450.00  from  the  sale  of  junk.  The  sports 
program  last  school  year  cost  nearly  $900.00.  The  cost  of 
the  equipment  has  increased  from  15%  to  100%.  The  Physical 
Education  Department  must  be  considered  a  department  of 
the  High  School  and  have  a  part  in  the  budget.  It  is  estimated 
that  the  sports  and  health  program  will  cost  $1,500.00  this 
year.  Five  hundred  dollars  will  come  from  the  town. 

Looking  forward  to  1952-1953,  I  find  the  school  population 
will  be  greater.  With  the  exception  of  two  small  rooms  on  the 
upper  two  floors,  all  rooms  will  be  home  rooms.  Rooms  holding 
30  to  40  pupils  will  be  at  a  premium.  If  the  grades  continue 
to  grow,  and  it  seems  that  they  will,  I  feel  that  one  or  two 
grades  may  need  to  be  housed  in  the  Barrowsville  School 
or  elsewhere.  In  my  recent  report  to  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  I  had  a  total  of  307  pupils  for  next  year. 

The  Art  Department,  guided  by  Miss  Louise  Spier,  con- 
tinued doing  excellent  work.  The  exhibition  last  May  was  en- 
joyed by  all  visitors.  Poster  contests,  class  room  signs,  Lions 
Club  Posters,  and  school  traffic  signs  are  among  the  projects  of 
the  pupils  in  the  drawing  classes. 
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This  year,  Plainville  High  School  is  sharing  one  hour  on 
WARA  radio  station  in  Attleboro.  We  have  Thursday  3:00  to 
4:00  P.  M.  or  any  part  of  that  hour.  Why  not  tune  in  some  time 
and  get  the  school  news  and  doings?  Maybe  you  can  assist  Miss 
Schoenherr  in  her  program. 

Mrs.  Jean  Findlater  is  given  twelve  periods  a  week  for 
guidance.  During  this  time,  she  has  interviewed  all  the  pupils 
in  school,  at  least  once,  to  make  sure  that  they  are  taking  the 
courses  that  will  help  most  with  their  vocational  plans.  Pupils 
who  have  received  failure  grades  or  incompletes  were  inter- 
viewed again,  to  ascertain  causes.  Seniors  were  checked  more 
than  once  to  make  sure  that  their  post-school  plans  were  com- 
pleted and  to  help  wherever  possible.  Most  important  of  all, 
time  is  always  found  for  those  who  come  for  help  with  their 
problems, whether  the  problems  are  personal,  social,  educa- 
tional, or  vocational.  The  Principal  also  checks  the  seniors'  rec- 
ords at  the  end  of  each  marking  period. 

Stanford  Tests  in  reading  comprehension,  spelling,  and 
grammar  were  administered  to  grade  7;  the  American  Council 
in  Education  Test — a  group  intelligence  test,  the  Kuder  Pref- 
erence Record — a  vocation  interest  test,  and  a  mechanical  ap- 
titude test  were  given  to  grade  9;  the  Cooperative-Cl,  in  reading 
comprehension  and  vocabulary,  and  the  Army  General  Civilian 
Test-C2,  and  the  Ohio  State  Intelligence  Test,  which  is  un- 
timed,  were  given  to  those  in  grades  11  and  12  who  plan  to 
further  study. 

Six  pupils  were  registered  for  college  board  entrance  ex- 
aminations. 

Mrs.  Charlotie  Harnden  was  granted  a  year's  leave  of  ab- 
sence by  the  School  Committee.  Mrs.  Harnden  will  complete 
her  Bachelor's  degree  at  the  Framingham  State  Teachers'  Col- 
lege in  January,  1952.  Mrs.  Grace  Elkins  was  secured  to  take 
her  classes  this  year. 

The  school  building  has  been  improved  inside  during  the 
year.  The  upper  and  lower  halls  have  new  hardwood  floors, 
the  walls  were  repainted  as  were  the  ceilings.  The  laboratory 
was  also  repainted. 
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New  toilet  rooms  and  new  equipment  have  been  installed 
in  the  basement.  The  separate  bubblers  in  the  basement  are 
appreciated.  We  are  pleased  with  these  changes. 

This  building  is  to  be  used  for  school  purposes  for  a  long 
time  to  come.  Following  are  some  of  the  improvements  that 
could  be  completed  in  the  near  future:  (1)  electric  bell  system 
for  class  use  (2)  sound  system  in  all  rooms  and  the  Principal's 
office  (3)  new  floors  in  all  classrooms  (4)  the  asbestos  shingles 
on  the  outside  to  be  removed  and  wooden  shingles  applied  (5) 
incinerator  in  which  to  burn  refuse  (6)  circular  drive  around 
the  school  (7)  cement  curbing  to  replace  the  dangerous  rocks 
around  the  front  drive  (8)  better  and  more  lights  in  all  class- 
rooms (9)  repaint  the  classrooms  not  already  refinished  (10) 
one  electric  mimeograph  (11)  oil  burner  for  the  two  boilers 
(12)  black  top  road  in  front  of  and  around  the  building  (13) 
basement  refinished  (14)  new  bubblers  on  the  two  upper  floors. 
Some  of  these  improvements  are  not  too  expensive  and  perhaps 
could  be  done  during  1952.  An  old  ventilator  on  the  roof  had  to 
be  replaced  with  a  new  one.  The  two  ventilators  on  the  roof 
were  painted. 

The  faculty  and  the  members  of  this  school  do  appreciate 
the  many  improvements  in  our  High  School  building  and  we 
are  proud  of  our  new  gymnasium  at  the  new  Elementary 
School.  We  are  grateful  to  the  taxpayers,  the  Building  Com- 
mittee, the  School  Committee  and  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  for  all  that  has  been  done  to  improve  our  school 
surroundings.  It  is  a  challenge  to  all  of  us  to  improve  school 
life  in  every  way  possible.  The  sports  and  the  social  activities 
will  be  enhanced  and  more  pleasing  to  our  guests. 

A  sincere  "thank  you"  to  the  parents,  the  School  Commit- 
tee, the  Superintendent  and  others  who  have  helped  to  make 
this  school  year  the  greatest  in  the  history  of  this  High  School. 

Elementary  School — William  M.  Mahoney,  Principal 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  to  you  my  second  annual 
report  as  Principal  of  the  Norton  Elementary  School. 

The  school  staff  greeted  five  hundred  seventy-five  Ele- 
mentary school  children  in  September  and  together,  the  chil- 
dren and  teachers  have  been  experiencing  the  once-in-a-

lifetime  opportunity  of  learning  to  use  a  new  school  building. 
There  were  and  will  continue  to  be  many  problems  that  will 
have  to  be  met  as  the  school  and  the  community  adapts  itself 
to  this  building.  However,  it  is  certain  that  the  school  person- 
nel, the  children,  and  our  growing  community  will  use  the 
new  facilities  to  their  full  extent. 

Although  the  oft-quoted  definition  that,  "A  university 
consists  of  a  log  with  Mark  Hopkins  on  one  end  and  a  boy 
on  the  other,"  is  far  from  the  literal  truth.  The  idea  that 
the  writer  of  that  definition  wanted  to  bring  out  was  that 
Mark  Hopkins,  a  very  famous  teacher  of  an  earlier  day,  was 
the  most  important  factor  in  giving  a  boy  a  good  education — 
not  the  university  building  where  he  did  his  teaching. 

While  no  one  would  argue  the  point  that  improved  school 
facilities  make  the  job  of  teaching  a  more  satisfying  and  more 
rewarding  one  in  terms  of  pupil  growth,  we,  as  a  community, 
must  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  the  real  key  to  the  educa- 
tion of  our  children  lies  with  the  individual  teacher.  We  are 
extremely  fortunate  at  the  Norton  Elementary  School  in 
having  a  teaching  staff  of  which  the  community  can  be  very 
proud,  a  professionally  minded  staff  which  has  responded  to 
the  challenge  and  the  additional  responsibilities  of  a  new 
and  larger  building  with  enthusiasm,  skill  and  intelligence. 
Because  of  our  complicated  lunch  and  transportation  situation, 
our  teachers  have  been  called  upon  to  do  many  things  not 
usually  required  of  their  fellow-teachers  in  surrounding  com- 
munities. The  cooperation  of  all  our  teachers,  supervisors, 
custodians,  lunchroom  staff,  and  bus  drivers  has  been  sincerely 
appreciated  by  this  writer. 

NEW  TEACHERS 

Last  June  we  lost  the  teaching  services  of  Miss  Jean 
Burch,  who  left  to  become  married  and  also  to  accept  another 
teaching  position;  Miss  Ann  Ruse,  who  left  to  accept  another 
teaching  position;  and  Mrs.  Ann  Covell,  who  accepted  a  teach- 
ing position  in  North  Attleboro.  While  the  services  of  these 
teachers  are  greatly  missed,  we  have  been  fortunate  in 
replacing  them  with  the  following  people: 

Miss  Eleanor  Piche,  a  1951  graduate  of  Lesley  College, 
whose  home  town  is  Lancaster,  New  Hampshire,  is  the  new 
third-grade  teacher  replacing  Miss  Burch. 
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Mrs.  Elmore  Stewart  has  taught  the  new  fourth-grade 
for  the  first  half  of  the  year,  but  as  of  this  writing,  has  resigned 
because  of  her  inability  to  find  living  quarters  in  Norton. 
She  will  accept  a  teaching  position  beginning  in  January 
which  will  be  nearer  her  home.  Mrs.  Stewart's  grade  will  be 
taught  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  by  Mrs.  Virginia  Adair 
of  South  Worcester  Street,  Norton. 

» 

Mr.  Frank  Coyle  is  our  new  teacher  of  grade  five.  He  is  a 
recent  graduate  of  Fordham  University,  has  done  additional 
work  at  Boston  University  and  Bridgewater  Teachers  College 
and  makes  his  home  in  Taunton. 

Mrs.  Ethel  Marquez  comes  to  us  as  a  grade  six  teacher  from 
many  years  of  living  and  teaching  in  South  and  Central 
America.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Gordon  College  and  has  taught 
for  the  past  three  years  at  Exeter,  Rhode  Island. 

Effects  of  the  Emergrency  Platoon  Plan 

Many  parents  have  been  concerned  over  the  effects  of  our 
emergency  double-shift  program  of  last  year.  In  answer  to  the 
question:  "Did  the  children  lose  a  great  deal  last  year?"  The 
answer  is  decidedly,  "Yes."  However,  we  hope  that  these  re- 
sults will  not  be  lasting.  Probably  the  greatest  loss  will  be  felt 
by  those  children  having  difficulty  with  certain  school  sub- 
jects and  by  youngsters  in  the  primary  grades  who  were  a  little 
immature  and  needed  the  additional  help  that  was  impossible 
to  give  under  last  year's  program. 

In  connection  with  evaluating  the  present  school  achieve- 
ment of  the  Elementary  School  children,  we  shall  have  given, 
by  the  time  this  report  is  published,  a  battery  of  achievement 
tests  in  all  six  grades  and  intelligence  tests  in  grades  two,  four 
and  six.  The  two  tests,  the  Otis  Intelligence  Test  and  the 
Califorina  Achievement  Test,  are  nationally  used  and  should 
enable  us  to  compare  our  children's  standing  on  a  national 
scale. 

Use  of  School  Facilities 

The  auditorium-gymnasium  has  naturally  increased  our 
potentialities  for  physical  education  and  music  tremendously, 
and  no  doubt  these  subjects  will  be  expanded  in  the  reports  of 
the  supervisors  in  those  areas.  However,  it  should  be  men- 
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tioned  that  the  auditorium  has  been  used  each  month  for 
assembly  programs  which  have  grown  out  of  something  the 
school,  as  a  whole,  or  individual  grades  have  been  working  on. 
In  October  the  entire  school  met  in  one  group  to  install  the 
School  Safety  Patrol.  In  November,  there  were  Thanksgiving 
assemblies  for  both  the  primary  and  the  intermediate  grades, 
and  in  December,  the  entire  school  met  once  again  for  its 
Christmas  program. 

The  audio-visual  department  is  being  developed  very 
rapidly  by  a  committee  of  teachers  headed  by  Miss  Margaret 
Smith,  teacher  of  grade  five.  Under  their  guidance,  over  sixty 
new  filmstrip  titles  were  added  to  our  permanent  library  and 
are  being  catalogued  for  easy  access  to  all  teachers.  Also  a  sup- 
ply of  rented  or  free  motion  picture  films  has  been  edited  and 
ordered  by  this  committee. 

With  the  acquisition  of  movable  furniture  for  all  rooms,  we 
have  been  able  to  do  more  about  the  recognition  of  individual 
differences  among  the  children  in  each  room.  The  teachers,  by 
dividing  the  children  in  their  rooms  into  smaller,  more  work- 
able groups,  are  thus  able  to  allow  each  child  to  more  nearly 
progress  to  the  full  extent  of  his  capacity.  We  have  been  fol- 
lowing this  procedure  for  many  years,  but  the  new  movable 
furniture  makes  it  a  much  more  efficient  technique. 

Because  of  re-emphasis  of  individual  differences,  when  it 
became  necessary  to  reorder  new  report  cards,  a  committee  of 
teachers  headed  by  Miss  Natalie  Alger,  teacher  of  grade  three, 
revised  the  former  primary  grade  report  cards  to  coincide  with 
this  thinking.  Additional  revision  of  the  intermediate  grade 
card  is  being  discussed  by  the  same  committee  and  will  be 
acted  upon  when  the  present  supply  of  cards  runs  out  in  June. 

School  Lunchroom. 

Consolidation  of  all  our  Elementary  Schools  has  made  the 
school  lunchroom  become  a  very  large  proposition.  With  Mrs. 
Helen  Reynolds  as  our  very  capable  lunchroom  manager,  we 
have  served  over  29,775  lunches  to  children  during  the  first 
four  months  of  the  school  year.  These  have  been  complete  hot 
dinners  consisting  of  a  main  protein  dish  of  meat,  fish,  or 
cheese,  etc.;  a  vegetable,  fruit,  or  broth;  bread  and  butter;  des- 
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sert  and  milk.  The  charge  per  pupil  is  20c  for  each  meal  with 
the  state  subsidizing  the  program  to  the  extent  of  9c  for  each 
lunch  served.  It  is  easy  to  see  that  it  becomes  necessary  to 
economize  and  to  purchase  food  in  very  large  quantities  at 
lowest  prices  in  order  to  provide  the  kind  of  service  just  de- 
scribed for  all  our  children. 

In  September  of  this  school  year,  a  list  of  lunchroom  needs 
was  sent  to  our  local  merchants  and  several  hotel  and  restau- 
rant wholesalers  for  bids  and  all  large  purchases  are  made  by 
means  of  this  bid  procedure.  We  would  like  all  townspeople  to 
know,  however,  that  the  school  lunchroom  is,  at  all  times, 
in  the  market  for  foodstuffs  suitable  to  our  needs  that  local 
folks,  particularly  some  of  our  local  farmers  and  grocers  are 
willing  to  sell  in  quantity  at  wholesale  prices. 

The  lunchroom  is  not  only  an  excellent  means  to  the 
healthy  growth  of  our  children,  but  also  a  wonderful  demon- 
stration of  the  type  of  co-operation  that  the  parents  of  Norton 
are  willing  to  give  to  their  schools.  Many  mothers  have  done 
special  work  at  home  in  the  preparation  of  lunches,  while 
other?)  have  come  in  to  give  assistance  to  our  five  excellent 
workers  at  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  time.  Also,  at  least 
one  parent  has  been  on  duty  every  noon  hour  voluntarily  since 
the  beginning  of  the  school  term  to  help  in  carrying  out  our 
program.  Their  interest  and  help  is  most  sincerely  appreciated 
by  all  of  us  at  school. 

Extra- Curricular  Activities 

Because  such  a  large  proportion  of  our  children  must  leave 
the  school  on  the  school  bus,  our  extra-curricular  activities 
are  of  neccessity  a  part  of  the  regular  school  day.  We  have  set 
aside  the  time  from  2:00  to  3:00  P.  M.  each  Wednesday  as  club 
period,  when  boys  and  girls  in  grades  four  to  six  may  go  to  any 
one  of  several  different  clubs  including:  Handicrafts  Club,  Pan 
American  Club,  Cooking  Club,  School  Newspaper,  Science 
Club,  School  Orchestra,  Glee  Club,  and  4-H  Club.  In  addition 
the  teachers  in  grades  one  to  three  are  taking  time  during  this 
same  period  for  individual  clubs  in  their  own  rooms.  It  is  hoped 
that  by  means  of  this  program,  qualities  of  leadership,  organi- 
zation, and  ability  to  work  in  a  group  will  be  developed  in  the 
children. 
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Conclusion 

During  the  past  year,  many  unforeseeable  problems  have 
arisen  out  of  our  emergency  set-up  and  in  our  moving  into  the 
new  school,  that  have  required  the  wisdom  and  the  guidance 
of  a  truly  extraordinary  adminstrator.  The  Elementary  School 
has  found  that  wisdom  and  guidance  always  ready  in  its  Super- 
intendent of  Schools,  Mr.  Laurence  G.  Nourse.  His  counsel  and 
his  friendship  is  valued  most  highly  by  all  of  us  who  work  with 
him. 

Our  appreciation  is  also  expressed  to  the  School  Committee 
for  its  cooperation  and  interest  throughout  the  past  year. 

It  is  fitting  that  we,  who  are  receiving  most  directly  the  full 
benefit  of  the  new  school,  should  offer  our  sincere  thanks  to 
Mr.  Paul  Sabourin  and  all  the  members  of  his  building  and 
planning  committee  for  the  many,  many  hours  of  work  and  the 
tireless  effort  they  have  shown  in  bringing  about  this  beauti- 
ful building  we  are  in.  Knowing  that  their  town  has  reached  a 
long-sought-after  goal  and  the  knowledge  that  almost  six  hun- 
dred of  our  youngsters  are  in  a  far  healthier  and  happier  en- 
vironment than  ever  before,  I  am  sure,  is  reward  enough  in 
the  minds  of  these  men  and  women,  but  each  of  us,  in  school 
and  out,  owes  a  real  debt  of  gratitude  to  them  for  a  job  well- 
done. 

Finally,  may  I  express  for  everyone  of  us,  who  has  had  the 
pleasure  of  working  in  the  new  Norton  Elementary  School, 
our  appreciation  for  the  help,  the  patience,  and  the  under- 
standing shown  by  all  the  parents  and  townspeople,  while  we 
have  been  adopting  ourselves  to  this  new  situation. 

All  those  of  us  who  love  this  community  can  truly  be  proud 
that  now  we  have  a  building  that  is  worthy  of  our  town,  teach- 
ers who  are  worthy  of  the  building,  and  children  who  are  wor- 
thy of  the  very  best  that  we  can  provide.  We  must  do  every- 
thing within  our  power  to  insure  that  this  happy  balance  con- 
tinues for  many  years  to  come.

"A  thing  of  beauty  is  a  joy  forever:  Its  lovliness  increases: 
It  will  never  pass  into  nothingness — Keats. 
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Our  new  school  building  certainly  is  a  thing  of  beauty  and 
it  is  a  joy  for  both  pupils  and  teachers.  After  a  year  of  half- 
sessions,  inconveniences  and  makeshifts,  it  is  a  marvelous 
feeling  to  have  a  regular  schedule  in  such  splendid  surround- 
ings and  well-equipped  building.  It  would  seem  that  pupils 
should  be  inspired  to  do  their  best  in  such  an  environment. 
Many  of  the  little  children  are  experiencing  and  enjoying 
easel  painting,  finger  painting  and  modelling  in  addition  to 
the  crayon  drawing.  Older  children  have  already  produced 
murals  of  interest  done  in  correlation  with  their  social  studies. 
All  fourth  grades  have  had  the  thrill  of  their  first  transparent 
watercolor  painting  and  are  ardent  enthusiasts.  The  fifth  and 
sixth  graders  also  have  watercolor  painting. 

The  fourth,  fifth,  sixth  and  seventh  grades  have  helped 
to  make  holiday  nutcups  and  cut  out  decorations  for  the 
American  Junior  Red  Cross  at  Hallowe'en,  Thanksgiving, 
Christmas  and  the  New  Year.  These  festive  favors  and  decora- 
tions are  sent  to  veterans  hospitals  to  cheer  the  patients. 

In  connection  with  Junior  Red  Cross,  our  seventh  and 
eighth  grade  pupils  and  high  school  art  students  sent  illustra- 
tions depicting  American  life  to  the  International  School  Art 
Exchange  Program.  About  fifty  paintings  were  exhibited  in 
the  assembly  room  and  French  room  of  the  High  School  for 
the  pupils  and  P.T.A.  last  April.  These  pictures  were  also 
exhibited  at  the  Attleboro  Public  Library  before  being  sent 
to  Washington,  D.  C,  to  be  screened  at  the  American  Red 
Cross  Headquarters.  After  this,  the  selected  ones  were  shipped 
to  foreign  countries,  there  being  fourteen  participating  in  this 
program.  In  May,  we  were  fortunate  to  have  a  part  of  the 
National  Exhibit  from  the  Red  Cross  for  students  to  see  the 
work  of  other  American  students  from  various  parts  of  the 
United  States.  Each  year,  about  one  hundred  are  chosen  from 
the  six  thousand  submitted  to  tour  this  country  before  going 
abroad. 

In  the  Spring  and  during  American  Education  Week  in 
November,  an  exhibit  of  the  work  of  the  art  classes  and 
mechanical  drawing  classes  was  exhibited  in  the  art  room 
at  the  High  School  for  Open  House. 

For  all  Elementary  teachers,  a  set  of  forty-seven  slides 
on  "Growth  Through  Art"  was  shown  in  May.   These  slides 
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were  prepared  by  the  Midcentury  White  House  Exhibit  Com- 
mittee of  the  National  Art  Education  for  the  purpose  of  show- 
ing the  close  integration  between  creative  and  mental  growth 
of  the  child.

With  the  increased  school  population,  it  has  been  necessary 
to  add  a  half  day's  work  to  the  regular  two  days  a  week  for  the 
Art  Supervisor.  This  additional  time  has  been  divided  be- 
tween the  High  School  and  the  Elementary  School  for  an 
additional  mechanical  drawing  class  and  for  accommodating 
the  extra  fourth  grade.  It  also  has  helped  to  lengthen  by  five 
or  ten  minutes,  art  lessons  for  grades  four,  five  and  six  as 
well  as  to  give  time  for  supervision  and  help  to  teachers. 

My  sincere  and  grateful  thanks  to  Mr.  Nourse,  Mr.  Randall, 
Mr.  Yelle,  Mr.  Mahoney  and  all  the  teachers  for  their  con- 
tinued cooperation  and  loyalty.

Norton  Elementary  School 

"There  is  one  language  understood  by  every  nation  on 
earth,  one  that  gives  joy  to  young  and  old.  That  language  is 
Music." 

This  past  year  has  been  unique  in  that  our  work  during 
the  first  half  of  the  year  was  carried  out  under  crowded  con- 
ditions, and  not  knowing  when  we  would  be  able  to  move  into 
our  new  quarters.  The  last  half  has  brought  the  accomplish- 
ment of  that  long  looked  for  event — the  beautiful  new  school. 
To  have  for  the  first  time,  all  the  Elementary  grades  under 
one  roof  is  splendid.  This  will  be  especially  appreciated  when 
it  comes  to  rehearsals  of  the  Spring  Festival.  Bus  transporta- 
tion from  the  various  schools  will  be  a  thing  of  the  past,  thus 
not  only  saving  time,  but  money.  The  so-called  Rainy  Day 
Playroom  permits  of  the  assembly  of  the  different  grades  in 
a  room  free  from  desks,  with  a  piano.  In  this  room  we  practice 
marching,  some  folk  dancing,  and  other  studies  in  rhythm. 

In  grades  2,  3,  4  and  6  we  have  added  the  new  American 
Series  of  Music  Books.  The  children  like  these  books  with 
their  attractive  illustrations  for  each  song.  These  books  present 
a  diversified  repertoire  of  fine  American  Songs  interspersed 
with  songs  of  other  countries. 

There  is  a  scarcity  of  pianos  throughout  the  building  at 
present,  but  as  time  moves  on,  this  situation  will  be  remedied. 

Junior  High  School 

In  our  Norton  Schools  the  Junior  High  comprises  grades 
7  and  8.  These  grades  are  divided  into  two  sections  each.  I 
visit  these  four  classes  every  Monday  morning.  We  try  to 
overcome  som.e  of  the  difficulties  of  these  teen  age  boys  and 
girls  by  offering  songs  that  vary  in  mood  and  rhythm,  as  chil- 
dren at  this  age  need  variety.  We  try  to  expose  the  students 
to  good  music,  not  necessarily  high  brow,  with  the  hope  that  in 
their  home  life  as  they  sit  by  the  radio,  or  television,  they  will 
have  learned  to  discriminate  in  evaluating  good  music  from 
the  inferior  type.  Perhaps  the  boys,  as  a  whole,  do  not  like  to 
read  music  too  well,  but  the  important  matter  is  to  have  them 
sing. 
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High  School 

This  year,  as  an  elective  subject,  I  have  a  general  class  in 
Music  numbering  eighty-five  (85).  With  this  large  class,  I 
only  wish  they  might  go  over  every  Monday  to  the  beautiful 
new  auditorium  with  its  grand  piano.  Desks  are  such  a  nuisance 
when  it  comes  to  assembly  singing.  Perhaps  this  can  be  work- 
ed out.  I  have  some  ten  boys  in  this  class;  there  should  be  more. 
Some  boys  still  fear  they  will  be  branded  a  "sissy"  if  they  join 
the  class.  They  must  be  made  to  realize  that  Music  is  as  an 
essential  part  of  their  masculine  life  as  football.  Groups  of 
the  more  talented  have  taken  part  in  special  assemblies  as 
well  as  last  year's  Commencement  Exercises.  We  still  need 
more  periods  set  aside  for  Music  if  we  are  to  progress  as  we 
should.  I  hope  the  time  is  not  too  far  distant  when  a  whole 
credit  will  be  given  for  music,  thereby  creating  a  greater  in- 
centive in  choosing  the  subject  as  an  elective. 

The  friendliness  and  cooperation  of  Mr.  Nourse  and  the 
teachers,  as  well  as  the  parents  with  whom  I  have  come  in 
contact,  have  made  my  work  the  past  year  a  pleasure. 

Physical  Education — Mr.  Richard  C.  Gleason 

Facilities  and  Equipment 

The  Indoor  Plant — By  the  time  that  this  report  is  printed, 
we  will  have  been  in  our  beautiful  new  gymnasium  for  six  or 
seven  months  and  we  are  enjoying  every  minute  of  it!  In  pre- 
vious years,  our  program  was  severely  handicapped  due  to  the 
lack  of  facilities,  but  this  is  no  longer  true.  We  now  can  offer 
the  type  of  Physical  Education,  Athletic  and  Health  Programs 
that  should  significantly  contribute  to  the  total  development 
of  every  pupil  in  our  school  system.  I  personally  feel  that  our 
new  gymnasium  is  the  finest  "monument  to  youth"  in  which 
the  community  could  have  invested.  On  behalf  of  each  stu- 
dent, the  school  staff  and  the  Athletic  Department,  I  wish  to 
extend  our  gratitude  to  each  citizen  of  Norton  for  helping  to 
make  our  fondest  wishes  come  true. 

The  Outdoor  Plant — We  are  attempting  to  develope  our 
outdoor  facilities  as  rapidly  as  possible.  A  large  amount  of 
playground  apparatus  has  been  added  for  the  enjoyment  of  the 
younger  boys  and  girls  and  our  athletic  fields  are  gradually 
being  developed  and  improved.  During  the  early  phase  of  the 
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current  school  year,  several  of  our  more  ambitious  High  School 
students  constructed  an  excellent  combination  soccer-football 
field  which  was  used  for  all  school  contests,  as  well  as  for 
"pick-up"  games  on  the  week-ends.  When  Spring  arrives,  we 
plan  to  spend  a  considerable  amount  of  time  in  the  improve- 
ment of  our  baseball  diamond. 

Equipment — As  the  scope  of  the  Physical  Education  and 
Athletic  programs  has  expanded,  we  have  found  it  necessary 
to  purchase  more  equipment.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  we  are 
reaching  a  point  whereby  we  will  have  ample  equipment  for 
every  program  or  event  which  our  department  can  sponsor. 

Higrh  School  Progrram 

Girls'  Progrram — The  girls'  Physical  Education  classes  and 
Athletic  teams  are  conducted  by  Miss  Grace  Kiernan,  a  recent 
addition  to  the  staff.  We  are  indeed  fortunate  to  have  Miss 
Kiernan  with  us,  as  she  has  a  keen  interest  in  Physical  Educa- 
tion and  Athletic  activities.  She  has  developed  a  well-balanced 
program  for  all  girls  in  grades  seven  to  twelve  and  her  coach- 
ing ability  is  of  the  highest  quality.  During  the  Autum  and 
early  Winter  seasons.  Miss  Kiemans'  curriculum  has  included 
such  activities  as:  soccer,  speedball,  softball,  social  dancing, 
square  dancing,  modern  dancing,  basketball,  volleyball,  bad- 
minton, health  and  safety  topics.  She  is  now  preparing  a  busy 
Winter  and  Spring  program  which  will  be  beneficial  to  all. 

Boys'  Program — The  Physical  Education  program  for  boys 

has  featured:  touch  football,  soccer,  softball,  games  of  low 
organization,  social  and  square  dancing,  basketball,  and  sport 
movies.  The  Winter  and  Spring  program  will  be  largely  made 
up  of  the  following:  volleyball,  badminton,  tests  and  measure- 
ments, basketball,  boxing  and  combative  activities,  games  of 
low  organization,  track,  softball,  archery,  and  health  and 
safety  topics. 

Intramurals — A  highly  successful  soccer  league  highlight- 
ed our  Fall  intramural  program  with  74  boys  in  grades  7  to 
12  taking  part.  Games  were  played  on  Monday,  Wednesday, 
and  Friday  afternoons,  with  each  of  the  four  teams  playing 
eight  games  each.  The  race  went  to  "the  wire"  with  all  four 
teams  evenly  matched.  However,  the  "Mosquitos"  led  by 
Walter  Hayes  and  Edward  Gagne,  finally  won  the  champion- 
ship. 
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Much  credit  for  the  success  of  this  league  must  go  to  Mr. 
Burnham  Miller  of  the  High  School  faculty.  As  during  the 
1950-1951  school  year,  Mr.  Miller  worked  tirelessly  to  insure 
the  success  of  this  activity.  Credit  is  also  due  to  student  Jack 
Cosgrove,  who  very  capably  assisted  with  the  officiating  chores. 

The  girls'  and  boys'  intrumural  program  during  the  winter 
months  will  feature  basketball  leagues  and  foul  shooting  con- 
tests. 

Athletics — I  would  like  to  praise  the  boys  who  played  on 
last  season's  baseball  team.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  they  were 
a  youthful  and  inexperienced  team,  the  boys  did  remarkably 
well — well  enough  to  win  all  of  their  league  games.  Their  lone 
loss  was  to  Scituate  High  School  in  tournament  play.  Several 
of  last  year's  lettermen  are  still  in  school  and  consequently,  we 
are  hopeful  that  the  boys  will  have  equal  success  in  1952. 

Girls*  Basketball — Miss  Kiernan's  charges  got  off  to  an 
early  start  this  year  with  practice  beginning  early  in  Novem- 
ber. A  ten  game  schedule  has  been  arranged  for  the  girls, 
with  all  games  being  played  afternoons.  Miss  Kiernan's  girls 
have  already  posted  an  impressive  victory  over  North  Attle- 
boro  and  it  is  expected  that  they  will  enjoy  a  fine  season. 

Boys*  Basketball — Over  thirty  boys  reported  to  "try-outs" 
on  November  15.  To  date  our  nine  man  varsity  team  has  play- 
ed two  games,  both  of  which  were  lost.  However,  they  looked 
impressive  during  these  games — causing  us  to  believe  that 
they  will  win  "their  share"  of  the  fourteen  remaining  games. 

Leaders'  Club — It  would  seem  improper  not  to  include  the 

activities  of  the  Boys'  Leaders'  Club  while  writing  this  report. 
Organized  by  the  physical  education  department  last  year,  the 
Leaders'  Club  has  grown  into  a  workable  unit  of  sixteen 
members.  Led  by  President  Thomas  Hall,  the  Leaders'  Club 
endeavors  to  aid  in  the  improvement  and  development  of  the 
physical  education  and  athletic  programs.  They  do  this  by 
sponsoring  drives,  working  at  special  activities,  assisting  the 
physical  director,  etc.  The  boys  are  doing  a  fine  job  for  our 
department  and  at  the  same  time  they  are  practicing  good 
leadership  qualities. 
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Elementary  School  Program 

Primary  Grades  (1-3) — The  teachers  are  to  be  congratu- 
lated for  the  excellent  job  that  they  are  doing  in  the  Physical 
Education  field.  In  the  primary  grades,  the  classroom  teacher 
is  largely  responsible  for  instructing  their  pupils  in  this  field, 
with  assistance  from  the  Physical  Education  Instructor.  The 
core  program  for  these  grades  evolves  around:  Fundamental 
rhythms,  singing  games,  mimetics,  story  plays,  games  of  low 
organization,  relays,  etc. 

Intel-mediate  grades  (4-6) — In  the  intermediate  grade  Phy- 
sical Education  Program,  the  classroom  teacher  instructs  the 
girls,  while  the  Physical  Education  Supervisor  is  responsible 
for  the  boys.  The  intermediate  grade  age  group  is  extremely 
enthusiastic  and  it  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  that  we 
can  work  with  them  in:  basketball,  games  of  low  organization, 
touch  football,  folk  dancing,  soccer,  mimetics,  relays,  volley- 
ball type  games,  baseball  type  games,  schoolroom  games,  etc. 
We  attempt  to  devote  much  time  teaching  game  fundamentals 
to  these  youngsters,  as  we  can  be  reasonably  assurred  that 
many  of  them  will  continue  to  be  sports  devotees  during  their 
adult  lives  if  we  can  help  them  attain  some  measure  of  success 
during  these  years  in  which  they  are  greatly  interested  in 
Athletics. 

Men's  Physical  Education  Class 

Each  Thursday  evening,  from  7:00  p.  m.  to  10:30  p.  m., 
a  group  of  male  townspeople  meet  with  me  at  the  gymnasium 
for  a  weekly  physical  education  class.  The  twenty  enrollees 
receive  instruction  in  such  activities  as:  fencing,  volleyball, 
badminton,  calisthenics,  basketball,  boxing,  judo,  table  tennis, 
games  of  low  organization,  etc.  After  the  class  is  over,  coffee 
and  doughnuts  are  served,  after  which  an  interesting  sports 
movie  program  is  presented. 

We  are  anxious  to  increase  the  enrollment  to  over  thirty, 
so  it  is  hoped  that  any  or  all  male  readers  of  this  report  will 
come  down  to  the  gym  and  receive  more  information  from  me. 

Physician— Elmer  W.  Clarke,  M.D. 

Physical  examinations  have  been  completed  at  the  new 
school  and  at  the  High  School.   Also  diphtheria  prevention

inoculations  will  be  given  in  due  time.  The  athletes  have  been 
examined  and  results  recorded. 

A  number  of  play-ground  accidents  and  accidents  on  the 
athletic  field  have  occurred  and  I  have  treated  same.  I  have 
given  many  physical  examinations  to  students  absent  from 
school  three  or  more  days  and  issued  certificates  stating 
whether  or  not  I  felt  they  should  return  to  school. 

The  room  in  the  new  Norton  Elementary  School  in  which 
physical  examinations  were  given  is  excellent — plenty  of  light 
and  plenty  of  room. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  given 
the  School  Health  Department  by  the  School  Nurse,  teachers, 
janitors  and  many  others. 

School  Nurse — Mrs.  Rose  Robbins,  R.N. 

The  year  1951  has  offered  many  new  and  varied  exper- 
iences in  the  Health  Program  for  the  Norton  Schools. 

The  first  part  of  the  year  found  it  difficult  to  carry  on  a 
good  Health  Program  in  the  Elementary  Schools  because  of  the 
crowded  conditions.  However,  the  physical  examinations  were 
completed  and  the  Massachusetts  Vision  test  was  given  for 
that  school  year. 

The  pupils,  as  a  whole,  were  found  to  be  in  good  physical 
condition.  Five  hundred  forty-six  children  were  given  the 
vision  test.  Sixty-eight  were  found  to  have  some  defect. 
Twenty-one  were  taken  by  their  parents  to  have  medical  care. 

We  have  been  unable  to  give  the  audiometer  or  vision  tests 
this  Fall  because  the  State  owned  equipment  will  not  be  avail- 
able to  us  until  March  and  April. 

The  Massachusetts  Vision  testing  equipment  costs  about 
$100.00.  The  Audiometer  equipment  costs  about  $350.00.  If 
we  owned  one  or  both  of  these  machines,  the  tests  could  be 
given  in  the  Fall.  Any  defects  found  could  be  corrected  in  time 
to  help  the  child  make  a  better  adjustment  in  his  school  work. 
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In  September,  all  Elementary  School  children  were 
checked  for  ringworm  with  the  Wood  Filter  lamp.  No  cases 
were  found. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  check  the  children's  heads  fre- 
quently for  pediculi.  If  parents  kept  a  better  check  on  this 
condition  and  gave  adequate  care,  the  nurse's  time  could  be 
given  to  better  Health  teaching. 

All  Elementary  and  most  of  the  High  School  children  have 
had  the  physical  check  for  the  1951-52  school  year.  The  High 
School  was  finished  January  4,  1952. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  do  the  High  School  physical  ex- 
aminations while  these  students  were  having  a  gym  period  in 
the  gymnasium.  Miss  Kiernan  and  Mr.  Gleason  have  been  very 
helpful  to  Dr.  Clarke  and  myself. 

As  the  Elementary  Schools  were  buldging  last  year,  so  the 
High  School  is  this  year.  The  nurse  has  a  desk  space  in  the 
teachers'  room  which  leaves  little  room  for  the  teachers.  The 
cot,  formerly  in  the  nurse's  room,  is  now  in  the  corridor. 

Children  are  taken  home  as  soon  as  possible  when  taken 
ill  at  school.  You  can  see  there  is  no  room  for  an  ill  child 
at  school,  so  please  be  sure  to  keep  a  child  at  home  if  there 
is  any  sign  of  illness! 

All  accidents,  slight  and  serious,  are  investigated  and  re- 
sults reported  to  the  Superintendent  and  School  Committee. 

A  child  may  not  return  to  school  after  a  three  day  ab- 
sence without  a  certificate  from  Dr.  Clarke,  the  School  Physi- 
cian, or  his  family  physician.  It  would  be  a  great  help  if  par- 
ents would  cooperate  in  carrying  out  this  procedure. 

A  State  Dental  Hygienist  checked  the  teeth  of  the  children 
in  Grades  1  through  6.  Notices  have  been  sent  home  in  regards 
to  this  check.  We  are  striving  to  correct  any  defects  and  have 
each  child  bring  a  certificate  from  his  family  dentist.  We  would 
like  to  complete  this  project  by  June. 

A  Home  Nursing  Course  was  conducted  in  the  Spring  for 
the  Junior  and  Senior  girls  of  the  Household  Arts  Department. 
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The  Well-Child  Conference  was  held  in  April  with  Dr. 
Harold  Shuman  examining  the  children.  Forty-five  children 
attended. 

For  a  school  system  boasting  the  numbers  we  do,  there  is 
not  too  much  communicable  disease. 

The  diseases  are  not  quarantined  as  they  used  to  be  be- 
cause:— 

1.  Scientific  research  has  shown  that  by  the  time  most 
diseases  are  recognized,  the  damage  is  done. 

2.  The  new  anti-biotics  are  able  to  cope  with  the  causes 
of  particular  diseases  very  swiftly.  They  are  not  successful 
with  everyone,  but  definitely  valuable. 

The  way  to  control  communicable  disease  is: — 

1.  Immunization,  if  practical. 

2.  Use  of  Health  measures  advocated  by  the  Health  au- 
thorities. 

We  hope  to  have  a  diphtheria  clinic  at  the  Elementary 
School  this  winter. 

I  offer  my  sincere  appreciation  for  the  splendid  co-opera- 
tion which  was  extended  to  me  by  Mr.  Nourse,  Dr.  Clarke,  the 
Principals,  the  Teachers,  the  Janitors  and  the  Parents. 


Closing 

The  past  year  has  been  a  happy  and  proud  milestone  in 
the  history  of  the  Norton  schools.  All  concerned  with  the 
operation  of  the  schools  have  given  loyally  their  best  efforts. 
Extensive  time  and  study  by  the  School  Commitee  and  the 
Planning  Committee  have  made  possible  the  completion  of  the 
new  school  and  the  satisfactory  solution  of  the  many  problems 
arising  from  the  new  organization.

Meeting  opened  at  8:08  P.M.  with  Moderator  Samuel 
Thomas  II  presiding.  Leo  Yelle,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee appeared  to  make  recommendations  for  that  committee. 
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Action  on  articles  were  as  follows: 

Article  1.  On  motion  by  Leo  Yelle  it  was  voted  to  trans- 
fer the  added  sum  of  $248.58  to  the  Election  &  Registration 
acccount  from  the  E.  &  D.  Account. 

Article  2.  Voted  to  transfer  from  the  E.  &  D.  account  to 
the  Street  Lighting  Account,  the  sum  of  $61.80. 

Article  3.  Voted  that  $900.00  be  appropriated  by  trans- 
fer from  the  E.  &  D.  as  an  additional  sum  to  the  Welfare  Ex- 
pense Account. 

Article  4.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $57.50  be  appropriated 
by  transfer  to  the  Veterans  Benefit  Account,  from  the  E.  &  D. 
Account. 

Article  5.  Preceding  the  vote  Mr.  Paul  Sabourin,  Chair- 
man of  Selectmen,  read  the  following  letter: 

"You  will  recall  that  at  an  open  town  meeting  in  1950, 
John  Farrell,  then  Vice-President  of  this  corporation,  announc- 
ed that  the  company  would  donate  a  fire  house  to  the  Town  of 
Norton  to  be  constructed  in  the  Barrowsville  section  for  hous- 
ing the  fire  engine  purchased  by  the  Town  about  that  time. 
Since  then  inquiries  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  regard- 
ing the  corporation's  proposed  offer. 

We  now  desire  to  fulfill  Mr.  Farrell's  promise  and  we  here- 
by agree  to  pay  to  the  Town  of  Norton  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
thousand  (25,000)  Dollars  on  or  before  December  31,  1952  pro- 
vided that  on  or  before  December  27,  1952,  the  selectmen  of 
the  Town  of  Norton  notify  this  corporation  in  writing  of  their 
acceptance  of  the  gift  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,- 
000.00)  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

1.  All  of  said  sum  will  be  expended  in  the  construction  of 
a  fire  house  to  be  located  on  land  in  the  Barrowsville 
section  of  which  the  Defiance  Manufacturing  Company 
Agrees  to  deed  in  fee  simple  and  free  of  all  incum- 
bances  to  the  Town  of  Norton  for  that  purpose  within 
the  year  1952:  and 

2.  That  the  plans  for  construction  of  the  fire  house,  type 
of  architecture  and  construction  materials  must  first 
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be  approved  by  this  corporation  and  further  that  the 
construction  will  be  under  the  supervision  of  engi- 
neers of  the  corporation  who  will  serve  without  com- 
pensation by  the  Town:  and 

3.  Construction  of  the  fire  house  will  be  started  and  com- 
pleted without  undue  delay  following  the  donation  of 
the  land  site  by  this  corporation  to  the  Town  as  above 
stated. 

Acceptance  of  our  offer  to  donate  twenty-five  thousand 
(25,000)  dollars  to  the  Town  of  Norton,  as  aforesaid  will  be 
deemed  sufficient  and  complete  provided  all  of  the  present 
selectmen  sign  the  acceptance  on  the  enclosed  carbon  copy  of 
this  letter  and  deliver  the  same  on  or  before  December  27,  1952, 
to  any  officer  of  this  corporation." 

On  Motion  by  Mr.  Yelle,  it  was  voted  to  accept,  with 
thanks,  the  sum  of  $25,000  offered  by  the  Defiance  Bleachery  to 
be  used  to  build  a  fire  station  in  Barrowsville,  said  acceptance 
to  be  in  agreement  with  conditions  as  set  forth  in  the  letter  of 
the  Defiance  Bleachery  recorded  above.

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1952. 

Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  balance  sheet  showing  our 
funded  debt  to  be  $662,900.00.  This  is  the  balance  still  due  on 
our  "mortgage'"  and  according  to  schedule  should  be  paid  of!  in 
1969.  You  will  note  that  we  have  $149,923.30  in  the  E  &  D 
account  (Surplus  Revenue).  Of  this  amount  $113,294.48  has 
been  certified  by  the  Division  of  Accounts  as  "free  cash"  which 
we  can  spend.  This  sum  represents  a  small  amount  of  accumu- 
lated savings  and  the  balance  is  what  YOU  have  provided  by 
direct  taxation  in  the  past  few  years.  We  received  $42,422.70 
from  the  Commonwealth  as  our  re-inbursement  on  the  New 
Elementary  School  for  the  past  3  years.  Approximately  $3.50 
was  added  to  our  tax  rate  each  year  for  the  past  3  years  to 
raise  this  amount.  Should  this  money  be  used  to  reduce  our 
taxes  for  the  next  three  years  or  should  it  be  set  aside  for 
capital  expenditures?  It  would  be  well  for  the  taxpayers  to  give 
serious  consideration  to  the  financial  structure  of  the  Town 
bearing  in  mind  the  present  high  tax  rate  and  the  continued 
demand  for  increased  operating  costs. 

One  way  in  which  the  Town  could  get  a  little  more  revenue 
would  be  by  having  all  excise  tax  bills  paid  to  the  Norton  Tax 
Collector.  It  seems  that  some  residents  whose  mailing  address  is 
Earrowsville  or  Chartley  are  taxed  directly  from  Boston  and 
pay  their  taxes  directly  to  Boston.  When  registering  your  car 
be  certain  to  state  in  your  application  that  the  car  is  garaged  in 
NORTON  with  the  result  that  your  excise  taxes  will  be  com- 
mitted by  and  payable  to  the  Town  of  Norton  instead  of  the 
State  tax  office.  It  has  been  estimated  that  the  Town  loses  about 
$2,000.00  annually  because  of  this  procedure.

WATER  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT  FOR  1952 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Norton: 

Your  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  herewith  submits 
its  twenty-nineth  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1952.  The  continuance  of  home  construction,  especially 
in  the  new  sub-divisions,  has  exerted  constant  demands  on  our 
personnel  and  equipment. 

During  the  year  there  were  124  services  installed  and 
committed  and  also  several  others  that  were  laid  but  have  not 
been  connected  with  the  property.  This  is  the  maximum 
number  laid  for  any  year  to  date.  There  are  at  present  1,028 
services  and  181  hydrants  in  operation  besides  the  Town  serv- 
ices that  are  not  committed. 

The  new  mains  on  Freeman  St.,  Mansfield  Ave.,  Smith 
St.,  North  Washington  St.,  Pond  St.,  Robinson  Lane,  Perry 
Ave.,  and  Stillman  Road  have  been  completed  and  all  services 
connected  that  have  been  requested.

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REPORT  OF  FIRE  ENGINEERS 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Fire  Engineers  herewith  respectfully  submit  their 
twenty-second  annual  report. 

The  Fire  Department  answered  144  calls.  The  ambulance 
responded  to  90  calls. 

Building  a  fire  alarm  system  began  with  wiring  from 
Norton  Center  Station  to  Chartley,  and  the  installation  of  air 
whistles  at  each  station.  Two  fire  alarm  boxes  were  also 
installed.  We  plan  the  extension  of  this  system  annually. 

The  New  England  Fire  Insurance  Rating  Association  has 
been  requested  to  conduct  a  survey  of  our  town. 

Lower  Insurance  rates  for  our  whole  town  are  our  aim. 
In  testing  our  pumping  engines  we  found  engine  #4  at  Bay 
St.  to  be  below  capacity.  Replacing  this  engine  is  the  most 
economical  in  long  range  results. 

Building  of  a  fire  station  at  Barrowsville  has  further  pro- 
gressed with  the  generous  gift  of  $25,000  for  this  purpose  from 
the  Defiance  Bleachery. 

Fire  stations  in  separated  locations  in  a  town  of  our  size 
and  geography  are  ideal  in  these  days  of  congested  highways 
and  the  dangers  involved.  Constant  improvement  to  each  sta- 
tion, its  apparatus,  communications  and  personnel,  at  eco- 
nomical costs  is  our  aim. 

Two  trucks  and  the  Chartley  station  are  equipped  with 
2-way  radio.  We  recommend  the  purchase  of  two  more  this 
year. 

A  Norton  telephone  is  now  being  installed  in  the  Chartley 
station.  Anyone  with  Norton  telephone  service  may  dial  5-4321 
to  call  the  Fire  Department. 
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Burning  rubbish  and  incinerators  cause  many  fires.  Per- 
mits are  required  for  all  outdoor  fires.  Never  light  a  fire 
outside  on  dry  or  windy  and  low  humidity  days.  Conflagra- 
tions, loss  of  property  and  even  loss  of  life  can  easily  result. 

We  wish  to  again  remind  you  of  the  fine  services  rendered 
by  our  volunteer  fire  fighters.  These  men  take  many  risks 
in  fire  fighting  and  their  excellent  work  is  deeply  appreciated. 

We  sincerely  thank  the  Police,  Water,  Highway  and  School 
Department  for  their  help  and  cooperation  given  our  board 
and  Fire  Department.

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  of  the  Town  of  Norton  here- 
with submit  the  following  report: 

GENERAL  RELIEF 

During  the  year  1952  there  were  twenty-one  (21)  cases 
aided,  representing  seventy-nine  (79)  persons.  Twelve  (12) 
cases  being  the  largest  number  of  cases  aided  in  any  one  month. 
Forty-five  (45)  persons  being  the  largest  number  of  persons 
aided  in  any  one  month. 

Ten  (10)  cases  aided  were  Norton  settled  cases. 

Four  (4)  cases  aided  were  unsettled  (State)  cases. 

Seven  (7)  cases  aided  were  cases  with  a  settlement  in 
other  city  or  town. 

Three  (3)  cases  aided  received  hospitalization. 
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There  were  twenty-four  (24)  applications  for  aid  during 
the  past  year.  Nine  (9)  new  applications  and  fifteen  (15) 
re-opened  applications. 

All  General  Relief  cases  were  visited  frequently  and  plans 
for  treatment  made. 

The  bills  for  the  Welfare  Department  to  the  State  and  to 
other  cities  and  towns,  were  sent  in  October  1952,  for  the 
amount  of  $1,399.95. 

The  total  expenditures  for  Welfare  for  1952  were  $4,150.11. 

Amount  paid  to  other  cities  and  towns  for  cases  with  a 
settlement  in  Norton  was  $871.05. 

Amount  paid  out  for  State  cases  was  $809.25. 

Amount  paid  out  for  outside  city  and  town  cases,  living  in 
Norton  was  $745.04. 

Amount  paid  out  for  cases,  with  Norton  Settlement  was 
$2,595.82. 

Illness,  hospitalization  and  broken  homes  cannot  be  fore- 
seen, and  must  be  taken  care  of  when  the  need  arises.

With  the  termination  of  the  Metropolitan  Life  Insurance 
Company  contract  and  an  ever  growing  population,  and  in 
maintaining  an  ever  all  interest  in  the  health  and  welfare 
of  the  community,  the  Norton  District  Nursing  Association 
has  added  a  part  time  nurse  to  its  staff  two  mornings  a  week. 

The  acquisition  of  Mrs.  Alton  Foster  as  the  part  time 
nurse  has  greatly  facilitated  the  execution  of  a  well  rounded 
health  program  in  our  schools.

For  the  benefit  of  the  owners  and  keepers  of  dogs,  the  fol- 
lowing extract  of  the  General  Laws  is  submitted: 
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General  Laws  Chapter  140 

Section  137 — Licenses  and  Tags.  The  owner  or  keeper  of 
a  dog  which  is  three  months  old  or  over  shall  annually,  on  or 
before  March  31,  cause  it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described 
and  licensed  for  one  year  from  April  first  following,  if  the  dog 
is  kept  in  Boston  in  the  office  of  the  Police  Com.missioner,  or 
if  kept  in  any  other  town  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  thereof.  The 
license  shall  be  in  a  form  prescribed  by  the  director,  upon  a 
blank  to  be  furnished,  except  in  the  Country  of  Suffolk,  by  the 
county  which  the  town  is  located,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the 
condition  expressed  therein  that  the  dog  which  is  the  subject 
of  the  license  shall  be  controlled  and  restrained  from  killing, 
chasing  or  harassing  live  stock  or  fowls.  The  owner  or  keeper 
of  a  licensed  dog  shall  cause  it  to  wear  around  its  neck  or  body 
a  collar  or  harness  of  leather  or  other  suitable  material,  to 
Vv'hich  shall  be  securely  attached  a  tag  in  a  form  prescribed  by 
the  director,  and  upon  which  shall  appear  the  license  and  the 
year  of  issue.  Such  tags  shall  be  furnished  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  license  blanks,  and  if  any  such  tag  shall  be  lost  the 
owner  or  keeper  of  such  dog  shall  forthwith  secure  a  substitute 
tag  from  the  town  clerk,  at  a  cost  of  ten  cents  which  shall  be 
retained  by  the  clerk,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  law.  Any 
person  may  bring  or  cause  to  be  brought  from  another  state  or 
country  any  dog  licensed  under  the  law  thereof  and  keep  such 
dogs  in  this  Commonwealth  for  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty 
days  without  licensing  it  hereunder,  and  during  such  period 
the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  such 
dog. 

Section  138 — Licenses.  A  person  who  after  April  first  in  any 
year  becomes  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  which  is  not  duly 
licensed,  and  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  when  it  becomes 
three  months  old  after  March  thirty-first  in  any  year,  shall 
cause  it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described,  licensed,  col- 
lared, or  harnessed  and  tagged  as  required  by  section  one 
hundred  and  thirty-seven.  A  person  who  after  April  first  in 
any  year  becomes  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  which  is  dully 
licensed  in  the  town  where  kept  shall  forthwith  give  notice  in 
writing  to  the  clerk  of  such  town,  or  if  kept  in  Boston  to  the 
police  commissioner,  that  he  has  become  such  owner  or  keeper, 
and  said  clerk  or  police  commissioner,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall 
change  the  record  of  such  license  to  show  the  name  and  address 
of  the  new  owner  or  keeper.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COAOnXTEE 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1952 


To  the  Citizens  of  Norton: 

One  of  the  most  important  departments  in  any  communi- 
ty is  that  dealing  with  the  education  of  its  youth.  It  becomes 
increasingly  evident  that  the  activities  of  the  schools  precede 
the  importance  of  many  other  affairs  in  all  localities  and  as 
this  Committee  reviews  the  various  events  of  the  year  in  con- 
nection with  the  schools  of  Norton,  we  can  not  overlook  the 
steps  which  have  been  taken  to  develop  and  enhance  the  pro- 
cess of  public  school  learning  in  the  hope  that  our  students 
will  benefit  as  much  as  possible  by  our  policies  and  actions. 

The  major  problem  which  confronts  practically  every 
town  in  the  nation  is  the  increased  enrollment  in  all  classes. 
Norton  faces  larger  numbers  each  September;  a  fact  which 
must  be  considered  seriously  by  the  citizens  as  to  what  course 
should  be  followed  in  taking  care  of  the  pupils.  Every  avail- 
able space  will  be  utilized  in  the  High  School  building  in  Sep- 
tember 1953  —  a  building  which  has  had  overcrowded  condi- 
tions for  many  years.  The  Elementary  School  also  will  be  re- 
sponding to  the  demand  of  larger  entrance  classes  and  every 
classroom  as  well  as  rooms  originally  planned  for  other  uses 
will  be  filled  in  September.  This  Committee  realizes  the  defi- 
nite problem  of  action  and  must  consider  further  solutions  be- 
fore offering  suggestions  to  the  town  which  might  be  wisest 
and  most  suitable  in  the  eye  of  economy,  utility  and  resulting 
benefit  to  the  educational  system. 

The  past  school  year  has  seen  several  changes  among  the 
teaching  stafT  and  the  possibility  of  replacing  good  teachers 
with  equally  prepared  ones  becomes  more  difficult  each  year. 
This  Committee  feels,  however,  at  the  present  time,  that  the 
salary  schedule  of  our  town  is  more  adequate  than  ever  to  en- 
able our  community  to  engage  and  retain  teachers  of  high 
quality  who  will  recognize  the  benefits  of  our  schedule  and  the 
type  of  system  which  we  should  be  attempting  to  develop  and 
improve  at  all  times. 
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Details  as  to  the  activities  within  the  department  will  be 
found  in  the  reports  which  follow.  The  Superintendent  of 
Schools  has  incorporated  in  his  report  all  the  vital  statistics 
nnd  explanations  regarding  the  business  of  school  operations 
during  the  past  year.  This  report  deserves  careful  considera- 
tion by  every  taxpayer  and  resident. 

The  School  Committee  wishes  to  record  its  appreciation 
of  the  services  of  the  Superintendent,  Principals,  supervisors, 
teachers  and  staff  of  the  local  schools.  It  is  also  grateful  for 
the  cooperation  of  the  parents  and  town  organizations  which 
have  shown  helpful  interest  in  our  schools  and  we  urge  all 
to  visit  the  schools  whenever  possible.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Norton  School  Committee: 

I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  my  twenty-ninth 
annual  report  and  the  fifty-ninth  in  the  series  of  reports.  As 
suggested  at  the  recent  meeting  of  the  School  Committee,  I 
am  revising  the  form  of  the  annual  report  and  cutting  down 
its  size.  I  shall  report  on  a  few  major  activities  of  the  Norton 
Schools  during  the  past  year  and  its  current  needs.  In  con- 
nection with  these  items,  where  appropriate,  I  am  using  recom- 
mendations and  quotations  from  the  reports  which  I  have  re- 
ceived from  the  staff  members  who  have  usually  made  sep- 
arate reports.  The  usual  statistical  tables  of  educational  data 
are  kept  as  in  the  past.  This  is  the  only  permanent  record  of 
this  data  and  should  be  available  for  reference  in  future  ye^rs. 

Need  for  Enlarged  School  Facilities 

When  the  new  Elementary  School  was  first  planned  in 
1945,  it  was  the  current  opinion,  at  that  time,  that  the  new 
school  being  planned  would  take  care  of  the  school  population 
for  a  long  time  to  come.  In  fact,  the  school  was  increased  from 
a  twelve  room  to  an  eighteen  room  school  in  the  final  vote 
for  this  purpose.  Also,  the  town  was  bonded  to  the  absolute 
limit  that  would  be  approved  by  the  State  financial  authorities 
at  that  time.  The  increase  in  school  population  since  then 
has  been  phenomenal.  It  is  imperative  that  immediate  steps 
be  taken  to  study  this  problem  and  start  appropriate  action  at 
once.  The  reports  of  Mr.  Charles  S.  Randall,  Principal  of  the 
High  School,  and  Mr.  William  M.  Mahoney,  Principal  of  the 
Elementary  School,  both  show  in  concrete,  definite  form  the 
absolute  need  of  a  major  plan  for  meeting  future  enrolments, 
This  must  be  done  within  a  two  year  period.  It  will  hardly 
be  possible  to  do  this  within  two  years  even  starting  at  once. 
In  the  High  School,  needs  for  September  1953  are  being  met 
by  using  the  Art  room.  This  room  will  be  equipped  with  table 
desks  and  chairs  which  can  be  used  for  both  Art  classes  and 
regular  classes  and  will  seat  thirty  pupils.  The  High  School 
Library  can  be  used  for  small  classes  of  ten  to  twelve  stu- 
dents. In  September  1954,  at  least  two  class  rooms  outside  of 
the  High  School  will  be  necessary.    Some  temporary  plans  for 
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meeting  this  situation  can  be  made.  In  the  Elementary  School 
at  the  present  time,  the  nineteenth  room  is  made  available  by 
using  the  rainy  day  playroom  as  a  classroom.  For  September 
1953,  two  classes  will  be  in  this  room  and  an  additional  one 
will  be  made  available  by  taking  the  present  Library  and 
nurse's  headquarters  as  a  class  room.  Thus  an  eighteen  room 
school  will  have  twenty-one  classes  in  it.  For  September  1954, 
the  twenty-two  classes  which  are  estimated  can  be  taken  care 
of  by  taking  the  Visual  Education  room  as  a  classroom,  or  the 
possible  use  of  the  foyer  on  the  first  floor.  For  Septem.ber  1955, 
additional  space  must  be  found  for  both  schools.  At  the  pres- 
ent time,  the  School  Building  Construction  and  Planning  Com- 
mittee which  is  continuing,  as  originally  planned,  its  purpose 
as  a  Planning  Committee  is  making  a  careful  study  of  this 
problem.  The  Superintendent  is  currently  submitting  the 
problem  with  all  available  data  to  the  Massachusetts  School 
Building  Assistance  Commission,  Mr.  John  E.  Marshall,  Ad- 
ministrator. After  these  conferences,  the  Planning  Committee 
will  make  their  recommendation.  These  studies  and  reports 
will  be  given  wide  publicity  and  submitted  to  the  citizens  of 
the  town  at  the  annual  town  meeting  for  appropriate  action. 
A  tabulation  of  enrolment  data  is  attached  for  careful  study. 


Professional  Activities  of  the  School  Staff 

At  the  same  time  that  much  attention  and  effort  have 
been  given,  through  the  pressing  necessity  for  it,  to  the  prob- 
lem of  school  accommodations,  real  educational  activities  have 
been  going  on  in  the  Norton  schools.  Many  efforts  are  being 
made  by  all  members  of  the  school  staff  to  increase  their  ser- 
vice in  behalf  of  the  educational  life  of  the  school  pupils. 
School  facilities  and  equipment  are  essential  to  achieve  the 
best  results,  but  the  training  ability  and  devotion  of  the  teach- 
er in  the  classroom  is  the  greatest  element  in  the  success  of 
our  educational  endeavors. 

1.  Art  Workshop  —  On  March  5,  6  and  7,  1952,  an  Art 
Workshop  was  held  for  all  teachers  in  the  Norton  Elementary 
School.  This  program  was  carried  on  from  3:00  to  6:00  in  the 
afternoon  and  7:00  to  9:00  in  the  evening  for  all  three  days. 
This  workshop  was  designed  not  only  to  increase  the  effective- 
ness of  the  instruction  in  the  field  of  Art,  but  also  to  make  Art 
work  available  as  a  medium  of  learning  in  the  conventional 
instruction  in  all  fields  and  all  levels  of  school  work.  The 
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program  was  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Wilma  F.  Geer,  a 
graduate  of  Columbia  University.  A  very  effective  program 
was  carried  on.  Thirty-five  Principals,  teachers  and  substi- 
tute teachers  in  Norton  received  certificates  for  completion  of 
the  program.  Nine  teachers  from  Plainville  and  seven  from 
Foxboro  also  won  certificates  in  this  Workshop. 

2.  Norton-Plainville  School  Opening  Conference  —  This 
conference  was  held  for  three  days,  September  3,  4  and  5.  On 
the  first  afternoon,  a  joint  meeting  of  all  staff  members  was 
held.  At  this,  the  Superintendent  outlined  some  of  the  general 
plans  and  objectives  for  the  school  year.  Mrs.  Lucille  Zwicker, 
Secretary  of  the  Norton  School  Committee,  and  Mrs.  Helen 
Smith,  Secretary  of  the  Plainville  School  Committee,  each 
brought  a  greeting  and  message  from  the  School  Committees 
to  the  conference.  Thursday  was  given  in  both  towns  to  meet- 
ings with  the  Principals  in  each  building,  giving  opportunity 
for  the  teacher  to  prepare  lesson  plans  and  equip  her  class- 
room for  the  opening  of  school.  On  the  third  day,  a  full  pro- 
gram for  all  teachers  was  held.  A  committee  consisting  of 
Mr.  William  Mahoney,  Mr.  Henri  Yelle  and  Miss  Margaret 
Smith  prepared  "A  Teaching  Aids  Handbook."  An  extensive 
presentation  of  the  educational  opportunities  with  teaching 
aids  was  given  the  conference.  This  was  followed  by  an  exhibit 
and  demonstration  in  the  Visual  Aids  room.  A  careful  pro- 
gram for  conference  of  all  teachers  with  the  special  Super- 
visors, Miss  Spier  in  Art,  Mr.  Gillespie  in  Music  and  Mr. 
Gleason  in  Physical  Education  was  scheduled.  The  first  two 
are  Supervisors  for  both  Norton  and  Plainville.  The  afternoon 
program  consisted  of  a  most  stimulating  and  valuable  lecture 
on  "Teaching  the  Language  Arts"  by  Dr.  Alice  Crossley,  Pro- 
fessor of  Education  at  Boston  University.  This  pre-school  con- 
ference was  such  a  success  that  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be 
possible  to  continue  the  plan  which  was  initiated  this  year. 

3.  Current  Study  Committees  —  Committees  of  staff 
members  are  at  work  in  several  fields  at  the  present  time.  A 
committee  for  the  study  of  Penmanship  is  carrying  on  an  ex- 
amination of  several  of  the  recent  developments,  practices, 
and  systems  in  this  field.  They  are  talking  with  teachers  in 
other  school  systems  and  with  professional  experts  in  this 
field.  The  Committee  consists  of  Miss  Natalie  Alger,  Chair- 
man, Miss  Jennie  Lingos,  Mr.  Homer  Paulus,  Miss  Mary 
Leahy  and  Miss  Gertrude  Murray.  In  the  field  of  Science,  a 
Committee  consisting  of  Mrs.  Joanne  Brooks,  Chairman,  Mrs. 
Dorothy  Peabody,  Miss  Katherine  Turschmann,  Mrs.  Margret 
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Mahoney,  Miss  Margaret  Smith,  Mrs.  Ethel  S.  Marquez  and 
Mr.  Henry  Katz  is  carrying  on  similar  work.  It  is  expected 
that  these  Committees  will  make  definite  recommendations 
and  plans  for  improved  procedures  in  these  fields. 

4.  In  the  field  of  Adult  Education,  a  start  was  made  this 
Fall  by  holding  typewriting  classes  on  Monday  and  Wednesday 
evenings  in  the  Norton  High  School.  A  total  of  sixty-five  per- 
sons enrolled  in  these  classes  which  were  held  for  ten  con- 
secutive weeks.  Miss  Jennie  Lingos  taught  the  class  on  Mon- 
day evenings  and  Mrs.  Helen  Yelle  on  Wednesday  evenings. 
A  small  fee  was  charged  which  covered  the  expense  of  this 
program.  At  the  present  time,  Mr.  Henri  Yelle  and  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Mahoney  are  studying  the  possibility  of  enlarging  this 
Adult  Education  Program  to  cover  work  in  about  ten  subjects. 
Several  citizens  in  the  community  are  being  asked  to  work 
with  them  in  developing  the  final  plans.  It  is  expected  that 
these  will  be  announced  publicly  and  made  available  for  an 
Adult  Education  School  to  be  held  during  March  and  April 
1953. 

5.  Professional  Course  by  Professor  Worcester  Warren  of 
B.  U.  —  For  the  first  time,  a  University  Extension  Course  has 
been  offered  in  the  Norton  Schools.  Professor  Worcester  War- 
ren of  Boston  University  is  personally  conducting  a  Course  on 
"Home  and  School  Relations."  This  course  consists  of  prac- 
tical means  for  promoting  the  partnership  of  home  and  school 
in  the  functioning  of  a  coordinated  program  for  guiding  child 
growth.  Approximately  thirty  teachers  from  Norton  and 
Plainville  and  other  towns  are  participating  in  this  profession- 
al training. 

6.  Your  Superintendent  has  been  honored  by  being  ap- 
pointed to  several  committees  of  professional  activities  on  the 
state  level.  As  a  member  of  the  State  Teachers  College  Cur- 
riculum Study  Committee,  he  was  appointed  to  study  the  cur- 
riculum of  the  State  Teachers  College  at  Bridgewater.  It  is 
recognized  generally  that  there  is  a  great  need  for  increasing 
the  effectiveness  of  our  State  Teachers  Colleges.  This  com- 
mittee is  continuing  its  endeavors.  Your  Superintendent  has 
been  a  member  or  Chairman  of  the  Steering  Committee  for 
the  Preparation  of  the  Curriculum  Guide  in  the  Primary 
Grades  and  in  the  Intermediate  Grades.  This  investigation  is 
being  extended  to  the  much  needed  field  of  secondary  educa- 
tion under  the  direction  of  our  State  Commissioner  of  Educa- 
tion, Dr.  John  J.  Desmond,  Jr.   The  first  meeting  was  held  on

September  22,  1952,  and  your  Superintendent  has  been  asked 
to  work  also  in  this  new  study.  Several  different  approaches 
to  improving  or  enlarging  the  subject  offerings  of  the  High 
School  are  currently  being  studied.  This  is  a  committee  of 
educators  covering  a  wide  field  of  interests  working  with  sev- 
eral citizens  of  outstanding  ability  and  interest  in  the  field  of 
Education. 


In  all  of  the  preliminary  plans  for  the  new  school  in 
Norton,  strong  emphasis  had  been  placed  on  the  importance 
of  an  auditorium-gymnasium  for  the  use  of  both  the  schools 
and  the  citizens  of  the  town.  The  first  full  year  of  use  has 
fully  demonstrated  the  value  of  that  part  of  the  new  school. 
The  following  tabulation  shows  the  number  of  times  that  not 
only  the  auditorium-gymnasium  but  other  parts  of  the  new 
school  made  after-school  use  of  the  Norton  Elementary  School. 
This  is  in  addition  to  the  extensive  use  during  the  school  day 
by  both  the  Elementary  and  the  High  School.  I  wish  to  em- 
phasize that  this  auditorium-gymnasium  is  used  for  both 
Physical  Education  and  school  assemblies  by  both  the  High 
School  and  the  Elementary  School.  There  is  hardly  a  moment 
in  the  school  day  when  the  auditorium-gymnasium  as  well  as 
other  special  rooms  are  not  in  full  use.  The  following  tabu- 
lation is  for  after-school  use.  Many  organizations  are  in- 
cluded in  it.

The  Norton  Lions  Club  has  always  been  very  much  in- 
terested in  school  and  civic  enterprises.  The  motto  of  the  or- 
ganization, "Liberty  —  Intelligence  —  Our  Nation's  Safety," 
accounts  for  these  interests.  Each  year  there  have  been  a  num- 
ber of  most  helpful  activities  for  our  young  people  sponsored 
by  this  organization.  During  the  past  year  the  Norton  Lions 
Club  presented  to  the  Norton  Elementary  School  a  substantial 
amount  of  playground  apparatus.  During  the  summer  it  car- 
ried on,  under  the  able  direction  of  Mr.  Charles  Flaherty,  an 
extensive  summer  program.  The  schools  wish  to  extend  sin- 
cere appreciation. 

The  Teaching  Staff 

The  enrolment  data  given  earlier  in  this  report  shows  the 
drastic  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  attending  school. 
Three  additional  teachers,  one  in  the  High  School  and  two  in 
the  Elementary  School,  are  the  minimum  requirements  to  meet 
this  need.  An  average  salary  increase  going  into  effect  Sep- 
tember 1953  of  $200  is  included  in  this  budget.  For  the  school 
year  1951-52,  the  following  data  on  teachers'  salaries  is  very 
significant:  the  average  salary  of  all  teachers  throughout  the 
nation  is  reported  as  $3530;  the  same  figure  for  Massachusetts 
is  $3720;  the  Norton  figure  for  the  same  period  is  $2681.00.  The 
current  figure  is  $2944.00 

The  Importance  of  the  Teacher 

"All  the  high  hopes  which  I  do  avowedly  entertain  of 
a  more  glorious  future  for  the  human  race  are  built  upon  the 
elevation  of  the  teacher's  profession  and  the  enlargement  of 
the  teacher's  usefulness.  Whatever  ground  of  confidence  there 
may  be  for  the  perpetuation  of  our  civil  and  religious  liber- 
ties; whatever  prospect  of  the  elevation  of  our  posterity;  what- 
ever faith  in  a  more  glorious  future  for  the  world  —  these  as- 
pirations and  this  faith  depend  upon  fteachers,  more  than  upon 
any,  more  than  upon  all  other  human  instrumentalities  united." 
Horace  Mann,  1858. 

In  addition  to  the  above  references  to  the  High  School,  the 
following  comments  and  quotations  from  the  report  of  Mr. 
Charles  S.  Randall,  Principal,  are  of  special  note. 
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1.  The  most  pressing  and  absolute  need  of  the  High 
School  is  enlarged  accommodations  as  summarized  in  the  first 
item  of  this  report. 

2.  The  present  crowded  schedule  has  required  the  elim- 
ination of  "Period  X"  or  assembly  programs  as  held  regular- 
ly in  the  past.  I  feel  this  is  an  important  part  of  the  High 
School  experience  of  young  people. 

3.  The  School  Lunch  Program  is  being  carried  on  very 
effectively  under  the  direction,  as  in  the  past,  of  Mrs.  Edith 
Wiswall.  The  current  price  of  20c,  which  is  lower  than  the 
majority  of  the  surrounding  communities,  may  have  to  be  in- 
creased during  the  current  school  year, 

4.  This  report  expressed  appreciation  for  the  renovations 
and  new  lighting  in  the  French  room,  or  Room  211.  The 
School  Committee  has  recognized  the  need  for  extending  this 
work  as  fast  as  finances  allow.  Currently,  during  the  Christ- 
mas vacation,  it  is  expected  that  five  rooms  may  be  reno- 
vated and  it  is  hoped  to  continue  this  work  throughout  the 
school  in  1953.  The  full  use  of  this  building  for  several  years 
will  be  necessary  and  this  renovation  is  therefore  essential. 

5.  One  of  the  most  important  trends  in  secondary  educa- 
tion today  is  the  development  of  the  Guidance  Program.  This 
is  now  a  required  part  of  the  program  and  much  emphasized 
by  the  State  Department  of  Education.  I  strongly  approve 
of  this  program  and  the  excellent  work  being  carried  on  by 
Mrs.  Jean  Findlater.  The  following  statement  from  Mrs. 
Findlater  gives  a  brief  summary:  "This  year  I  have  eleven  pe- 
riods a  week  allotted  for  Guidance  purposes.  In  addition  to 
interviewing  all  pupils,  grades  7  through  12,  to  make  sure 
that  they  have  a  goal  in  mind  and  are  taking  the  subjects 
most  necessary  to  reach  that  goal,  I  have  enlarged  the  testing 
program  to  include  the  SRA  Mental  Abilities  Test,  a  group  in- 
telligence test  of  grades  7  and  8.  Only  reading  comprehen- 
sion tests  had  been  given  at  this  level  in  the  past.  Reading, 
intelligence,  and  vocational  interest  tests  were  given  in  grade 
9,  and  reading  and  intelligence  tests  again  in  grade  11  for  those 
who  were  continuing  their  education  beyond  High  School. 
Wheaton  College  students  gave  thirty  individual  intelligence 
tests  to  underclassmen  and  Mr.  Sheehy,  Counselor,  Common- 
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wealth  of  Massachusetts,  Division  of  Employment  Security, 
tested  all  the  seniors.  Guidance  movies  were  shown  when- 
ever possible." 

6.  The  Household  Arts  Program,  under  the  capable  di- 
rection of  Mrs.  Charlotie  Harnden,  has  won  in  the  past  year, 
as  previously,  outstanding  approval  of  our  State  Department 
of  Education.  Mrs.  Harnden  was  honored  by  being  asked  to 
take  part  in  a  recent  State  program  in  Household  Arts.  Fol- 
lowing is  a  quotation  from  Mr.  Randall's  report:  "This  year 
an  exploratory  course  in  Household  Arts  has  been  required 
of  girls  in  grade  8.  Foods,  Clothing,  Good  Grooming,  Baby 
Sitting,  Color,  Family  Relations,  Home  Management,  and  Eti- 
quette are  being  studied. 

"Vocational  Household  Arts  is  now  an  elective  for  grades 
nine  and  ten.  This  change  from  grade  ten  and  eleven  seemed 
advisable  since  there  are  so  many  'drop  outs'  from  school  in 
the  second  year  of  high  school.  The  class  enrolment  has 
doubled  that  of  other  years. 

"Household  Arts  is  offered  as  a  two  and  a  half  credit 
elective  to  the  girls  of  grade  eleven  who  have  not  been  able 
to  work  it  into  their  schedule  since  the  first  year.  The  course 
varies  to  meet  the  need  of  the  students.  Family  Relations  and 
Child  Care  courses  are  stressed  throughout  the  year.  Field 
trips  enrich  their  learnings." 

7.  Mr.  Henri  Yelle,  the  Assistant  Principal,  also  teaches 
French  classes  three  periods  per  day.  He  conducts  the  Driver 
Education  Program  and  has  a  few  periods  for  supervision  and 
administration.  Through  the  courtesy  of  Williams  Motor  Sales 
of  Mansfield,  a  1952  Ford  Sedan  has  been  presented  to  the 
school.  Thirty-two  students  are  enrolled  in  the  classroom 
work  with  twenty-five  participating  in  the  practical  road 
work. 

The  following  quotations  from  the  report  of  Mr.  William 
M.  Mahoney,  Principal  of  the  Elementary  School,  give  most 
valuable  data  concerning  several  excellent  activities  in  his 
school  and  his  recommendations  for  future  developments.  I 
most  heartily  commend  them  and  recommend  careful  consid- 
eration. 
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The  Testing  Program 

"This  year  every  grade  in  the  Elementary  School  has 
been  given  an  Achievement  Test,  and  selected  children  have 
been  given  individual  mental  tests.  We  used  the  Metropoli- 
tan Achievement  tests  in  grade  1  and  the  California  Achieve- 
ment Tests  in  grades  2-6.  Both  of  these  tests  are  well-stand- 
ardized and  are  recognized  among  the  best  known  instruments 
of  measurement  in  the  elementary  school  today.  In  addition 
to  the  above,  the  Otis  Group  Mental  tests  have  also  been 
given  to  the  children  of  all  grades. 

"The  results  of  one  year's  testing  program  do  not  give 
us  enough  data  to  make  truly  valid  conclusions  concerning 
each  child.  However,  it  is  through  such  a  systematic  program 
of  testing  that  we  can  eventually  determine  over  a  period  of 
time  whether  or  not  a  child  is  working  to  his  full  capacity  and, 
if  not,  we  can  then  determine  a  plan  for  improvement. 

"In  general,  the  results  of  the  year's  achievement  testing 
indicate  that  our  children  are  doing  average  or  better  than 
average  work  in  most  of  the  areas  tested. 

Club  Program 

"The  club  program  has  taken  the  form  of  an  in-school 
activity  period  held  every  Wednesday  afternoon  from  2:00  p.m. 
until  the  close  of  school.  Aside  from  the  enjoyment  which 
the  children  derive  from  such  a  program,  its  aim  is  to  pro- 
vide an  experience  where  students  can  work  together  and 
develop  cooperatively,  well-organized  habits  of  working 
toward  a  common  goal. 

"In  grades  1-3  the  clubs  have  been  play  groups  held  with- 
in each  classroom.  In  the  upper  grades  the  children  have 
gone  to  one  of  several  activities  throughout  the  building.  The 
clubs  have  been  most  popular  with  the  students  and  a  decided- 
ly worthwhile  experience  from  the  standpoint  of  the  school. 
Many  parents  helped  by  coming  in  to  speak  to  some  of  the 
clubs.  But  we  are  particularly  indebted  to  Mrs.  Raymond 
Foster  and  Mrs.  Samuel  Thomas,  who  have  generously  given 
their  time  in  sponsoring  clubs. 

Lunch  Program 

"During  the  school  year  1951-52,  a  total  of  over  70,000 
complete  hot  dinners  and  more  than  &000  bottles  of  additional 
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milk  were  provided  to  the  children  participating  in  this  pro- 
gram. Hot  lunches  numbering  2918  and  1961  bottles  of  milk, 
representing  a  dollar  value  of  $622.82  for  the  year,  were  given 
free  of  charge  to  children. 

"As  in  all  phases  of  our  school  organization,  here,  too, 
we  are  fortunate  in  having  the  help  and  cooperation  of  the 
parents.  Every  day  on  which  lunches  have  been  served,  our 
school  lunch  manager,  Mrs.  Morris  Reynolds,  and  her  staff 
have  had  the  help  of  at  least  one  volunteer  mother  and,  on  spe- 
cial occasion,  as  many  as  five  parents  have  come  in  to  lighten 
the  load  of  the  lunchroom  workers.  Such  has  been  the  in- 
terest and  enthusiasm  for  this  program  that  some  parents, 
whose  children  are  no  longer  in  school,  continue  to  come  in 
to  help  and  one  parent,  Mrs.  Eugene  Guyot  of  Elm  Street,  has 
volunteered  one  day  a  week  to  this  work  for  one  and  one-half 
years.  To  all  these  people  we  owe  our  sincere  gratitude  and 
our  thanks  also  goes  to  our  capable  staff  for  the  success  of 
the  lunch  program. 

Opportunities  for  the  Future 

"When  a  community  has  housed  its  children  in  a  beautiful 
plant  such  as  ours,  there  is  a  tendency  to  feel  that  everything 
has  been  done.  While  we  most  certainly  can  point  with  pride 
to  the  tremendous  steps  our  community  has  taken  during  the 
last  ten  years,  we  should  not  overlook  some  possibilities  for 
the  future. 

"One  established  trend  in  elementary  education,  that  we 
are  neglecting  is  the  public  kindergarten.  It  would  be  very 
wise  in  planning  for  future  building  to  consider  the  inclusion 
of  such  facilities. 

"Likewise,  a  similarly  important  trend  is  developing  in 
the  teaching  of  elementary  forms  of  domestic  arts  and  manual 
training  for  all  fifth  and  sixth-grade  boys  and  girls.  Such  a 
program  in  the  elementary  school  could  probably  be  inaugu- 
rated with  little  expense  and  will  merit  careful  consideration 
in  the  future." 

The  Art  Program 

Reference  has  already  been  made  to  the  very  effective 
Art  Workshop.    Credit  for  this  goes  to  the  Supervisor,  Miss 
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Louise  B.  Spier.  One  of  the  effective  activities  in  her  De- 
partment is  the  use  of  the  exhibits  from  the  International  Art 
Exchange.  There  is  real  inspiration  from  the  exchange  of  Art 
work  with  other  states  and  other  countries.  The  Animal 
Poster  Contest  was  continued  as  in  past  years  and  many 
awards  were  received  by  our  pupils.  The  Art  Department  has 
taken  part  in  several  public  exhibitions  and  the  parents  have 
had  several  opportunities  to  see  the  excellent  work  which  is 
being  carried  on  by  this  Department. 

The  Music  Program 

An  additional  half  day  has  been  added  to  the  time  sched- 
ule of  Mr.  Nahum  P.  Gillespie,  the  Music  Supervisor,  for  ad- 
ditional work  in  the  High  School,  especially,  and  some  addi- 
tional work  in  the  Elementary  School  because  of  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  classrooms.  More  of  the  Music  instruction 
in  the  High  School  is  under  his  direct  instruction.  During  the 
past  year,  an  outstandingly  successful  Spring  Festival  was 
carried  on.  This  was  called  "Storyland  in  Rhythm."  It  was 
estimated  that  this  event  had  the  largest  attendance  in  the 
new  gymnasium  of  any  event  to  date.  A  Junior-High  School 
orchestra  has  been  started  during  the  past  year.  This  is  small, 
but  it  is  the  nucleus  from  which  an  extensive  development 
may  result.  Special  activities  in  the  High  School  include  a 
general  Music  Chorus  and  a  special  Girls'  Glee  Club. 

The  Physical  Education  Program 

The  work  of  this  program  was  first  organized  by  Mr.  Rich- 
ard C.  Gleason  and  has  continued  to  make  outstanding  growth 
under  his  leadership.  Several  new  activities  in  this  program 
are  given  below  in  quotations  from  his  report. 

"Mr.  Edward  Hesford,  a  product  of  the  Norton  School 
system,  and  presently  a  senior  at  Bridgewater  State  Teachers' 
College,  is  serving  in  the  capacity  as  a  student  coach  of  the 
boys'  junior  varsity  basketball  team.  Mr.  Hesford,  an  excel- 
lent player  himself,  is  doing  outstanding  work  during  this 
training  period  and  has  been  of  invaluable  assistance.  The 
writer  serves  as  Physical  Education  Supervisor,  Athletic  Di- 
rector, Varsity  Basketball  and  Baseball  Coach  and  as  a  Di- 
rector in  the  boys'  Intramural  Leagues. 

"During  the  past  three  years,  our  Physical  Education 
and  Athletic  Programs  have  been  undergoing  a  rapid  transi- 
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tion  —  mostly  credited  to  the  unexcelled  facilities  which  the 
citizens  of  Norton  have  placed  at  our  disposal.  These  facili- 
ties have  allowed  us  to  offer  a  modern  program  to  every  child 
in  grades  1  through  12.  The  careful  observer  cannot  help  but 
notice  the  many  benefits  realized  by  all  who  are  able  to  avail 
themselves  of  our  facilities.  Of  course,  it  is  quite  apparent 
to  all  who  have  visited  our  gymnasium  and  locker  rooms  that 
we  have  been  endowed  with  one  of  the  finest  indoor  plants 
in  the  state.  However,  too  little  attention  has  been  drawn  to 
the  remarkable  development  of  outdoor  facilities.  The  afore- 
mentioned development  has  been  the  result  of  an  excellent 
school-community  relationship.  In  1950,  our  outdoor  plant 
was  partly  'cornfield  and  partly  'lake,'  or  'swamp.'  In  1953, 
it  is  one  of  the  best  equipped  playgrounds  in  the  area.  We, 
of  the  School  Department,  are  deeply  indebted  to  the  firms 
and  to  the  civic  organization  which  have  made  this  possible. 
Due  to  the  combined  and  singular  efforts  of  the  Norton  Lions 
Club,  the  Norton  War  Chest,  the  Talbot  Wool  Combing  Com- 
pany, the  Definance  Bleachery,  the  Street  Department  and  our 
own  School  Committee,  the  'cornfield'  of  1950  has  evolved  into 
a  dry  level  play  area  with  the  latest  in  playground  apparatus, 
a  better-than-average  baseball  field,  two  sets  of  60'  long 
bleachers,  a  towering  baseball  backstop,  excellent  soccer  and 
football  fields  and  attractive  picnic  and  rest  area,  provided 
with  benches  and  chairs  for  the  enjoyment  by  adults,  as  well 
as  the  youngsters. 

"Utilizing  the  bowling  skill  and  administrative  talents  of 
Mr.  James  Blount,  an  excellent  intramural  bowling  program 
has  been  offered  during  the  present  school  year.  Our  popular 
girls'  coach,  Miss  Grace  Kiernan,  has  also  been  extremely  im- 
portant to  the  success  of  the  bowling  program,  as  has  Mrs. 
Joanne  Brooks,  assistant  girls'  coach.  Every  Wednesday  aft- 
ernoon, from  October  through  March,  finds  Mr.  Blount,  Miss 
Kiernan  and  Mrs.  Brooks  travelling  to  the  Roseland  Bowling 
Alleys  in  Taunton  with  a  bus-load  of  enthusiastic  student 
bowlers.  The  staff  members  who  have  conducted  the  bowling 
league  deserve  a  great  amount  of  credit  for  the  excellent  job 
that  they  have  done  with  this  hard-to-get-started  activity. 

"The  1952-53  Elementary  School  teaching  staff  is  doing 
excellent  work  in  the  field  of  Physical  Education.  The  en- 
ergies expended  by  each  teacher  have  helped  the  pupils  to  at- 
tain many  skills  that  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  attain 
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under  teachers  with  less  enthusiasm.  In  addition  to  the  im- 
provement in  the  basic  physical  skills,  the  children  are  rap- 
idly learning  to  play  in  their  groups  in  a  sportsmanlike  man- 
ner, as  well  as  to  carefully  observe  the  rules  of  the  game.  This 
writer  considers  these  to  be  two  of  the  most  beneficial  results 
of  carefully  directed  play." 

School  Health  Program 

The  following  comments  are  from  the  reports  of  Miss 
Jennie  Repucci,  the  School  Nurse,  and  Dr.  Elmer  W.  Clarke, 
School  Physician. 

"The  school  doctor  made  an  examination  of  all  the  chil- 
dren in  the  third,  sixth,  ninth  and  twelfth  grades  in  addition 
to  boys  and  girls  engaged  in  athletics. 

"The  height  and  weight  of  every  child  in  the  system  was 
taken  in  September  and  May.  Report  cards  carried  this  in- 
formation to  the  parents. 

"The  addition  of  a  new  Massachusetts  Vision  Testing  ma- 
chine and  auditometer  made  it  possible  to  discover  defective 
vision  and  hearing  loss  in  several  cases. 

"Various  other  types  of  examinations  were  made  through- 
out the  school  year  in  conjunction  with  the  health  program. 

"Eighty-eight  children  were  immunized  at  a  Diphtheria 
Prevention  Clinic  last  March. 

"The  Home  Nursing  Course  has  continued  as  in  past  years 
with  very  satisfactory  results.  Several  students  have  been  en- 
couraged through  this  area  of  teaching  to  enter  into  the  nursing 
profession. 

"The  annual  Well-Child  Conference  was  held  last  Spring. 
The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to  enable  parents  to  discover 
the  physical  condition  of  their  children  and  if  any  defects 
are  apparent,  there  is  ample  time  to  correct  the  same  before 
entering  school  in  the  Fall. 

"The  addition  of  a  nurse,  two  mornings  a  week,  by  the 
Norton  District  Nursing  Association  greatly  facilitated  the 
progress  of  our.  school  health  program." 
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Mrs.  Granville  Robbins  carried  on  very  successfully  the 
work  of  the  School  Nurse  during  her  absence  which  was  for 
the  purpose  of  professional  study. 

Closingr 

I  wish  to  record  the  sincere  interest,  extensive  time  and 
devotion  which  the  members  of  the  School  Committee  have 
given  to  the  study  of  the  problems  of  the  operation  of  the 
Norton  schools.  With  the  increased  growth,  there  are  cur- 
rently many  important  decisions  which  can  be  made  only  by 
the  School  Committee.  The  very  friendly  and  cooperative 
spirit  which  has  been  shown  by  the  School  Committee  is  sin- 
cerely appreciated.  The  hard  work  and  professional  zeal  and 
outstanding  accomplishments  which  have  been  made  by  the 
members  of  the  school  staff  during  the  past  year  are  greatly 
acknowledged  and  appreciated.

Mr.  Draper  was  a  faithful  servant  of  our  commu- 
nity in  several  capacities.

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  32,  Chapter  40 
General  Laws  I  am  submitting  for  your  approval  a  proposed 
addition  to  the  Town  By-Laws. 

At  a  special  Town  Meeting  held  June  18,  1953  at  8:00  P.  M. 
in  the  Town  Hall,  at  which  a  quorum  of  qualified  voters  was 
present,  said  meeting  having  been  called  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  town  by-laws  pertaining  to  notices,  the 
following  action  was  taken: 
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Article  5.  On  a  motion  by  John  B.  Scott  the  following 
was  voted:  "that  the  town  adopt  the  following  by  law: 

"Section  I.  The  removal  of  sod,  loam,  soil,  clay,  sand, 
gravel  or  stone  from  any  land  in  the  Town  of  Norton  not  in 
public  use  is  hereby  prohibited  except  such  removal  as  may  be 
authorized  by  a  permit  issued  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
except  such  removal  as  may  be  permitted  by  Section  III  of 
this  by-law.  No  such  permit  shall  be  issued  except  upon  writ- 
ten application  therefor  filed  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

"Section  II.  To  protect  the  health,  safety,  convenience 
and  welfare  of  the  community  and  its  inhabitants,  to  promote 
appropriate  use  of  land  and  to  protect  the  value,  use  and  en- 
joyment of  property,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  may  issue  any 
such  permit  upon  conditions  varying  with  the  circumstances 
and  including  some  or  all,  but  not  limited  to,  the  following: 
Limitation  in  time,  area,  depth,  slope  distance  between  edge  of 
excavation  and  neighboring  properties  or  ways,  replacement  of 
some  topsoil  over  all  or  parts  of  excavation,  temporary  or  per- 
manent drainage  and  the  posting  of  security  or  bond  in  such 
form  and  amount  as  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  determine. 

"Section  III.  This  by-law  shall  be  deemed  not  to  prohibit 
the  removal  of  such  sod,  loam,  soil,  clay,  sand,  gravel  or  stone 
as  is  required  to  be  excavated  for  the  purpose  of  construction 
of  foundations  for  buildings  or  other  allowable  structures,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  ways  in  accordance  with  line 
and  grades  approved  by  the  Planning  Board.  Nor  shall  this  by- 
law be  deemed  to  prohibit  the  transferral  of  sod,  loam,  soil, 
clay,  sand,  gravel  or  stone  from  one  part  of  a  lot,  tract  or  par- 
cel of  land  to  another  part  of  the  same  lot,  tract  or  parcel  of 
land  in  the  same  ownership  of  a  home  owner. 

"Section  IV.  Anyone  violating  the  provisions  of  this  by- 
law shall  be  fined  20.00  for  each  offense  and  $10.00  for  each 
day  for  each  offense  after  notification  of  a  violation  thereto." 
(By  request).

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Article  8.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $45,000  be  appropriated 
by  transfer  from  the  surplus  revenue  account  to  reduce  the 
1953  tax  rate  subject  to  General  Laws. 

Article  9.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,000  for  general  care  of  town  owned  cemeteries  as  follows: 
For  general  care,  $1,500;  For  new  equipment  and  maintenance, 
$500;  $2,000. 

Article  9a.  Vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $300  to  extend 
the  area  of  the  Norton  Center  cemetery. 

Article  10.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,000  for  the  purpose  of  making  necessary  additions  of  gravel 
to  various  gravelled  roads  and  to  repair  Tarvia  roads  damaged 
by  the  installation  of  water  mains. 

Article  11.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $3,000  from  the 
Machinery  Equipment  Fund  to  the  Machinery  Equipment  Ac- 
count for  the  purpose  of  repairing  and  operating  road 
machinery. 

Article  12.  Voted  the  sum  of  $200  for  expenses  of  the 
department  of  Veterans'  Services. 

Article  13.  Voted  the  sum  of  $200  for  the  salary  of  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Services. 

Article  14.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,012.72  to  be  paid  to  the  Bristol  County  Board  of  Retirement 
in  accordance  with  Chapter  32  General  Laws. 

Article  15.  Voted  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  contract 
with  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  County  Com- 
missioner of  Bristol  County  for  the  construction  of  highways 
in  the  Town  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  16.  Voted  the  sum  of  $300  for  replacement  of 
gravel  and  Tarvia  wherever  a  water  installation  necessitates 
an  opening  across  town  highways. 

Article  17.  Voted  to  transfer  from  the  Surplus  Revenue 
account  to  the  Chapter  81  and  Chapter  90  accounts  the  sum 
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of  $25,235,  to  meet  the  state  and  county  share  for  said  Chapter 
81  and  90  projects  with  the  proviso  that  when  said  amounts 
are  received  from  the  state  and  county  that  they  be  turned 
back  into  the  surplus  revenue  account. 

Article  18.  Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,500  to 
be  used  in  conjunction  with  any  money  which  may  be  allotted 
by  the  state  or  county  or  both  under  Chapter  90,  the  construc- 
tion of  a  permanent  pavement  on  South  Worcester  Street. 

Article  19.  Under  this  article,  it  was  voted  to  accept  the 
gift  of  $27.42. 

Article  20.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer  with 
the  approval  of  the  selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from  time  to 
time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  begin- 
ing  January  1,  1953  and  to  issue  note  or  notes  therefore  pay- 
able within  one  year,  and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may 
be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year  in  accordance  with 
Section  17  Chapter  44  General  Laws. 

Article  21.  Voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Planning 
Board.  Previous  to  the  vote,  Chairman  Paul  Sabourin  read 
the  report  of  the  Planning  Board  as  contained  in  the  Town 
report  on  Page  202.  The  question  was  then  brought  up  as  to 
why  the  report  of  the  Advisory  Committee  to  the  Planning 
Board  had  not  been  included.  Considerable  discussion  de- 
veloped resulting  in  a  vote  to  hear  this  report  which  was 
read  as  follows: 

The  Planning  Sub-Committee  has  been  appointed  by  the 
Town  Planning  Committee  to  study  in  their  order  of  import- 
ance, the  problems  of  the  various  departments  of  the  town 
which  are  related  to  growth  and  expansion.  The  committee 
realizes  that  there  are  a  number  of  directions  in  which  its 
efforts  must  be  eventually  extended,  such  as  suggestions  for 
future  water  extensions,  road  paving,  town  planning  etc.  Its 
efforts  will  be  directed  toward  orderly  expansion  in  these 
departments,  with  the  co-operation  cf  the  department  heads. 

The  committee  feels  that  the  water  department's  problems 
are  those  of  most  immediate  importance  and  will  confine  this 
report  to  suggestions  in  this  department. 
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Recommendations 

(1)  In  view  of  the  fact  that  so  many  extensions  have 
been  laid  in  the  past  years,  far  beyond  an  orderly  and  pro- 
gressive expansion  of  the  Water  Department,  and  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  the  bonded  indebtedness  and  running  expenses  of 
the  department  exceed  the  income  of  the  department  of 
$5520.89.  We  feel  that  no  further  expansion  should  be  under- 
taken this  year. 

(2)  This  committee  has  made  a  careful  survey  of  each  of 
the  following  petitions,  Hodges  Street,  Newcomb  Street,  Aus- 
tin Street,  and  Bay  Road  by  viewing  the  location  and  studying 
the  details  for  and  against  the  petition  from  the  point  of  view 
of  town  planning.  Because  of  the  department  deficit  shown 
above,  this  committee  feels  that  these  petitions  should  not  be 
recommended  at  this  time. 

The  Lakeview  Road  petition  we  are  considering  separately 
because  it  is  a  private  road  and  do  not  recommend  it  for  that 
reason. 

(3)  We  recommend  that  all  petitions  for  water  be  taken 
to  the  Water  Commissioners. 

(4)  We  recommend  that  the  well  in  the  Winnecunnet 
vicinity  be  tested  for  capacity  immediately. 

If  this  well  proves  adequate,  we  recommend  that  this  well 
be  used  to  supply  the  needs  of  the  customers  in  that  area.  We 
recommend  that  this  program  will  in  the  near  future  be 
extended  to  tie  in  with  our  present  water  system  and  supple- 
ment the  supply  of  water  to  the  town.  If  it  is  desired  by  the 
town  to  accelerate  this  program  beyond  the  present  capacity 
of  the  Water  Dept.  to  pay  in  interest  and  amortization  on  new 
debt,  this  committee  recommends  that  new  extensions  be 
subject  to  an  additional  assessment  or  a  general  increase  of 
water  rates. 

This  committee  has  covered  comparitively  little  ground  to 
date,  because  it  was  organized  late  in  the  year,  but  if  it  is  con- 
tinued, it  plans  to  present  suggestions  to  the  town  for  planned 
road  improvement  and  recommendations  for  a  zoning  program 
which  it  believes  is  imperative  if  the  Town  of  Norton  is  to 
become  a  better  community  to  live  in. 
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Article  22.  Under  this  article  it  was  voted  to  instruct 
the  Planning  Board  to  present  for  adoption  by  laws  regulating 
the  erection  of  buildings  and  structures  and  the  use  of  land 
and  to  make  a  report  of  same  within  six  months  from  date. 

Article  23.    This  article  was  lost. 

Article  24.  Voted  to  raise  the  sum  of  $6500  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  permanent  pavement  (blacktop)  on  Cobb  Street. 

Article  25.    Motion  was  lost. 

Article  26.  Voted  to  accept  as  streets  the  layout  of  Pond 
Street  and  Young  Avenue. 

Article  27.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $4500  be  raised  and 
appropriated  to  widen  the  bridge  on  Reservoir  Street.  When 
this  article  orginally  came  up,  the  motion  in  favor  was  de- 
feated. Later  a  motion  to  reconsider  Article  27  was  carried. 
The  new  motion  to  raise  $4500  carried  by  unanimous  vote. 

Article  28.  The  following  motion  carried  by  a  vote  of 
138  "Yes"  and  8  "No": — Moved  that  the  sum  of  $3500  be  raised 
and  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  laying  water  mains  of 
not  less  than  six  inches  in  diameter  from  North  Worcester 
Street  to  Richardson  Avenue  to  the  residence  of  Chester  Chad- 
wick,  and  to  meet  the  appropriation,  the  treasurer,  with  the 
approval  of  the  selectmen,  be  authorized  to  borrow  said  sum 
and  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town  therefore,  said  bonds 
or  notes  to  be  payable  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  44  General  Laws  so  the  whole  loan  shall  be  paid  in 
not  more  than  15  years.

Article  33.  Motion  by  Leo  Yelle,  chairman  of  the  Fin- 
ance Committee:  Moved  the  sum  of  $60,000  be  raised  and

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eight  inches  in  diameter  from  the  corner  of  South  Washington 
Street  and  Plain  Streets  along  Plain  Street  to  Bay  Road  and 
southerly  along  Bay  Road  to  the  Norton-Taunton  line  and  to 
meet  the  appropriation,  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Selectmen,  be  authorized  to  borrow  said  sum  and  to  issue 
bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  therefore,  said  bonds  and  notes 
to  be  payable  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44 
General  Laws  so  that  the  whole  shall  be  paid  in  not  more  than 
15  (fifteen)  years. 

A  standing  vote  was  taken,  resulting  in  a  count  of  106 
"Yes"  and  9  "No".  The  necessary  two  thirds  having  been 
reached,  the  Moderator  declared  the  motion  carried.

Article  40.  (a)  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $3000  be  appro- 
priated by  transfer  from  the  Surplus  Revenue  (E  &  D)  for  the 
School  Building  Construction  and  Planning  Committee  to  pre-

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Norton  Elementary  School  for  Elementary  or  High  School 
facilities.

Article  42  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $2500  be  raised  and 
appropriated  for  gravel  and  oil  work  with  Chapter  81  on 
various  roads.

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  you  are  hereby  di-

Meeting  opened  at  8:05  P  M.  with  approximately  40  vot- 
ers in  attendance.  Moderator  Arthur  P.  Parker  presided.  Leo 
Yelle,  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  made  motions  on 
articles  approved  by  the  committee. 

Article  1.  Voted  the  sum  of  $120  be  transferred  from 
the  Surplus  Revenue  account  (E.  and  D.)  to  the  Veterans' 
Benefits  account  for  the  purpose  of  paying  a  1952  bill.  The 
vote  was  unanimous. 

Article  2.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $400  (four  hun- 
dred dollars)  from  the  Surplus  Revenue  Account  (E.  and  D.) 
for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  parcel  of  land  on  the  north- 
erly side  of  West  Main  Street  adjoining  the  town  garage. 

Article  3.  This  article  was  not  approved  by  the  Finance 
Committee.  Gerald  Bernier,  a  member  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, stated  in  substance,  "As  a  member  of  the  committee, 
I  opposed  the  acceptance  of  the  layout  of  Peter  Street,  but  I 
do  not  want  anything  that  I  say  to  affect  any  action  of  the  next 
Article.  (Art.  4.)  The  town  should  bear  in  mind  the  proper 
profiling  of  future  layouts.  Heretofore,  little  or  no  regard  was 
taken  in  regard  to  drainage  problems  in  accepting  layouts. 
There  is  a  drainage  problem  on  Peter  Street  and  the  Plan 
furnished  to  the  Town  showed  no  profile.  Mr.  Bernier  stated 
further  that  the  Norton  Construction  Company  has  offered  to 
have  engineers  make  a  report  of  profile. 

Lewis  S.  Rubin,  Town  Counsel,  was  questioned  as  to  the 
legality  of  the  article,  and  replied  that  the  article  in  itself  was 
legal,  but  that  the  town  could  not  accept  the  layout  as  the 
plan  had  not  been  properly  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk. 

The  motion  by  Gerald  Bernier  carried  as  follows:  That  the 
selectmen  be  requested  to  make  layout  of  Peter  Street  with 
plans  to  include  proper  profiling  with  regard  to  drainage.  The 
said  layout  to  be  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  be  presented 
for  acceptance  later. 
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Article  4.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $3000  be  appropriated 
for  the  extension  of  water  mains  of  not  less  than  six  inches  in 
diameter  on  Peter  Street  for  a  distance  of  900  feet  and  to 
meet  this  appropriation  the  money  be  transferred  from  the  un- 
expended water  extension  balances  as  follows:

$731.34  from  the  North  Washington  Street  extension 

$1,498.87  from  the  Crane,  Hill  and  Pine  Street  extension 

Article  5.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $1800  be  appropriated 
for  the  extension  of  water  mains  of  not  less  than  six  inches  in 
diameter  on  Cobb  Street  for  a  distance  of  540  feet,  and  to 
meet  the  appropriation  the  said  sum  to  be  transferred  from 
the  unexpended  balance  of  the  North  Washington  Street 
extension.

Selectman  John  B.  Scott  read  the  following  letter  received 
from  C.  T.  Graham  of  the  Defiance  Bleachery,  June  11,  1953:

Dear  Mr.  Rubin: 

On  the  subject  of  the  Barrowsville  firehouse  now  ready  to 
build  for  the  Town  of  Norton,  and  pursuant  to  our  recent  con- 
versation. Defiance  now  proposes  that  they  build  the  firehouse 
complete  and  then  sell  it  to  the  Town  of  Norton  along  with  the 
required  land  all  ready  for  use,  at  not  over  the  $25,000.00,  the 
funds  for  which  are  now  in  your  hands. 

Complete  plans  and  specifications,  which  will  be  fol- 
lowed to  the  letter,  will  be  handed  to  you,  and  we  now  official- 
ly request  that  your  Board  of  Selectmen  and  any  other  Town 
officials  involved,  agree  to  this  procedure.  Upon  the  receipt 
of  some  simple  agreement,  signed  by  the  proper  officials,  which 
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we  are  also  ready  to  promptly  sign,  we  will  place  contracts 
with  responsible  people,  assume  full  responsibility  for  the 
proper  construction  and  completion  of  the  firehouse,  and  start 
work  immediately. 

We  guarantee  that  the  job  will  be  done  in  a  very  high 
grade  manner  with  no  skimping  whatever,  all  subject  to  the 
Board's  approval  when  completed.  We  are  now  convinced 
that  this  is  the  simplest  and  best  way  to  handle  the  project, 
and  feel  that  it  will  not  only  relieve  you  of  many  annoyances, 
but  also  that  it  is  the  nicest  for  all  parties  concerned.

Following  the  reading  of  the  letter,  a  standing  vote  was 
taken  with  a  tally — "yes"  105;  "No"  None.  Motion  declared 
carried  by  unanimous  vote. 

Article  2.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $1500  be  transferred 
from  the  Machinery  Equipment  Fund  to  the  Machinery  Equip- 
ment Account. 

Article  3.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $3000  be  appropriated 
for  drainage  on  Power  Street  and  to  meet  said  appropriation, 
the  said  sum  tranferred  from  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  Ap- 
count.

A  special  Town  meeting  was  held  on  December  17,  1953, 
at  the  Norton  Elementary  School  Auditorium. 

Serving  as  checkers  at  the  door  and  during  the  balloting 
were  Margaret  Drane,  Leonard  Silvia,  William  Ross  and 
George  Charette  Jr. 
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Tellers  were:  Charles  Cheetham,  Turner  Litchfield  and 
Frederick  Lemaire. 

Moderator  Arthur  P.  Parker  called  the  meeting  to  order 
at  8:12  P.  M. 

Article  1.  The  Moderator  ruled  that  no  action  could  be 
taken  on  this  article  as  petitioned  and  for  that  reason  the 
Selectmen  had  had  article  two  inserted. 

Article  2.  Mr.  Samuel  W.  Thomas  II  made  the  following 
motion:  Moved  that  all  action  taken  by  the  Town  under  Article 
I  of  the  warrant  for  the  special  Town  meeting  called  and  held 
on  November  23,  1953,  whereby  the  sum  of  $800,000.00  was 
appropriated  for  constructing  and  originally  equipping  a 
junior-senior  high  school  building  be  rescinded. 

Principal  speakers  in  favor  of  rescission  were  Samuel  W. 
Thomas  II  and  Arthur  M.  Freeman. 

Mr.  Freeman  contended,  in  substance,  that  the  town  was 
in  no  financial  condition  to  assume  the  load  of  an  $800,000.00 
bond  issue  and  that  the  resulting  tax  rate  would  be  prohibitive. 

Mr.  Thomas  went  to  some  length  explaining  why  he 
opposed  the  November  23  vote.  In  part,  he  expressed  a  feeling 
that  the  school  planning  board  had  not  made  an  adequate 
survey  of  the  situation  and  that  the  problem  should  be  studied 
by  an  independent  group.  An  adequate  survey,  he  said,  would 
have  revealed  another  solution. 

Speaking  in  opposition  to  the  motion  and  favoring  the 
vote  of  November  23,  were  members  of  the  school  planning 
board,  William  D.  Hersey,  John  Marshall  Jr.,  and  Irvin  J. 
Fuller.  They  declared  that  they  had  made  extensive  study  of 
the  situation  and  after  studying  the  problem  from  mahy  an 
angle,  the  plan  offered  and  voted  upon  at  the  November  23rd 
meeting,  was  the  only  solution.  To  substantiate  their  remarks, 
they  read  a  letter  from  the  administrator  of  School  Building 
Assistance  Commission,  John  E.  Marshall,  stating  that  he  had 
worked  with  the  committee  and  that  it  was  his  belief  that  the 
plan  proposed  was  the  right  solution. 

A  ballot  vote  was  taken  using  a  check  list.  The  motion  was 
lost  by  a  vote  of  "No"  289;  "Yes"  247. 
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Article  2.    No  action  needed. 
Article  3.    No  action. 

The  following  articles  were  voted  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Finance  committee: 

Article  5.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $800  be  transferred  from 
the  E.  and  D  surplus  revenue  account  to  the  Disability  account. 

Article  6.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $1485.78  from  the 
E.  and  D.  account  to  the  Water  Department  account. 

Article  7.  Voted  to  transfer  $800  from  the  E.  and  D. 
account  to  the  Board  of  Health  account. 

Article  8.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $100  be  transferred  from 
the  E.  and  D.  account  to  pay  damages  caused  by  defects  in 
the  highway. 

Article  9.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $60  from  the  E. 
and  D.  account  to  pay  for  damages  for  taking  of  land  used  in 
widening  South  Worcester  Street. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  10:45  P.  M.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Norton  for  the  period  from  July 
8,  1951  to  September  26,  1953,  made  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form 
of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  William  Schwartz,  Assistant 
Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Norton  for  the  period  from  July 
8,  1951,  the  date  of  the  previous  audit,  to  September  26,  1953, 
and  submit  the  following  report  thereon: 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several  depart- 
ments receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or  commit- 
ting bills  for  collection  were  examined,  checked,  and  verified 
by  comparison  with  the  reports  and  the  records  in  the  town 
accountant's  office. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were 
examined.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  checked  with  the 
treasurer's  books  and  with  the  records  of  the  several  depart- 
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ments  collecting  money  for  the  town,  while  the  payments 
were  checked  with  the  treasury  warrants  and  the  books  of 
the  treasurer. 

The  appropriations  and  loans  authorized,  as  listed  from 
the  town  clerk's  records  or  town  meetings,  as  well  as  the 
transfers  from  the  reserve  fund  authorized  by  the  finance 
committee,  were  checked  to  the  town  accountant's  ledgers. 
The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  the  necessary  adjusting 
entries  resulting  from  the  audit  were  made,  and  a  balance 
sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing 
the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  September  26,  1953. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  com- 
pared with  the  records  of  the  several  departments  collecting 
money  for  the  town  and  with  other  sources  from  which  money 
was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the  payments  were 
checked  with  the  warrants  of  selectmen  authorizing  the  dis- 
bursement of  town  funds.  The  cash  balance  on  September 
26,  1953  was  proved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances 
with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit,  by  actual 
count  of  cash  in  the  office,  by  listing  the  cash  memoranda, 
and  by  examination  of  the  savings  bank  books. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the 
town  were  examined  and  checked.  The  amounts  added  to  the 
tax  title  account  were  compared  with  the  collector's  and  the 
accountant's  books,  and  the  redemptions  and  sales  were  checked 
with  the  entries  in  the  treasurer's  cash  book.  The  tax  titles 
and  tax  possessions  on  hand  were  listed  and  reconciled  with 
the  accountant's  ledger  controls  and  checked  with  the  records 
at  the  Registry  of  Deeds.  It  is  recommended  that  all  tax  titles 
held  over  two  years  be  foreclosed  by  the  treasurer,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Section  50,  Chapter  60,  General 
Laws. 

The  payments  of  maturing  debt  and  interest  were  proved 
with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  checked  with  the  cancelled 
securities  on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the 
investments  of  the  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town 
treasurer  and  of  the  trustees  were  examined  and  listed,  and 
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the  cash  balances  were  reconciled.  The  income  and  disburse- 
ments were  proved  and  the  transfers  to  the  town  were  verified. 

The  amounts  withheld  from  the  town  employees'  salaries 
and  wages  for  Federal  taxes  and  for  the  county  retirement 
system  were  examined  and  reconciled  with  the  treasurer's 
record  of  receipts  and  disbursements. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  town  and  fire  district 
taxes,  motor  vehicle  and  trailer  excise,  departmental,  and 
water  accounts  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  audit, 
as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitment  lists,  were  audited  and 
compared  with  the  assessors'  warrants  for  their  collection. 
The  recorded  collections  were  checked  with  the  payments 
to  the  treasurer  and  with  the  accountant's  books,  the  abate- 
ments were  compared  with  the  records  in  the  assessors'  and 
other  departments  authorized  to  grant  them,  the  amounts 
transferred  to  the  tax  title  account  were  verified,  and  the 
outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the 
town  accountant's  ledger  accounts. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  further  verified  by  mailing 
notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the 
books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto 
indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed  are  correct. 

It  was  again  noted  that  the  town  collector  has  many 
accounts  outstanding  that  are  long  past  due,  and  it  is  recom- 
mended that  a  determined  effort  be  made  to  procure  prompt 
settlement  of  all  delinquent  accounts. 

A  considerable  amount  of  detailed  checking  was  again 
necessary  in  order  to  reconcile  the  town  collector's  accounts, 
which  materially  added  to  the  cost  of  the  audit. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  on  account  of 
dog  and  sporting  licenses  issued,  as  well  as  from  marriage 
intentions,  recording  fees,  and  miscellaneous  charges,  were 
verified  and  compared  with  the  payments  to  the  Town  Treas- 
urer and  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game.  The  cash 
book  was  footed  and  the  cash  balance  on  September  26,  1953 
was  verified  by  actual  count  of  cash  in  the  office. 
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The  surety  bonds  furnished  by  the  several  officials  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  examined  and 
found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  cash  receipts  of  the  selectmen  and  the 
sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  as  well  as  of  the  health,  public 
welfare,  and  school  departments,  and  of  all  other  departments 
wherein  money  is  collected  for  the  town,  were  examined  and 
checked,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  the  cash  on  hand 
being  verified. 

In  conjunction  with  the  audit  of  the  town,  a  final  audit 
of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Norton  Fire  District  was 
made  for  the  period  from  July  8,  1951,  the  date  of  the  previous 
examination,  to  September  11,  1952,  when  the  cash  balance 
and  the  accounts  were  turned  over  to  the  town  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  64  of  the  Acts  of  1951. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet  referred  to,  there  are 
appended  to  this  report  tables  showing  a  reconcilation  of 
the  treasurer's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  tax  title, 
tax  possession,  departmental,  and  water  accounts,  as  well  as 
tables  showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust 
and  investment  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  received  from  the  several  town  offi- 
cials during  the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my 
assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

The  Water  Department  submits,  herewith,  its  thirtieth  an- 
nual report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1953. 

This  has  been  another  exceptionally  busy  year  for  this 
Department  with  the  installation  of  one  hundred  twenty-one 
(121)  services,  as  listed  below,  along  with  the  routine  duties 
of  the  personnel.  There  are  now  1151  services  and  199  hydrants 
in  operation  besides  the  several  Town  services  that  are  not 
committed.

On  August  16,  1953,  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Leonard  A. 
Witherell  as  Water  Commissioner  and  Clerk  of  the  Board  was 
received  with  regret.  He  had  served  faithfully  since  1937  and 
we  feel  recognition  should  be  given  for  the  excellent  service 
he  rendered  to  the  Board  during  his  incumbency.  Mr.  Fred- 
erick H.  Miller  was  elected  to  fill  his  unexpired  term. 
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Another  replacement  in  the  Board  was  necessary  due  to 
the  death  of  Mr.  Carleton  H.  Draper.  He  served  as  a  Commis- 
sioner since  1944  and  it  is  with  deep  sorrow  that  we  record  his 
passing  on  October  31,  1953.  The  vacancy  caused  by  his  death 
was  filled  by  the  election  of  Robert  W.  Hewins  on  November 
19,  1953. 

The  matter  of  our  future  water  supply  is  of  considerable 
concern  to  the  Commissioners.  The  past  summers  have  been 
exceptionally  dry  and  along  with  the  continued  growth  of  the 
Town,  an  additional  source  of  supply  should  be  found  to  insure 
proper  protection  in  case  of  an  emergency.  It  is  the  sincere 
desire  of  this  Board  that  the  voters  of  the  Town  give  careful 
consideration  to  their  request  for  funds  to  make  the  necessary 
survey  for  test  wells,  etc.,  that  is  to  be  included  in  the  next 
town  warrant. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  cooperated  in  any  way 
with  this  Department  during  the  past  year,  and  any  sugges- 
tions for  the  improvement  of  the  Water  Department  will  be 
gladly  considered.

REPORT  OF  FIRE  ENGINEERS 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Fire  Engineers  herewith  respectfully  submit  their 
twenty-third  annual  report. 

Your  Fire  Department  answered  139  fire  and  74  ambu- 
lance calls. 

Defiance  Bleachery  has  built  the  new  fire  station  at  South 
Worcester  and  Barrows  Streets. 

This  station  is  of  the  finest  construction,  in  an  excellent 
location,  a  station  our  town  is  fortunate  to  obtain. 
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Our  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  wish  to  sincerely  thank  the 
Defiance  Bleachery  for  this  worthy  addition  to  our  Town  and 
Fire  Department,  and  also  to  remember  the  man  who  con- 
ceived this  fire  station,  the  late  John  B.  Farrell. 

A  survey  of  our  town  and  our  fire  department  has  been 
made  by  the  New  England  Fire  Insurance  Rating  Association. 
Recommendations  for  improvements  to  our  fire  department 
have  been  made.  We  plan  to  carry  these  out  at  once. 

These  plans  include:  A  new  pumping  engine  to  replace 
Engine  4  which  is  now  23  years  old. 

Fire  alarm  equipment  for  the  new  Barrowsville  fire  sta- 
tion, and  extension  of  rest  of  fire  alarm  system. 

Two  way  radio  for  Engine  3  at  Norton  Grove. 

A  permanent  man  for  daytime  service  at  Norton  Center 
Station  and  night  service  at  Norton  Grove  Station. 

Training  program  for  our  volunteer  and  other  firefighters 
from  the  different  stations  under  the  same  methods  of  fire- 
fighting. 

We  now  have  five  fire  stations  in  ideal  geographical  loca- 
tions. These  stations  offer  the  best  possible  protection  to  lives 
and  property  in  a  rapidly  growing  town.  Constant  improve- 
ments to  each  station,  its  personnel,  apparatus  and  communica- 
tions at  economical  long  range  costs  is  our  aim. 

Rubbish  burning  and  incinerators  are  the  leading  cause  of 
fire.  We  again  say:  Never  light  any  outside  fire  on  a  dry, 
windy,  and  low  humidity  day.  Such  are  the  days  when  con- 
flagrations occur,  and  loss  of  property  and  even  life  often 
result. 

The  volunteer  firefighters  are  the  most  loyal,  unselfish 
men  we  know.  They  give  the  finest  service  in  this  ever  more 
dangerous  profession.  We  thank  them  sincerely  and  assure 
them  their  services  are  deeply  appreciated. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Police,  Water,  Highway  and  School 
Departments  for  their  help  and  co-operation  given  our  board 
and  Fire  Department.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF 
PUBLIC  WELFARE 


The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  of  the  Town  of  Norton  here- 
with submits  its  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1953. 

The  Department  of  Public  Welfare  gives  aid  to  the  needy 
under  the  four  categories,  Old  Age  Assistance,  Aid  to  Depen- 
dent Children,  Disability  Assistance,  and  General  Welfare. 

After  eligibility  has  been  established,  the  amount  of  assist- 
ance given  each  person  receiving  aid  under  any  of  the  first 
three  mentioned  categories,  is  determined  according  to  State 
budgetary  standards.  Each  case  is  considered  individually  and 
consideration  is  taken  of  the  sex,  age,  and  activity  of  each 
individual  in  computing  his  allowance  for  food,  clothing,  and 
personal  care.  Provision  is  made  for  fuel,  insurance,  and  for 
rent  or  board,  or,  if  the  recipient  owns  his  own  home,  the  car- 
rying charges  for  the  home.  In  the  case  of  Old  Age  Assistance 
recipients,  an  extra  grant  of  $4.00  each  month  is  made  for 
Leisure  Time  Activities,  and  an  extra  grant  of  $4.00  each 
month  is  added  to  the  budget  for  school  lunches  for  children 
receiving  aid  as  Dependent  Children.  Medical  care  is  fur- 
nished all  persons  on  these  rolls  in  accordance  with  standards 
set  up  by  the  state,  payment  for  which  is  made  not  to  the  per- 
son aided,  but  directly  to  the  vendor.  After  the  budgetary 
needs  have  been  determined,  resources  available  (such  as 
OASI  benefits,  pensions,  wages,  etc.)  are  deducted,  and  so  the 
amount  of  assistance  to  be  paid  each  case  is  determined.  The. 
recipient  of  aid  is  then  placed  upon  the  Welfare  pay-roll,  and 
a  check  is  mailed  to  him  twice  each  month. 

The  State  law  requires  that  all  persons  receiving  Old  Age 
or  Disability  Assistance  be  visited  at  least  twice  a  year,  and 
that  homes  of  children  receiving  aid  as  Dependent  Children  be 
visited  at  least  every  three  months.  However,  the  State  De- 
partment of  Public  Welfare  has  now  established  the  require- 
ment (effective  February  1,  1954)  that  all  families  receiving 
Aid  to  Dependent  Children  shall  be  visited  at  least  once  a 
month  "to  see  that  the  children  are  being  reared  in  the  man- 
ner for  which  assistance  funds  have  been  granted,  that  all 
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needs  of  the  family  are  being  met,  and  that  all  possibilities  of 
return  to  self-support  are  being  explored." 

Besides  these  three  major  relief  programs  is  General  Wel- 
fare or  Temporary  Aid,  usually  given  in  time  of  emergency  or 
when  investigation  is  being  conducted  to  determine  reci- 
pient's eligibility  to  another  form  of  aid,

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NORTON  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 


The  interior  of  the  library  building  was  completely  re- 
decorated during  the  year,  and  while  this  long-deferred  pro- 
ject, at  a  cost  of  $880,  represented  a  sizeable  portion  of  the 
library's  modest  budget,  the  resulting  improvement  to  this 
sixty-six  year  old  building  has  been  more  than  commensurate 
with  the  expenditure. 

The  library  was  sorry  to  lose  the  services  of  Mrs.  Edwin 
Briggs  as  Assistant  Librarian.  Mrs.  Alexander  Cooper  has 
been  selected  to  succeed  Mrs.  Briggs. 

At  the  request  of  the  public  school,  the  library  has  been 
opened  at  special  hours  for  pupils.  Mrs.  Frank  Ramseyer  was 
engaged  to  assist  in  this  program,  and  she  has  been  generously 
helped  by  volunteers. 

The  cost  of  books  purchased  during  the  year  was  $822.71. 
By  a  curious  coincidence,  the  corresponding  figure  for  1951 
was  $822.92.  However,  315  books  were  purchased  during  the 
past  year,  while  the  same  expenditure  allowed  for  the  pur- 
chase of  394  books  in  1951.  This  is  one  example  of  a  general 
increase  in  costs. 

The  library  is  very  fortunate  to  have  retained  the  ser- 
vices of  Mr.  Henri  Yelle  as  Librarian  since  1946.  He  continues 
his  good  work  despite  increasingly  heavy  burdens  elsewhere 
and  despite  only  modest  compensation. 

Provision  has  been  made  in  the  1954  budget  to  include  an 
expanded  childen's  program,  to  provide  for  the  purchase  of  a 
reasonable  number  of  books,  and  to  allow  for  an  increase  in 
the  Librarian's  salary. 

The  many  newcomers  to  Norton  are  especially  urged  to 
visit  the  library.  Suggestions  are  welcome.  The  library  is 
a  public  service  to  be  used  and  enjoyed  by  all.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


Thirty-third  Annual  Report  of  the 

NORTON  DISTRICT  NURSING  ASSOCIATION 


I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  the  Norton  Dis- 
trict Nursing  Association  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1953. 

Many  people  within  the  community  have  inquired  as  to 
the  terminology  of  Public  Health  Nursing.  In  a  concise  manner 
I  will  endeavor  to  explain  the  coverage  of  this  Public  service. 

Public  Health  Nursing  is  a  combination  of  services  the 
nurse  renders  during  the  visits  within  a  family  unit  of  health 
teaching,  prevention  and  control  of  disease  and  care  of  the 
sick. 

What  is  this  combination  of  services  rendered?  Com- 
bination of  services  are: 

1.  As  acting  agent  for  the  Board  of  Health  the  nurse 
gives  instruction  in  Public  Health  Education  which  involves 
teaching  the  prevention  of  communicable  and  non-com- 
municable disease,  and  in  the  event  of  these  Illnesses,  the 
proper  methods  to  use  in  the  care  of  the  patients. 

2.  As  the  school  nurse  I  have  the  over-all  supervision  of 
the  health  standards  in  the  Norton  school  system.  These  duties 
are  assisting  with  physical  examination;  audio  and  visual 
testing;  personal  inspections;  height  and  weights;  administra- 
tion of  first-aid;  notification  of  all  defects  to  parents;  confer- 
ences with  pupils,  parents  and  teachers;  and  the  instruction  of 
Home  Nursing  and  Baby  Care  in  the  High  School. 

3.  As  the  visiting  nurse,  the  bedside  care  which  is  the 
actual  application  of  the  professional  techniques  in  the  care 
of  the  sick. 

The  maintenance  of  a  healthier  community  is  one  of  the 
primary  purposes  of  our  organization.  From  the  report  below, 
this  is  self-evident,  which  shows  that  less  calls  were  made  dur- 
ing the  year  of  1953  than  in  1952. 

Some  credit  may  be  attributed  to  the  use  of  antibiotics, 
however,  the  people  of  Norton  have  taken  advantage  of  all 
the  services  offered  them  by  the  Norton  District  Nursing  Asso- 
ciation through  their  family  physician. 
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The  nurse  may  be  reached  between  8:30  a.m.  and  9:00 
a.m.  at  5-7941  and  will  answer  all  calls.  However,  continua- 
tion of  visits  for  care  must  be  made  under  the  direction  of  the 
family  doctor. 

With  the  assistance  of  Mrs.  Alton  Foster,  this  office  is  able 
to  carry  on  many  of  the  health  services  which  previously  were 
unfortunately  neglected  due  to  lack  of  time, 

A  workshop  in  Child  Growth  and  Development  offered 
by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  was  at- 
tended by  your  nurse  for  one  week  at  Simmons  College  so 
that  she  might  continue  to  keep  abreast  of  the  modern  trends 
in  Public  Health  Nursing,  thus  better  equipped  to  serve  the 
community. 

The  Organization  is  indebted  to  the  following  people  for 
their  contributions  to  the  Association:  Mrs.  Ralph  DeLoid, 
Regan  family,  the  family  of  the  late  Eugene  Bernard,  Congre- 
gational Church,  Salvation  Army  and  Boy  Scouts  of  Troop  2,

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1953 


To  the  Citizens  of  Norton: 

The  work  of  the  Norton  schools  has  been  carried  on  dur- 
ing the  past  year  under  the  increasing  pressure  of  large 
enrollments  amid  over-crowded  and  over-worked  facilities. 
Although  students,  teachers,  and  administrators  alike  have 
had  to  labor  under  poor  conditions  because  of  these  large 
numbers,  their  work  has  been  carried  on  conscientiously  and 
adequately. 

There  have  been  several  noteworthy  educational  achieve- 
ments which  signify  the  type  of  work  being  done  in  our 
schools.  For  the  third  consecutive  year,  the  Problems  of 
Democracy  Class  in  the  High  School  has  been  granted  the 
Freedom  Foundations  Award,  an  honor  bestowed  upon  only 
a  few  high  schools  in  the  country  (three  High  Schools  in 
Massachusetts)  for  outstanding  study  furthering  the  demo- 
cratic way  of  life  in  these  United  States. 

The  Adult  Education  Courses,  conducted  this  year,  were 
most  satisfactory,  and  the  results  of  this  type  of  training  were 
given  public  recognition  in  a  national  scholastic  publication. 
A  full  account  of  this  program  will  be  found  in  a  report  of 
the  Superintendent  which  appears  on  a  following  page. 

For  a  second  year,  the  Summer  Recreation  program,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Norton  Lions'  Club,  has  proved  a  very 
successful  venture.  This  Committee  is  extremely  appreciative 
of  the  effort  extended  by  the  Lions  Club  and  its  representa- 
tives in  offering  such  a  well  organized  schedule  of  play  and 
learning  to  the  children  of  Norton  during  the  summer  vacation 
weeks.  We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  for  their  co-operation 
and  interest  in  the  work  of  the  public  schools. 

Closely  allied  to  this  project  is  the  program  to  encourage  a 
Little  League  in  baseball  for  the  youngsters  and  this  Commit- 
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tee  is  grateful  for  the  many  interested  citizens  who  have  made 
possible  the  activities  of  such  a  league  for  the  youth  of 
Norton. 

We  wish  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  citizens  the  very 
important  plan  for  the  care  of  the  health  of  each  school  pupil. 
This  past  year  has  seen  a  change  in  the  appointment  of  the 
school  physician  and  with  it  a  new  type  of  examination  has 
been  effected.  Dr.  Jerome  A.  McCaffrey  is  the  present  school 
physician.  The  following  rule  regarding  return  to  school  after 
a  long  absence  is  important: 

"A  certificate  of  admission  from  the  family  physician  or 
the  school  physician  is  required  after  an  absence  of  five  days 
or  more."  This  ruling  not  only  safeguards  other  students  from 
contact  with  diseases  but  assists  in  questions  where  truancy 
might  be  involved. 

In  past  years,  there  have  been  many  campaigns  in  the 
solicitation  of  money  for  varied  purposes.  Your  School  Com- 
mittee therefore  took  action  to  limit  the  number  of  these 
campaigns  to  five.  They  are: 

1.  Junior  Red  Cross. 

2.  March  of  Dimes. 

3.  Salvation  Army. 

4.  P.T.A.  Membership  Drive. 

5.  Sturdy  Hospital  Donation  Day. 

Any  request  for  a  very  special  campaign  for  contributions  from 
the  students  must  be  submitted  one  month  before  such  drive 
is  to  be  conducted,  so  that  the  Committee  may  consider  and  act 
upon  the  request. 

As  more  and  more  pupils  have  entered  the  school  system, 
the  plan  for  a  student  Accident  Insurance  policy  was  investi- 
gated and  the  Committee  felt  that  the  children  could  be  very 
well  protected  by  the  plan  offered  by  the  R.  A.  Derosier  Insur- 
ance Agency  of  Boston.  Upon  the  payment  of  $1.25  by  the  stu- 
dent, he  is  covered  for  any  type  of  accident  connected  with 
school  activities  from  one  hour  before  to  one  hour  after  school 
for  the  full  year.  Seventy  per  cent  of  the  school  membership 
enrolled  in  this  plan  at  its  adoption. 
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The  safety  of  the  children  who  have  to  cross  the  highway 
at  the  Elementary  School  has  also  been  protected  for  the 
school  year  through  the  co-operation  of  this  department  and 
that  of  the  local  police  who  are  on  duty  before  school  and  at 
closing  time.  Recently  a  request  has  been  filed  with  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Safety  for  the  installation  of  a  push- 
button light  at  this  area,  where  traffic  Is  hazardous  for  chil- 
dren who  have  to  cross  the  highway. 

One  of  the  most  important  features  of  the  administration 
of  the  school  problems  for  the  past  few  years  has  been  that  of 
dealing  with  the  salary  situation.  The  last  three  years,  par- 
ticularly, have  seen  marked  increases  in  the  salaries  of  all 
school  personnel.  This  Committee  is  faced  with  the  constant 
requests  for  more  increments  as  well  as  with  the  fact  that 
higher-paid  positions  appear  to  be  offered  in  the  teaching 
field  elsewhere.  What  seemed  to  be  a  well-accepted  salary 
schedule  at  the  time  of  its  adoption  soon  became  inadequate 
for  the  teaching  staff  and  several  revisions  have  taken  place 
since  1951.  The  present  salary  schedule  for  the  teachers  of 
Norton  follows:

Supervisors',  Special  instructors'  and  Principals'  or  Assist- 
ant Principals'  salaries  will  be  considered  individually  by  the 
School  Committee  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

I.  The  School  Committee  reserves  the  right  to  make  ad- 
justments in  the  application  of  this  schedule  which  they  feel 
is  necessary  to  meet  an  emergency  situation.  Such  action  shall 
not  affect  the  regular  salary  schedule. 
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II.  Salary  increases  of  any  kind  will  not  be  considered  to 
be  automatic.  They  will  be  granted  only  when  a  high  standard 
of  teaching  or  a  marked  improvement  in  service  has  been 
demonstrated.  The  School  Committee  reserves  the  right  to 
withhold  increments  from  any  teacher  whose  work  is  con- 
sidered unsatisfactory.  The  one  hundred  dollar  steps  in  incre- 
ment, as  provided  in  this  schedule,  will  be  considered  as  incen- 
tive for  improvement  as  well  as  reward  for  professional 
requirements  which  must  be  met. 

III.  Regarding  the  No  Degree  Column: 

Any  teacher  who  is  selected  without  a  degree  will  make 
plans  to  receive  one  within  ten  years.  Every  teacher,  new  or 
on  tenure,  will  take  six  hours  of  approved  accredited  study 
every  two  years  towards  the  attainment  of  a  degree.  At  the 
completion  of  each  course,  the  description  of  such  course  and 
the  rank  received  will  be  filed  with  the  Superintendent.  He 
will  also  assist  in  the  selection  of  courses  and  approve  same 
before  courses  are  taken. 

IV.  Regarding  Bachelor's  and  Master's  Degree  Columns: 

During  each  period  of  three  years,  six  hours  of  approved 
accredited  study  must  be  taken  with  a  rank  of  at  least  "B" 
being  received.  The  Superintendent  will  assist  in  selection  of 
courses  and  approve  same  before  course  is  taken.  The  descrip- 
tion and  rank  of  such  course  will  be  filed  with  the  Superin- 
tendent at  the  completion  of  each  course.  Any  credits  received 
in  the  school  year  1950-1951  may  be  considered  as  acceptable. 

V.  If  a  teacher  is  deemed  unworthy  of  any  increase  as 
designated  on  the  schedule,  he  or  she  will  be  informed  of  the 
reasons  for  such  action  as  soon  as,  and  whenever  the  work 
of  a  teacher  is  questioned.  Recommendations  of  the  Superin- 
tendent and  study  of  these  will  decide  any  action  taken  by 
the  School  Committee. 

VI.  In  putting  this  salary  schedule  into  effect,  no  in- 
crease of  over  $300.00  will  be  granted  in  any  one  year. 

VII.  The  seventh  year  amount  need  not  be  reached  on 
this  salary  schedule  before  each  teacher  may  be  judged  on 
a  merit  basis  in  order  to  receive  a  salary  increase.  Such 
factors  as  the  following  may  enter  into  the  offer  or  denial  of 
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salary  increases  at  any  location  on  the  schedule  before  or  after 
the  seventh  year: 

1.  Satisfactory  class  room  management. 

2.  Proper  deportment  inside  and  outside  of  classroom. 

3.  Proper  use  and  care  of  classroom,  equipment  and 
supplies. 

4.  Interest  in  community  and  extra-curricula  affairs. 

5.  Cooperation  with  other  members  of  the  teaching  staff, 
principals.  Superintendent  and  School  Committee. 

6.  Careful  preparation  of  plan  book  and  rank  book. 

7.  Proper  attitude  toward  profession. 

8.  Attention  to  current  educational  methods. 

9.  Promptness  in  fulfilling  all  duties. 

10.  Advancement  through  travel,  through  attendance  at 
professional  gatherings  and  through  participation  in 
beneficial  discussions  on  educational  subjects. 

11.  Evidence  of  good  discipline  and  pupil  control. 

12.  Neatness  of  self  and  classroom,  and  advancement  of 
same  in  pupils. 

(The  teachers  may  feel  free  to  suggest  modification 
or  addition  to  the  above  factors.) 

VIII.  The  first  three  years  of  teaching  will  be  considered 
probationary.  At  the  end  of  each  probationary  year,  the  Super- 
intendent will  submit  in  writing,  a  report  of  the  work  of  each 
teacher,  principal  or  supervisor  not  on  tenure. 

IX.  Years  of  experience  elsewhere  will  be  considered 
when  assigning  a  newly  elected  teacher  to  a  position  on  this 
salary  schedule. 

X.  Each  teacher  may  feel  free  to  meet  with  the  full  School 
Committee  at  any  time  regarding  this  schedule,  but  it  will  be 
considered  a  breach  of  ethics  on  the  part  of  a  teacher  if  any 
member  of  the  School  Committee  is  approached  individually. 

XL  Each  teacher  is  entitled  to  ten  days  sick  leave  each 
school  year  with  full  pay.  These  days  are  accumulative  to 
a  total  of  thirty  days  with  full  pay.  A  teacher  using  accumu- 
lated sick  leave  must  submit  a  written  statement  from  a  physi- 
cian affirming  the  illness  which  makes  absence  necessary. 
Death  in  the  immediate  family  of  a  teacher  will  be  considered 
to  come  under  sick  leave. 
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Further  details  of  the  operations  of  this  department  will 
be  found  in  the  reports  which  follow.  The  Superintendent  of 
Schools  has  included  tables  and  explanations  regarding  statis- 
tics of  vital  importance  to  every  citizen. 

The  School  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation 
for  the  valuable  services  of  the  Superintendent,  Principals, 
Supervisors,  teachers,  and  staff  of  the  public  schools.  It  also 
wishes  to  recognize  the  co-operation  and  assistance  of  all 
parents  and  citizens  who  have  demonstrated  interest  in  the 
schools  of  Norton.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Norton  School  Committee: 

I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  my  thirtieth  annual 
report  and  the  sixtieth  in  the  series  of  reports.  Following  the 
same  form  of  annual  report  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
School  Committee,  I  am  making  a  report  and  recommendations 
only  on  a  few  of  the  major  activities  in  the  work  of  the  Norton 
schools.  Recommendations  and  quotations  from  reports  which 
I  have  received  from  the  staff  members  are  included  in  this 
report.  The  usual  satistical  tables  of  educational  data  are 
attached  to  this  report. 


New  Norton  High  School 

A  major  portion  of  time,  effort,  and  energy  has  been 
expended  the  past  year  on  the  preparation  of  plans  for  the 
new  Norton  High  School,  and  their  presentation  to  the  town. 
The  report  of  the  Norton  School  Building  Construction  and 
Planning  Committee,  which  was  presented  at  a  public  meeting 
in  the  Norton  Auditorium  on  November  12,  1953,  summarized 
these  plans  and  gave  the  results  of  a  long  series  of  meetings 
with  architects,  consultants,  state  officials,  as  well  as  members 
of  the  teaching  staff  and  local  citizens.  The  approval  of  the 
town  to  construct  the  new  high  school  promises  an  outstanding 
forward  step  in  the  educational  facilities  for  the  young  people 
of  Norton.  The  following  brief  outline  of  educational  data 
for  the  new  high  school  sets  forth  some  of  the  educational 
plans  for  the  new  school.  At  the  present  time,  the  Building 
Committee  is  at  work  with  the  architect  and  consultants  on 
the  detail  specifications  and  plans  for  the  new  school.  As 
announced  in  the  January  monthly  bulletin  to  parents,  an 
invitation  has  been  extended  to  all  persons  interested  in  this 
project  to  participate  in  the  work  of  the  Building  Committee 
in  preparing  these  final  plans. 
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CURRICULUM  DATA  FOR  THE  NEW  NORTON 
SIX-YEAR  fflGH  SCHOOL 

Main  Academic  Program 

This  program  runs  throughout  the  entire  school  for  all 
students.  College  preparatory  students  will  major  in  this 
field.  The  present  program  of  English,  History,  Latin,  French, 
Mathematics,  Problems  of  Democracy,  Occupations,  is  doing 
an  excellent  job  under  crowded  conditions.  The  new  school 
permits  smaller  classes  and  furnishes  better  teaching  facilities. 
Grades  7  and  8  will  have  a  five  hour  course  in  general  Lan- 
guage giving  introduction  to  French,  Spanish  and  Latin.  In 
the  field  of  Social  Studies,  this  school  has  won  for  three  years 
a  major  national  award  for  the  teaching  of  Democracy — a 
main  objective  in  High  School  education. 

Homemaking 

a.  Elementary  Homemaking  Course — All  girls,  Grades  7 
and  8,  3  periods  per  week. 

b.  Vocational  Homemaking  Course — Girls,  Grades  9  and 
10,  double  period  daily,  10  periods  per  week. 

c.  Home  and  Family  Life  Education — elective — Grades 
11  and  12,  5  periods  per  week. 

d.  General  Homemaking  Course  for  Individual  Needs — 
elective — Boys  and  Girls,  Grades  11  and  12,  5  periods. 

Industrial  Arts  for  Boys 

(1)  GENERAL  SHOP 

(2)  HOME  MECHANICS  SHOP 

a.  Elementary  General  Course — For  Boys,  Grade  7,  2 
periods.  Grade  8,  4  periods. 

b.  Advanced  General  Program  in  Industrial  Arts,  Grades 
9  and  10,  10  hours  per  week — Shop  Mathematics,  3  hours  per 
week — Mechanical  Drawing,  3  hours  per  week. 

c.  General  Elective  Program  in  Industrial  Arts  for  Aca- 
demic Pupils — Grades  11  and  12,  3  hours  per  week. 

In  the  above  programs,  the  Homemaking  Courses  have 
been  completely  checked  and  approved  by  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Vocational  Education.  The  Industrial  Arts 
program  has  recently  been  prepared  by  that  Department. 
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Business  Education  Curriculum 

The  present  Commercial  Course  will  be  continued  with 
expanded  and  more  efficient  facilities  and  equipment.  All 
pupils  wishing  this  training  can  then  be  accepted.  Training 
in  the  operation  of  business  machines  on  a  much  expanded 
program  will  be  possible.  A  course  in  Consumer  Education 
or  Business  Economic  Problems  is  also  planned. 

Science  Curriculum 

The  present  program  which  offers  Biology,  Chemistry, 
Physics,  General  Science  will  have  efficient,  modern  labora- 
tories and  equipment.  Many  special  fields  can  be  presented 
such  as  Photography,  Botany,  Aeronautics,  Visual  Education, 
etc. 

Art  and  Music  Programs 

Band,  Orchestra,  Music  Appreciation,  Choral  Music — Art, 
Art  Appreciation,  Arts  and  Crafts,  Free-Hand  Drawing — all 
will  be  continued  and  extensively  enlarged  with  the  new 
facilities.  A  basic  program  of  five  hours  per  week  will  be 
given  in  Grades  7  and  8.  Elective  programs  will  be  offered  in 
the  Senior  High  School  on  an  enlarged  basis. 

Period  X 

Period  X  or  a  general  activity  program  has  been  elim- 
inated for  the  last  three  years  due  to  the  crowded  physical 
conditions  and  teaching  schedule.  The  present  High  School 
pupils  are  anxious  for  a  return  of  this  program.  School  assem- 
blies with  outside  speakers,  and  demonstrations,  class  activ- 
ities and  an  extensive  Club  program  in  many  fields  are  some 
of  the  activities  that  go  on  in  period  X. 

Guidance  Program 

A  coordinated  program  for  grades  7  to  12  is  planned.  A 
group  guidance  program  will  be  started,  one  hour  per  week, 
in  all  grades.  The  individual  guidance  program  will  include 
psychological  aptitude,  and  achievement  tests.  Correlation 
of  Guidance  with  all  school  subjects  will  be  the  work  of  the 
Director  of  Guidance. 
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Library 

A  librarian  will  be  a  regular  member  of  the  school  staff. 
She  will  work  with  all  teachers  and  pupils  in  making  the  use 
of  the  library  an  efficient  part  of  the  classroom  instruction. 
Excellent  library  facilities  for  this  purpose  are  planned.  Dis- 
cussions have  already  been  started  with  the  Trustees  of  the 
Norton  Public  Library  for  cooperation  of  both  the  school 
and  town  library  in  carrying  out  this  program. 

Health  and  Physical  Education 

An  excellent  program  was  started  with  a  new  gymnasium. 
With  the  new  location  of  the  High  School,  many  problems  in 
this  program  will  be  solved.  One  hour  per  week  of  classroom 
instruction  in  health  education  for  all  pupils  will  be  added 
and  correlated  with  the  gymnasium  and  outdoor  activities. 

Adult  Education 

There  was  outstanding  success  in  this  field  last  year.  The 
program  should  be  continued  and  enlarged.  Plans  are  included 
in  the  new  High  School  for  this  purpose. 

A  new  adventure  in  the  educational  program  of  the 
Norton  schools  during  the  past  year  was  the  Adult  Education 
Program.  Several  characteristics  of  this  program  deserve 
special  mention.  This  program  was  carried  on  without  any 
financial  expenditure  by  the  School  Committee  with  the 
exception  of  furnishing  the  schools  in  which  the  classes  were 
held.  Of  very  special  importance  to  me  was  the  exceptional 
interest  shown  by  a  group  of  twenty-one  citizens  of  the  Town 
who  formed  an  advisory  council  which  made  all  of  the  plans 
and  was  the  responsible  group  for  carrying  out  these  activities. 
The  December  1953  issue  of  "The  School  Executive,"  a  na- 
tional magazine  which  is  in  wide  use  throughout  the  country, 
gave  recognition  to  our  program  by  publishing  an  article  called 
"Adult  Education  on  a  Shoestring."  This  magazine  gave  an 
interesting  write-up  of  this  project,  and  published  five  photo- 
graphs of  the  class  activities.  This  article  was  written  by 
William  M.  Mahoney.  The  current  issue  of  "News  Letter" 
by  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  School  Committees  has 
republished  this  article  in  full.  It  has  thus  gone  to  all  School 
Committees  in  Massachusetts.  This  was  a  most  gratifying 
recognition  of  the  results  of  this  program. 
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Mr.  William  Mahoney  and  Mr.  Henri  Yelle  were  most 
active  in  directing  the  work  of  the  committee.  The  classes 
were  held  in  the  following  subjects:  News  Behind  the  Head- 
lines, Cooking,  How  to  Build  or  Improve  Your  Own  Home, 
Sewing,  Driver  Training,  Rug  Making,  Painting,  Photography, 
and  Square  Dancing.  It  is  expected  that  this  plan  will  be 
continued  in  the  present  school  year. 

The  advisory  committee  elected  the  following  officers:  Mrs. 
Lucille  Zwicker,  Chairman;  Miss  Marguerite  Mondor,  Treas- 
urer; Miss  Audrey  Wiley,  Secretary;  and  Mrs.  Clara  Foster, 
Publicity.  Additional  members  of  the  advisory  committee 
were:  Henry  Soldat,  Mrs.  Samuel  Thomas,  James  Blount,  Mrs. 
William  Flaherty,  Mrs.  Edwin  Briggs,  Mr.  Richard  Dillon,

Carleton  H.  Draper 

The  passing  of  Mr.  Carleton  H.  Draper  is  a  sad  loss  to  the 
Norton  schools.  For  nearly  thirty  years  I  have,  as  Superin- 
tendent, been  in  intimate  and  close  contact  with  him.  I  always 
found  him  friendly,  helpful,  cooperative,  and  capable  in  every 
relationship  with  the  Norton  schools;  first  as  a  school  bus 
contractor  for  many  years,  then  as  High  School  custodian, 
and  recently  as  custodian  at  the  new  Elementary  School.  The 
following  quotation  from  the  report  of  Mr.  Mahoney  well 
expresses  the  feeling  of  all:  "A  long  and  dear  friend  of  the 
Norton  Schools  and  all  the  boys  and  girls  of  Norton  is  no 
longer  with  us.  The  passing  of  Mr.  Carleton  H.  Draper  of 
our  custodial  staff  was  an  event  that  saddened  everyone  at 
the  Elementary  School.  However,  his  mark  has  been  indelibly 
written  in  the  entire  organization  of  our  school,  and  his  work 
will  go  on  and  be  well  remembered  for  many,  many  years." 

Instrumental  Music 

During  the  past  year,  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Gilles- 
pie, the  school  orchestra,  combining  pupils  from  both  the  High 
School  and  the  Elementary  School,  has  made  public  appear- 
ances on  school  occasions.  Efforts  and  plans  are  underway  for 
enlarging  this  program  to  include  a  school  band.  This  is  a  big 
and  ambitious  program  and  will  take  some  time  to  put  into 
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full  operation.  Recently  a  large  number  of  instruments,  ap- 
proximately $1500.00  in  value,  were  secured  at  a  nominal  fee 
from  the  state  surplus  supplies  at  Myles  Standish  station.  The 
following  is  a  comment  from  Mr.  Gillespie's  report  on  this 
topic: — "The  year  has  found  a  well  established  Instrumental 
Program  functioning.  Mr.  Chester  Mason  was  secured  as  an 
Instructor  on  the  various  instruments.  He  is  in  Norton  on 
Wednesdays.  Twenty-one  pupils  are  now  taking  lessons  on 
their  respective  instruments.  This  in  time  will  result  in  a 
larger  Orchestra,  and  a  little  later,  a  Band." 

Openingr  School  Conference 

A  conference  of  this  type  held  last  year  proved  very  suc- 
cessful. Plans  were  made  in  the  preceding  school  year  for  a 
second  such  conference,  which  was  held  September  9,  1953, 
before  the  opening  of  the  school  for  the  current  school  year. 
All  teachers  had  met  with  Principals  for  many  detailed  tasks 
in  their  respective  school  buildings  on  the  preceding  day.  The 
topic  for  the  conference  this  year  was  "Guidance  in  Teach- 
ing." Miss  Mary  O'Rourke,  Senior  State  Supervisor  of  Ele- 
mentary Education  from  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Education,  was  the  director  of  the  conference,  in  co-operation 
with  the  Superintendent. 

At  the  close  of  school  in  June,  each  teacher  had  been  given 
the  opportunity  of  submitting  questions  which  she  would  like 
discussed  in  this  opening  conference.  These  were  summarized 
and  became  the  basis  for  the  group  discussion  plans  at  the  con- 
ference. A  few  of  the  topics  discussed  at  these  conferences 
were: 

1.  Improvement  of  Reading 

2.  Understanding  the  Child 

3.  Testing  Programs 

4.  Development  of  Leadership 

5.  Good  pupil-teacher  Relationships 

6.  Encouragement  of  parents  to  discuss  with  teachers 

problerns  of  mutual  interest. 

An  outstanding  group  of  educational  leaders  was  secured 
for  this  conference.  They  were,  in  addition  to  Miss  O'Rourke: 
Miss  Margaret  A.  Shea,  State  Supervisor  of  Elementary  Educa- 
tion; Miss  Gertrude  Cunningham,  Instructor,  State  Teachers 
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College,  Lowell;  Mr.  Warren  E.  Benson,  State  Supervisor  of 
Guidance  and  Placement;  Miss  Evelyn  R.  Robinson,  Consult- 
ant, School  Libraries;  and  Dr.  Flint  G.  Taylor,  State  Teachers 
College,  Worcester. 

The  Teachingr  Staff 

Due  to  the  frequent  radio  and  press  comments,  the  public 
is  more  aware  than  ever  before  of  the  problem  of  the  short- 
age of  school  teachers.  Our  Massachusetts  State  Teachers  Col- 
leges and  Liberal  Arts  Colleges  have  been  our  main  source  of 
new  teachers.  Due  to  the  teacher  shortages  in  these  Colleges 
during  the  past  year,  a  search  was  made  in  new  fields  for 
teacher  supply.  Three  teachers  were  secured  in  Norton  from 
the  University  of  Maine,  one  for  the  High  School  and  two  for 
the  Elementary  School.  We  have  found  them  well  prepared 
and  very  capable  in  their  respective  fields.  A  former  Massa- 
chusetts Superintendent  of  Schools  is  now  Dean  of  the  School 
of  Education  at  the  University  of  Maine. 

Two  outstanding  meetings  were  held  during  the  past  year 
in  connection  with  the  Norton  P.  T.  A.,  which  were  of  help 
and  inspiration  to  both  teachers  and  parents.  In  April,  Dr. 
Mark  Murfin,  Director  of  Education  at  Boston  University, 
talked  on  "What  is  New  in  Education."  He  gave  many  help- 
ful suggestions  and  direct  help  in  the  general  approach  to 
many  educational  problems.  In  November,  Dr.  Alice  Crossley, 
Reading  Specialist  from  Boston  University,  demonstrated  the 
techniques  of  teaching  of  Reading  with  a  group  of  Norton  stu- 
dents. This  was  a  vivid  and  practical  demonstration  which 
was  very  helpful. 

The  teachers'  salary  item  is  the  largest  and  most  important 
one  in  the  school  budget.  The  need  for  raising  salaries  in 
Norton  for  attracting  and  holding  good  teachers  is  a  constant 
and  pressing  problem.  Steady  progress  has  been  made  in  this 
item,  but  more  is  essential.  This  problem  is  severely  compli- 
cated with  the  necessity  of  adding  two  or  three  additional 
teachers  to  the  school  staff  each  year.  In  the  past  year  the 
beginning  salary  was  raised  from  $2500.00  to  $2600.00  and 
School  Committee  action  has  recently  raised  it  for  the  coming 
year  to  $2700.00.  The  average  staff  salary  in  Norton  last  year 
was  $2944.00.  The  current  year  is  $3050.00,  and  the  figure  for 
1954-55  is  estimated  at  $3200.00.  The  comparable  figures  for 
the  Massachusetts  State  averages  are  as  follows:  1951-52, 
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$3720.00,  1952-53,  $3870.00,  and  the  estimate  for  the  current 
year  is  $4000.00.  It  is  very  evident  that  the  local  figures  are 
far  below  State  averages.  It  is  only  at  the  beginning  salary 
and  in  the  lower  range  that  the  local  figures  offer  a  reasonable 
comparison.  The  State  averages  include  the  large  cities  of 
Massachusetts.  Norton's  average  compares  very  favorably  with 
many  towns  of  equal  size  and  valuation. 

Norton  High  School 

A  series  of  quotations  from  the  reports  of  the  Principals, 
Supervisors  and  special  teachers  concerning  the  work  of  the 
High  School  follow:  Mr.  Charles  S.  Randall,  Principal— "We 
have  three  new  teachers.  One  is  an  additional  commercial 
teacher  and  two  were  replacements.  Mrs.  Joanne  Brooks  is 
now  teching  on  the  Cape  and  Miss  Elizabeth  Schoenherr  is 
married.  Next  year,  all  classes  in  Physical  Education  will  have 
two  sections.  The  English  teacher  for  grades  7-8-9  must  have 
some  relief.  Her  teaching  load  is  too  heavy  due  to  the  large 
classes.  A  new  teacher  could  take  some  English  classes,  and 
also  the  Problems  of  Democracy  class.  Mrs.  Jean  Findlater 
would  have  more  time  for  Guidance.  The  school  assemblies 
could  then  become  a  part  of  the  Guidance  Department.  Two 
more  teachers  are  necessary  under  the  school  set  up  for  1954- 
55." 

"A  program  balanced  in  terms  of  the  pupil's  general  and 
special  needs  is  necessary.  We  like  the  philosophy  of  an  edu- 
cation which  aids  youth  in  making  a  life  and  making  a  living. 
Our  new  school  will  aid  us  in  reaching  this  aim — with  such 
things  as  the  period  X  regained,  a  general  shop,  larger  House- 
hold Arts  area,  a  better  library  and  better  all-around  sur- 
roundings." 

"This  past  summer  two  new  classrooms  were  created.  The 
Art  room  was  renovated  by  putting  a  board  floor  over  the 
cement,  and  repainting  the  walls  and  ceiling.  New  closets 
and  bulletin  boards  were  added.  The  library  was  removed; 
thus,  allowing  for  more  space  for  small  classes.  The  basement 
walls  and  ceiling,  also  the  lunchroom  walls,  floor  and  ceiling 
were  repainted.  A  door  from  the  lunchroom  to  the  rear 
of  the  school  has  been  installed.  This  is  a  fire  escape  door 
with  a  panic  bar  on  it.  Glass  is  in  the  door  and  thus  more 
light  will  enter  this  room.  No  more  rooms  can  now  be 
found." 
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Mr.  Henry  Katz,  High  School  Science  teacher,  is  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  of  teachers  from  both  the  High  School  and 
the  Elementary  School  who  are  revising  the  Science  Program 
for  grades  1-12.  Definite  progress  has  been  made  this  year  and 
the  final  report  of  this  Committee  promises  excellent  progress 
in  this  field.  The  High  School  participation  in  the  Science 
Fair  Program  on  both  the  local  and  the  State  level  has  been 
a  very  interesting  and  profitable  project. 

Mrs.  Jean  Findlater,  Guidance — "This  year  I  have  been 
assigned  only  one  study  hall  so  that  I  may  have  more  time  for 
the  Guidance  of  our  fast-growing  school  population.  During 
the  opening  month  of  school,  all  that  time  was  spent  in  trying 
to  remove  schedule  conflicts  and  in  helping  our  many  new 
students  adjust  to  the  Norton  School  System.  The  same  battery 
of  tests  was  made  of  those  with  failure  and  incomplete  marks. 
Although  all  students,  grades  7  through  12,  were  interviewed 
at  least  once,  special  attention  was  given  to  the  seniors  and 
their  future  plans,  to  those  who  were  considering  leaving 
school,  and  to  those  who  came  to  me  with  their  problems. 

Some  of  my  time  is  also  spent  in  directing  assembly  pro- 
grams whether  they  are  put  on  by  the  Problems  of  Democracy 
Class,  Student  Council,  Sophomore  Class  or  Latin  Club. 

Last  year's  P.O.D.  Class  of  only  eleven  members  was  most 
active.  In  addition  to  their  regular  activities,  they  found  time 
to  run  a  Student-Exchange  Day  with  Brockton  High  School 
which  was  outstanding,  and  to  follow  the  presidential  cam- 
paign, visit  a  school  for  crippled  children,  a  hospital  for  the 
insane,  and  to  visit  two  banks  and  two  factories.  They  entered 
two  Freedom  Foundation  contests  and  won  National  recog- 
nition in  both  of  them.  Their  first  entry  contained  the  activ- 
ities of  the  Student  Council  of  the  previous  year  of  which 
Augustine  Gouveia  was  President.  Their  second  entry,  in 
pictures  and  story,  contained  their  own  activities  from  Septem- 
ber to  June.  These  eleven  students,  all  worthy  of  mention, 
are:  Linda  Ramseyer,  Cynthia  Thibeault,  Mabel  Jenks,  David 
Reynolds,  Doris  Lajoie,  Jean  Zwolensky,  Audrey  Marien,  Doris 
Beausoleil,  Diana  Fortin,  Jean  Scott  and  Nita  Shaw." 

Mr.  Henri  A.  Yelle,  Assistant  Principal — "With  the  raising 
of  the  Massachusetts  Compulsory  Insurance  rates  this  year,  the 
Driver  Education  Course  has  assumed  a  new  importance. 
Enrolled  in  the  course  are  forty-two  Juniors,  all  of  whom  are

seeking  the  certificates  awarded  by  the  Registrar  at  the  com- 
pletion of  the  course.  With  this  certificate,  a  driver  under 
twenty-five  years  of  age  may  secure  lower  insurance  rates. 

This  certificate  may  be  obtained  by  the  student  under  the 
following  conditions: 

1.  Completion,  with  passing  grades  of  the  twenty  weeks 
of  classroom  work. 

2.  Receiving  his  license  through  the  School  Driver  Train- 
ing program. 

3.  Recommendation  to  the  Registrar  by  the  instructor  that 
the  student  has  obtained  his  license  through  the  school;  that 
he  has  satisfactorily  completed  the  classroom  work;  and  the 
Behind-the-Wheel  Training. 

Because  of  the  above  requirement  for  receiving  certifica- 
tion, parents  are  urged  to  require  their  son  or  daughter  to 
obtain  the  driver's  license  through  the  High  School. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  school  year,  a  more  comprehensive 
library  service  was  begun  for  the  children  of  Norton.  Mrs. 
Frank  Ramseyer,  Jr.,  was  appointed  by  the  Library  Directors 
as  assistant  librarian  for  children.  With  her  staff  of  volunteer 
assistants,  Mrs.  Ramseyer  works  with  the  students  of  both 
schools. 

Library  hours  are  are  follows: 

Grades  7-12    Monday,  8:00  a.m.  to  10:30  a.m. 
Grades  5-  6    Wednesday,  9:00  a.m.  to  11:30  a.m. 

Mrs.  Charlotie  Harnden,  Homemaking — "As  enrollment  in 
the  Household  Arts  Department  continues  to  increase,  we  will 
welcome  the  larger  laboratory  in  the  new  school.

Through  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Charles  Jenks,  Chairman  of 
the  Board,  arrangements  were  made  for  the  Board  and  Mrs. 
Charlotie  Harnden  to  visit  the  new  schools  in  surrounding 
towns.  A  survey  of  equipment  and  floor  plans  was  compiled 
by  the  group.  This  should  aid  the  ladies  and  Mrs.  Harnden 
in  their  recommendation  as  to  how  funds  alloted  should  be 
spent  in  equipping  the  Homemaking  Laboratory  in  the  new 
building. 

Miss  Jennie  Repucci  taught  Home  Nursing  to  the  Voca- 
tional group." 

Norton  Elementary  School 

Your  careful  attention  and  consideration  is  called  to  the 
following  quotations  from  the  report  of  Mr.  William  M.  Ma- 
honey,  Principal  of  the  Norton  Elementary  School — "Our  Ele- 
mentary School  has  grown  this  year  to  slightly  more  than 
650  pupils.  This  has  necessitated  the  addition  of  three  new 
teachers,  which  has  enabled  us  to  reach  the  National  Educa- 
tion Association's  goal  of  first-grade  classrooms  with  approx- 
imately 25  pupils.  We  are  certain  that  in  the  long  run  this 
ideal  pupil  load  will  be  the  more  economical  size  first-grade 
class,  as  it  will  enable  teachers  to  reduce  the  numbers  of 
children  who  fail  in  the  first  grade  due  to  lack  of  time  on  the 
teachers'  part  for  extra  help.  We  are  most  grateful  for  the 
forward  looking  policy  described  above,  and  hope  it  will  be 
possible  for  it  to  continue.  With  the  additional  classrooms  it 
has  been  necessary  to  divide  the  original  rainy-day  playroom 
into  two  classrooms,  take  the  audio-visual  room  as  a  primary 
classroom,  and  move  the  nurse  into  temporary  quarters  in 
order  that  the  library-health  room  could  be  used  as  a  sixth- 
grade  classroom.  While  all  these  rooms  are  set  up  on  a  temr- 
porary  basis,  they  are  most  satisfactory  with  present  class 
sizes,  and  are  making  it  possible  for  the  teachers  to  do  excellent 
work. 

School  Staff: — We  have  lost  three  teachers  this  year:  Miss 
Megan  Townsend,  teacher  of  grade  four,  has  taken  a  position 
in  Westwood,  Massachusetts;  Miss  Gertrude  Murray,  teacher 
of  grade  three,  is  teaching  in  Quincy,  Massachusetts;  and  Miss 
Katherine  Turschmann  resigned  to  be  married.  New  teachers 
added  to  the  staff  this  year,  including  replacements  for  the 
people  who  moved  on,  are:  Mr.  Bradford  Gardner,  Grade  6-R; 
Miss  Marilyn  Spear,  grade  4-S;  Miss  Patricia  McCormick,  grade 
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3-M;  Mrs.  Carol  Staples,  grade  3-S;  Mrs.  Winifred  Hoyle, 
grade  2-H;  Miss  Anne  Middleton,  grade  2-M;  Miss  Barbara 
Phair,  grade  2-R. 

I  believe  we  are  extremely  fortunate  in  having  a  staff 
of  exceptionally  high  caliber.  All  of  the  present  members  of 
the  staff  have  spent  at  least  one  semester  since  the  writing 
of  my  last  report  in  taking  professional  courses  to  help  them 
do  a  better  job.  Many  members  of  the  staff  have  taken  work 
during  each  semester. 

It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  our  community  will  be  able  to 
provide  the  financial  incentive  to  maintain  the  present  per- 
sonnel, and  acquire  equally  efficient  additional  members  from 
time  to  time,  in  order  that  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  Norton 
Public  Schools  may  continue  to  be  given  the  same  educa- 
tional opportunities  they  are  receiving  at  the  present  time. 

Mr.  George  Carlson,  who  has  also  been  one  of  our  most 
faithful  custodians,  found  it  necessary  this  year  to  resign 
because  of  ill  health.  Mr.  Carlson  is  continuing  to  help  when- 
ever possible  with  spare  work,  but  his  full-time  assistance  is 
very  much  missed. 

Mr.  Manuel  Robello,  of  East  Main  Street,  Norton,  has 
been  hired  to  complete  our  custodial  force.  With  a  large 
building  such  as  ours,  that  is  used  both  day  and  night  for 
school  and  community  events,  it  is  most  essential  to  have  an 
efficient  and  hard-working  maintenance  staff.  We  are  very 
fortunate  in  having  that  kind  of  group. 

Miss  Audrey  Wiley,  who  was  doing  part-time  secretarial 
work  in  our  offices,  left  us  during  the  summer  to  take  a  posi- 
tion in  a  Taunton  office.  However,  her  work  is  now  being 
efficiently  carried  on  by  Mrs.  William  M.  Riley  of  Ridge  Road, 
on  a  part-time  basis. 

The  past  year  has  seen  a  continual  revision  of  our  cur- 
riculum. Teacher  committees  on  both  Science  and  Handwriting 
have  been  functioning  with  many  tangible  results  to  the 
program  provided  for  our  children.  The  past  September  saw 
the  introduction  of  manuscript  writing  in  the  primary  grades, 
and  a  reorganization  of  the  cursive  handwriting  taught  through 
all  the  grades.  Much  has  been  written  in  the  press,  special

notices  have  been  sent  to  parents,  and  public  meetings  have 
been  held  to  introduce  and  explain  this  system  of  handwriting. 
The  reception  of  parents,  children  and  teachers  has  been  most 
enthusiastic.  We  hope  to  be  able  to  see  the  results  of  this 
work  by  the  end  of  the  school  year  1953-54  in  our  reading 
program. 

With  the  addition  of  new  classrooms  it  has  been  necessary 
to  purchase  new  text-books.  Some  of  these  are  replacements 
in  already  existing  series  of  books,  and  others  are  entirely  new 
texts.  I  believe  any  parent  who  has  the  opportunity  of  looking 
at  his  child's  text-books  would  be  immensely  pleased  with  the 
educative  advantages  of  our  modern  books  and  the  attrac- 
tiveness of  these  tools  of  learning  over  those  that  were  used 
some  years  ago.  I  would  urge  any  parents,  who  have  not  seen 
the  texts  being  used  in  the  Norton  Schools,  to  take  the  oppor- 
tunity to  study  them  carefully.  I  am  certain  it  would  be  an 
enjoyable  and  enlightening  task. 

Our  testing  program  during  the  past  year  included  the 
giving  of  Metropolitan  Achievement  Tests  in  grade  one,  and 
California  Achievement  Tests  in  grades  two  through  six. 
These  tests  are  used  to  determine  how  our  boys  and  girls  stand 
in  relation  to  children  in  public  and  private  schools  all  over 
the  nation,  in  regular  academic  work.  As  has  been  the  case  in 
the  past,  the  results  were  most  gratifying,  and  indicated  that 
the  educational  opportunities  being  provided  in  Norton  enable 
our  students  to  do  good  work  on  these  tests.  In  addition  to  the 
Achievement  Tests,  Otis  Quick-Scoring  Mental  Tests  were 
given  to  all  children  in  the  school.  This  was  the  first  year 
during  which  these  mental  tests  were  given  at  all  the  ele- 
mentary grade  levels,  and  it  was  done  in  order  that  we  coulci 
secure  a  standard  mental  score  for  every  child.  In  the  future, 
it  is  proposed  that  these  tests  be  given  only  in  grades  one, 
three,  and  six. 

The  purpose  for  giving  these  mental  tests  is  to  help  us 
determine  whether  or  not  a  child  is  working  up  to  his  com- 
plete capacity.  They  are  screening  instruments,  and  not  con- 
sidered by  the  teachers  as  a  final  estimate  of  a  child's  mental 
ability.  However,  when  used  with  a  battery  of  several  other 
tests  and  given  periodically  at  different  grade  levels,  many 
helpful  conclusions  can  be  drawn  from  them. 
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Members  from  Wheaton  College's  Psychology  classes  again 
provided  student  help  in  giving  individual  Binet  Intelligence 
Tests.  This  test  is  a  much  longer  and  more  valid  measure  of 
mental  capacity  than  the  Otis  Test  mentioned  above,  and  in 
conjunction  with  many  other  measures,  also  serves  to  deter- 
mine whether  our  children  are  working  up  to  their  complete 
capacity.  We  were  fortunate  in  having  over  two  hundred  of 
these  tests  given  to  children  throughout  the  school. 


As  usual,  many  people  have  visited  the  Norton  Elementary 
School  during  the  past  year,  ranging  from  parents  and  teachers 
to  students  from  teacher's  colleges.  Many  were  impressed  by 
the  educational  activities  being  carried  on  by  the  teachers.  Of 
some  note  was  a  unit  of  work  being  developed  in  all  the  fifth 
grades,  concerning  how  our  democracy  works,  which  received 
state-wide  recognition  in  an  article  prepared  by  Miss  Smith, 
teacher  of  grade  five,  and  the  Principal,  and  appeared  in  the 
publication,  "Massachusetts  Teacher." 


I  wish  to  call  special  attention  to  the  following  statement 
on  Future  Plans: — The  Elementary  School  looks  forward  with 
anticipation  and  pleasure  to  the  construction  of  the  new  facili- 
ties which  the  Town  has  voted  to  be  placed  on  the  present 
school  site  during  the  coming  year.  We  realize  the  physical 
hazards  that  must  be  coped  with  in  maintaining  an  active 
school  program  while  construction  is  going  on  over  a  major 
portion  of  our  school  site.  However,  with  these  hazards  there 
will  be,  of  course,  some  wonderful  opportunities  for  educa- 
tional experiences  which  the  teachers  will  use  to  good  advan- 
tage. The  curiosity  and  enthusiasm  of  over  670  elementary 
school  children  is  surely  going  to  be  a  factor  that  must  be 
considered  and  carefully  provided  for  while  the  new  consruc- 
tion  is  going  on.  I  strongly  recommend  that  some  means  of 
exit  and  entrance  to  the  proposed  new  construction  site  be 
developed  other  than  the  present  driveway,  which  cuts  di- 
rectly through  the  path  of  the  elementary  school  children  to 
their  present  playground  facilities.  Also  I  hope  it  will  be  con- 
sidered a  responsibility  of  whatever  contractor  is  hired  to  do 
the  construction,  to  provide  suitable  fencing  and  take  any 
other  precautions,  such  as  police  control,  etc.,  that  school  au- 
thorities feel  necessary,  to  provide  for  the  safety  of  our  ele- 
mentary school  children.

Not  to  be  overlooked  from  the  standpoint  of  safety  and 
adequate  use  of  our  educational  facilities,  may  I  also  urge  very 
serious  consideration  of  further  development  of  the  playground 
site,  in  order  that  we  can  safely  control  the  activities  of 
both  the  elementary  school  children  and  the  new  high  school 
population  to  be  added  to  the  present  site.  I  realize  that  this  is 
an  integral  part  of  the  Building  Committee's  plans,  and  merely 
make  mention  of  it  to  re-emphasize  the  importance  of  this 
phase  of  the  building  program  to  the  Elementary  School. 

We  are  also  lookmg  forward  to  the  facilities  to  be  pro- 
vided in  the  new  construction  for  some  additional  Elementary 
School  classrooms,  as  was  mentioned  in  the  public  meeting  of 
November  12,  1953.  Along  with  certain  physical  revisions  to 
the  existing  school  plant,  they  will  enable  us  to  return  some 
of  the  rooms  originally  planned  for  special  uses  back  to  these 
special  educational  functions. 

We  are  certain  that  our  total  twelve-year  program  of  edu- 
cation for  all  the  boys  and  girls  of  Norton  will  function  with 
efficiency,  and  intend  to  do  everything  within  the  resources  of 
the  Elementary  School  staff  to  make  it  do  so.  We  sincerely 
hope  that  the  proximity  of  such  special  classroom  laboratories 
as  Household  and  Industrial  Arts  rooms  will  serve  to  allow 
for  the  provision  of  these  important  educational  experiences 
for  children  in  grades  five  and  six.  We  are  likewise  looking 
forward  with  pleasure  to  the  dual  use  of  new  health,  art, 
music,  physical  education,  lunchroom,  and  science  facilities." 

Physical  Education  Program 

Extensive  quotations  are  given  below  from  an  outstanding 
report  by  Mr.  Richard  Gleason,  Supervisor: — "As  has  been 
mentioned  in  previous  reports  made  by  this  writer,  we  are 
continually  attempting  to  expand  and  improve  the  athletic 
facilities  and  equipment  which  are  so  vital  to  the  administer- 
ing of  a  well-rounded  program.  During  the  past  season,  we 
performed  needed  work  on  the  surfaces  of  our  playing  fields 
(with  a  large  "boost"'  from  the  Lion's  Club  Summer  Recrea- 
tion Program)  and  are  on  our  way  to  obtaining  an  ideal  out- 
door plant.  Needless  to  say,  the  construction  of  the  new  High 
School  will  increase  our  outdoor  facilities  two-fold,  thus  en- 
abling us  to  offer  many  programs  and  activities  that  are  now 
impossible.   At  such  time  that  the  High  School  students  can 
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utilize  their  new  school,  we  are  hopeful  that  we  can  have  a 
large  field  available  for  them — thus  enabling  us  to  have  a 
football  field  available  at  such  time  that  our  High  School 
enrollment  justifies  the  addition  of  a  High  School  interscho- 
lastic  football  program  to  the  curriculum,  as  well  as  having 
an  appropriate  area  upon  which  to  conduct  noon-time  in- 
tramural sports,  such  as  baseball,  softball,  tag  football  and 
soccer. 

Plans  for  1954  call  for  the  inclusion  of  a  permanent-type 
backstop  to  be  constructed  on  the  girls'  softball  field  and  a 
"face-lifting"  job  performed  on  the  boys'  baseball  field. 
Thanks  to  the  cooperativeness  of  our  baseball  participants,  we 
have  been  able  to  maintain  our  baseball  field  in  serviceable 
playing  condition.  However,  in  the  near  future,  we  are  hope- 
ful that  we  may  add  loam  to  the  diamond  in  order  that  we 
can  obtain  a  regulation,  grassed  playing  surface. 

Each  year  we  have  been  building  up  our  athletic  equip- 
ment in  correspondence  with  enrollment  growth  which  our 
schools  are  experiencing.  It  is  believed  by  the  writer  that 
Norton's  athletic  equipment  stores  are  reaching  a  point  where 
they  are  comparable  to  that  possessed  by  any  other  town 
equal  in  size  to  our  town.  Since  athletic  equipment  is  so 
necessary  to  well-rounded  physical  education  and  athletic 
programs,  we  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  Superintendent,  the 
School  Committee  and  the  citizens  of  Norton  such  generous 
"providers." 

The  High  School  Physical  Education  Program: — 

During  the  past  year  every  boy  and  girl  who  was  physi- 
cally able  has  been  taking  physical  education  as  a  required 
phase  of  his  high  school  program.  Since  physical  development 
is  equally  as  important  to  youth  as  is  his  mental  development, 
this  is  considered  a  sound  practice. 

It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  the  future  high  school  curricu- 
lum will  be  so  arranged  that  each  pupil  may  be  assigned  to 
three  periods  of  physical  education  weekly.  At  such  time,  we 
will  feel  that  we  are  as  close  to  an  ideal  situation  as  our  high 
school  "bell  schedule"  will  permit. 

In  the  town  reports  issued  by  the  writer  in  past  years, 
the  schedule  of  activities  offered  in  the  high  school  education 
courses  have  been  mentioned,  so  it  is  needless  to  take  space 
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here  to  repeat  them.  By  offering  many  activities,  we  find  that 
we  can  fairly  well  meet  the  needs  of  all  of  the  students,  rather 
than  only  those  who  are  exceedingly  athletically  minded.  In 
the  opinion  of  the  physical  education  staff,  this  plan  has  been 
very  successful,  as  can  be  detected  by  the  favorable  attitudes 
expressed  by  most  of  the  students. 

Due  to  the  influx  of  elementary  school  students  who  are 
soon  to  enter  Junior  High  School,  it  may  be  quite  feasible  to 
entertain  the  thought  of  adding  another  full-time  (or  at  least 
a  busy,  part-time)  instructor  to  the  staff.  Since  the  elementary 
school  will  also  be  crowded,  it  might  also  be  pointed  out  that 
there  will  be  a  need  for  an  additional  instructor  in  these  grades 
in  order  that  we  can  maintain  and  improve  upon  the  effective- 
ness of  the  present  course.  Perhaps  the  advisability  of  em- 
ploying a  woman  physical  education  instructor,  to  service  both 
the  high  school  and  elementary  students,  might  be  considered. 
At  any  rate,  the  writer  feels  that  a  problem  will  soon  exist  in 
both  the  elementary  and  high  school  physical  education  pro- 
grams, and  would  like  to  point  out  the  possibility  of  this 
program  at  this  time. 

In  closing  this  "chapter"  the  writer  would  like  to  include 
praise  for  our  girls'  physical  education  instructor,  Miss  Grace 
Kiernan.  Miss  Kiernan  is  faced  with  the  situation  of  having 
very  large  gym  classes  and  has  found  it  necessary  to  con- 
duct these  large  classes  in  a  gym  floor  area  of  but  40  by  60 
feet.  Under  these  trying  conditions  she  has  managed  to  hold 
very  excellent  classes  for  all  girls  in  grades  seven  through 
twelve. 

The  High  School  Athletic  Program: — In  speaking  of  our 
high  school  athletic  program,  the  writer  would  like  to  express 
his  view  that,  educationally  speaking,  our  interscholastic  pro- 
gram is  rapidly  reaching  an  "ideal"  state.  This  is  not  to  infer 
that  the  teams  which  represent  Norton  High  School  are  in- 
capable of  defeat.  Rather,  we  would  prefer  to  point  out  that 
every  boy  from  grades  seven  to  twelve  who  has  tried  out  for  a 
team  (and  has  stayed  out  for  a  team)  has  been  permitted  to 
take  part  in  our  interscholastic  program.  We  feel  that  this  is 
an  achievement  which  all  educators  would  regard  as  atliletic- 
ally  ideal.  Nor  do  we  of  the  athletic  staff  take  credit  for  this, 
as  we  feel  that  the  abundance  of  equipment  which  our  pro- 
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gram  has  been  blessed  with  is  the  reason  why  we  do  not  "cut" 
our  teams  down  from  sixty  candidates  to  thirty  participants. 

During  1953,  and  in  fact,  during  the  present  year  (1954), 
there  are  nine  teams  which  represent  the  Norton  Schools  in 
competition  with  other  schools.  They  are  the  boys'  varsity 
basketball  and  baseball  teams,  the  junior  high  school  basket- 
ball team,  the  girls'  varsity  basketball  and  softball  teams,  the 
girls'  junior  varsity  basketball  team  and  the  girls'  cheerlead- 
ers' team. 

Mr.  James  Blount  coaches  the  junior  varsity  baseball 
team,  Miss  Grace  Kiernan,  the  girls'  varsity  basketball  and 
Softball  teams  and  also  the  girls'  junior  varsity  basketball 
team.  The  writer  coaches  the  varsity  basketball  and  base- 
ball teams,  the  junior  varsity  basketball  team  and  the  junior 
high  school  basketball  team.  Miss  Kurriss  is  coach  of  the  girls' 
cheerleaders. 

During  the  past  year,  Norton  High  School  has  continued 
to  act  as  a  small  school  "powerhouse"  as  far  as  baseball  is  con- 
cerned, and  we  of  the  athletic  staff  are  proud  of  the  fine  per- 
formances turned  in  upon  the  baseball  diamond  on  the  part 
of  our  fine  players. 

Our  basketball  teams  have  not  enjoyed  the  same  successes 
that  have  our  baseball  men,  but  the  spirits  of  our  basketball 
men  are  unexcelled  and  in  our  opinions,  are  one  of  the  hardest 
playing  teams  that  we  have  seen. 

There  is  a  strong  desire  on  the  part  of  many  of  our  boys  to 
add  football  to  the  interscholastic  program.  The  writer  is  very 
strongly  in  agreement  with  this  proposal  and  hopes  that  foot- 
ball, which  seems  to  be  a  necessary  part  of  any  athletic  pro- 
gram, can  be  added  when  it  is  feasible.  Already  the  writer  has 
had  informal  meetings  with  several  of  the  "football  advocates" 
and  is  pleased  with  their  enthusiasm.  It  has  been  suggested  to 
the  group  that  they  conduct  drives,  money-making  events, 
etc.,  and  if  they  are  able  to  procure  the  necessary  equipment, 
that  the  writer  will  be  glad  to  give  them  his  all-out  support,  as 
well  as  to  serve  as  coach  for  the  group.  At  this  writing  more 
meetings  are  planned  and  it  is  hoped  that  something  construc- 
tive will  result. 
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The  writer  believes  that  football  is  the  greatest  interscho- 
lastic  sport  that  can  be  included  in  a  complete  athletic  pro- 
gram. It  is  believed  that  football  will  not  only  help  the  ath- 
letic department  to  do  its  part  in  assisting  in  the  campaign  to 
increase  the  "holding  power"  of  students,  but  also  should 
greatly  increase  the  interest  in,  and  the  support  of,  the  pro- 
gram on  the  part  of  the  citizens  of  our  town.  It  is  further  be- 
lieved that  the  publicity  given  to  a  football  team  can  do  much 
to  publicize  a  town  or  city  in  a  favorable  way.  We  shall  con- 
tinue to  study  the  advisability  of  adding  football  to  our  school 
curriculum. 

The  Elementary  School  Physical  Education  Program: — 
The  writer  will  again,  as  in  past  reports,  take  space  to  praise 
the  efforts  of  the  classroom  teachers  for  the  manner  in  which 
they  are  "carrying  through"  in  the  physical  education  pro- 
gram. The  writer,  due  to  the  lack  of  time  and  available  space, 
meets  with  each  of  the  classes  in  grade  one  through  six  but 
once  weekly.  During  that  period  the  students  (and  teacher) 
are  introduced  to  an  activity  (or  activities)  which  they  are 
required  to  again  sponsor  at  some  other  time  during  the  week. 
Thanks  to  the  efforts  of  the  teachers,  the  youngsters  (practical- 
ly without  exception)  look  forward  eagerly  to  each  physical 
education  period.  Again,  it  is  hoped  that  some  provision  can 
be  made  which  will  enable  all  elementary  school  students  to 
have  classes  at  least  twice  weekly — under  the  direction  of  a 
supervisor.  At  this  writing,  each  class  has  but  thirty  minutes 
weekly  with  the  supervisor.  This  is  not  considered  to  be 
enough,  especially  in  the  case  of  intermediate  grades,  in  which 
case  the  physical  education  supervisor  should  act  more  as  an 
instructor  rather  than  a  supervisor.  Again,  perhaps  the  ad- 
visability of  considering  the  addition  of  an  instructor  to  serve 
grades  one  through  twelve  might  be  considered." 

The  Art  Program 

The  following  quotations  from  the  report  of  the  Super- 
visor, Miss  Louise  B.  Spier,  outline  some  of  the  excellent 
work  being  done  under  her  direction  in  the  field  of  Art  and 
its  close  correlation  with  the  other  educational  activities  of 
the  schools,  both  High  and  Elementary: — "The  Art  Program  has 
endeavored  to  provide  art  experiences  in  correlation  with 
other  school  subjects  as  well  as  from  personal  interests  and 
imagination  to  help  achieve  the  total  development  and  growth 
of  the  child. 
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The  pupils  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  and  the  high 
school  art  students  participated  again  in  the  International 
School  Art  Program  sponsored  by  the  American  Junior  Red 
Cross  and  the  National  Art  Education  Association  by  painting 
pictures  portraying  personal  impressions  of  what  they  do, 
see,  and  feel  in  their  daily  experience  and  so  give  foreign 
children  an  effective  conception  of  American  life.  The  Attle- 
boro  Red  Cross  exhibited  some  of  the  selected  paintings  in 
the  Attleboro  Savings  and  Loan  Association  windows.  Through 
the  North  Attleboro  Red  Cross  Chapter,  we  enjoyed  a  filmstrip 
on  Micronesia  which  showed  paintings  done  by  students 
about  life  on  their  islands  in  the  South  Pacific.  For  special 
days  and  holidays,  our  pupils  have  made  decorations,  nut 
cups,  and  tray  placemats  for  the  veterans  hospitals  as  a  part 
of  their  Junior  Red  Cross  work. 

A  great  deal  of  time  and  effort  was  put  into  the  exhibits 
for  American  Education  Week  by  pupils,  teachers,  and  prin- 
cipals. Three  local  stores  generously  loaned  window  space 
for  our  exhibits.  In  Pratt's  store,  some  excellent  projects 
done  by  the  Household  Arts  students  and  High  School  and 
Elementary  School  social  studies  pupils  were  shown.  At 
Alger's  store,  pupils'  illustrations  for  the  daily  topics  for 
American  Education  Week  were  on  display.  The  central 
theme  was,  "Good  Schools  Are  Your  Responsibility."  At  Fer- 
nandes'  Market,  examples  of  all  types  of  school  work  from 
Grade  1  up  through  High  School  were  exhibited  to  give  the 
public  an  opportunity  to  see  what  today's  school  children 
can  do  and  to  urge  the  townspeople  to  visit  school." 

The  Music  Program 

The  following  quotations  from  the  report  of  Mr.  Nahum 
P.  Gillespie,  Music  Supervisor,  give  a  record  of  certain 
activities  in  this  Department.  Reference  has  already  been  made 
in  other  reports  to  several  procedures  and  future  plans  in 
this  field. 

Norton  Elementary  School: — Throughout  the  first  six 
grades,  the  regular  work  was  carried  on  of  learning  and 
singing  songs  of  general  interest — patriotic,  folk,  religious,  and 
seasonal  songs,  starting  with  rote,  and  ending  with  two  and 
three  part  songs.  The  annual  Spring  Music  Festival  brought 
out  a  capacity  audience  and  proved,  once  again,  a  musical  and 
financial  success. 
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Junior  High  School: — In  grades  7  and  8,  comprising  our 
Junior  High,  we  tried  to  develop  a  relationship  between  music 
and  the  student.  We  had  two  periods  a  week — one  of  the 
periods  devoted  to  singing  various  types  of  songs;  the  other 
a  class  in  Musical  Appreciation,  studying  the  lives  and  music 
of  the  great  masters  as  well  as  the  modern  composers.  Records 
were  played  and  discussed. 

Senior  High  School: — Here,  for  the  first  time,  we  met 
Music  as  an  elective  study.  It  is  gratifying  to  find  a  large 
enrollment,  with  an  increase  in  the  male  section.  Octavo 
copies  were  used  in  this  class,  permitting  of  a  more  varied 
selection  of  songs. 

"As  a  climax  to  the  year's  work,  for  the  first  time  in  Nor- 
ton, the  entire  school  system  presented  the  Christmas  pageant. 
This  brought  in  the  use  of  the  Orchestra  with  the  Grand  Piano, 
and  a  Consonate  Electronic  Organ.  These,  combined  with  the 
fine  singing  of  the  student  body,  and  the  efficient  and  untiring 
work  on  the  part  of  the  teachers,  made  the  production  one 
long  to  be  remembered." 


School  Health  Proffram 

The  following  report  from  the  new  School  Physician,  Dr. 
Jerome  A.  McCaffrey,  gives  a  brief  statement  of  the  work 
which  he  has  started  in  this  field.  I  wish  to  call  the  attention 
of  the  parents  to  the  fact  that  a  very  thorough  and  extensive 
physical  examination  is  being  given  by  the  school  physician.  A 
very  effective  check-up  of  the  Health  Program  is  underway. 
"The  year  1953  was  replete  with  everything  from  Poliomyo- 
litis  to  mumps.  The  year  on  the  whole,  however,  was  a  normal 
one  in  so  far  as  the  health  of  the  children  was  concerned. 

"It  has  been  our  endeavor  to  minimize  the  number  of 
traumatic  injuries  sustained  by  the  playing  child  during  the 
recreation  period.  Head  injuries  can  be  serious  and  although 
there  is  constant  supervision  by  the  teaching  persomiel,  acci- 
dents will  occur. 

"The  Diphtheria- Whooping  Cough-Lockjaw  Clinic  was 
held  and  three  injections  three  to  four  weeks  apart  were  ad- 
ministered. 
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"Physical  examinations  for  the  boy  and  girl  athletes  were 
done  and  examinations  for  those  grades  designated  by  the 
State. 

"There  were  very  few  abnormalities  found,  the  most  con- 
stant findings — flat  feet  and  faulty  posture. 

"I  wish  to  thank  Miss  Jennie  Repucci,  R.N.,  for  her  help 
and  graciousness  and  all  the  teaching  personnel  for  their  splen- 
did co-operation  this  past  year." 

From  the  report  of  the  School  Nurse,  Miss  Jennie  Repucci: 
"A  very  thorough,  stripped  examination  was  given  in  the 
fourth,  seventh  and  eleventh  grades,  also  all  new  children 
entering  the  system.  Boys  and  girls  engaged  in  athletics  were 
subjected  to  a  rigid  examination  by  our  school  doctor.  Par- 
ents were  notified  of  any  physical  defects. 

Pupils  were  weighed  and  measured  twice  this  year.  The 
growth  and  development  progress  was  forwarded  to  the  par- 
ents in  November  and  June. 

"With  the  aid  of  the  Massachusetts  vision  testing  machine 
and  audiometer,  defective  vision  and  hearing  loss  in  several 
cases  were  discovered. 

"The  response  to  the  Diphtheria  Prevention  Clinic  was 
most  gratifying  with  212  children  immunized.  It  was  consid- 
ered a  success  and  it  is  recommended  that  it  be  continued. 

"At  the  Elementary  School  a  Junior  Nurse  Corps  was  in- 
augurated at  the  fifth  and  sixth  grade  levels,  one  afternoon  a 
week.  The  time  was  devoted  in  helping  to  establish  basic 
principles  pertaining  to  healthful  living  and  care  in  the  event 
of  accidents. 

"The  entire  School  Department,  including  personnel  and 
Junior  and  Senior  High  School  students,  was  X-Rayed  by  the 
mobile  unit.  All  were  found  negative.  However,  special  men- 
tion should  be  made  at  this  time  of  the  splendid  organization, 
thus  insuring  its  success,  to  Mrs.  Ralph  DeLoid,  Chairman,  and 
to  the  Principals,  Messrs.  Charles  Randall,  Henri  Yelle  and 
William  Mahoney. 
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"The  Annual  Well-Child  Conference  was  conducted  in  the 
spring,  with  99  children  in  attendance.  The  Clinic  constitutes 
an  important  place  in  our  community  health  program.  Chil- 
dren entering  the  primary  grades  are  in  better  physical  condi- 
tion than  formerly,  due  in  part  to  the  follow-up  done  after  the 
conference.  To  the  public-spirited  women  under  the  able 
direction  of  Mrs.  Eugene  Guyot,  Chairman,  we  extend  our 
sincere  gratitude  for  the  unusual  success  of  the  above  Clinic." 

The  following  quotation  from  the  report  of  Mr.  Gleason 
outlines  an  important  new  development  in  the  School  Health 
Program:  "Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Jerome  A.  McCaffrey, 
our  School  Physician,  a  daily  corrective  program  has  been  set 
up  to  correct  the  slight  (or,  in  some  instances,  severe)  abnor- 
malities detected  in  the  feet  of  many  of  the  fourth  grade  chil- 
dren examined  earlier  in  the  year.  In  addition,  we  are  setting 
up  a  "posture  corrective"  program  which  will  be  designed  to 
aid  in  the  posture  defects  of  all  students  in  grades  one  through 
twelve. 

"We  are  grateful  to  Dr.  McCaffrey  for  his  interest  and 
helpfulness  in  originating  this  program." 

Closingr 

Once  again,  I  express  my  deep  appreciation  of  the  sincere 
interest  and  effective  work  which  the  members  of  the  Norton 
School  Committee  have  given  to  the  Norton  Schools.  I  want 
to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  public  the  long  hours  and  careful 
study  the  members  have  spent  in  their  official  duties.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


The  citizens  of  Norton  have  already  shown  their  active 
interest  in  the  Town's  future  by  appointing  its  selectmen  to 
be  a  Planning  Board,  in  accordance  with  Chapter  41,  Section 
81A,  of  the  General  Laws.  This  action  has  enabled  the  select- 
men, assisted  by  an  appointed  group  of  citizens,  to  work 
throughout  the  year  toward  the  basic  steps  in  applying  fore- 
thought to  the  Town's  development. 

Because  of  the  pressure  of  other  important  work,  your 
selectmen  realize  that  they  cannot  hope  to  carry  out  the  duties 
of  a  Planning  Board  themselves.  Therefore,  have  have  pre- 
sented, and  heartily  recommend,  the  Article  in  the  Warrant 
for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March,  1954,  to  elect  a  Plan- 
ning Board  to  carry  on  this  important  work. 

The  reasons  for  a  Planning  Board  in  a  rapidly  growing 
town  are:  to  promote  orderly  growth;  to  protect  existing  prop- 
erty investments;  to  prevent  a  disorganized  snarl  of  residential 
and  commercial  buildings;  to  attract  more  tax  dollars  to 
our  town  by  attracting  substantial  new  industry;  and  to  advise 
on  giving  present  industries  advantages  that  will  make  them 
want  to  remain  in  the  Town.  We  cannot  go  on  increasing 
the  tax  burden  without  providing  the  base  to  pay  for  it.  A 
Planning  Board  will  give  the  Town  guidance  along  these  lines. 

A  board  of  this  type  needs  and  wants  assistance  from 
citizens  and  civic  groups  in  the  carrying  out  of  its  work,  and 
will  be  a  clearinghouse  for  constructive  ideas. 

In  order  that  a  beginning  may  be  made  toward  the  pro- 
tection of  present  property  values,  and  to  promote  the  growth 
of  sound  residential  and  business  properties  in  the  Town  of 
Norton,  your  selectmen,  and  their  assistants  in  planning, 
have  placed  in  the  Warrant  several  By-Laws  having  to  do  with 
the  use  of  land  and  the  construction  of  new  buildings.  They 
believe  that  anyone  genuinely  interested  in  the  progress  of 
Norton  will  be  whole-heartedly  in  favor  of  the  passage  of 
these  By-Laws.  Your  selectmen  believe  that  these  By-Laws, 
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and  the  Article  for  Electing  a  Planning  Board,  provide  a 
solid  first  step  toward  better  use  of  the  Town's  natural  assets. 

Your  selectmen  acting  as  a  Planning  Board,  during  the 
past  year,  have  approved  several  plans  dealing  with  the  Sub- 
division of  Land,  and  also  on  the  layout  of  new  streets.  Plan- 
ning in  Norton  has  actually  begun,  and  must  continue  to  be 
developed  by  all  of  us.  At  present  your  Planning  Board  has 
very  limited  authority  and  in  very  many  cases,  absolutely 
no  authority  to  enforce  Rules.  It  is  therefore  of  the  utmost 
importance  that  we  the  Citizens  of  Norton,  should  approve 
the  adoption  of  certain  by-laws,  or  Planning  shall  be  just 
a  word  and  not  a  reality. 

The  board  of  selectmen  is  grateful  for  the  assistance  that 
certain  citizens  have  given  to  Planning  during  the  past  year, 
and  do  hereby  acknowledge  with  thanks,  the  following  who 
have  worked  with  us.

Article  44.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a 
Planning  Board  under  the  provisions  of  General  Laws  Chapter 
41  Section  81A  consisting  of  seven  members  to  be  elected  by 
ballot  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March  1955;  two  for  a 
term  of  one  year,  two  for  a  term  of  two  years,  one  for  a  term 
of  three  years,  one  for  a  term  of  four  years,  and  one  for  a 
term  of  five  years,  and  thereafter  each  for  a  term  of  five 
years  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  statute.

Section  A.  Definitions: 

1.  A  lot  shall  be  defined  as  an  area  of  land  with  definite 
boundaries  whether  held  by  ownership  in  fee  or  under 
lease. 

2.  A  street  shall  be  defined  as  a  way  open  to  public  use 
or  a  way  approved  by  the  Planning  Board. 

3.  In  the  absence  of  a  street  layout  the  street  line  shall 
be  defined  as  being  20  feet  from  the  center  of  the 
road  unless  planned  otherwise  by  the  Planning  Board. 

Section  B.  Regulations: 

1.  No  dwelling  house  or  structure  for  dwelling  purposes 
shall  be  erected,  placed  or  converted  to  use  as  such 
on  a  lot  having  an  area  of  less  than  (10,000)  sq.  ft., 
and  a  street  frontage  of  less  than  (100)  ft.,  until  a 
master  plan  is  adopted:  unless  such  lot  was  owned 
separately  from  the  adjacent  land  or  was  shown  on  a 
plan  lawfully  recorded  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds  of 
Bristol  County,  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this 
by-law. 

2.  No  more  than  one  dwelling  house  or  structure  for 
dwelling  purposes  shall  be  erected  or  placed  on  any 
such  lot. 
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3.  No  part  of  any  dwelling  or  structure  used  for  dwelling 
purposes,  except  steps,  shall  be  closer  to  side  and 
rear  property  lines  than  (20)  ft.,  except  as  follows: 
that  for  each  foot  of  existing  lot  is  less  than  100  feet 
wide  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  by-law,  three 
(3)  inches  may  be  deducted  from  the  prescribed  set- 
back on  each  side,  but  no  side  yard  shall  be  less  than 
12  feet  in  width. 

4.  No  dwelling  or  structure  of  less  than  (400)  sq.  ft, 
exclusive  of  porches  and  steps,  equipped  with  house- 
keeping facilities,  and  not  intended  or  permitted  to 
be  used  for  transient  or  overnight  occupancy,  may  be 
constructed,  provided  that  no  such  building  may  be 
placed  within  40  feet  of  any  such  building. 

Section  C.    Plans  and  Permits: 

1.  Before  any  building  or  structure  of  100  sq.  ft.  or  more 
in  area  on  the  ground  and/or  eight  (8)  ft.  or  more  in 
height  is  constructed,  reconstructed  or  altered,  the 
Planning  Board  shall  be  furnished  with  a  plot  plan 
drawn  to  scale  which  shall  show  the  lot  dimensions, 
adjacent  ways,  the  exact  size  and  location  of  buildings 
or  structures  already  on  the  lot  and  proposed  to  be 
constructed,  reconstructed  or  altered  thereon,  and  a 
statement  of  the  intended  use  of  such  building  or 
structure. 

2.  If  such  proposed  building  or  structure  conforms  to  the 
provisions  of  this  by-law,  the  Planning  Board  shall 
issue  a  permit  for  the  same;  otherwise  it  shall  be 
refused. 

3.  The  terms  "alteration"  and  "reconstruction"  in  its 
various  forms  shall  be  defined  as  an  increase  of  floor 
area  or  height. 

Section  D.  Penalty: 

1.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
by-law  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  twenty  (20)  dollars 
for  each  offense. 

2.  Each  day  that  such  violation  continues  shall  constitute 
a  separate  offense. 
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Section  E,  Invalidity: 

1.  The  invalidity  of  any  section  or  provision  of  this 
by-law  shall  not  invalidate  any  other  section  or  provi- 
sion thereof. 

Article  47.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
following  by-law:  "No  buildings  or  structure  shall  be  erected 
or  altered  on  the  exterior  or  additions  made  thereto  unless 
a  permit  is  obtained  from  the  Planning  Board." 

Article  48.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
following  by-law:  "No  cesspool,  sewer,  septic  tank  or  house 
drainage  shall  be  constructed  unless  a  permit  is  obtained  from 
the  Planning  Board." 

Article  49.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  pay  certain  bills,  under  Sec. 
64,  Chapter  44,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  50.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  take  the  state  census,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  51.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  selectmen  to  lay  out  a  portion  of  Cobb  Street  and  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  therefor  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

Article  52.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
lay  out  of  Freeman  Street  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  for  land  damages  as  a  result  of  the  layout  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto.

Article  67.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
layout  of  Peters  Street  as  a  town  way,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto.    (By  petition) 

Article  68.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  a  hard  surface  road  on  Peters 
Street  for  a  distance  of  approximately  1000  ft.  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto.    (By  petition) 

Article  69.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
following  by-law:  "Any  matter  requiring  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
a  town  meeting  shall  be  by  a  ballot  vote  only."    (By  petition) 

Article  70.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
following  by-law:  "Any  person  holding  an  elective  or  appointive 
office  or  serving  on  any  municipal  committee  in  the  Town 
shall  not  be  eligible  to  serve  on  the  Finance  Committee."  (By 
petition) 
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Article  71.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  installation  of  drainage 
pipe  on  Clapp  Street,  in  front  of  the  residence  of  Howard  L.

Article  72.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
following  by-law  governing  the  use  of  lakes  and  ponds  in 
the  Town: 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  throw,  drop,  place  or  deposit 
in  the  water  or  on  any  beach  any  waste  papers,  glass,  rubbish, 
refuse,  or  garbage.

When  any  person  having  charge  of  a  canoe, 
boat  or  motor  boat  approaches  another  canoe,  boat  or  motor 
boat  so  as  to  involve  risk  of  collision,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
each  operator  to  bear  to  the  right  and  pass  the  other  boat  on 
its  left  side.  When  the  boats  approach  each  other  obliquely 
or  at  right  angles,  the  boat  on  the  right  has  the  right  of  way. 

Section  5.  No  person  shall  run,  drive  or  operate  any 
boat,  canoe  or  any  type  of  water  vehicle  propelled  by  steam, 
naptha,  gasoline,  electricity  unless  a  permit  for  such  power- 
driven  craft  is  first  obtained  from  the  Selectmen  or  a  clerk 
appointed  by  them  to  issue  such  permits. 

1.  Upon  applying  for  a  permit  the  person  applying  for 
same  shall  state  in  the  application  the  name  and  address 
of  the  owner,  the  type  of  boat,  canoe  or  water  vehicle, 
horsepower  and  make  of  motor  or  engine. 

2.  Said  permit  shall  be  valid  only  for  the  calendar  year 
for  which  it  is  issued. 
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3.  A  fee  of  50c  will  be  charged  for  each  permit. 

4.  Such  permit  may  be  revoked  and  cancelled  by  the 
Selectmen  whenever  the  operator  of  any  power  driven 
boat  or  water  vehicle  for  which  such  a  permit  has 
been  issued,  has  been  duly  apprehended  and  found 
guilty  of  violating  one  or  more  of  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations, regarding  power  driven  craft,  or  amendment 
thereof,  herein  contained. 

5.  The  revocation  or  cancellation  of  any  permit  shall 
ban  the  holder  of  such  permit  from  operating  any 
power  driven  craft  on  the  lakes  for  a  period  of  one 
year. 

Section  6.  No  person  shall  run,  drive  or  operate  any  boat, 
canoe  or  any  type  of  water  vehicle  propelled  by  steam,  naptha, 
gasoline,  electricity  or  any  motor  or  engine, 

1.  In  a  reckless,  careless  or  negligent  manner  so  that  the 
lives  or  safety  of  others  shall  be  endangered. 

2.  Within  50  yards  of  any  bathing  beach  or  diving  raft,  or 

3.  Within  50  feet  of  any  row  boat,  sail  boat,  or  canoe, 
except  when  docking  or  where  the  width  of  the  water- 
way prevents  such  distance,  in  which  event  speed 
shall  be  reduced  to  3  miles  per  hour,  or, 

4.  While  under  the  influence  of  liquor. 

Section  7.  All  outboard  motor  boat  racing  and  practicing 
must  be  held  on  the  portion  of  the  lakes  set  aside  for  such 
purpose;  the  course  to  be  buoyed  by  such  persons  or  person 
as  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Section  8.  Each  boat  or  water  vehicle  for  which  a  permit 
has  been  issued  shall  be  numbered  with  the  number  of  his 
permit.  The  number  shall  be  three  (3)  inches  in  height,  shall 
be  securely  fastened  on  both  sides  of  the  boat  or  vehicle  at 
the  forward  end,  and  shall  be  of  a  color  which  will  be  in 
direct  contrast  to  the  color  of  the  boat  or  vehicle. 
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Section  9.  The  above  rules  and  regulations  are  to  be 
enforced  by  an  authorized  Police  official  of  the  Town  of  Norton, 
and  the  violation  of  any  rule  or  regulation  established  under 
this  act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty 
dollars. 

Section  10.  The  above  regulations  do  not  apply  to  use 
of  the  lakes  by  boats  involved  in  rescue  operations,  by  air 
craft  in  emergencies,  or  by  police  in  the  course  of  their  duties. 

Article  73.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
following  by-law:  "No  motor  propelled  water  vehicle,  of  any 
type,  shall  be  placed  or  operated  upon  Barrowsville  Pond, 
(so-called)." 

Article  74.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
following  by-law: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  no  parking  of  any  vehicle  on 
any  town  ways  or  streets  between  the  hours  of  11  p.m.  and 
6  a.m.  during  the  months  of  November,  December,  January, 
February  and  March. 

Section  2.  The  superintendent  of  streets  or  other  officer 
having  charge  of  ways,  for  the  purpose  of  removing  or  plowing 
snow,  or  removing  ice,  from  any  way,  may  remove  or  cause 
to  be  removed,  to  some  convenient  place,  including  in  such 
term  a  public  garage,  any  vehicle  parked  on  town  ways  or 
streets  during  the  hours  prohibited  in  the  preceding  section 
which  interferes  with  such  work,  and  may  impose  liability 
for  the  cost  of  such  removal,  and  of  the  storage  charges,  if 
any,  resulting  therefrom,  upon  the  owner  of  such  vehicle.  ■ 

Article  75.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
following  by-law:  Parking  of  vehicles  on  Howard  Street  shall 
be  prohibited  at  all  hours  at  the  following  locations:  on  the 
southerly  and  easterly  side  leading  from  Taunton  Avenue  to 
an  iron  rail,  being  432  feet  southerly  from  East  Main  Street; 
on  the  northerly  side,  a  distance  of  20  feet  from  Taunton  Ave- 
nue, a  distance  of  20  feet  on  each  side  of  the  northwesterly 
angle  of  Howard  Street;  on  the  westerly  side  a  distance  of 
80  feet  south  of  the  Infirmary  Building  and  a  distance  of  376 
feet  south  of  East  Main  Street.  Penalty  for  violations  thereof 
shall  be  as  provided  in  the  General  Laws. 
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And  you  are  hereby  directed  to  serve  this  Warrant  by 
posting  attested  copies  of  the  body  of  the  same  at  each  of  the 
public  meeting  houses  and  at  least  three  other  public  places 
in  said  Town,  seven  days  at  least  before  the  time  of  holding 
said  meeting. 

Hereof  fail  not  and  make  due  return  of  this  Warrant  with 
your  doings  thereon  to  the  Town  Clerk  at  the  time  and  place 
of  holding  said  meeting.

frontage  of  less  than  (100)  ft.,  until  a  master  plan  is  adopted: 
unless  such  lot  was  owned  separately  from  the  adjacent  land 
or  was  shown  on  a  plan  lawfully  recorded  in  the  Registry  of 
Deeds  of  Bristol  County,  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this 
by-law. 

2.  No  more  than  one  dwelling  house  or  structure  for 
dwelling  purposes  shall  be  erected  or  placed  on  any  such  lot. 

3.  No  part  of  any  dwelling  or  structure  used  for  dwell- 
ing purposes,  except  steps,  shall  be  closer  to  side  and  rear 
property  lines  than  (20)  ft.,  except  as  follows:  that  for  each 
foot  an  existing  lot  is  less  than  100  feet  wide  at  the  time  of  the 
adoption  of  this  by-law,  three  (3)  inches  may  be  deducted 
from  the  prescribed  set-back  on  each  side,  but  no  side  yard 
shall  be  less  than  12  feet  in  width. 

4.  No  dwelling  or  structure  of  less  than  (400)  sq.  ft.  ex- 
clusive of  porches  and  steps,  equipped  with  housekeeping 
facilities,  and  not  intended  or  permitted  to  be  used  for  tran- 
sient or  overnight  occupancy,  may  be  constructed,  provided 
that  no  such  building  may  be  placed  within  40  feet  of  any 
such  building. 

Section  C — Plans  and  Permits: 

1.  Before  any  building  or  structure  of  100  sq.  ft.  or 
more  in  area  on  the  ground  and/or  eight  (8)  ft.  or  more  in 
height  is  constructed,  reconstructed  or  altered,  the  Planning 
Board  shall  be  furnished  with  a  plot  plan  drawn  to  scale 
which  shall  show  the  lot  dimensions,  adjacent  ways,  the  exact 
size  and  location  of  buildings  or  structures  already  on  the  lot 
and  proposed  to  be  constructed,  reconstructed  or  altered 
thereon,  and  a  statement  of  the  intended  use  of  such  building 
or  structure. 

2.  If  such  proposed  building  or  structure  conforms  to  the 
provisions  of  this  by-law,  the  Planning  Board  shall  issue  a 
permit  for  the  same;  otherwise  it  shall  be  refused. 

3.  The  terms  "alteration"  and  "reconstruction"  in  its 
various  forms  shall  be  defined  as  an  increase  of  floor  area  or 
height. 

Section  D — Penalty: 

1.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  by- 
law shall  be  fined  not  more  than  twenty  (20)  dollars  for  each 
offense. 
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2.  Each  day  that  such  violation  continues  shall  constitute 
a  separte  offense. 

Section  E — Invalidity: 

1.  The  invalidity  of  any  section  or  provision  of  this  by- 
law shall  not  invalidate  any  other  section  or  provision  thereof. 

Article  47.  To  see  of  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  fol- 
lowing by-law:  "No  buildings  or  structure  shall  be  erected  or 
altered  on  the  exterior  or  additions  made  thereto  unless  a  per- 
mit is  obtained  from  the  Planning  Board." 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  fol- 
lowing by-law:  "No  cesspool,  sewer,  septic  tank  or  house 
drainage  shall  be  constructed  unless  a  permit  is  obtained  from 
the  Planning  Board." 

Article  49.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  to  pay  certain  bills,  under  Sec.  64, 
Chapter  44,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  50.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  to  take  the  state  census,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

Article  51.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  lay  out  a  portion  of  Cobb  St.  and  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  therefor  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

Article  52.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  lay 
out  of  Freeman  Street  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  for  land  damages  as  a  result  of  the  layout  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

Article  53.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  lay 
out  of  Robinson  Lane  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  for  land  damages  as  a  result  of  the  lay  out,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

Article  54.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a 
street  this  layout  of  a  portion  of  Young  Avenue  for  a  distance 
of  approximately  1200  feet,  or  take  any  action  relative  there- 
to.  (By  petition) 
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Article  55.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
selectmen  to  petition  the  General  Court  to  allow  Lester  Holmes 
to  be  admitted  into  the  County  Retirement  System  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

Article  56.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  close  all  town 
offices  on  Saturdays  during  the  months  of  June,  July,  August 
and  September  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
110 A  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto.

Section  1.  No  person  shall  throw,  drop,  place  or  deposit 
in  the  water  or  on  any  beach  any  waste  papers,  glass,  rubbish, 
refuse,  or  garbage. 

Section  2.  No  person  shall  permanently  moor  any  vessel, 
boat,  canoe,  raft  or  float  in  the  lakes  except  with  the  written 
permission  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Section  3.  Row  boats,  canoes  and  sailing  boats  will  have 
the  right  of  way  over  power  boats  at  all  times  in  any  part  of 
the  lakes. 

Section  4.  When  any  person  having  charge  of  a  canoe, 
boat  or  motor  boat  approaches  another  canoe,  boat  or  motor 
boat  so  as  to  involve  risk  of  collision,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
each  operator  to  bear  to  the  right  and  pass  the  other  boat  on 
its  left  side.  When  boats  approach  each  other  obliquely  or  at 
right  angles,  the  boat  on  the  right  has  the  right  of  way. 

Section  5.  No  person  shall  run,  drive  or  operate  any 
boat,  canoe  or  any  type  of  water  vehicle  propelled  by  steam, 
naptha,  gasoline,  electricity  unless  a  permit  for  such  power- 
driven  craft  is  first  obtained  from  the  Selectmen  or  a  clerk 
appointed  by  them  to  issue  such  permits. 

1.  Upon  applying  for  a  permit  the  person  applying  for 
same  shall  state  in  the  application  the  name  and  address  of  the 
owner,  the  type  of  boat,  canoe  or  water  vehicle,  horsepower 
and  make  of  motor  or  engine. 

2.  Said  permit  shall  be  valid  only  for  the  calendar  year 
for  which  it  is  issued. 

3.  A  fee  of  50c  will  be  charged  for  each  permit. 
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4.  Such  permit  may  be  revoked  and  cancelled  by  the 
Selectmen  whenever  the  operator  or  any  power  driven  boat 
or  water  vehicle  for  which  such  a  permit  has  been  issued,  has 
been  duly  apprehended  and  found  guilty  of  violating  one  or 
more  of  the  rules  and  regulations,  regarding  power  driven 
craft,  or  amendment  thereof,  herein  contained. 

5.  The  revocation  or  cancellation  of  any  permit  shall  ban 
the  holder  of  such  permit  from  operating  any  power  driven 
craft  on  the  lakes  for  a  period  of  one  year. 

Section  6.  No  person  shall  run,  drive  or  operate  any 
boat,  canoe  or  any  type  of  water  vehicle  propelled  by  steam, 
naptha,  gasoline,  electricity  or  any  motor  or  engine. 

1.  In  a  reckless,  careless  or  negligent  manner  so  that  the 
lives  or  safety  of  others  shall  be  endangered. 

2.  Within  50  yards  of  any  bathing  beach  or  diving  raft,  or 

3.  Within  50  feet  of  any  row  boat,  sail  boat,  or  canoe, 
except  when  docking  or  where  the  width  of  the  waterway  pre- 
vents such  distance,  in  which  event  speed  shall  be  reduced  to 
3  miles  per  hour,  or, 

4.  While  under  the  influence  of  liquor. 

Section  7.  All  outboard  motor  boat  racing  and  practic- 
ing must  be  held  on  the  portion  of  the  lakes  set  aside  for  such 
purpose;  the  course  to  be  buoyed  by  such  persons  or  person  as 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Section  8.  Each  boat  or  water  vehicle  for  which  a  per- 
mit has  been  issued  shall  be  numbered  with  the  number  of  his 
permit.  The  number  shall  be  three  (3)  inches  in  height,  shall 
be  securely  fastened  on  both  sides  of  the  boat  or  vehicle  at  the 
forward  end,  and  shall  be  of  a  color  which  will  be  in  direct 
contrast  to  the  color  of  the  boat  or  vehicle. 

Section  9.  The  above  rules  and  regulations  are  to  be  en- 
forced by  an  authorized  police  official  of  the  Town  of  Norton, 
and  the  violation  of  any  rule  or  regulation  established  imder 
this  act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty 
dollars. 
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Section  10.  The  above  regulations  do  not  apply  to  use  of 
the  lakes  by  boats  involved  in  rescue  operations,  by  aircraft 
in  emergencies,  or  by  police  in  the  course  of  their  duties. 

Article  73.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  fol- 
lowing by-law:  "No  motor  propelled  water  vehicle,  of  any 
type,  shall  be  placed  or  operated  upon  Barrowsville  Pond, 
"so-called." 

Article  74.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  fol- 
lowing by-law: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  no  parking  of  any  vehicle  on 
any  town  ways  or  streets  between  the  hours  of  11  p.  m.  and  6 
a.  m.  during  the  months  of  November,  December,  January, 
February  and  March. 

Section  2.  The  superintendent  of  streets  or  other  officer 
having  charge  of  ways,  for  the  purpose  of  removing  or  plow- 
ing snow,  or  removing  ice,  from  any  way,  may  remove  or 
cause  to  be  removed,  to  some  convenient  place,  including  in 
such  term  a  public  garage,  any  vehicle  parked  on  town  ways 
or  streets  during  the  hours  prohibited  in  the  preceding  section 
which  interferes  with  such  work,  and  may  impose  liability  for 
the  cost  of  such  removal,  and  of  the  storage  charges,  if  any, 
resulting  therefrom,  upon  the  owner  of  such  vehicle. 

Article  75.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  fol- 
lowing by-law:  Parking  of  vehicles  on  Howard  Street  shall  be 
prohibited  at  all  hours  at  the  following  locations:  on  the 
southerly  and  easterly  side  leading  from  Taunton  Avenue  to 
an  iron  rail,  being  432  feet  southerly  from  East  Main  Street; 
on  the  northerly  side,  a  distance  of  20  feet  from  Taunton  Ave- 
nue, a  distance  of  20  feet  on  each  side  of  the  northwesterly 
angle  of  Howard  Street;  on  the  westerly  side  a  distance  of  80 
feet  south  of  the  Infirmary  Building  and  a  distance  of  376  feet 
south  of  East  Main  Street. 

Penalty  for  violation  thereof  shall  be  as  provided  in  the 
General  Laws.

A  motion  was  made  by  Irving  J.  Fuller  that  a  standing 
vote  be  taken  on  Article  39  was  lost  by  a  count  of  316  "No", 
136  "Yes." 

A  ballot  vote  using  the  check  list  was  then  taken  on  Mr. 
Thomas'  motion  with  the  result:  Yes,  321;  No,  226.  Motion  car- 
ried by  a  majority  of  86. 

Arthur  M.  Freeman  moved  that  Article  39  be  reconsid- 
ered. A  motion  by  William  Hersey  that  voting  be  by  secret 
ballot  carried.  Result  of  balloting: 

To  reconsider:  Yes,  178;  No,  193.  Motion  lost.  Meeting  ad- 
journed until  the  following  night,  March  2,  1954.

(Adjourned  Meeting) 

Meeting  called  to  order  at  8:05  P.  M.  by  Moderator  Arthur 
P.  Parker. 

Selectman  Clarence  P.  Rich  moved  that  the  meeting  be 
adjourned  at  11  P.  M.  to  March  9,  1954  at  8  P.  M.  to  continue 
any  unfinished  business.  An  Amendment  by  William  Hersey 
carried  as  follows:  That  the  meeting  be  adjourned  to  11  P.  M. 
and  to  meet  again  on  March  15,  1954  at  8  P.  M.  to  take  up  any 
unfinished  business. 
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Article  8.  Voted  the  sum  of  $5,900  be  raised  and  appro- 
priated for  repairs,  improvements  and  general  maintenance  of 
roads. 

Article  9.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500 
for  repairs  and  improvements  of  bridges  and  railings  and 
other  necessary  tools  for  equipment. 

Article  10.  Moved  and  voted  that  the  sum  of  $5,000  be 
raised  and  appropriated  in  conjunction  with  State  and  County 
under  Chapter  90  to  build  a  new  bridge  on  Reservoir  street 
and  to  pay  land  damages  incurred  as  a  result  thereof. 

Article  11.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $3,000  be  raised  and 
appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  making  necessary  repairs  to 
Tarvia  roads  damaged  by  installation  of  water  mains. 

Article  12.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriated  $500 
to  paint  the  five  stall  garage  and  shed. 

Article  13.  Voted  to  transfer  from  the  Machinery  and 
Equipment  fund  to  the  Machinery  and  Equipment  Account  for 
the  purpose  of  repairing  and  operating  road  machinery  the 
sum  of  $3,000. 

Article  14.  Under  this  article,  the  selectmen  were  author- 
ized to  layout,  alter,  and  repair  the  road  leading  from  West 
Main  Street  to  Power  Street,  abutting  the  westerly  side  of 
Norton  Common  Cemetery  and  to  assess  land  damages  if 
necessary. 

Article  15.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,600  to  repair  the  road  leading  from  West  Main  street  to 
Power  street  abutting  the  westerly  side  of  Norton  Common 
Cemetery  and  to  pay  for  land  damages,  if  any. 

Article  16.  Voted  the  sum  of  $128.50  to  buy  metal  cabi- 
nets to  store  blueprints  for  the  Highway  Department. 

Article  17.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  contract 
with  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  County  Com- 
missioners of  Bristol  County  for  the  construction  of  highways 
in  the  town  for  the  ensuing  year. 
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Article  18.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $500  be  raised  and  ap- 
propriated for  the  replacement  of  gravel  and  tarvia  whenever 
a  water  installation  necessitates  an  opening  across  town 
highways. 

Article  19.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $27,425  be  transferred 
from  the  Surplus  Revenue  Account  to  Chapter  81  and  Chapter 
90  accounts  to  meet  the  state  and  county  share  for  said  Chap- 
ter 81  and  Chapter  90  projects  with  the  proviso  that  when 
said  amounts  are  received  from  the  state  and  county  that 
they  be  turned  back  into  the  Surplus  Revenue  Account. 

Article  20.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $3,200  be  raised  and 
appropriated  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  any  money  which 
may  be  allotted  by  the  state  or  county  or  both  under  Chapter 
90  for  the  construction  of  a  permanent  pavement  on  South 
Worcester  Street. 

Article  21.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $800  to  be  used  in  con- 
junction with  any  money  which  may  be  allotted  by  the  state 
or  county  or  both  under  Chapter  90  for  the  maintenance  of 
Chapter  90  roads  in  town. 

Article  22.  Voted  the  sum  of  $2,500  be  raised  and  appro- 
priated for  gravel  and  oil  work  with  Chapter  81  on  various 
roads. 

Article  23.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$4,000  for  the  removal  of  snow. 

Article  24.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$16,900  for  the  maintenance  and  operating  expenses  of  the 
water  department. 

Article  25.  Leo  G.  Yelle  moved  that  the  sum  of  $6,000  be 
raised  and  appropriated  to  make  a  survey  of  the  needs  for  in- 
creased facilities  for  obtaining  and  supplying  water  in  the 
town. 

An  amendment  by  Herbert  Phillips  carried  as  follows: 
The  sum  of  $6,000  be  raised  and  appropriated  to  make  a  sur- 
vey of  the  need  for  increased  facilities  for  obtaining  and  sup- 
plying water  in  the  town,  and  that  said  survey  be  made  by  a 
committee  comprised  of  the  Water  Commissioners,  the  Super- 
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intendent  of  the  Water  Department  and  five  citizens  of  the 
town  appointed  by  the  Moderator.  And  further  that  said  sur- 
vey be  complied  with  the  assistance  of  professional  engineers. 

Article  26.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,500  to  lower  the  water  mains  on  South  Worcester  Street. 

Article  27.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$175  to  purchase  a  pipe  locator  for  the  water  department. 

Article  28.  After  much  discussion  of  the  article,  it  was 
the  general  opinion  that  it  would  be  better  to  complete  the 
water  survey  before  appropriating  any  money  for  the  installa- 
tion of  meters.  A  motion  to  appropriate  $5,000  for  meters  was 
turned  down. 

Article  29.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$15,060  for  the  maintenance  and  running  expenses  of  the 
fire  department. 

Article  30.  Although  this  article  was  not  reconmiended 
by  the  Finance  Committee  it  was  voted  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $10,000  to  purchase  a  new  triple  combina- 
tion pumping  engine  for  the  Fire  Department. 

Article  31.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$850  to  purchase  a  two-way  radio  and  alternator  for  Engine 
No.  3  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Article  32.  Voted  the  sum  of  $1,500  be  raised  and  ap- 
propriated for  the  extension  of  the  fire  alarm  system. 

Article  33.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,200  for  a  fire  alarm  system  for  the  Barrowsville  fire  station. 

Article  34.  Voted  the  sum  of  $1,100  be  raised  and  appro- 
priated for  the  expense  and  prevention  of  forest  fires. 

Article  35.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$11,705  for  the  expense  of  the  Police  Department. 

Article  36.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,500  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  police  cruiser. 
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Article  37.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$5,000  for  repairing  and  remodeling  the  Town  Hall. 

Article  40.  Under  this  article,  John  J.  Smith  moved  that 
the  sum  of  $15,000  be  raised.  An  Amendment  by  Irvin  J. 
Fuller  carried  as  follows:  That  the  Town  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $39,872.37  to  pay  for  any  liabilities  heretofore 
incurred  under  its  vote  of  November  23,  1953,  relative  to  the 
construction  of  a  new  high  school  building,  and  to  pay  for  any 
liabilities  which  may  result  from  termination  or  abandonment 
of  action  under  said  vote. 

Article  41.  John  J.  Smith  made  a  motion  under  this  arti- 
cle that  the  School  Planning  Board  be  instructed  to  bring  in 
plans  for  a  new  school  building  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $400,000. 

An  Amendment  of  Irvin  J.  Fuller  carried  as  follows:  That 
the  School  Building  Planning  and  Construction  Committee  be 
instructed  to  prepare  final  plans  for  an  addition  to  the  pres- 
ent elementary  school  building,  or  for  a  new  school  building  or 
buildings,  the  total  cost  of  which  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of 
$800,000  and  that  the  sum  of  $5,000  be  raised  and  appropriated 
for  preparation  of  said  plans.  The  vote  was  taken  by  acclama- 
tion and  declared  carried  by  the  Moderator. 

Article  42.    This  article  was  dismissed  from  the  warrant. 

Article  43.  Paul  H.  Sabourin  read  the  report  of  the  Plan- 
ning Board  from  pages  194  and  195  of  the  1953  Town  Report. 
It  was  voted  to  accept  the  report. 

Article  44.  Voted  to  establish  a  Planning  Board  under 
the  proviison  of  General  Laws  Chapter  41  Section  81A,  con- 
sisting of  seven  members  to  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual 
town  meeting  in  March,  1955,  two  for  a  term  of  one  year;  two 
for  a  term  of  two  years;  one  for  a  term  of  three  years;  one  for 
a  term  of  four  years;  and  one  for  a  term  of  five  years,  and 
thereafter  each  for  a  term  of  five  years,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  statute. 

Article  45.  Voted  to  accept  the  proviisons  of  G.  L.  Chap- 
ter 41,  Section  81  A  to  81  Y  pertaining  to  the  powers  and 
duties  of  Planning  Boards. 
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Article  46.  Voted  to  accept  a  by-law  regulating  the  con- 
struction of  buildings  and  the  use  of  land  as  follows: 

Section  A.  Definitions: 

1.  A  lot  shall  be  defined  as  an  area  of  land  with  definite 
boundaries  whether  held  by  ownership  in  fee  or  under  lease. 

2.  A  street  shall  be  defined  as  a  way  open  to  public 
use  or  a  way  approved  by  the  Planning  Board. 

3.  In  the  absence  of  a  street  layout,  the  street  line  shall 
be  defined  as  being  20  feet  from  the  center  of  the  road  unless 
planned  otherwise  by  the  Planning  Board. 

Section  B.  Regulations: 

1.  No  dwelling  or  structure  for  dwelling  purposes  shall 
be  erected,  placed  or  converted  to  use  on  a  lot  having  an  area 
of  less  than  (10,000)  sq.  feet  and  a  street  frontage  of  less 
than  100  feet,  until  a  master  plan  is  adopted;  unless  such  lot 
was  owned  separately  from  adjacent  land  or  when  as  a  plan 
lawfully  recorded  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds  of  Bristol  County, 
at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  by-law. 

2.  No  more  that  one  dwelling  or  structure  for  dwelling 
purposes  shall  be  erected  or  placed  on  any  such  lot. 

3.  No  part  of  any  dwelling  or  structure  used  for  dwelling 
purposes  except  steps,  shall  be  closer  to  side  and  rear  prop- 
erty lines  than  20  feet,  except  as  follows:  that  for  each  foot 
of  existing  lot  is  less  than  100  feet  wide  at  the  time  of  the 
apotion  of  this  by-law,  three  (3)  inches  may  be  deducted 
from  the  prescribed  setback  on  each  side,  but  no  side  yard 
shall  be  less  than  12  feet  in  width. 

4.  No  dwelling  or  structure  of  less  than  400  square 
feet  inclusive  of  porches  and  steps,  equipped  with  house- 
keeping facilities,  and  not  intended  or  permitted  to  be  used 
for  transcient  or  overnight  occupancy,  may  be  constructed, 
provided  that  no  such  building  may  be  placed  within  40  feet 
of  any  such  building. 

Section  C.    Plans  and  Permits: 

1.  Before  any  building  or  structure  of  100  sq.  feet  or 
more  in  area  on  the  ground  and/or  eight  (8)  feet  or  more  in 
height  is  constructed,  reconstructed  or  altered,  the  Planning 
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Board  shall  be  furnished  with  a  plat  plan  drawn  to  scale 
which  shall  show  the  lot  dimensions,  adjacent  ways,  the  exact 
size  and  location  of  buildings  or  structures  already  on  the 
lot  and  proposed  to  be  constructed,  reconstructed  or  altered 
thereon  and  a  statement  of  the  intended  use  of  such  building 
or  structure. 

2.  If  such  proposed  building  or  structure  conforms  to 
the  provisions  of  this  by-law,  the  planning  board  shall  issue 
a  permit  for  the  same;  otherwise  it  shall  be  refused. 

3.  The  terms  "alteration"  and  "reconstruction"  in  its 
various  forms  shall  be  defined  as  an  increase  of  floor  area  or 
height. 

Section  D.  Penalty 

1.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
by-law  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  twenty  (20)  dollars  for 
each  offense. 

2.  If  such  proposed  building  or  structure  conforms  to 
the  provisions  of  this  by-law,  the  planning  board  shall  issue 
a  permit  for  the  same;  otherwise  it  shall  be  refused. 

3.  The  terms  "alteration"  and  "reconstruction"  in  its 
various  forms  shall  be  defined  as  an  increase  of  floor  area 
or  height. 

Section  D.  Penalty 

1.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
by-law  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  twenty  (20)  dollars 
for  each  offense. 

Section  E.  Invalidity 

1.  The  invalidity  of  any  section  or  provision  of  this 
by-law  shall  not  invalidate  any  other  section  or  provision 
thereof.

any  lot  which  was  owned  separately  from  the  adjacent  land,  or 
was  shown  in  a  plan  lawfully  recorded  in  the  Registry  of 
Deeds  of  Bristol  County,  at  the  date  of  adoption  of  this  by-law. 

2.  Not  more  than  one  dwelling  shall  be  erected  on  any 
lot,  unless  the  Planning  Board  is  furnished  with  a  plan  divid- 
ing such  lot  into  a  separate  section  for  each  such  proposed 
structure,  in  which  event  each  such  section  shall  be  considered 
to  be  a  lot  for  the  purposes  of  this  by-law,  and  shall  be  subject 
to  the  regulations  herein. 

3.  No  part  of  any  structure  shall  be  erected  within  5  feet 
of  side  and  rear  property  lines. 

4.  No  part  of  any  dwelling,  other  than  steps,  shall  be 
erected  within  20  feet  of  side  and  rear  property  lines,  provid- 
ed, that  in  the  case  of  any  lot  owned  separately  from  the  ad- 
jacent land,  or  shown  on  a  plan  lawfully  recorded  in  the  Reg- 
istry of  Deeds  of  Bristol  County,  at  the  date  of  adoption  of  this 
by-law,  and  having  a  width  of  less  than  100  feet,  the  set-back 
prescribed  above  shall  be  reduced  on  each  side  by  3  inches  for 
each  foot  by  which  the  width  of  such  lot  is  less  than  100  feet, 
subject  to  a  maximum  reduction  of  8  feet. 

5.  No  dwelling  of  less  than  400  square  feet  in  area,  ex- 
clusive of  porches  and  steps,  shall  be  erected. 

6.  Exceptions  to  the  foregoing  regulations  may  be  grant- 
ed by  the  Board  of  Appeals,  subject  to  such  conditions  as  the 
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Board  may  prescribe  in  each  instance.  Such  exceptions  may 
be  granted  only  upon  showing  a  good  cause,  and  only  after 
public  hearing,  notice  of  which  shall  be  given  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Section  17  of  Chapter  40 A  of  the  General 
Laws. 

Section  F.  Board  of  Appeals: 

1.  A  Board  of  Appeals  shall  be  established  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  14  of  Chapter  40A  of  the  General  Laws, 
consisting  of  three  members,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Select- 
men for  initial  terms  of  one,  two  and  three  years  respectively, 
and  thereafter  for  terms  of  three  years  each.  Such  Board 
shall  have  the  powers  and  duties  provided  in  Section  15  to  19, 
Chapter  40  A,  inclusive  of  the  General  Laws. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
following  By-Laws:

1.  No  dwelling  shall  be  erected  on  a  lot  having  an  area  of 
less  than  10,000  square  feet,  and  a  street  frontage  of  less  than 
100  feet,  until  such  time  as  a  master  plan  is  adopted,  provid- 
ed, that  this  subsection  shall  not  apply  in  the  case  of  any  lot 
which  was  owned  separately  from  the  adjacent  land,  or  was

to  the  regulations  herein. 

Section  F.  Board  of  Appeals: 

1.  A  Board  of  Appeals  shall  be  established  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  14  of  Chapter  40A  of  the  General  Laws, 
consisting  of  three  members,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen 
for  initial  terms  of  one,  two  and  three  years  respectively,  and 
thereafter  for  terms  of  three  years  each.  Such  Board  shall 
have  the  powers  and  duties  provided  in  Section  15  to  19, 
Chapter  40  A  inclusive  of  the  General  Laws. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  confirm  the 
action  taken  at  the  1954  Annual  Town  Meeting  concerning  the 
layout  of  Freeman  Street  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  make 
a  formal  taking  of  Freeman  Street,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  confirm  the 
action  taken  at  the  May  5,  1952  Town  Meeting  concerning  the 
layout  of  Park  Lane  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  make 
a  formal  taking  of  Park  Lane  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  by  transfer  of  available  funds  in  the  treasury 
or  by  the  issuance  of  bands,  for  the  installation  of  water  mains 
of  not  less  than  6  inches  in  diameter  from  the  present  water 
main  on  Perry  Street  onto  Draper  Street,  a  distance  of  approx- 
imately 210  feet  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.  (By 
Petition)

SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 
NOVEMBER  22,  1954 

Meeting  called  to  order  at  8:07  P.M.  by  Moderator  Arthur 
P.  Parker.  Tellers  were  John  E.  Marshall,  Jr.,  Anthony  Pestana 
and  Kenneth  Gimner. 

Article  1.  Motion  by  Leo  G.  Yelle,  chairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee  carried  as  follows: 

That  the  town  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  take  in 
fee  simple  by  eminent  domain  two  parcels  of  land  for  school 
purposes  with  the  vegetation  and  improvements  thereon  situ- 
ated in  Norton,  Massachusetts,  bounded  and  described  as 
follows: 
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1st  Parcel.  A  certain  lot  or  parcel  of  land  with  the  im- 
provements thereon,  containing  1.45  acres  be  the  same  more 
or  less,  situated  in  Norton,  Massachusetts,  on  the  westerly  side 
of  Summer  Street,  bounded  and  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  westerly  line  of  Summer 
Street,  10.09  feet  northerly  of  a  Massachusetts  Highway 
bound  at  Taunton  Avenue  and  running  thence  by  the 
westerly  line  of  Summer  Street,  South  19°  58'  36"  West 
60.01  feet;  thence  by  land  of  Wheaton  College  North  70° 
53'  20"  West  040.03  feet;  thence  by  land  of  Wheaton  Col- 
lege and  land  of  th^  Town  of  Norton  North  87°  58'  50  feet; 
thence  by  land  of  said  Town  of  Norton,  North  18°  49'  20" 
West  64.20  feet;  thence  by  land  of  Wheaton  College,  South

sum  of  $2.00  be  appropriated  by  transfer  from  the  Surplus 
Revenue  Account. 

Article  2.  Before  voting  on  this  article,  Herbert  Phillips 
of  the  Water  Survey  Committee  read  a  progress  report  of  that 
committee.  A  copy  of  this  report  and  a  copy  of  a  report  of 
Whitman  and  Howard  Engineers  on  test  well  work  are  on  file 
with  the  Town  Clerk. 

Motion  carried  that  the  sum  of  $2,500  be  transferred  from 
the  Surplus  Revenue  Account  for  additional  money  for  the 
Water  Survey  Account. 
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Article  3.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $1,600  be  transferred 
from  the  Surplus  Revenue  Account  for  the  purchase  and  in- 
stallation of  water  meters. 

Article  4.  Article  withdrawn  at  the  request  of  the  Water 
Committee. 

Article  5.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $392.50  be  transferred 
from  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  Richardson  Avenue  water 
extension  account  for  a  tie-in  with  the  Attleboro  water  system 
at  Old  Colony  Road. 

Article  6.  Voted  (a)  that  the  sum  of  $1,700  be  transferred 
from  the  Surplus  Revenue  Account  to  the  Veterans'  Benefits 
Account,  (b)  the  sum  of  $2,500  be  transferred  from  the  Old 
Age  Assistance  Account  to  the  General  Welfare  Account;  $1,500 
from  the  Old  Age  Assistance  Account  to  the  Disability  Assist- 
ance Account,  (c)  $1,400  from  the  Surplus  Revenue  Account 
to  the  School  Account  for  operating  expenses  for  the  balance 
of  the  year. 

Article  7.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $800  from  the 
Machinery  Equipment  Fund  to  the  Machinery  Equipment 
Account  for  operating  expenses  for  the  balance  of  the  year. 

Article  8.  Voted  to  transfer  from  the  Surplus  Revenue 
the  sum  of  $1,175  for  the  purpose  of  reshingling  the  Town 
Hall.  Before  the  vote  was  taken,  it  was  noted  that  the  sum 
of  $420  would  be  reimbursed  by  the  Insurance  Company  for 
hurricane  damage  this  past  summer. 

Article  9.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $850  be  transferred  from 
the  Surplus  Revenue  Account  for  the  purpose  of  applying  an 
asphalt  surface  on  the  sidewalk  from  West  Main  Street  along 
South  Worcester  Street  for  a  distance  of  700  feet,  more  or  less. 

Article  10.  Motion  by  Leo  G.  Yelle,  chairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee  carried  as  follows:  That  the  town  adopt 
the  following  by-law:  "The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall,  within 
five  days  after  receiving  a  petition  or  accepting  a  request  for 
an  article  to  be  inserted  in  the  Warrant  for  any  annual  or 
special  town  meeting,  forward  a  copy  of  such  petition  or 
request  to  the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee." 
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Article  11.  Clarence  P.  Rich,  clerk  of  the  Selectmen, 
opened  discussion  on  the  article  by  reading  the  report  of  the 
Planning  Board  as  follows: 

The  object  of  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  By-Law 
adopted  at  the  last  annual  town  meeting  with  respect  to  the 
construction  of  buildings  and  the  use  of  land  is  primarily  to 
reinstate  two  sections  which  were  disapproved  by  the  Attor- 
ney-General because  of  a  technicality  and  incidentally  to 
clarify  the  By-Law.  The  only  substantive  changes  are  (1) 
provision  for  a  Board  of  Appeals  which  would  be  empowered 
to  grant  exceptions  (2)  addition  of  a  5  foot  setback  for  struc- 
tures other  than  dwellings  and  (3)  elimination  of  the  40  foot 
requirement  between  dwellings  which  has  proved  unworkable 
in  practice. 

Section  A  as  proposed  to  be  amended  includes  additional 
definitions  in  order  to  insure  uniformity  of  meaning  throughout 
the  regulations. 

Subsection  1  of  Section  B  is  substantially  the  same  as  the 
corresponding  section  in  the  original  by-law. 

Subsection  2  of  Section  B  authorizes  the  erection  of  more 
than  one  dwelling  on  a  single  lot,  in  cases  where  the  lot  can  be 
divided  into  sections,  each  of  which  will  be  at  least  of  the 
minimum  size  required. 

Subsection  3  of  Section  B  is  new  and  provides  for  at  least 
a  5  foot  setback  for  buildings  other  than  dwellings. 

Subsections  4  and  5  of  Section  B  are  substantially  the  same 
as  the  intent  of  subsections  3  and  4  of  the  original  by-law  with 
the  exception  that  the  40  foot  distance  requirement  between 
dwellings  has  been  eliminated.  This  separation  will  auto- 
matically be  accomplished  as  to  new  lots  where  each  dwelling 
must  be  at  least  20  feet  from  the  side  lines.  As  to  the  existing 
lots,  the  requirement  imposed  a  hardship  where  a  dwelling 
had  already  been  erected  close  to  the  line  of  the  adjacent  lots. 

Subsection  6  of  Section  B  provides  that  exceptions  may 
be  granted  by  the  Board  of  Appeals,  the  creation  of  which  is 
provided  for  in  Section  F. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  on  October  21,  on  the  proposed 
amendments,  and  no  objections  in  principle  to  any  of  the  pro- 
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visions  were  noted.  It  is  therefore  the  recommendation  of 
the  Planning  Board  that  these  amendments  be  adopted. 

Norton  Planning  Board 

George  Andrews  questioned  the  full  effectiveness  of  the 
By-Laws  as  proposed  and  suggested  the  placing  of  item  (6) 
six,  section  B  under  Section  F  as  item  two  (2).  He  reasoned 
that  to  leave  item  six  as  proposed  in  the  Article  no  provision 
would  be  made  for  appeal  on  Sections  C,  D,  E,  of  By-Laws 
regulating  the  construction  of  buildings  and  the  use  of  land 
as  formerly  approved  by  the  Attorney  General  and  are  now 
in  effect. 

An  amendment  to  the  motion  to  delete  item  six  from 
Section  was  then  voted.  A  subsequent  amendment  to  place 
item  six  under  Section  F  as  item  tv/o  also  carried. 

The  motion  as  amended  was  put  to  vote  as  follows:  That 
the  town  amend  the  By-Laws  adopted  under  Article  46  of  the 
1954  Annual  Town  Meeting  concerning  the  regulation  of  the 
construction  of  buildings  and  the  use  of  land  by  striking  out 
Sections  A  and  B  thereto  and  substituting  the  following 
sections:

1.  A  lot  shall  be  defined  as  an  area  of  land  with  definite 
boundaries  whether  held  by  ownership  in  fee  or  under  lease. 

2.  A  street  shall  be  defined  as  a  way  open  to  public  use 
or  a  way  approved  by  the  Planning  Board. 

3.  In  the  absence  of  a  street  layout,  the  street  line  shall 
be  defined  as  being  20  feet  from  the  center  of  the  road  unless 
plaimed  otherwise  by  the  Planning  Board. 

4.  A  dwelling  shall  be  defined  as  any  building  or  struc- 
ture used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  dwelling  purposes,  but 
shall  not  include  a  structure  for  use  solely  for  transient  or 
overnight  occupancy. 

5.  Reference  to  erection  of  a  dwelling  shall  also  apply 
to  the  placing  of  a  dwelling  moved  from  another  location,  and 
to  the  conversion  of  any  structure  to  use  as  a  dwelling. 

Section  B.  Regulations:

3.  No  part  of  any  structure  shall  be  erected  within  five 
feet  of  side  and  rear  property  lines. 

4.  No  part  of  any  dwelling,  other  than  steps,  shall  be 
erected  within  20  feet  of  side  and  rear  property  lines,  pro- 
vided, that  in  the  case  of  any  lot  owned  separately  from  the 
adjacent  land,  or  shown  on  a  plan  lawfully  recorded  in  the 
Registry  of  Deeds  of  Bristol  County,  at  the  date  of  adoption  of 
this  by-law,  and  having  a  width  of  less  than  100  feet,  the  set- 
back prescribed  above  shall  be  reduced  on  'each  side  by  three 
inches  for  each  foot  by  which  the  width  of  such  lot  is  less 
than  100  feet,  subject  to  a  maximum  reduction  of  8  feet. 

5.  No  dwelling  of  less  than  400  square  feet  in  area  exclu- 
sive of  porches  and  steps,  shall  be  erected. 

Section  F.    Board  of  Appeals: 

1.  A  Board  of  Appeals  shall  be  established  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  14  of  Chapter  40A  of  the  General  Laws, 
consisting  of  three  members,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen 
for  initial  terms  of  one,  two  and  three  years  respectively, 
and  thereafter  for  terms  of  three  years  each.

Article  13.  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to 
make  the  necessary  taking  of  land  in  the  lay-out  of  Freeman 
Street  as  voted  at  the  1954  Annual  Town  Meeting  and  shown 
on  a  plan  entitled  "Plan  of  Road  in  Town  of  Norton  Bristol 
County  laid  out  as  a  Town  Way  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
Scale  40  feet  to  the  inch  by  Associated  Engineers  of  Bristol 
County  Inc."  and  approved  by  the  Norton  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Planning  Board  December  30,  1953,  and  on  plan  entitled 
"Plan  of  Road  in  the  Town  of  Norton  Bristol  County  laid  out 
as  a  Town  Way  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Scale  40  feet  to  the 
inch  by  Associated  Engineers  of  Bristol  County  Inc."  and 
approved  July  17,  1952  by  the  Norton  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Article  14.  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to 
make  the  necessary  taking  of  land  in  the  layout  of  Park  Lane 
as  voted  at  the  May  5,  1952  Town  Meeting  and  shown  on  a  plan 
entitled  "Petitioners  plan  Park  Lane  from  West  Main  Street 
375  feet  more  or  less  northerly.

WATER  COMMISSIONERS  REPORT  FOR 

1954 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Norton: 

This  is  the  Thirty-first  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  the  Norton  Water  Department.  This  report 
will  summarize  the  past  year's  work,  together  with  explana- 
tions of  some  of  the  actions  taken. 

Charles  Cheetham  was  sworn-in  as  water  commissioner 
for  three  years,  and  Elton  Thomas  was  sworn-in  as  water 
commissioner  for  one  year,  following  the  election  in  March. 
Mr.  Thomas  was  elected  chairman,  and  Mrs.  Draper  was  re- 
elected clerk  at  the  first  meeting  held  after  the  new  commis- 
sioners took  office.  In  April,  Mrs.  Draper  resigned  as  clerk  of 
the  board,  and  Mr.  Cheetham  was  elected  to  replace  her. 

The  billing  system  was  modernized  by  the  introduction  of 
"Snap-out"  Triplicate  Forms.  In  the  past,  it  was  necessary  for 
the  clerk  to  insert  carbon  paper  between  two  forms,  and  type 
the  names  and  addresses  twice.  Now  the  clerk  has  only  to 
type  the  name  once,  and  snap-out  the  carbons  to  have  three 
copies  of  the  bills  which  fit  in  "Window"  envelopes  for  mail- 
ing. This  work  can  be  further  reduced  with  the  purchase  of 
an  addressing  machine  by  the  town.  It  would  be  a  cost  reduc- 
ing measure  for  many  departments. 
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The  department  attempted  to  collect  some  of  the  outstand- 
ing bills.  Effort  was  placed  on  collecting  those  bills  over 
$50.00  and  we  were  successful.  In  the  coming  years,  this  prob- 
lem can  be  overcome  by  acceptance  of  the  State  Law  which 
allows  the  commissioners  to  give  the  outstanding  bills  to  the 
tax  assessors  to  be  added  to  the  real  estate  tax  bill  of  the 
taker. 

At  the  November  town  meeting,  $1,600.00  was  appropri- 
ated for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  meters  in  thirty-one 
commercial  establishments  which  now  enjoy  the  same  rates 
as  the  domestic  takers,  and  use  far  more  water.  This  action 
will  aid  in  balancing  the  financial  picture  of  the  department. 
The  board  also  enacted  a  regulation  that  requires  a  meter- 
stick  and  valve  be  installed  at  the  inside  wall  of  a  building 
when  the  service  is  installed. 

Another  financial  aid  occurred  when  the  Department 
established  a  "Tapping  Charge"  of  $30.00  (thirty  dollars)  for 
Domestic  Service  installations.  This  fee  is  payable  by  check 
or  money-order  with  the  application,  and  should  be  made 
payable  to  the  Town  of  Norton. 

Two  hydrants  were  relocated  this  year  at  the  request  of 
the  Fire  Department,  and  funds  are  requested  for  the  installa- 
tion of  an  additional  hydrant  on  Pine  St.  Markers  were  pur- 
chased and  placed  at  each  hydrant  to  facilitate  the  digging- 
out  after  snowstorms.  Many  of  these  markers  have  been  de- 
stroyed by  the  young  folks,  who  should  be  reminded  that  the 
markers  have  to  be  replaced,  and  that  the  money  to  do  this 
comes  from  the  pocket  of  their  parents  in  the  form  of  rent  or 
taxes.  There  was  a  case  of  stones  found  in  the  hydrant  lines. 
These  stones  blocked  nozzles  at  one  fire,  and  the  lines  were 
flushed  in  an  effort  to  correct  this  problem.  It  might  be 
pointed  out  at  this  time  that  hydrants  are  not  to  be  opened, 
except  at  a  fire,  without  first  obtaining  permission  from  the 
Water  Commissioners,  or  their  agent  (Superintendent).  Unau- 
thorized opening  of  hydrants  is  dangerous  and  illegal,  and  is 
punishable  by  a  fine  or  imprisonment.  Such  unauthorized 
opening  of  the  hydrants  caused  damage  to  the  mains  in  Win- 
necunnet. 

The  North  Washington  and  Essex  Streets  extension  as 
voted  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  March,  1954,  has  been 
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installed.  This  work  was  done  by  the  Vickery  Construction 
Co.  of  Attleboro,  Mass.,  for  the  cost  of  approximately  $3.50 
per  foot.  In  planning  this  job,  the  commissioners  had  the 
engineering  firm  of  Whitman  &  Howard  draw  up  contracts 
and  specifications.  Additional  copies  of  these  specifications  are 
on  file,  and  can  be  adapted  to  future  extensions  by  substitut- 
ing pertinent  information. 

In  November,  with  regrets,  the  commissioners  accepted 
the  resignation  of  Mr.  Albert  Andrews  as  superintendent.  Mr. 
Andrews  left  to  take  the  position  of  Assistant  Superintendent 
of  the  Water  Deparment  at  Dennis,  Mass. 

Mr.  Donald  Robinson  of  Taunton,  who  has  established 
residence  in  Norton,  formerly  worked  for  the  Water  Depart- 
ment, and  was  employed  in  the  maintenance  department  of 
the  Defiance  Bleachery  at  the  time  of  his  appointment. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  wish  to  thank  the  members 
of  the  Water  Survey  Committee  for  the  unselfish  contribution 
of  their  time,  knowledge,  and  expenses  in  helping  the  town 
establish  a  sound  water  system. 

Last,  but  most  important,  the  commissioners  wish  to  com- 
mend the  people  of  Norton  for  their  prudent  usage  of  water 
during  the  summer.  This  was  a  fine  example  of  civic  co- 
operation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  WATER 
SURVEY  COMMITTEE 

JANUARY  1955 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Norton: 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  March  1954,  Articles  25  was 
amended  and  voted  by  the  town  as  follows:  "The  sum  of  $6,000 
be  raised  and  appropriated  to  make  a  survey  of  the  needs  for 
increased  facilities  for  obtaining  and  supplying  water  in  the 
town.  And  that  said  survey  be  made  by  a  committee  com- 
prised of  the  three  Water  Commissioners,  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Water  Department,  and  five  citizens  of  the  town, 
appointed  by  the  Moderator.  And  further  that  said  survey  be 
compiled  with  the  assistance  of  professional  engineers." 

In  May,  1954,  the  Town  Moderator  apointed  the  Survey 
Committee.  It  consists  of  Herbert  Phillips,  Chairman,  Leroy 
Laig,  Vice  Chairman;  Kenneth  Gunner,  Secretary;  Harry  Bur- 
bank  and  Anthony  Pestana,  the  Water  Commissioners,  Elton 
Thomas  as  Treasurer;  Avery  Clapp  and  Charles  Cheetham, 
and  Superintendent  Albert  Andrews.  Mr.  Andrews  on  leaving 
Norton  resigned  in  December  1954.  He  was  replaced  by  Super- 
intendent Donald  Robinson. 

At  a  special  town  meeting  in  November  1954  the  Survey 
Committee  submitted  a  progress  report  to  the  town.  The 
following  is  a  summary  of  this  report. 

"After  thorough  investigation.  Whitman  &  Howard  was 
selected  as  the  engineering  firm  to  work  with  the  Water 
Survey  Committee  and  a  contract  was  signed  on  July  14th. 
The  gist  being  that  for  the  sum  of  $1,300  maximum  they  would 
submit  a  long-range  plan  to  the  Survey  Committee  that  would 
cover  the  following  points: 

1.  Determination  of  the  additional  quantity  of  water 
required  now  through  1975. 

2.  Location  of  a  new  water  source  or  sources. 
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3.  Determination  of  additional  storage  facilities  neces- 
sary. 

4.  Determination  of  the  effect  of  two  and  three  (above) 
on  the  distribution  system. 

5.  A  study  to  determine  if  a  policy  for  financing  water 
extensions  is  necessary. 

6.  A  study  to  determine  the  necessity  of  meters. 

In  order  to  cover  point  #2  the  Survey  Committee  further 
contracted  with  Whitman  &  Howard  that  for  the  sum  of 
$1,300  they  would  supervise  and  lay  out  the  locations  for  a 
well  drilling  company  to  test  drill  after  reviewing  all  past 
test  well  drilling  done  by  the  town.  The  object  to  cover  the 
town  and  determine  just  where  and  how  much  untreated 
potable  water  is  available.  Thereupon  bids  were  sent  out  and 
on  July  22nd,  Porter  and  Desmond  of  Woburn  was  awarded  the 
drilling  contract  as  low  bidder. 

There  are  two  possible  ways  a  community  can  get  water, 
one  is  to  pump  it  and  the  other  is  to  buy  it.  The  enginers  said 
we  would  be  far  better  off  to  pump  our  own  water. 

Neverthless,  while  the  drilling  for  wells  was  going  on  we 
tried  to  test  the  market  on  the  purchase  of  water.  Attleboro 
said  no — Mansfield  said  no — also  by  letter  Camp  Myles  Stand- 
ish  said  no — and  Taunton  says  they  might  consider  it  in  early 
1956.  The  welfare  of  approximately  5,000  people  cannot  rest 
on  the  possibility  that  consideration  will  be  given  to  our  water 
problem  in  1956  by  another  municipality. 

Attleboro,  however,  was  agreeable  to  a  tie-in  of  their 
water  system  with  ours  to  take  care  of  emergency  or  disaster 
requirements.  An  agreement  was  consumated  in  November 
with  each  own  to  pay  one  half  the  cost  of  the  installation — 
$392.50  to  be  Norton's  share." 

After  the  foregoing  report  by  the  Survey  Committee, 
Whitman  &  Howard  also  submitted  a  progress  report  on  the 
test  drilling,  the  summation  being  that  the  most  favorable 
locations  for  a  final  draw  down  well  test  are  at  Newland 
Street  and  King  Philip  Road,  Winnecunnet. 
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The  Town  subsequently  voted  for  the  Attleboro-Norton 
tie-in  and  approved  the  appropriation  of  an  additional  $2,500 
to  complete  the  test  well  work. 

In  December  the  draw  down  tests  were  started  and  early 
in  January,  Whitman  &  Howard  advised  that  the  Newland 
Street  well  would  be  capable  of  supplying  500  gallons  per 
minute  and  the  King  Philip  well  150  gallons  per  minute 
whenever  the  town  should  construct  the  wells  and  mains.  In 
addition,  a  further  source  of  150  gallons  per  minute  is  available 
at  Newcomb  Street,  based  on  a  pumping  test  in  1946  on  file 
with  the  Department  of  Public  Health. 

With  point  #2  of  the  contract  with  Whitman  &  Howard 
covered  they  presented  their  final  report.  The  complete  report, 
together  with  maps,  has  been  given  to  the  Water  Commission- 
ers. They  have  it  on  hand  for  anyone  who  may  wish  to  read  it. 
The  important  points  of  the  report  as  they  apply  to  the  long- 
range  plan  are  as  follows: 

(1)  Step.  1.  Additional  Water  Supply,  Elevated  Storage 
Tank  and  Land  Acquisition.  We  recommend  that  the  first  step 
be  to  develop  an  additional  500-gallon  per  minute  water  supply 
at  the  Newland  Street  site  together  with  connecting  mains,  and 
to  construct  a  500,000-gallon  elevated  tank  with  connecting 
mains. 

The  supply  would  consist  of  a  large  diameter  caisson  or 
modified  gravel  packed  well  with  permanent  type  pumping 
station  (similar  to  the  newest  station  on  Pine  Street)  erected 
over  it,  large  enough  to  house  a  vertical  turbine  pump  with 
electric  motor  drive  and  a  gas  engine  standby,  switchgear,  and 
valves,  meter,  controls,  etc. 

The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  recommends, 
generally,  that  all  the  land  within  a  radius  of  400  feet  from  a 
well  or  wells  be  acquired  for  the  development  of  a  water  sup- 
ply. However,  the  taking  area  is  usually  governed  by  the 
surrounding  property  lines. 

This  supply  should  be  connected  by  an  8-inch  main  to 
the  present  distribution  system  at  two  locations,  one  at  the 
end  of  the  6-inch  pipe  in  Main  Street  near  Leonard  Street, 
and  the  other  in  Burt  Street  near  Plain  Street. 
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An  alternate  method  would  be  to  lay  a  10-inch  pipe  line 
from  the  end  of  the  existing  10-inch  pipe  in  Main  Street  just 
west  of  the  railroad  crossing,  along  Main  Street  paralleling  the 
present  6-inch  pipe  and  extending  to  the  proposed  supply. 
The  cost  of  this  connection  is  approximately  the  same  as  that 
recommended  above. 

However,  the  method  recommended  provides  needed  pipe 
where  there  is  a  greater  demand.  As  an  integral  part  of  the 
development  of  this  supply,  together  with  the  connections 
described,  an  8-inch  pipe  should  be  laid  in  Reservoir  Street 
from  Mansfield  Avenue  to  the  end  of  the  present  6-inch  pipe 
near  Elm  Street  thus  forming  another  loop  and  providing  for 
more  economical  operations  of  the  pump  at  the  new  supply. 

The  additional  500  gallons  per  minute  water  supply  alone 
would  tend  to  maintain  slightly  more  storage  in  the  present 
200,000-gallon  tank  during  heavy  peak  drafts  (particularly  on 
summer  evenings)  than  was  experienced  in  the  past.  It 
would  not  be  long  before  there  would  be  a  repetition  of  June 
21,  1954.  On  the  other  hand,  the  elevated  tank  would  take 
approximately  ten  months  to  construct  so  the  tank  alone  would 
not  provide  the  needed  protection  and  water  for  this  coming 
summer.  Even  if  it  were  possible  to  build  the  tank  to  take  care 
of  the  emergencies  this  summer  it  would  not  be  long  before 
an  additional  supply  would  have  to  be  developed. 

Therefore,  it  is  obvious  that  the  construction  of  an  addi- 
tional 500,000-gallon  elevated  storage  tank  with  the  connecting 
pipe  lines,  the  Barrows  Street  tie-in  and  the  provision  of  a 
500-gallon  per  minute  water  suply  are  all  essential  to  Step  1 
development. 

Land  required  for  the  site  of  the  elevated  tank  would  be 
about  one  acre. 

Step  1  should  also  include  the  acquisition  of  land  on 
Newcomb  Street  and  south  of  Winnecunnet  at  the  sites  tested 
to  be  held  for  future  development  when  the  need  arises. 

(2)  Step  2.  Strengrthening  Pipe  Lines  in  the  Distribu- 
tion System.  We  recommend  that  a  program  be  set  up  so  that 
each  year  extensions  will  be  made  completing  important  tie- 
ins  as  described  above,  and  shown  on  the  map  of  the  Town. 
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(3)  Step  3.  Final  Development  Completin^^  the  Long 
Range  Plan. 

When  the  foregoing  steps  have  been  completed  the  only 
remaining  step  to  be  undertaken  to  provide  for  the  estimated 
7,500  inhabitants  of  the  Town  in  the  year  1975  is  the  construc- 
tion of  wells,  pumping  station  including  pumping  equipment, 
pipe  lines,  etc.,  at  the  Newcomb  Street  site  and  the  Winne- 
cunnet  site  as  tested.  It  would  appear  that  this  step  need  not 
be  undertaken,  barring  abnormal  industrial  development,  until 
the  population  served  by  the  system  has  reached  approximate- 
ly 7,000,  or  an  increase  of  about  2,000  persons. 

With  an  additional  500,000  gallons  elevated  storage  capa- 
city making  a  total  of  700,000  gallons  and  a  potential  water 
supply  of  over  1,200  gallons  per  minute  together  with  a  net- 
work of  mains  covering  the  Town,  Norton  will  be  well  taken 
care  of  in  regard  to  its  waterworks  until  1975. 

The  full  report  of  Whitman  &  Howard  has  been  presented 
to  the  Finance  Committee  and  will  be  presented  to  the  Towns- 
people in  a  Special  Town  Meeting,  February  2,  1955.  Action 
on  the  question  of  meters  and  extensions  has  not  been  recom- 
mended by  the  Survey  Committee  for  this  special  town 
meeting. 

The  Survey  Committee,  however,  does  recommend  that 
at  the  1955  Annual  Town  Meeting  approval  be  given  to  the  two 
following  articles  on  extension  policy.  The  report  of  Whitman 
&Howard  suggests  a  more  stringent  policy  but  as  a  first  step 
in  the  control  of  extensions  the  Survey  Committee  feels  a 
more  liberal  policy  desirable. 

1)  Water  Extensions  for  Developers. 

Developers  shall  pay  to  the  Town  prior  to  construction  the 
full  estimated  cost  of  the  water  main  extension  (the  final  cost 
to  be  adjusted  after  completion  of  the  main  and  a  refund  or 
additional  bill  rendered  to  the  developer.)  At  the  end  of  one 
year  and  after  payment  of  the  regular  water  bill  by  an  occu- 
pant of  a  house  in  the  development  a  refund  of  $100  shall  be 
given  to  the  developer.  This  shall  continue  for  each  new  house 
for  a  period  of  five  years.  The  total  amount  refunded  shall 
never  exceed  50%  of  the  cost  of  the  extension  and  all  refunds 
shall  cease  at  the  end  of  five  years. 
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Your  Survey  Committee  urges  you  to  give  this  article  full 
consideration.  With  approximately  80%  of  our  homes  already 
tied  into  the  water  system  the  potential  growth  of  the  town 
may  be  in  developments.  Norton  should  not  borrow  money  to 
raise  the  value  of  the  developer's  property  so  that  he  can  make 
a  greater  profit.  The  developer  should  pay  his  share  of  the 
cost. 

2)  Water  Extension  Requested  by  Groups  of  Individuals: 

The  Water  Commissioners  shall  establish  a  charge  of  $2.00 
per  foot  or  $1.00  each  side  against  all  abutting  property  owners 
along  a  street  or  streets  for  which  a  water  main  extension  is 
requested  by  an  abutting  property  owner  or  owners  and  that: 

(a)  Such  request  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  be  signed 
by  all  abutting  property  owners  on  the  street  or  streets  for 
which  the  extension  is  requested. 

(b)  The  charge  shall  not  exceed  fifty  per  cent  (50%)  of 
the  estimated  cost  of  the  installation,  assessed  equally  against 
each  running  foot  of  property  on  both  sides  of  said  street  or 
streets  and  shall  be  billed  by  the  Water  Department  to  be  paid 
to  the  Town  Collector,  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  on  approval 
of  the  installation  by  a  Town  Meeting  and  the  balance  within 
three  (3)  years  of  such  approval  and  the  installation  shall  not 
be  started  until  the  first  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  of  such 
assessment  has  been  paid  by  all  abutting  property  owners. 

(c)  Such  assessments  shall  not  be  made  against  abutting 
property  owners  where  Water  Main  Extensions  are  authorized 
by  the  Water  Commissioners  and  approved  by  the  Finance 
Committee  as  being  beneficial  to  the  Town  as  a  whole  and/or 
beneficial  to  the  Water  Department  from  the  economic  stand- 
point of  revenue  produced. 

We  know  in  the  past  we  have  put  in  extensions  that  are 
uneconomical  and  which  may  be  so  for  many  years.  With  the 
debt  these  extensions  have  created  we  should  not  continue  to 
put  in  free  of  charge  any  further  similar  extensions  except 
those  that  are  beneficial  to  the  water  system  itself. 

On  the  question  of  meters  the  Survey  Committee  recom- 
mends that  the  town  do  nothing  at  this  time  on  regular  domes- 
tic services.  Large  users  should  continue  to  be  metered,  to- 
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gether  with  commercial  services.  With  the  considerable  ex- 
penditure required  to  put  Norton's  water  system  in  good  order 
it  does  not  seem  economical  to  try  to  finance  a  forty  or  fifty 
thousand  dollar  meter  program  at  this  time.  It  should  be  done 
at  a  later  date  to  conserve  waste.  Weighing  all  of  the  costs 
for  a  new  well  and  storage  tank  which  should  come  first,  we 
suggest  waiting  a  minimum  of  five  years. 

As  one  last  recommendation,  may  we  offer  the  thought 
to  the  Water  Commissioners  that  they  proclaim  one  week  each 
year  as  "Norton  Municipal  Water  Week".  The  object  to  get  all 
the  people  of  the  town  to  look  over  their  faucets,  pipes  etc., 
to  make  sure  there  are  no  leaks.  Without  meters  there  is  no 
control  of  wasted  water  except  by  the  vigilance  of  the  people 
themselves. 

With  the  Town's  acceptance  of  this  report  the  Water  Sur- 
vey Committee  trusts  it  has  fulfilled  its  obligation  to  the  Town. 
We  wish  to  thank  all  who  helped  us  in  our  work.  And  we 
extend  our  sincere  appreciation  to  Mr.  L.  M.  Pittendreigh  of 
Whitman  &  Howard  for  his  cooperation  and  effort. 

The  chairman  thanks  each  member  of  the  Committee  for 
his  many  hours  of  unselfish  work  and  assistance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  ENGINEERS 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Fire  Engineers  herewith  respectfully  submit  their 
24th  annual  report. 

Fire  calls  totalled  141  and  ambulance  calls  74  in  1954. 

Engine  5  was  put  in  service  at  our  new  Barrowsville  fire 
station.  The  fire  alarm  system  with  air  whistle,  fire  alarm 
box  and  coding  and  recording  mechanism  installed,  and  a 
company  of  volunteer  firefighters  organized. 

Defiance  Bleachery  has  helped  us  in  many  ways.  Their 
permission  to  let  four  firefighters  employed  there  answer  day- 
tim.e  alarms,  is  most  valuable  to  our  plans  for  quick,  effi- 
cient 24-hour  service  at  economical  costs. 

We  feel  that  the  1954  hurricanes  proved  again  the  value 
of  having  fire  stations  in  5  strategic  locations  in  our  town. 
These  stations  were  manned  by  firefighters  24  hours  a  day  in 
constant  communication  with  each  other  by  2-way  radio  when 
all  other  means  of  communications  were  out  of  service. 

A  new  500  G.P.M.  pumping  engine  with  170  H.P.  V-8  en- 
gine, and  of  most  modern  cab  and  body  design  with  600  gallon 
water  carrying  capacity  was  placed  in  service  at  our  improved 
Bay  Street  fire  station. 

Firefighters  were  trained  during  the  spring  and  summer 
by  Deputy  Chief  Herbert  Brown  of  Attleboro,  in  the  latest 
methods  of  modern  firefighting. 

Mutual  aid  meetings  where  held  in  each  town  and  city 
in  our  group. 

The  fire  station  at  Chartley,  built  in  1899,  has  long  been 
outgrown.  This  building  should  be  replaced  to  house  our  fire 
equipment — ambulance  and  fire  alarm  equipment.  An  excel- 
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lent  location  on  West  side  of  South  Worcester  Street  nearly- 
opposite  present  station  is  available  at  no  cost  to  our  town. 

Plans  for  a  modern  masonry  and  steel  building  of  low 
initial  cost  and  low  upkeep  will  be  presented  at  the  annual 
town  meeting. 

We  wish  to  call  to  your  attention  the  danger  to  your  life 
and  all  of  your  family  from  defective  oil  burners.  All  oil 
burners  should  be  approved  by  Mass.  State  Dept.  of  Public 
Safety.  They  should  then  be  installed  by  a  man  carrying  a 
certificate  of  competency  to  install  burners,  and  all  electric 
wiring  done  by  a  licensed  electrician. 

A  licensed  man  should  clean  and  make  any  necessary  ad- 
justments at  least  twice  a  year.  Permits  for  any  and  all  burn- 
ers are  necessary  before  any  oil  may  be  purchased.  Any  leak 
or  change  in  usual  operation  of  burner  repaired  at  once.  In 
case  of  any  fire  danger  call  the  Fire  Department  at  once.  Ob- 
servance of  the  above  rules  at  all  times  will  reduce  the  loss  of 
life  and  property  caused  by  oil  burners. 

Our  volunteer  firefighters  have  given  many  years  of  fine, 
loyal  service  in  a  dangerous  profession.  Their  efforts  are  sin- 
cerely appreciated.  May  we  express  our  thanks  to  all  of  our 
firefighters. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  town  officials  and  departments  for 
their  willing  help  and  co-operation  at  all  times.

PUBLIC  WELFARE 


The  Norton  Board  of  Public  Welfare  herewith  submits  its 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1954. 

Since  20  per  cent  of  our  total  expenditure  for  the  year  for 
recipients  of  Disability  Assistance,  Aid  to  Dependent  Children, 
and  Old  Age  Assistance  were  for  medical  care,  we  wish  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  new  Medical  Care  Plan  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Department  of  Public  Welfare,  which  became  effective 
July  1,  1954.  The  purpose  of  this  plan  is  to  provide  uniform 
quantity  and  quality  of  medical  care  to  all  recipients  of  public 
assistance  who  live  in  Massachusetts.  Unless  each  item  of 
medical  care  is  within  the  new  statewide  fee  schedule,  and  is 
accompanied  by  an  authorization  from  the  local  or  Brockton 
District  Office  (many  items  require  such  prior  approval),  there 
is  no  reimbursement  to  the  town  in  whole  or  in  part  from 
either  state  or  federal  funds.

ANNUAL  REPORT 
NORTON  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

The  Chairman  of  the  Book  Committee,  Miss  Henrietta  C. 
Jennings,  has  submitted  an  interesting  report: 

"The  total  circulation  of  books  and  magazines  in  1954  was 
14,299.  This  represents  an  increase  of  17.2  per  cent  over  the 
circulation  of  1953.  The  increase  in  adult  circulation  was 
23.3  per  cent,  while  that  of  juvenile  circulation  was  13.4  per 
cent.  Even  allowing  for  the  fact  that  the  Library  was  closed 
for  a  month  in  the  summer  of  1953,  this  is  a  gratifying  in- 
crease in  the  use  of  the  library's  facilities.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  biography  constitutes  approximaely  30  per  cent  of 
the  non-fiction  circulation  for  both  adults  and  juveniles.  The 
circulation  figures  may  be  summarized  as  follows:

Thirty-fourth  Annual  Report  of  the 

NORTON  DISTRICT  NURSING  ASSOCIATION 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Norton  District 
Nursing  Association  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1954. 

In  the  ten  years  that  I  have  associated  with  the  Norton 
District  Nursing  Association,  I  have  witnessed  a  drastic  change 
in  case  load  which  is  common  not  only  locally  but  nationally. 

Modern  medicine  has  made  the  acutely  ill  patient  in  the 
home  a  rarity.  Today,  in  definition  of  terms,  a  case  load  con- 
sists of  long  term  illnesses  such  as  cardiacs,  multiple-sclerosis, 
etc. 
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Actually,  we  have  less  patients  in  terms  of  case  load,  but 
the  involvement  of  time  has  been  the  same.  In  other  words, 
with  less  patients  we  spent  the  same  time  due  to  the  nature 
of  the  illnesses  stated  above. 

Unused  time  in  patient  care  is  transferrable  to  school  work, 
and  because  of  double  sessions,  increased  enrollments,  and  lack 
of  proper  facilities,  more  efforts  have  been  placed  in  this 
area.  A  detailed  report  of  activities  in  our  schools  will  be 
found  in  the  School  Department  report. 

The  nurse  may  be  reached  at  the  Norton  High  School 
between  8:30  and  9:00  a.m.  by  telephoning  Norton  5-7941. 
Visitation  for  care  must  be  made  under  the  direction  of  the 
family  doctor. 

To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Adlore  King,  the  organization  is  indebt- 
ed for  their  gift  of  a  wheel  chair  in  memory  of  the  family  of 
the  late  Leon  Catelli.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN  FOR  1954 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  submits  the  following  report, 
covering  briefly  the  principal  matters  under  its  jurisdiction 

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

The  town  has  approximately  59  miles  of  roads  (not  in- 
cluding state  highways),  of  which  36  miles  are  hard-surfaced 
and  23  are  graveled.  Under  Chapter  81  of  the  General  Laws, 
the  State  contributed  $275  per  mile  for  the  maintenance  and 
improvement  of  these  roads,  a  total  of  $16,225,  in  1954.  These 
funds,  together  with  $5,900  appropriated  by  the  town,  were 
expended  under  state  supervision  for  the  following  purposes: 


Scraping  $1,900 

Grading  2,600 

Graveling  3,700 

Drainage  1,500 

Cutting  Brush  1,500 

Patching— Gravel  1,700 

Patching— Tar  2,000 

Surface  Treatment — Asphalt  5,000 

Signs  600 

Miscellaneous  1,625 


Total  $22,125 


Under  this  program,  approximately  2,000  feet  of  East 
Hodges  Street  were  reconstructed.  It  is  expected  that  surfac- 
ing of  this  road  will  be  completed  early  in  1955. 

Other  major  projects  undertaken  under  Chapter  81  in- 
cluded surfacing  of  Cobb  Street,  improvement  of  a  portion  of 
Plain  Street,  and  surface  treatment  of  portions  of  Bay  Road, 
Burt  Street,  North  Washington  Street,  and  Reservoir  Avenue. 

Under  Chapter  90,  additional  assistance  was  received  from 
the  state  and  county  in  the  amount  of  $800  each  for  mainte- 
nance of  certain  roads  which  connect  with  other  cities  and 
towns.  These  funds,  together  with  a  town  appropriation  of 
$800,  were  used  for  surface  treatment. 
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A  portion  of  South  Worcester  Street  was  reconstructed 
under  Chapter  90,  three-fourths  of  the  cost  being  contributed 
by  the  state  and  county.  Under  a  town  appropriation,  the 
short  street  at  the  westerly  end  of  the  Common  cemetery  was 
reconstructed.  The  Defiance  Bleachery  contributed  the  tar 
and  sand  for  this  project. 

The  highway  program  for  1954  was  carried  out  in  full  in 
spite  of  the  hurricanes  of  August  and  September  which  im- 
posed a  heavy  additional  burden  on  the  highway  department. 
It  is  expected  that  substantially  all  of  the  expenditures  in- 
curred as  a  consequence  of  the  hurricanes  will  be  reimbursed 
by  the  state,  under  special  legislation  enacted  in  September. 

The  highway  program  for  1955,  in  addition  to  the  regular 
maintenance  work,  includes  the  construction  of  a  new  bridge 
on  Reservoir  Avenue.  This  project  has  been  approved  by  the 
state  under  Chapter  90,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $46,000,  of 
which  the  town's  share  will  be  $11,500.  The  greater  part  of 
this  amount  is  now  available,  having  been  appropriated  by  the 
town  in  1953  and  1954. 

Constantly  increasing  use  of  the  roads  has  made  the 
amounts  heretofore  appropriated  for  maintenance  inadequate. 
This  is  particularly  true  in  the  case  of  gravel  roads,  which  now 
require  constant  attention  to  maintain  them  in  passible  con- 
dition. Therefore,  in  the  1955  budget,  additional  amounts 
totalling  $10,000  are  being  requested  for  finishing  certain 
roads  and  for  providing  additional  gravel  for  other  roads. 
Unless  these  additional  funds  are  made  available,  it  is  likely 
that  further  deterioration  in  the  condition  of  the  roads  will 
take  place,  in  spite  of  the  best  efforts  of  the  highway  depart- 
ment. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  report  of  the  Chief  of  Police  discloses  a  substantial 
increase  in  the  activity  of  the  police  department  during  1954. 
51  arrests  were  made,  compared  with  33  for  1953.  Of  the 
cases  which  have  been  disposed  of,  only  two  were  lost  by  the 
department.  In  addition,  166  summonses  were  issued,  prin- 
cipally for  traffic  violations,  against  72  in  the  previous  year.  In 
prosecuting  these  cases,  it  was  necessary  for  one  or  more 
members  of  the  department  to  appear  in  court  on  206  days 
during  1954. 
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The  investigation  of  complaints  is  a  major  activity  of  the 
department.  1080  such  investigations  were  made  during  the 
year,  an  increase  of  18%  over  the  figure  of  912  for  1953. 

The  department  has  given  particular  attention  to  the 
question  of  juvenile  delinquency,  and  it  is  believed  that  the 
situation  in  Norton  in  this  respect  is  satifactory. 

A  new  cruiser  was  purchased  during  the  year,  as  authoriz- 
ed by  the  annual  town  meeting. 

In  view  of  the  growth  of  the  town,  it  is  felt  that  the 
Police  Department  should  be  provided  with  additional  person- 
nel, in  order  to  provide  more  complete  protection.  However, 
aside  from  a  moderate  amount  for  additional  services  of 
special  officers,  no  provision  for  this  has  been  made  in  the 
1955  budget,  because  of  the  critical  financial  situation  of  the 
town. 

The  Chief  and  the  Selectmen  wish  to  express  their  appre- 
ciation to  Patrolman  Brown  and  to  the  various  special  officers 
for  their  efficient  service,  frequently  rendered  without  com- 
pensation. 

BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

The  principal  problem  facing  the  Board  of  Health  at  this 
time  is  that  of  garbage  collection.  During  1954,  the  Board  was 
fortunate  in  being  able  to  have  this  done  without  cost  to  the 
town.  In  December,  however,  the  collector  informed  the 
Board  that  he  would  terminate  his  services  at  the  end  of  the 
month.  The  Board  then  made  a  temporary  arrangement  with 
a  local  individual  to  take  over  garbage  collection  on  the  basis 
of  a  nominal  weekly  fee.  At  this  writing,  however,  it  appears 
that  this  collector  is  also  about  to  discontinue  his  services. 
Therefore,  pending  definite  action  by  the  Town  Meeting,  the 
Board  is  attempting  to  make  other  temporary  arrangements. 

It  is  now  apparent  that  if  the  town  desires  garbage  col- 
lection, the  cost  will  be  several  thousand  dollars  annually. 
Possible  methods  of  performing  this  service  include  (1)  collec- 
tion by  a  town  employee  using  a  town  truck;  (2)  collection  by 
an  employee  furnishing  his  own  truck,  and  (3)  collection  under 
contract  awarded  on  the  basis  of  competitive  bidding.  The 
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problem  of  disposal  of  the  garbage  would  arise  under  the 
first  or  second  of  the  above  methods.  The  possibility  of  the 
inclusion  of  rubbish  collection  should  also  be  considered. 

The  Board  is  studying  the  matter  carefully,  and  hopes  to 
be  in  a  position  to  present  recommendations  to  the  Town 
Meeting. 

TOWN  DUMP 

The  dump  has  been  supervised  by  Mr.  Marcel  Dion,  care- 
taker, for  most  of  the  year.  Increased  use  of  the  dump  and 
occasional  lack  of  co-operation  on  the  part  of  users  have  at 
times  created  conditions  which  required  the  use  of  a  bulldozer 
at  considerable  expense.  Consequently,  regulations  have  been 
issued  which  provide  that  the  dump  is  for  the  use  of  residents 
of  Norton  only,  that  no  garbage  or  other  animal  or  vegetable 
matter  shall  be  dumped,  that  no  material  other  than  house- 
hold refuse  shall  be  dumped  without  permission  of  the  care- 
taker or  the  Board  of  Health,  and  that  no  picking  is  permitted. 
Hours  of  use  have  been  limited  to  8  A.M.  to  5  P.M.  weekdays, 
and  8  A.M.  to  12  noon  on  Sundays.  The  police  department  has 
been  instructed  to  enforce  these  regulations. 

PLANNING  BOARD 

The  by-law  adopted  under  Article  46  by  the  1954  annual 
town  meeting  was  approved  by  the  Attorney  General  (with 
the  exception  of  part  1  and  2  of  Section  B,  which  were  dis- 
approved on  a  technicality)  and  became  effective  on  July  9, 
1954. 

In  order  to  reinstate  the  disapproved  provisions,  and  to 
clarify  certain  ambiguities  which  had  developed  in  administer- 
ing the  original  by-law.  Sections  A  and  B  were  rewritten,  and 
a  new  section  providing  for  a  Board  of  Appeals  was  added. 
After  a  public  hearing,  the  amended  by-law  was  presented 
under  Article  II  at  the  special  town  meeting  on  November  22, 
1954,  and  was  approved  by  the  required  two  thirds  vote.  At 
the  date  of  this  report,  however,  it  was  still  under  review  by 
the  office  of  the  Attorney  General. 

From  July  9  to  the  end  of  the  year,  58  building  permits 
were  issued,  classified  as  follows:

The  present  board,  because  of  insufficient  time  to  devote 
to  the  subject,  and  also  because  it  feels  that  the  new  board  to 
be  elected  this  year  should  have  a  free  hand,  has  not  attempt- 
ed to  develop  anything  beyond  the  basic  regulations  referred 
to  above.  It  is  apparent  that  much  remains  to  be  done,  and  the 
voters  are  urged  to  give  the  fullest  consideration  to  the  pro- 
posals which  the  new  board  will  make  in  due  course. 


Plans  for  the  renovation  of  the  town  hall  have  been  com- 
pleted, after  considerable  delay  incurred  in  securing  the 
approval  of  State  authorities.  The  plans  provide  office  space 
for  the  Selectmen,  Town  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector, 
Assessors,  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  Water  Department  and 
the  Police  Department.  Headquarters  for  Civilian  Defense  will 
be  provided  in  the  basement,  and  the  main  portion  of  the 
basement  will  be  available  as  a  polling  place. 

It  is  hoped  that  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  work  will  be 
available  by  the  date  of  the  annual  town  meeting.  Changes  in 
the  construction  of  the  proposed  vault  to  meet  requirements 
of  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  may  increase  the  cost 
over  the  amount  previously  appropriated. 


Mr.  Charles  Barnett  was  appointed  Director  of  Civilian 
Defense,  and  pending  completion  of  the  Town  Hall  repairs  is 
using  his  home  as  headquarters  for  this  department.  The 
value  of  a  functioning  organization  was  demonstrated  after 
the  hurricanes,  when  Civilian  Defense  equipment  was  made 
available,  and  prevented  substantial  losses  of  property. 

The  Selectmen  desire  to  express  their  appreciation  to  Mr. 
Barnett  to  Rev.  George  Whitney,  Communications  Officer  and 
to  their  assistants  for  their  voluntary  service. 
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VETERANS'  SERVICES 

Assistance  to  veterans  and  their  dependents  under  the 
Veterans  Services  program  increased  considerably  during  1954. 
The  report  of  the  Agent,  Mr.  Donald  E.  Becker,  shows  that  15 
cases  were  aided  during  the  year,  including  veterans  of  the 
Spanish  War  and  both  World  Wars.  Amounts  expended  in  in- 
dividual cases  ranged  from  $25  to  $1,065,  for  a  total  of  $4,777.11. 

Practically  all  of  the  expenditures  were  on  a  basis  approv- 
ed by  the  State,  for  which  reimbursement  to  the  extend  of 
50%  will  be  received. 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  on  the 
first  Monday  and  third  Thursday  of  each  month,  are  open  to 
the  public,  and  visitors  are  welcomed,  as  are  comments,  sug- 
gestions or  questions  relative  to  town  affairs.

The  total  amount  re- 
funded to  the  owner  shall  never  exceed  one-half  of 
the  cost  of  extending  the  water  main  and  all  refunds 
shall  cease  at  the  expiration  of  five  years  from  the 
date  that  the  adjusted  bill  is  rendered. 

(b)  The  Water  Commissioners  shall  establish  a  charge  of 
$2.00  per  foot  or  $1.00  each  side  against  all  abutting 
property  owners  along  a  street  or  streets  for  which 
a  water  main  extension  is  requested  by  an  abutting 
property  owner  or  owners  and  that — 

(a)  Such  request  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  be 
signed  by  all  abutting  property  owners  on  the 
street  or  streets  for  which  the  extension  is  re- 
quested. 

(b)  The  charge  shall  not  exceed  fifty-per  cent  (50%) 
of  the  estimated  cost  of  the  installation,  assessed 
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equally  against  each  running  foot  of  property  on 
both  sides  of  said  street  or  streets  and  shall  be 
billed  by  the  Water  Department  to  be  paid  to  the 
Town  Collector,  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  on 
approval  of  the  installation  by  a  Town  Meeting 
and  the  balance  within  three  (3)  years  of  such 
approval  and  the  installation  shall  not  be  started 
until  the  first  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  of 
such  assessment  has  been  paid  by  all  abutting 
property  owners, 
(c)  Such  assessments  shall  not  be  made  against 
abutting  property  owners  where  Water  Main 
Extensions  are  authorized  by  the  Water  Com- 
missioners and  approved  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee as  being  beneficial  to  the  Town  as  a 
whole  and/or  beneficial  to  the  Water  Depart- 
ment from  the  economic  standpoint  of  revenue 
produced. 

And  you  are  hereby  directed  to  serve  this  Warrant  by 
posting  attested  copies  of  the  body  of  the  same  at  each  of  the 
public  meeting  houses  and  at  least  three  other  public  places  in 
said  Town,  seven  days  at  least  before  the  time  of  holding  said 
meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1954 


To  the  Citizens  of  Norton: 

The  ever  increasing  enrollment  in  the  Norton  Schools  has 
continued  during  the  past  year.  The  number  of  pupils  passed 
the  one  thousands  mark  for  the  first  time.  The  future  expan- 
sion of  school  facilities  is  a  pressing  problem.  Immediate 
plans  must  be  made  to  meet  this  situation.  The  completion  of 
the  new  High  School  during  1955  will  be  a  major  event  in 
the  history  of  the  Norton  Schools.  This  building  will  take 
care  of  the  needs  of  grades  7  to  12,  and  will,  for  one  year,  help 
relieve  the  pressure  for  classrooms  in  the  Elementary  School. 
A  long  term  program  must  be  initiated  to  meet  the  Elementary 
School  needs.  The  Norton  School  Committee  wishes  to  keep 
the  Barrowsville  School  and  its  site  as  one  possible  step  in  this 
expansion  program,  but  others  should  be  investigated.  The 
report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  gives  two  pages  of 
enrollment  data,  school  census,  and  birth  records.  This  in- 
formation merits  careful  study  and  will  form  the  basis  of  the 
need  for  expansion. 

Use  of  School  Facilities 

The  School  Committee  feels  that  the  school  buildings 
should  be  centers  for  civic  and  community  functions  as  well  as 
for  educational  purposes.  In  order  that  the  citizens  may  get 
the  greatest  return  for  their  investment  in  school  buildings,  as 
wide  a  use  of  these  facilities  as  is  consistent  with  major  school 
purposes  is  encouraged.  For  this  reason,  applications  for  the 
use  of  the  Auditorium-Gymnasium,  lunchroom,  and  other 
rooms  have  been  accepted  from  many  organizations. 

The  new  High  School  will  furnish  several  additional 
rooms  for  these  purposes.  During  the  past  year,  these  facilities 
have  been  used  three  hundred  one  times  after  school  hours 
by  many  organizations:  sixty-six  times  by  school  organizations 
and  two  hundred  thirty-five  times  by  community  organiza- 
tions. This  is  an  increase  of  25  per  cent  over  that  of  the  pre- 
ceding year.  No  rental  fee  has  been  charged  any  organization 
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for  civic  or  community  use.  The  cost  of  light,  heat,  gas,  and 
general  maintenance  is  paid  out  of  the  school  budget.  The 
only  charge  has  been  the  reimbursement  for  custodial  and 
police  services,  paid  directly  to  those  furnishing  such  services. 
The  community  organizations  using  these  buildings  are:  Nor- 
ton Lions  Club,  Boy  Scouts,  Brownie  Troops,  Norton  District 
Nursing  Association,  Finance  Committee,  Little  League  Direc- 
tors, Norton  Taxpayers  Association,  Norton  Mental  Health 
Committee,  Amvets,  Norton  Singers,  Heart  Association,  Red 
Cross  Committee,  League  of  Women  Voters,  and  the  Norton 
Board  of  Selectmen  (town  meetings). 

Another  worthwhile  use  of  school  facilities  has  been  the 
Norton  Adult  Education  program.  The  chairman  during  the 
past  year  was  Henri  A.  Yelle,  the  Treasurer,  Marguerite  M. 
Mondor,  and  the  Secretary,  Audrey  Wiley.  Certificates  of 
Achievement  were  presented  to  two  hundred  twenty-two  per- 
sons at  the  close  of  this  program.  Classes  were  held  in  the 
following  twelve  subjects:  Painting,  Public  Speaking,  Rug 
Making,  Advanced  Sewing,  Sewing  for  Beginners,  Cooking, 
Square  Dancing,  Flower  Arrangements,  Typewriting,  Tray 
Painting,  Landscaping,  and  Driver  Training. 

Teachers'  Salaries 

The  item  for  teachers'  salaries  is  63  per  cent  of  the  total 
budget.  The  quality  of  the  classroom  teaching  is  the  heart  of 
the  school  system.  The  problem  of  securing  and  holding  the 
highest  qualified  teachers  is  of  utmost  importance  in  the  suc- 
cess of  the  schools.  The  Norton  School  Committee  invited 
four  other  organizations  to  appoint  representatives  to  work 
with  representatives  of  the  School  Committee,  jointly,  in 
studying  this  problem.  Mrs.  Roberta  Eller  of  the  Norton 
League  of  Women  Voters  was  elected  by  the  group  as  their 
chairman  and  Mrs.  Carol  J.  Staples  of  the  Norton  Teachers 
Club  as  secretary.  A  series  of  meetings  were  held  to  study  this 
question.  Between  meetings,  investigations  were  carried  on 
by  members  assigned  to  specific  phases  of  this  topic.  Publica- 
tions of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  and  the 
Massachusetts  Teachers  Federation  and  bulletins  from  several 
individual  towns  were  used  in  this  study.  In  addition  to  the 
salary  schedule,  other  factors  influencing  teachers  in  deciding 
to  accept  a  position  or  to  stay  in  Norton  were  discussed. 
Among  these  were  room  and  boarding  conditions,  attitude  of 
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parents  and  public  towards  teachers  and  the  school.  The 
financial  ability  of  the  town  and  the  competitive  situation  with 
other  towns  in  securing  teachers  were  both  investigated.  The 
financial  recommendation  of  the  Committee  was  presented  to 
the  School  Committee  at  a  joint  meeting.  A  brief  statement  of 
the  range  of  salaries  as  agreed  upon  follows:  The  maximum 
yearly  adjustment  to  move  from  the  present  to  the  new  salary 
schedule  is  $250.00.  The  schedule  is  not  automatic.  Each  step 
in  the  schedule  will  be  on  the  basis  of  merit.  Additional 
regulations  and  supplementary  items  will  be  announced  at  a 
later  date.  The  revised  schedule  is  as  follows:  non-degree 
teachers,  $2,500.00  to  $3,700.00;  teachers  with  bachelor's  de- 
grees, $2,800.00  to  $4,000.00;  with  master's  degrees,  $3,000.00 
to  $4,200.00.  The  School  Committee  feels  that  a  constructive 
forward  step  has  been  made  in  salaries  for  teachers.  The 
members  of  the  Study  Committee  were:

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Finances 

Attention  is  earnestly  called  to  the  two  pages  of  financial 
data  in  regard  to  the  school  budget  which  follows  this  report. 
With  the  opening  of  the  new  High  School  and  its  expanding 
program,  an  increase  in  the  school  budget  is  essential.  The  in- 
crease in  the  school  enrollments  also  affects  school  finances. 
There  will  be  four  new-additional-teachers  in  September: 
three  in  the  High  School  and  one  in  the  Elementary  School. 
The  largest  increase  is  for  teachers'  salaries.  We  feel  that  this 
is  essential  to  maintain  our  staff  in  competition  with  sur- 
rounding towns.  With  the  opening  of  the  new  High  School  in 
September,  1955,  the  Committee  has  voted  to  hire  a  school 
nurse  for  full  time  service.  Also  in  September,  one  new  type 
of  school  activity  will  be  undertaken,  a  class  in  Special  Edu- 
cation. Details  of  this  program  are  outlined  in  the  Superin- 
tendent's report  which  follows.  This  is  a  "must"  item  because 
of  the  new  State  Law  passed  in  1954  making  the  instruction 
in  this  field  mandatory.  The  School  Committee  had  no  option 
but  to  give  the  minimum  participation  as  required  by  law. 
The  usual  request  for  funds  for  the  school  lunch  program  has 
been  eliminated  for  1955.  The  school  lunch  program  is  now  on 
a  self-sustaining  basis.  We  expect  this  excellent  condition  to 
continue  with  the  new  consolidated  school  lunch  program.  We 
wish  to  call  to  your  attention  the  substantial  increase  in  reim- 
bursement in  State  Aid.  This  results  because  of  the  enlarged 
number  of  teachers  and  pupils.  There  is  also  a  substantial  in- 
crease in  reimbursement  for  school  bus  transportation.  The 
estimated  reimbursement  from  the  Commonwealth  in  1955 
is  $72,412.28.  This  is  an  increase  of  nearly  $10,000.00  over  that 
of  1954.  This  will  reduce  substantially  the  increase  in  school 
costs  for  the  coming  school  year.  To  meet  adequately  the 
school  needs,  we  feel  that  this  budget  is  a  minimum  require- 
ment. 

Attendance  Officer 

Police  Officer  Wilbur  P.  Brown  has  been  appointed  School 
Attendance  Officer.  He  investigates  the  reason  for  absence  of 
any  pupil  upon  request  of  the  school  principals.  A  careful 
check  of  conditions  causing  non-school  attendance  is  made. 
Monthly  reports  are  submitted  to  the  School  Committee. 

Conclusion 

The  past  year  has  seen  the  authorization  and  the  start  of 
the  new  Norton  High  School.  We  feel  sure  the  citizens  of  the 
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town  will  be  proud  of  the  new  school  facilities  with  the  en- 
larged school  program  which  will  be  offered  to  the  young  peo- 
ple of  our  community.  The  School  Committee  note  with  ap- 
preciation the  interest  and  faithful  work  of  the  members  of 
the  school  staff.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  has  given 
untiring  leadership  and  whole-hearted  devotion  to  the  many 
problems  involved  in  the  work  with  the  Architect  and  the 
Building  Committee  for  the  new  school  as  well  as  the  main- 
tenance of  the  regular  educational  program.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Norton  School  Committee: 

I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  my  thirty-first  an- 
nual report  and  the  sixty-first  in  the  series  of  reports.  The 
progress  of  the  Norton  Schools  in  the  past  year  is  reported 
under  several  main  headings.  Quotations  or  summaries  from 
reports  which  I  have  received  from  staff  members  are  in- 
cluded in  this  report.  Full  appreciation  of  the  excellent  prog- 
ress made  in  many  lines  of  activities,  as  well  as  the  careful 
consideration  of  current  and  future  problems  involved  in  the 
functioning  and  growth  of  the  Norton  Schools,  is  urged. 

School  Building  Accommodations 

The  authorization  of  the  new  High  School  and  its  actual 
construction,  which  is  underway  at  the  present  time,  is  an  out- 
standing milestone  in  the  history  of  the  Norton  Public  Schools. 
The  support  by  the  citizens  of  the  town  of  this  project  demon- 
strates the  interest  in  the  educational  welfare  of  their  chil- 
dren. It  is  the  expectation  of  the  Norton  School  Building 
Committee,  based  on  all  evidence  available  from  the  architect 
and  the  contractor,  that  the  school  will  be  available  for  use  in 
September,  1955.  School  programs  and  the  financial  budget 
are  both  based  on  this  expectation. 

In  last  year's  report,  I  gave  at  some  length  the  curricu- 
lum data  for  the  new  High  School.  Present  plans  are  under- 
way to  implement  this  as  rapidly  as  possible.  The  Elementary 
School  will  make  use  of  two  classrooms  for  sixth  grade  pupils 
in  the  new  High  School  for  the  school  year  1955-56.  It  is  prob- 
able that  this  space  will  be  needed  for  High  School  use  the  fol- 
lowing September  and  definitely  certain  of  this  need  in  an 
additional  year.  The  Elementary  School  was  built  for  eighteen 
classrooms.  At  the  present  time,  it  is  using  twenty-two  and 
will  use  twenty-two  next  September  as  well  as  the  two  in  the 
High  School.  Four  additional  Elementary  classrooms  must 
be  shortly  found  and  by  1959,  eight  classrooms  for  regular 
Elementary  School  use.  In  addition  to  this,  the  new  demands 
of  Special  Education  will  need  one  room  immediately  and 
two  rooms  in  three  or  four  years.  Therefore,  the  use  of  the

old  High  School  or  the  construction  of  additional  Elementary- 
School  accommodations  must  be  given  careful  and  immediate 
study.  The  following  tables  of  enrollment  data,  census  enroll- 
ments and  birth  records  are  presented  below  so  that  all  may 
study  these  carefully.  The  above  considerations  are  made  with 
taking  this  data  into  consideration  and  interpreting  it  in  the 
light  of  our  past  experience.

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Special  Education 

For  many  years,  Massachusetts  State  laws  required  any 
town  having  ten  pupils,  three  years  mentally  retarded,  to 
have  a  special  class  for  the  instruction  of  such  pupils.  Norton 
has  never  had  such  a  class.  The  Massachusetts  Legislature  on 
May  28,  1954,  passed  a  new  Act,  Chapter  514,  establishing  a 
Division  of  Special  Education  in  the  State.  This  new  Division 
is  in  charge  of  the  enforcement  of  the  new  and  broader  plan 
of  Special  Education.  All  pupils  judged  coming  within  the 
possible  application  of  this  law  shall  be  given  medical  exam- 
inations by  the  family  physician  or  school  physician  and  psy- 
chological examinations  given  by  qualified  examiners  em- 
ployed by  the  public  schools  and  approved  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education  and  the  Department  of  Mental  Health. 
Such  pupils  are  classified  into  three  classifications  as  set  forth 
in  the  law  quoted  below.  One-half  of  the  expense  of  instruc- 
tion, training,  and  support  of  the  children  in  Special  Classes 
will  be  reimbursed  to  the  town  by  the  Commonwealth.  The 
parent  or  guardian  of  any  child  classified  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  may  apply  in  writing  to  the  Department  of  Educa- 
tion for  a  review  of  such  determination.  The  Norton  budget 
has  an  estimate  for  the  start  of  this  program  in  September, 
1955.  The  regulations  from  the  Department  of  Education  and 
the  Department  of  Mental  Health  have  just  been  received. 
These  give  the  procedure  for  the  classification  of  pupils  under 
this  Act  and  the  requirements  for  the  conduct  of  classes  and 
the  preparation  and  training  of  teachers  for  such  work.  The 
following  quotation  from  the  new  law  gives  the  essential  part 
of  this  Act: 

"The  school  committee  of  every  town  shall  annually 
ascertain  under  regulations  prescribed  by  the  department  and 
the  department  of  mental  health,  the  number  of  children  re- 
tarded in  mental  development  in  attendance  upon  its  public 
schools,  or  of  school  age  and  resident  therein.  Such  children 
shall  be  placed  in  the  following  classifications:  (a)  the  edu- 
cable  mentally  retarded;  (b)  the  trainable  mentally  retarded; 
and  (c)  the  custodial  mentally  retarded.  At  the  beginning  of 
each  school  year,  the  committee  of  every  town  where  there 
are  five  or  more  such  children,  as  determined  in  accordance 
with  the  first  sentence  of  this  section,  shall,  and  every  town 
where  there  are  less  than  five  such  children  may,  establish 
special  classes  for  the  instruction  of  the  educable  mentally  re- 
tarded children  and  for  the  instruction  of  the  trainable  men- 
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tally  retarded  children  according  to  their  mental  attainments, 
under  regulations  prescribed  by  the  department." 


Phonics  At  Work 

For  the  past  two  years,  the  Norton  Schools  have  given 
extensive  study  and  special  emphasis  to  the  teaching  of  read- 
ing. This  has  been  done  through  encouraging  teachers  to  take 
extension  courses  in  the  teaching  of  reading,  the  holding  of 
conferences  for  all  teachers  under  the  leadership  of  experts 
in  this  field,  the  attendance  at  regional  meetings,  and  the  use 
of  the  latest  available  professional  books  and  magazines  deal- 
ing with  the  teaching  of  reading  and  the  supervision  of  class- 
room instruction.  There  is  a  popular  concept  that  the  modern 
school  does  not  teach  phonics  in  its  program.  I  am  sure  any- 
one who  has  been  in  contact  with  the  Norton  Schools  will 
realize  that  phonics  do  have  a  place  in  our  school.  The  proper 
use  of  the  phonetic  approach  to  reading  is  set  forth  in  an 
excellent  bulletin  recently  published  by  the  Massachusetts  De- 
partment of  Education  as  a  supplement  to  the  Curriculum 
Guide,  "Phonics  At  Work".  The  teaching  of  phonics  is  only 
one  approach  to  the  mastery  of  reading,  but  it  is  an  important 
one.  This  new  publication  sets  forth  many  principles  to  guide 
the  teacher  in  the  full  use  of  this  aid.  Techniques,  skills  and 
methods  are  outlined  for  the  guidance  of  teachers  in  each 
stage:  reading  readiness,  initial  reading,  rapid  progress  and 
extension  of  efficiency  in  reading,  and  refinement  of  habits, 
skills,  ability  and  appreciations  related  to  reading.  The  fol- 
lowing principles  on  the  teaching  of  phonics  are  based  upon 
the  publication,  "Principles  for  Developing  Independent 
Recognition"  from  the  Forty-Eighth  Yearbook  of  the  National 
Society  for  the  Study  of  Education. 

1.  Readiness  for  the  application  of  phonics  as  a  method 
of  word  attack  requires  well-defined  skills;  the  amount  of 
application  is  determined  by  the  degree  of  readiness. 

2.  Beginning  steps  in  the  teaching  of  reading  emphasize 
through  units,  phrases,  and  words,  so  that  children  acquire 
the  concept  of  reading  as  gaining  ideas.  The  teaching  of 
phonics  should  be  considered  as  one  part  of  the  whole  word 
attack  program,  together  with  the  use  of  context  clues  and 
structural  analysis  skills. 
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3.  Pupils  are  taught  particular  phonetic  and  structural 
elements  only  after  they  have  appeared  several  times  in  their 
reading  vocabulary,  and  when  the  generalization  developed 
will  be  used  extensively  in  increasing  the  reading  vocabulary. 

4.  Sounds  for  letters  and  combinations  of  letters  are 
learned,  practiced,  and  applied  as  recognizable  elements  in  the 
pronunciation  of  entire  words,  not  as  isolated,  explosive 
sounds, 

5.  In  the  application  of  any  or  all  of  the  above  principles, 
flexibility  of  word  attack  is  encouraged,  so  that  the  main 
characteristic  of  the  ability  to  use  phonics  becomes  that  of  the 
selection  of  techniques  suitable  to  the  immediate  reading 
situation. 

Extension  Courses  for  Teachers 

For  the  second  consecutive  year,  the  Norton  Schools  have 
conducted  a  Harvard-Boston  University  Extension  Course  for 
the  inservice  training  of  teachers.  "Human  Relations  in  the 
Classroom"  is  the  topic  of  the  Course  taught  this  year  by  Dr. 
Dugald  S.  Arbuckle  of  Boston  University.  Fifty-eight  teachers 
are  enrolled;  nineteen  from  Norton,  nine  from  Plainville,  ten 
from  Easton  and  the  others  from  surrounding  towns.  This  is  a 
general  course  that  is  valuable  and  helpful  for  teachers  wheth- 
er in  the  primary  school,  grammar  school  or  high  school.  It  is 
designated  to  aid  teachers  in  helping  children  to  become 
emotionally  mature  during  their  school  days.  The  conflicts 
and  problems  of  children  as  they  are  seen  through  the  eyes  of 
the  teacher  and  the  child  are  discussed.  The  emotional  climate 
affects  all  children  for  good  and  for  ill  and  the  teacher  is  a 
vital  element  in  the  creation  of  this  atmosphere.  The  optimum 
learning  cannot  occur  unless  the  classroom  atmosphere  is  con- 
ducive to  learning  and  the  mental  health  of  teachers  is  thus 
of  supreme  importance.  The  course  is  designed  to  help  teach- 
ers understand  better  the  behavior  of  boys  and  girls  and  their 
own  reaction  to  this  behavior.  Day  by  day  experiences  of  the 
teacher  in  the  classroom  are  the  basis  of  study  in  this  course. 
Several  teachers  are  taking  other  professional  courses  at  near- 
by colleges. 

Festival  of  Lights 

On  December  22,  1954,  the  Norton  Schools  put  on  the 
Festival  of  Lights  in  the  Norton  Auditorium.  This  is  the  second 
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year  of  this  program  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  an  outstanding 
annual  event.  The  all-school  orchestra  of  fifteen  members 
opened  the  program.  The  candle  light  processional  was  an 
inspiring  sight.  Several  Christmas  pageants  concluding  with 
the  Nativity  Scene  most  effectively  presented  the  Christmas 
Story.  Mrs.  Jean  Findlater  was  Director  and  Mr.  William  Ma- 
honey,  Assistant  Director.  Every  home  room  in  both  schools 
contributed  at  least  one  member  to  this  Christmas  Festival. 
The  electronic  organ  played  by  Mr.  Robert  Phillips,  Jr.  was  a 
most  effective  aid  in  producing  the  pleasing  effect.  Apprecia- 
tion is  due  to  a  long  list  of  people,  firms  and  organizations 
outside  of  the  school  as  well  as  to  members  of  the  staff  for 
presenting  to  us  most  inspiringly  the  Christmas  Spirit. 

Norton  High  School 

Report  of  Charles  S.  Randall,  Principal:  "In  the  following 
report,  it  is  my  hope  to  point  out  the  effort  of  the  staff  to  pro- 
mote the  scholastic  program  of  the  pupils  by  close  cooperation 
with  the  parents.  The  teachers  are  aware  of  their  responsibili- 
ties toward  the  pupils.  Much  extra  time  is  being  given  during 
the  afternoons.  Teachers  visit  the  homes  at  night  and  con- 
sultations between  teachers  and  parents  are  being  conducted 
at  the  school.  The  principal  and  the  guidance  teacher  have 
visited  homes  and  have  been  rewarded  by  the  return  of  three 
seniors  to  school.  The  Monday  evenings  following  each  report 
card  period  are  open  house  nights.  Many  parents  attend. 
Notices  are  sent  home  frequently  notifying  parents  of  a  pupil's 
neglect  of  school  work. 

Consistent  school  improvement  can  only  be  obtained  by 
retaining  our  teachers.  The  excellent  new  salary  schedule 
should  match  that  of  the  nearby  towns.  Some  changes  are  in- 
evitable. Miss  Ann  T.  Bruno  replaced  Miss  Irene  Kengris,  who 
resigned  from  the  English  department  when  she  married.  Mi*. 
Frederick  Kelley  replaced  Mr.  Joseph  Laronda  in  the  mathe- 
matics department  when  he  left  to  teach  in  a  junior  high 
school  in  Springfield,  Massachusetts.  Miss  Alice  C.  McCabe 
was  hired  as  our  third  English  teacher  to  work  with  grades 
seven  and  eight.  Mr.  Philip  Matthews  was  hired  as  our  second 
mathematics  teacher  to  work  with  grades  seven  and  eight. 
Including  the  principal,  we  now  have  fifteen  teachers. 

For  the  betterment  of  our  school  and  sports,  we  solicit  the 
aid  of  all  parents.  Our  athletes  have  often  left  school  before 
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graduation  usually  because  of  scholastic  reasons.  Parents 
should  require  home  preparations;  if  none  are  evident,  the 
parents  should  visit  or  telephone  the  principal.  We  are  in  the 
Mayflower  League,  and  the  players  must  be  passing  in  three 
subjects  in  order  to  participate  in  the  activities. 

The  principal  has  been  assigned  the  Driver  Education  pro- 
gram. Mr.  Katz  is  taking  care  of  the  Visual  Education  pro- 
gram. Mrs.  Wiswall  is  our  hostess  in  the  lunchroom  with  Mrs. 
Mabel  Roy  acting  as  her  assistant. 

A  chronological  summary  of  the  varied  activities — both 
educational  and  extra  curricular — follows.  I  trust  this  will 
demonstrate  the  interesting  enterprises  carried  out  by  pupils 
and  teachers.

Science  Progrram 

In  the  sciences,  there  has  been  an  ever-increasing  em- 
phasis placed  on  individual  laboratory  work  and  class  demon- 
strations. 

Biology:  The  addition  of  four  new  microscopes  has  been 
of  invaluable  aid.  Other  additions  include:  blood  testing  and 
typing  kit,  complete  cat  skeleton,  and  several  new  microscopic 
slides  and  preserved  specimen.  Human  biology  included  a 
demonstration  of  the  earthworm,  clam,  crayfish,  and  frog,  with 
a  demonstration  by  a  laboratory  technician  from  a  local  hos- 
pital. Important  films  shown  during  the  year  included:  The 
Heart  and  Circulation,  The  Endocrine  Glands,  Heredity,  Re- 
production Among  Mammals.  Two  trips  with  small  groups 
were  made  to  local  spots  where  plant  and  animal  collections 
were  made.  A  class  trip  to  the  Peabody  Museum  in  Cambridge 
is  an  important  event  instituted  during  the  last  two  years. 
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Physics:  More  than  twenty  exercises  were  performed  by 
students  working  in  groups  of  two.  In  this  course  special 
emphasis  is  placed  on  the  use  of  measuring  instruments  includ- 
ing the  Vernier  Caliper,  Micrometer,  and  Burettes.  Identifica- 
tion of  unknown  substances  was  also  required  of  the  students 
by  use  of  Density  determinations  and  determinations  of  co- 
efficients of  linear  expansion.  Other  laboratory  exercises  were 
used. 

General  Science:  Throughout  this  course,  class  demonstra- 
tions were  used  to  illustrate  scientific  principles  and  their 
application  to  practical  situations.  Students  were  required  to 
recall  and  describe  the  experiments  performed  when  making 
statements  on  examinations.  The  following  are  examples  of 
some  items  that  were  demonstrated  and  emphasized;  engines, 
heating  systems,  astronomy  of  the  universe,  machines,  atoms, 
and  the  nature  of  matter.  Notebooks  were  required  throughout 
the  year. 

Chemistry:  This  subject  was  alternated  with  physics. 

Exhibitions:  Two  exhibitions  were  held  during  the  year 
at  which  time  the  public  was  invited  to  view  the  science 
projects  made  by  students.  Laura  Ann  Fallows  received  the 
first  place  award  and  represented  Norton  High  School  at  the 
State  Fair  in  Cambridge. 

Films:  This  year  the  Norton  School  System  is  participat- 
ing in  a  film  exchange  program  with  a  number  of  nearby  high 
schools.  Films  owned  by  a  school  system  are  exchanged  on 
a  monthly  schedule.  In  this  way,  all  the  cooperating  schools 
have  an  opportunity  to  use  a  far  greater  number  of  films  than 
would  otherwise  be  possible.  The  film  range  from  material 
suitable  for  the  primary  grades  to  specialized  topics  in  nature, 
science,  social  studies,  and  various  cultural  topics  for  the 
Junior  and  Senior  High  School  levels.  (Submitted  by  Mr. 
Henry  Katz) 

Household  Arts  Program 

Eighth  grade  girls  are  receiving  two,  instead  of  five 
periods  of  instruction  a  week  because  of  the  double  session. 
A  required  exploratory  course  at  this  age  level  has  been 
most  satisfactory  as  a  stepping  stone  to  more  advanced  work. 
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The  flower  garden  at  the  front  door  of  the  high  school  was 
planted  by  the  home  management  class  of  grade  eleven. 

Mrs.  Charlotie  Harnden  and  Mrs.  Evelyn  Jenks,  Chairman 
of  the  Vocational  Advisory  Board,  have  called  meetings  for 
the  purpose  of  discussing  equipment  and  blueprints  for  the 
Foods  and  Clothing  Laboratories  in  the  new  high  school. 

The  members  of  the  Vocational  Advisory  Board  are  the 
same  as  those  of  last  year.  (Submitted  by  Mrs.  Charlotie 
Harnden) 

Grades  Seven  and  Eight 

Inspite  of  the  difficulties  involved  in  an  afternoon 
session  for  these  two  grades,  I  believe  that  our  program  is 
a  successful  one. 

English,  mathematics,  history,  and  geography  are  taught 
five  times  a  week;  science  twice.  A  double  period  of  House- 
hold Arts  is  given  to  the  eighth  grade  girls,  with  a  single 
period  in  Mechanical  Drawing  and  craft  work  being  offered 
to  the  boys  in  the  same  year.  Music  and  Art  are  enjoyed 
by  the  both  grades.   (Submitted  by  Mr.  Henri  A.  Yelle) 

The  pupils  and  the  faculty  are  grateful  to  the  parents, 
school  committee  and  the  school  superintendent  for  the  fine 
support  shown  during  the  year.  We  trust  that  the  progress 
of  our  school  will  continue  to  grow  when  we  have  entered 
our  new  high  school  building." 


Report  of  William  M.  Mahoney,  Principal 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  as  principal 
of  the  Norton  Elementary  School. 

Our  school  has  now  grown  to  693  students.  If  the  influx 
of  new  pupils  continues  as  it  has  during  the  first  half  of 
the  school  year,  1954-1955,  we  shall  probably  top  the  700  mark 
during  the  current  school  year.  With  this  large  enrollment 
have  come  many  problems  and  many  opportunities.  We 
have  received  from  both  the  parents  and  the  teachers  com- 
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plete  cooperation  in  overcoming  the  problems,  and  likewise 
we  have  worked  together  to  capitalize  on  the  opportunities 
made  available  to  us  by  our  consolidated  organization.  To 
parents  and  teachers  alike,  I  wish  to  express  here  my  appre- 
ciation for  their  unselfish  efforts  in  making  our  school  a 
healthy  and  happy  place  where  boys  and  girls  may  live 
and  learn. 

School  Staff 

Our  school  staff  this  year  had  fewer  changes  than  we 
have  known  for  some  time.  Mrs.  Janet  Waters,  teacher  of 
grade  II,  left  us  to  accept  a  teaching  position  in  Riverside, 
Long  Island;  Miss  Margaret  Smith,  teacher  of  grade  V,  has 
accepted  a  teaching  position  in  Maiden  Massachusetts;  and 
Mr.  Bradford  Gardner,  teacher  of  grade  VI,  is  now  teaching 
in  Fort  Lauderdale,  Florida. 

Mrs.  Katharine  Sacco  has  been  hired  to  teach  grade  II. 
Mrs.  Sacco  is  the  former  Miss  Turschmann  who  taught  with 
us  two  years  ago.  Miss  Barbara  Sanderson  is  a  recent  graduate 
of  Boston  University  and  is  teaching  a  third  grade  this  year. 
Mr.  Fred  Lopes  has  come  to  us  as  a  sixth  grade  teacher 
after  a  year's  experience  in  the  town  of  Somerset,  Massachu- 
setts. Mr.  Lopes  did  his  practice  teaching  in  our  school  two 
years  ago. 

While  we  were  sorry  to  lose  those  staff  members  men- 
tioned above,  we  were  pleased  to  be  able  to  secure  new 
teachers  of  high  quality  and  some  who  were  familiar  with 
our  school  system.  I  am  sure  the  children  of  our  community 
will  benefit  from  the  high  calibre  of  the  entire  teaching  staff 
at  the  Norton  Elementary  School. 

We  also  regretted  having  Mrs.  William  Riley,  our  school 
secretary,  leave  us  for  a  position  elsewhere.  However,  we 
are  pleased  to  have  Mrs.  John  Knapton  in  her  place  at  the 
Norton  Elementary  School  office. 

Curriculum 

The  committee  of  teachers  developing  the  new  science 
curriculum  completed  the  first  stage  of  its  work  early  this 
fall  with  the  development  of  an  outline  of  science  teaching 
in  grades  I  through  XII.    This  committee  has  chosen  for 
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our  use  in  the  elementary  school  the  basic  science  text  book 
series  published  by  Scott-Foresman  and  Company.  This  text, 
along  with  other  materials  to  implement  the  committee's 
recommendations,  is  now  in  the  process  of  being  ordered  and 
will  be  used  before  the  end  of  the  1954-1955  school  year. 
The  work  of  this  committee  insures  a  developmental  program 
of  science  teaching  articulated  from  grade  I  through  grade 
XII.  Much  appreciation  is  due  to  a  group  of  high  school  and 
elementary  school  teachers  who  have  spent  many  hours  in 
preparing  this  course  of  study. 

A  progress  report  on  the  handwriting  method  introduced 
last  fall  is  due.  Reports  of  teachers  indicate  a  considerable 
improvement  in  the  general  handwriting  of  all  the  children 
and  it  is  felt  that  there  has  been  a  very  definite  improvement 
in  grade  I  reading  as  a  whole  since  the  introduction  of  manu- 
script writing  at  this  level.  The  children  who  were  members 
of  last  year's  grade  I  are  now  continuing  with  manuscript 
(print)  writing  in  grade  II.  Next  year  this  same  group  of 
children  will  enter  the  third  grade  and,  during  this  year  at 
school,  will  gradually  change  to  cursive  writing.  They  will 
continue  from  this  point  and  use  both  cursive  and  manuscript 
writing  as  the  occasion  demands. 

Each  year  brings  additional  classrooms  and  shifts  in  our 
class  assignments.  It  is  therefore  necessary  to  furnish  some 
new  books  yearly.  The  standard  texts  which  we  use  in  all 
grades  are  agumented  from  year  to  year  and  in  addition, 
new  supplementary  books  in  reading,  social  studies,  and 
science  have  been  purchased  at  many  grade  levels. 

This  year  every  grade  has  been  given  a  standard  achieve- 
ment test.  In  grade  I,  the  Metropolitan  Achievement  Tests  ar^ 
used  and  in  grades  II  through  VI  the  California  Achievement 
Tests  are  used.  We  have  also  administered  the  Otis  Group 
Intelligence  Tests  in  grades  I,  III,  and  VI  again  this  year. 
Likewise,  the  psychology  department  of  Wheaton  College  has 
cooperated  with  the  school  in  giving  several  individual  Stan- 
ford-Binet  and  WISC  Intelligence  Tests.  As  has  been  true  in 
the  past,  our  children  at  Norton  Elementary  School,  tend  to 
achieve  somewhat  above  the  average  or  normal  score  in  read- 
ing, arithmetic,  and  language  as  indicated  by  the  scores  at- 
tained on  our  standardized  tests.  We  must  remember,  however, 
that  the  true  purpose  of  the  testing  program  is  not  the  total 
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school  picture,  but  rather  how  it  helps  us  to  enable  each  boy 
and  girl  in  our  school  to  work  to  his  complete  capacity.  We 
feel  that  the  present  testing  program  provides  us  with  the 
tools  necessary  to  do  this  and  it  will  be  our  aim  to  bring  out 
the  best  abilities  of  every  child  in  the  school. 

School  Lunchroom 

Our  school  lunchroom  has  maintained  a  high  standard 
again  during  the  past  year.  Under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Helen 
Reynolds  and  with  the  help  of  our  staff  we  served  83,112  hot 
lunches  during  the  school  year,  1953-1954.  During  the  first 
half  of  1954-1955  the  number  of  children  participating  in  the 
hot  lunch  program  has  increased  to  a  daily  average  of  over  500. 
We  have  been  extraordinarily  fortunate  in  being  able  to  main- 
tain the  quality  of  meals  which  is  required  by  our  State  Lunch 
authorities  for  the  price  of  20c,  while  still  remaining  self- 
supporting.  Credit  for  the  success  of  this  program  not  only 
goes  to  the  lunchroom  staff  but  also  to  the  dozens  of  fine 
parents  who  volunteer  services  daily,  the  teachers  who  super- 
vise and  make  the  lunch  period  an  educational  experience, 
and,  finally,  the  children  who  show  their  appreciation  for  the 
program  by  participating  eagerly. 

New  Construction 

Needless  to  say,  the  nearly  700  pairs  of  curious  eyes  in 
our  school  are  following  with  interest  the  progress  of  the  new 
construction  going  on  at  the  rear  of  the  building.  The  teachers 
are  taking  advantage  of  the  various  educational  opportunities 
that  are  offered  as  the  building  goes  up.  All  of  the  six  grades 
are  carrying  out  a  continuous  unit  of  work  in  science  dealing 
with  the  six  basic  machines  and  are  applying  what  they  learn 
to  the  new  experiences  they  are  enjoying  as  our  new  building 
goes  up.  We  would  like  to  express  our  thanks  to  Mr.  John 
Ray,  Clerk  of  the  Works,  and  the  Agostini  Construction  Com- 
pany for  their  fine  cooperation  in  protecting  the  safety  of  the 
children  as  the  new  construction  goes  on. 

The  new  building,  of  course,  depletes  our  playground 
space  sadly  and  this  fact,  along  with  the  double  session  pro- 
gram at  the  high  school,  has  made  it  necessary  that  we  organ- 
ize our  school  this  year  on  a  single  session  basis.  In  other 
words,  the  children  spend  all  their  time  with  their  classroom 
teachers  from  the  beginning  of  school  through  the  lunch  period 
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until  dismissal  time.  While  this  was  done  as  an  expediency 
to  eliminate  large  numbers  from  the  play  area,  it  has  pro- 
duced many  very  desirable  results.  We  have  had  much  closer 
supervision  of  the  children  and  their  eating  habits,  and,  simi- 
larly, have  had  much  better  organization  and  use  of  play- 
ground time.  Although  we  realize  the  transportation  problems 
that  enter  into  the  picture,  it  would  be  most  advantageous 
to  consider  continuance  of  this  "single  session"  system. 

Future  Plans 

With  the  construction  of  the  new  high  school  facilities,  we 
look  forward  to  the  utilization  of  the  classroom  space  planned 
in  this  area  for  at  least  two  rooms.  This  will  enable  the  ele- 
mentary school  to  regain  some  of  the  space  intended  in  the 
original  building  for  special  purposes,  namely,  audio-visual 
facilities  and  activity  room.  Present  plans  seem  to  indicate 
the  desirability  of  converting  the  present  elementary  school 
cafeteria  to  an  audio-visual  and  activity  room  which  would 
provide  the  space  needed  for  showing  of  motion  pictures,  film 
strips,  and  so  forth,  that  have  become  an  integral  part  of  the 
teaching  program.  This  will  also  provide  a  good  sized  meeting 
place  for  community  use,  making  it  unnecessary  to  set  up  our 
large  auditorium  except  for  sizeable  groups.  The  removal  of 
the  present  cafeteria  to  its  new  quarters  will  also  make  avail- 
able space  in  the  kitchen  area  for  classroom  teaching. 

The  new  state  legislation  requiring  communities  such  as 
ours  to  provide  opportunities  for  "Special  Education"  offers  a 
challenge  to  us  and  plans  are  underway  for  integrating  a  class 
of  this  type  into  the  total  school  program  for  the  year  1955- 
1956.  It  is  intended  that  some  of  the  new  space  gained  in  the 
cafeteria  and  kitchen  area  will  provide  the  type  of  facilities 
needed  to  carry  out  this  program. 

We  have  welcomed  the  opportunity  to  work  with  the 
committee  planning  the  new  lunchroom  facilities.  I  am  sure 
the  members  of  our  community  will  be  most  interested  in 
the  up-to-date,  efficient,  and  sanitary  kitchen  arrangement 
that  is  being  provided  in  the  new  school  for  both  elementary 
and  high  school  children.  The  removal  of  the  present  health 
room  to  its  new  quarters  will  provide  badly  needed  storage 
space  and  an  additional  room  for  individual  testing  in  the 
elementary  school. 
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We  are  also  looking  forward  to  the  day  of  completion  of 
the  new  school  in  order  that  our  instrumental  music  program 
can  be  quartered  in  a  permanent  location.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
release  of  the  present  lunchroom  storage  area  will  provide 
suitable  room  for  instrument  storage  and  the  instrumental 
music  classes  that  are  rapidly  growing  in  both  the  elementary 
and  high  schools. 

When  it  was  found  necessary  to  give  up  the  elementary 
school  library  two  years  ago,  it  was  done  with  reluctance.  In 
the  interim,  Mr.  Henri  Yelle,  Town  Librarian,  and  Mrs.  Frank 
Ramseyer  have  been  very  helpful  in  enabling  us  to  provide 
some  library  experience  for  the  sixth  grades  through  bi- 
monthly visits  of  the  children  to  the  Norton  Public  Library. 
However,  we  are  anticipating  with  great  expectation  the 
library  facilities  planned  in  the  new  construction.  The  use  of 
the  new  school  library  will  be  a  very  definite  part  of  our  edu- 
cational plans  in  the  intermediate  grades  in  the  future. 

In  a  like  way  the  industrial  arts  and  domestic  science 
areas  offer  enormous  opportunities  to  the  elementary  school. 
Our  sixth  grades  will  gain  much  valuable  experinece  through 
the  advantages  offered  in  these  two  departments. 

Conclusion 

I  can  visualize  the  many  opportunities,  the  many  experi- 
ences, and  many  problems  that  lie  ahead  as  we  embark  upon 
our  new  educational  organization.  However,  I  can  judge  only 
from  my  experience  in  the  past  with  the  parents,  the  teachers, 
and  the  children  of  Norton  in  predicting  the  success  I  know 
will  be  found  in  the  future  for  our  schools. 

May  I  express  for  the  entire  staff  of  the  Norton  Element- 
ary School  our  gratitude  to  the  School  Committee,  the  Super- 
intendent of  Schools,  and  all  the  citizens  of  Norton  in  helping 
us  to  provide  the  best  educational  program  possible  for  every 
boy  and  every  girl  in  our  community." 

Physical  Education  and  Athletic  Departments 

Report  of  Mr.  Richard  C.  Gleason,  Supervisor:  "The  year 
1954  has  been  a  busy  one  for  the  physical  education  and  ath- 
letic departments.  Activity  has  been  featured  by  physical 
education  classes  for  each  student  in  grades  one  through 
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twelve,  intramural  basketball  and  baseball  programs  for  all 
boys  and  girls  in  grades  five  through  six,  high  school  girls'  bas- 
ketball, baseball  and  cheer  leading  teams,  a  high  school  intra- 
mural bowling  program,  three  high  school  interscholastic 
basketball  teams  and  two  interscholastic  baseball  teams.  The 
elementary  school  intramural  program  provided  activity  for 
over  250  participants,  while  approximately  150  high  and  junior 
high  school  students  took  part  in  the  athletic  and  intramural 
programs  sponsored  for  those  grades. 

This  department  was  unfortunate  enough  to  lose  the  serv- 
ices of  our  hard-working  girls'  coach.  Miss  Grace  Kiernan.  A 
busy  academic  schedule  forced  her  to  withdraw  from  her 
coaching  duties.  However,  we  have  been  fortunate  enough 
to  obtain  the  services  of  Miss  Marilyn  Williams  to  replace  Miss 
Kiernan  and  consequently,  the  excellent  quality  of  our  girls' 
program  has  been  maintained. 

One  of  the  finest  phases  of  our  intramural  program  is  the 
splendid  bowling  program  which  was  originated  and  devel- 
oped by  Mr.  James  Blount  of  our  coaching  staff.  Mr.  Blount, 
who  himself  is  a  bowler  of  championship  caliber,  has  taught 
more  than  two  hundred  youths  to  bowl  during  the  past  two 
years.  Norton  is  one  of  the  very  few  schools  in  the  nation  to 
sponsor  such  a  program  and  we  are  justifiably  proud  of  it. 

As  the  writer  has  mentioned  in  earlier  reports,  the  com- 
pletion of  the  new  high  school  will  be  extremely  influential  to 
the  welfare  of  our  departments.  At  the  present  time,  the  lack 
of  available  time  which  "double  sessions"  have  forced  upon 
us  has  made  it  impossible  for  us  to  conduct  a  complete  pro- 
gram for  grades  seven  and  eight.  At  the  present  time,  we  can- 
not conduct  a  compulsory  physical  education  program  for  these 
pupils,  but  throughout  the  Fall  season,  a  touch  football  league 
was  run  on  a  voluntary  participation  basis  and  during  the 
Winter  season,  the  same  type  of  basketball  program  will  be 
offered.  It  is  hoped  that  upon  completion  of  the  new  school, 
these  pupils  who  are  missing  physical  education  instruction 
will  be  allotted  extra  sessions  of  physical  education  to  com- 
pensate for  this  loss. 

The  "double  session"  system  has  resulted  in  a  definite  loss 
to  our  high  school  athletic  programs  due  to  the  early  closing  of 
daily  school  sessions.  We  have  found  that  most  of  our  eligible 
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athletes  have  jobs  during  the  afternoons  and  early  evenings. 
This  has  forced  us  to  conduct  all  practices  during  the  evening, 
which  is  more  demanding  upon  the  time  and  energies  of  our 
athletes  than  was  afternoon  practice.  In  addition  several  boys 
are  not  allowed  to  arrange  evening  practice  due  to  outside 
jobs,  parental  restrictions,  etc.  In  spite  of  these  handicaps, 
those  who  are  on  the  squad  are  very  enthusiastic  and  the 
morale  is  excellent.  We  of  the  athletic  department  are  eagerly 
looking  forward  to  the  establishment  of  the  proposed  Indus- 
trial Arts  program  that  will  be  originated  when  the  new  school 
is  completed.  For  several  years,  boys  who  were  not  interested 
in  the  academic  phase  of  education  have  left  Norton  for  out- 
of-town  trade  schools,  agricultural  schools,  military  positions, 
jobs,  etc.  Many  of  these  boys  who  have  left  us  would  have 
greatly  increased  the  potency  of  our  athletic  teams.  We  feel 
that  a  great  share  of  these  people  will  remain  with  us  when 
we  have  the  benefit  of  an  Industrial  Arts  program. 

On  one  occasion  it  was  the  writer's  privilege  to  meet  with 
the  Grounds  Committee  of  the  School  Building  Committee. 
Their  study  and  analysis  of  the  needs  of  a  future  outdoor 
athletic  plant  is  very  thorough  and  forward-looking.  It  is 
gratifying  to  know  that  this  group  is  so  keenly  aware  of  the 
future  recreational  needs  of  our  town  and  school. 

In  conclusion,  the  writer  wishes  to  make  mention  of  the 
fine  cooperation  with  this  department  on  the  part  of  the 
superintendent,  school  committee,  principals,  and  school  staff. 
We  are  grateful  to  all  who  have  advised  us,  assisted  us  or 
patronized  us  during  the  past  school  years." 

The  Art  Program 

Report  of  Miss  Louise  B.  Spier,  Art  Supervisor: — "This  is 
my  tenth  annual  report.  During  the  past  decade,  the  schools  of 
Norton  have  shown  growth  in  many  ways — the  pupils  enroll- 
ment has  increased,  the  teaching  staff  has  been  enlarged,  old 
buildings  have  been  replaced  with  a  new  elementary  one,  and 
a  new  high  school  is  now  under  construction.  Being  a  humble 
person,  I  cannot  boastfully  say  that  the  art  program  has  grown, 
too,  but  I  sincerely  hope  it  has. 

The  pupils  continue  to  enjoy  the  variety  of  media  provided 
for  art  expression,  done  creatively  and  under  directed  obser- 
vation to  encourage  more  freedom  of  expression  and  to  develop 
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an  appreciation  for  the  beautiful.  The  International  Art  Ex- 
change Program,  the  American  Humane  Education  Society 
Animal  Poster  Contest,  and  the  making  of  holiday  favors  for 
veterans,  a  part  of  the  American  Junior  Red  Cross  work,  have 
been  continued. 

Last  Spring,  a  member  of  the  junior  class  at  the  high 
school  was  given  the  opportunity,  free  of  charge,  to  attend 
a  series  of  Saturday  afternoon  classes  at  the  School  of  the 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  Boston.  An  introduction  to  various 
types  of  art  work  were  demonstrated  and  explained,  and  then 
pupils  experimented  in  the  different  fields.  Enough  interest 
was  stimulated  so  that  these  classes  were  extended  for  an  addi- 
tional four  or  five  weeks  at  a  nominal  fee.  Our  student  chose 
clay  modeling  and  produced  an  excellent  sculptured  head. 

The  theme  of  the  Eastern  Arts  convention  held  in  New 
York  City,  March  31  through  April  3,  was  Sources  and  Re- 
sources for  Art  Education.  It  not  only  made  one  more  sensitive 
to  potential  resources  for  art  education  in  one's  immediate 
environment,  but  also  gave  one  a  sense  of  responsibility  for 
improving  the  quality  of  such  resources  so  that  the  creative  art 
activity  in  our  classrooms  will  evolve  from  a  greater  depth 
and  breadth  of  experience,  both  social  and  aesthetic. 

In  October,  an  Eastern  Arts  Association  loan  of  color 
slides  on  "Myself"  comprised  of  photographs  and  self-portraits 
in  a  variety  of  media  by  children,  four  to  eighteen  years  of  age, 
from  different  countries  was  shown  from  grade  three  up 
through  high  school.  Inspired  by  these,  our  pupils  made  some 
interesting  self-portraits. 

Arts  appreciation  slides  of  great  works  of  art  have  been 
purchased  with  special  school  funds  made  available  by  Mr. 
Yelle.  Our  pupils  have  seen  a  group  of  Madonna  pictures 
mostly  by  Italian  masters  and  some  by  Flemish  and  Spanish 
artists.  These  color  reproductions  are  unusually  fine. 

The  time  schedule  for  sixth  grades  has  been  cut  ten  min- 
utes this  year  in  order  to  get  in  all  classes  of  the  twenty-two 
rooms  in  the  elementary  school  on  a  two-week  basis.  There 
are  five  high  school  classes.  The  double  session  for  the  7th 
and  8th  grades  has  greatly  increased  the  teaching  schedule  for 
the  art  program. 
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My  sincere  thanks  to  all  who  have  shown  such  a  splendid 
spirit  of  cooperation,  loyalty  and  friendship. 

The  Music  Program 

Report  of  Mr.  Nahum  P.  Gillespie,  Music  Supervisor: 
During  the  past  year,  the  students,  together  with  the  All- 
School  Orchestra,  and  a  few  vocal  students  have  participated 
in  the  various  school  functions.  In  the  month  of  May,  the  An- 
nual Spring  Music  Festival  of  the  Elementary  School  once 
again  performed  to  a  capacity  audience,  and  raised  a  substan- 
tial sum  to  be  directed  into  music  channels. 

The  most  recent  event  was  the  "Festival  of  Lights."  This 
Christmas  production  used  the  combined  efforts  of  the  entire 
school  system  and  resulted  in  a  pageant  both  inspiring  and 
very  beautiful. 

Emphasis  this  year  has  been  on  the  growth  of  the  All- 
School  Orchestra.  Starting  a  year  ago  with  four  members,  we 
now  have  fifteen.  Most  of  these  students  are  studying  with  the 
School  Instructor,  Mr.  Chester  Mason.  Mr.  Mason  has  been  at 
the  school  all  day  on  Wednesdays  teaching  the  various  instru- 
ments. As  soon  as  a  student  passes  certain  requirements,  he  is 
admitted  into  the  Orchestra,  and  in  this  way,  the  Orchestra 
will  continue  to  grow.  When  we  have  enough  brass  instru- 
ments, a  band  will  be  started. 

Under  a  new  item,  I  take  pleasure  in  announcing  that  for 
the  first  time,  Norton  High  School  will  be  represented  at  the 
Massachusetts  Music  Educators  Festival  to  be  held  in  Sym- 
phony Hall,  Boston,  on  the  evening  of  February  25.  There  will 
be  an  All-State  Band,  Chorus,  and  Orchestra  Concert.  From 
our  High  School,  our  first  violinist,  John  Austin,  sophomore, 
auditioned  and  was  elected  to  play  in  the  one  hundred  fifty 
piece  orchestra.  Wilma  Randall,  junior,  was  selected  to  sing  in 
the  chorus  of  four  hundred  voices.  This  should  prove  an  in- 
spiring and  educational  opportunity  for  these  young  musicians. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  the  opening  of  the  new  high 
school  with  more  room  available,  together  with  a  more  gener- 
ous and  specific  allotment  of  time  for  the  advancement  of  all 
music  in  the  schools. 
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School  Health  Proffram 

Report  of  Jerome  A.  McCaffrey,  M.D.,  School  Physician: 
Again  it  is  my  pleasure  to  report  to  you  and  to  the  parents  of 
the  Norton  school  children,  the  strides  toward  better  health 
for  our  school  children. 

We  have  eliminated  diphtheria  in  the  school  child  and 
almost  eliminated  whooping  cough.  We  did  have  a  few  cases 
throughout  Norton  and  its  vicinity,  but  the  incident  of  the  dis- 
ease has  lessened  considerably.  This,  of  course,  is  accom- 
plished by  the  administration  of  D.  P.  T.  inoculation  in  our 
pre-school  clinic,  and  with  the  administration  of  booster  shots 
at  the  various  school  levels,  we  keep  these  diseases  at  a  mini- 
mum. Through  the  efforts  of  our  Physical  Education  Depart- 
ment, we  have  eliminated  the  prevalence  of  flat  feet  in  those 
students  we  found  to  have  flat  feet  last  year.  Posture  classes 
and  calisthenics  have  developed  these  children  into  strong  and 
tall,  healthy  children. 

Of  course,  we  have  the  usual  infectious  diseases:  mumps, 
chicken  pox,  measles  and  German  measles.  However,  the  in- 
cidence of  these  diseases  has  been  low. 

With  the  help  of  the  school  nurse,  Miss  Repucci,  to  whom 
we  owe  a  big  "thank  you,"  the  Pre-school  Clinic  and  the 
physical  examinations  were  completed  early  and  with  her 
help,  the  parents  were  contacted  and  children  referred  to  their 
family  physicians,  and  through  their  family  physicians,  to 
various  specialists  according  to  the  condition  suspected  and  to 
be  corrected. 

We  are  practicing  preventive  medicine  through  the  school 
nurse  and  at  the  class  levels,  through  the  acute  observation  of 
the  teachers. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  teachers  for  their  cooperation,  Mr. 
Gleason  for  his  excellent  Physical  Education  Program,  and 
especially  Miss  Kiernan  who  is  doing  such  a  splendid  job  with 
the  High  School  girls  in  setting  up  Physical  Education  and 
good  posture  classes. 

Miss  Repucci  deserves  a  great  deal  of  credit  and  recogni- 
tion for  the  splendid  work  she  is  doing. 
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The  year  1954  was  a  good  school  year  for  good  health. 
Let's  keep  it  that  way. 

Report  of  Miss  Jennie  Repucci,  R.N.,  B.S.,  Public  Health 
Nurse:  The  following  is  a  recapitulation  of  the  School  Nurse's 
activities  for  the  year  1954. 

Despite  the  present  handicaps  of  double  sessions,  in- 
creased enrollments,  and  lack  of  proper  facilities,  the  regular 
routine  of  the  Norton  School  Nurse's  office  is  running  smooth- 
ly. All  this  was  made  possible  through  the  continued  coopera- 
tion of  all  school  personnel  and  Dr.  Jerome  McCaffrey. 

Thorough  physical  examinations  were  administered  to 
grades  4,  7  and  11.  Parents  were  formally  notified  if  their 
children  had  any  defects.  In  evaluating  this  procedure,  the 
follow-up  revealed  that  many  of  the  parents  accepted  the  pro- 
fessional advice  of  the  school  doctor  and  nurse  and  had  the 
defects  corrected. 

All  school  children  were  given  the  Massachusetts  Vision 
and  Audiometer  tests.  In  questionable  areas  where  there  was 
perpetual  or  auditory  deficiency,  teachers  and  parents  were  so 
notified  for  corrective  measures. 

The  Bristol  County  Mobile  Unit  made  its  annual  visit  to 
Norton  at  which  time  all  new  personnel,  cafeteria  workers, 
bus  drivers  and  children  of  the  tenth  and  twelfth  grades  were 
X-rayed.  The  individuals  will  be  notified  through  the  mail 
and  results  will  be  placed  on  file  at  the  Superintendent's 
office. 

The  semi-annual  heights  and  weights  were  taken  in  June 
and  September.  Results  were  recorded  on  the  Health  Records 
and  Report  Cards. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  here  that  one  hundred  fourteen 
children  were  immunized  at  the  Toxoid  Clinic.  It  is  also  inter- 
esting to  note  that  diptheria  is  still  a  reality  and  can  only 
be  controlled  through  clinics  of  this  type. 

Under  the  expert  guidance  of  Mrs.  Eugene  Guyot  and 
the  cooperative  efforts  of  Dr.  Jerome  McCaffrey,  the  Pre- 
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school  Conference  was  most  successful.  This  conference  is 
held  yearly  to  determine  the  health  status  of  the  child  enter- 
ing school  in  the  Fall.  It  offers  opportunity  for  parents  to 
make  corrective  measure  of  defects  found  at  this  time. 

A  course  in  Home  Nursing  was  given  to  the  vocational 
group  in  the  High  School  and  a  Junior  Nurse  Club  was  spon- 
sored in  the  intermediate  level  in  the  Elementary  School. 
Formal  courses  of  this  type  develop  the  attitude  of  apprecia- 
tion in  the  field  of  health  and  knowledge  in  its  application. 

And  now  with  the  construction  of  a  new  High  School, 
modern  health  quarters  have  been  incorporated  in  the  plans. 
This  will  make  possible  a  bigger  and  better  health  program 
in  education  for  our  youth  of  Norton. 

I  offer  my  sincere  appreciation  for  the  co-operation  which 
was  extended  to  me  by  Mr.  Laurence  G.  Nourse,  by  the  prin- 
cipals, the  teachers,  the  secretaries,  the  janitors,  and  the  par- 
ents on  the  completion  of  my  ten  years  as  director  of  the 
Health  Program  in  the  schools  of  the  Town  of  Norton. 

Closing 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with  the  School  Commit- 
tee and  with  the  School  Building  Committee  in  the  busy  and 
strenuous  past  year.  The  school  staff  throughout  has  worked 
faithfully  in  carrying  out  their  efforts  to  enlarge  the  school 
program  in  the  interests  of  our  young  people.  The  conscien- 
tious work  of  the  School  Committee  and  the  School  Building 
Committee  meeting  their  civic  responsibilities  is,  I  am  sure, 
recognized  by  all  their  fellow  citizens.

The  total  amount  refunded  to  the  owner  shall  never  exceed  one-half 
of  the  cost  of  extending  the  water  main  and  all  refunds  shall  cease  at 
the  expiration  of  five  years  from  the  date  that  the  adjusted  bill  is 
rendered. 

The  Water  Commissioners  shall  establish  a  charge  of  $2.00  per  foot 
or  $1.00  each  side  against  all  abutting  property  owners  along  a  street 
or  streets  for  which  a  water  main  extension  is  requested  by  an  abutting 
property  owner  or  owners  and  that> 

(a)  Such  request  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  be  signed  by  all 
abutting  property  owners  on  the  street  or  streets  for  which  the  exten- 
sion is  requested. 

(b)  The  charge  shall  not  exceed  fifty  per  cent  (50%)  of  the  esti- 
mated cost  of  the  installation,  assessed  equally  against  each  running 
foot  of  property  on  both  sides  of  said  street  or  streets  and  shall  be  billed 
by  the  Water  Department  to  be  paid  to  the  Tov/n  Collector,  twenty-five 
per  cent  (25% )  on  approval  of  the  installation  by  a  Town  Meeting  and 
the  balance  within  three  (3)  years  of  such  approval  and  the  installation 
shall  not  be  started  until  the  first  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%  of  such 
assessment  has  been  paid  by  all  abutting  property  owners. 

(c)  Such  assessments  shall  not  be  made  against  abutting  property 
owners  where  Water  Main  Extensions  are  authorized  by  the  Water 
Commissioners  and  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee  as  being  bene- 
ficial to  the  Town  as  a  whole  and/or  beneficial  to  the  Water  Department 
from  the  economic  standpoint  of  revenue  produced.

WATER  COMMISSIONERS  REPORT  FOR 
1955 

To  The  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Norton: 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  present  the  thirty- 
second  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1955. 

Frederick  Lemaire  became  a  member  of  the  Board  after 
the  Annual  Town  election. 

During  the  year  87  new  services  were  installed,  bringing 
the  total  of  services  to  1372.  There  were  19  meters  installed 
in  business  establishments,  and  there  will  be  more  meters 
installed  this  coming  year.    The  total  amount  of  our  com- 
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mitments  turned  over  to  the  Colector  was  $55,624.97  and  of 
this  amount  $8,642.60  was  charged  to  meters.  Tapping  fee 
receipts  were  $1,590.00  making  the  total  revenue  for  1955 
$57,214.97. 

Three  original  hydrants  have  been  replaced  this  past 
year.  There  are  approximately  20  other  hydrants,  which  are 
nearly  45  years  old,  which  should  be  replaced  in  the  near 
future,  under  a  yearly  program  of  a  few  each  year. 

Emergency  repairs  were  made  on  the  Stand-pipe  and 
Storage  tank  in  March,  by  Chicago  Bridge  and  Iron  Company. 
Additional  funds  will  be  sought  this  year  for  repairs  which 
the  Chicago  Bridge  and  Iron  Co.  deem  necessary  on  the  Tank 
and  Stand-pipe. 

In  the  Spring,  Laine  N.  Y.  Co.  Inc.,  of  Arlington,  Massa- 
chusetts began  work  on  the  new  well,  located  off  Newland 
Street.  When  the  well  was  completed  some  weeks  later,  the 
Enterprise  Building  Co.  of  Cumberland,  Rhode  Island  con- 
structed the  new  Pump  House.  A  gravel  road  leading  to  the 
Pump  House  has  been  built  and  some  landscaping  will  be  done 
this  Spring.  With  the  increase  in  water  services,  this  addi- 
tional supply  of  water  should  meet  the  growing  demand. 

A  new  connecting  main  was  installed  on  Burt  Street  and 
on  East  Main  Street  to  complete  the  circuit  in  that  area,  the 
same  was  done  on  Barrows  and  Reservoir  Streets,  a  total  of 
approximately  3%  miles.  This  work  was  done  by  the  Vickery 
Construction  Co.  of  Attleboro,  Massachusetts.  A  400  foot  ex- 
tension was  laid  on  Perry  Street  as  voted  at  a  Town  Meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  ENGINEERS 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Fire  Engineers  herewith  respectfully  submit  their 
25th  annual  report. 

The  fire  department  responded  to  175  fire  calls  and  169 
ambulance  calls  in  1955. 

Our  greatest  problem  at  this  time  is  to  obtain  sufficient 
firefighters  during  the  daytime,  Monday  through  Friday.  We 
have  partially  solved  this  problem  at  Norton  Center,  where 
with  the  help  of  Mr.  Lawrence  G.  Nourse  and  Mr.  Charles  L. 
Randall,  several  high  school  students  are  allowed  to  answer 
fire  alarms. 

Winnicunnet  is  at  the  present  time  the  most  difficult 
place  to  obtain  firefighters  in  the  daytime.  We  have  a  plan 
whereby  a  man  would  be  paid  to  be  available  at  all  times 
during  the  daytime  hours. 

A  contract  for  the  building  of  a  new  fire  station  on  South 
Worcester  St.,  Chartley,  has  been  awarded  to  William  E. 
Fales. 

May  we  call  your  attention  to  the  danger  of  defective  oil 
burners  to  your  life  and  all  of  your  family.  All  oil  burners 
must  be  approved  by  the  Mass.  Dept.  of  Public  Safety,  and 
installed  by  a  man  with  a  certificate  of  competency  to  install 
oil  burners.  All  electric  wiring  and  controls  installed  by  a 
licensed  electrician. 

A  licensed  man  should  clean  and  make  any  necessary  ad- 
justments and  repairs  at  least  twice  a  year.  Any  leak  or 
change  in  usual  operation  of  burner  repaired  at  once.  Call 
the  Fire  Department  at  once  in  case  of  fire. 

Observance  of  the  above  rules  at  all  times  will  reduce  the 
great  loss  of  life  and  property  caused  by  faulty  oil  burners. 
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The  volunteer  firefighters  are  the  basis  and  strength  of 
our  Fire  Dept.  These  brave  men  have  given  many  years  of 
loyal  service  in  their  dangerous  profession.  We  thank  them 
sincerely. 

Your  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  have  plans  to  keep  the 
Fire  Dept.  ahead  of  the  rapid  growth  of  Norton.  We  will 
recommend  these  plans  when  we  feel  the  time  is  right. 

Our  aim  will  be  an  efficient,  expanding  fire  fighting  or- 
ganization at  the  lowest  cost  consistent  with  real  protection. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  town  officials  and  Town  Depart- 
ments for  their  willing  help  and  co-operation  at  all  times.

BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 
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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 
THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


During  its  first  year  the  elected  Planning  Board  met  every 
Tuesday  evening  to  consider  applications  for  building  permits 
and  to  perform  its  duties  as  a  planning  board. 

During  the  year  the  Board  issued  approximately  122 
building  permits  and  collected  about  $200  in  fees  on  those  per- 
mits issued  after  the  institution  of  the  two-dollar  fee.  All  fees 
collected  were  turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

A  one-year  member  of  the  Board,  Eugene  Guyot,  moved 
from  Norton  in  November,  1955.  The  Board  has  operated  with 
six  members  since  that  time. 

Subdivision  Control 

The  first  planning  task  undertaken  by  the  Planning  Board 
was  that  of  compiling  a  set  of  rules  and  regulations  governing 
the  subdivision  of  land  in  Norton. 

A  subdivision  of  land  is  defined  as  the  division  of  a  tract 
of  land  into  two  or  more  lots  in  such  a  way  that  new  roads 
are  necessary  to  give  each  lot  the  required  frontage  along  a 
road.    In  Norton  the  required  frontage  is  120  feet. 

Under  the  Subdivision  Control  Law,  town  and  city  plan- 
ning boards  are  empowered  to  draw  up  rules  and  regulations 
concerning  the  subdivision  of  land,  and  any  concern  or  person 
who  wishes  to  subdivide  land  for  residential  or  industrial  use 
must  comply  with  the  rules  and  regulations. 

Planning  Board 

The  Rules  and  Regulations  adopted  by  the  Planning 
Board  require,  in  part,  that  the  subdivider  construct  black- 
topped  roads  with  provisions  for  proper  drainage  and  with  all 
necessary  water  mMns.  All  construction  must  be  done  in 
accordance  with  the  specifications  of  the  appropriate  Town 
departments  before  the  approval  of  the  Board  is  granted.

The  Planning  Board  believes  that  it  is  only  fair  for  the 
subdivider  to  bear  the  entire  expense  of  road  construction 
and  of  the  water  mains  and  their  installation.  Before  the 
present  Rules  and  Regulations  became  effective,  the  entire 
cost  of  the  water  installation  and  a  major  part  of  the  cost  of 
road  construction  were  eventually  paid  by  the  Town.  This 
type  of  expense  is  one  that  is  not  planned  for  by  the  Town; 
rather,  it  is  an  expense  that  is  thrust  upon  the  Town  on  top 
of  an  already  heavy  load  of  necessary  expenses.  The  cost  of 
the  roads  and  water  will,  of  course,  eventually  be  passed  on 
by  the  subdivider  to  those  who  purchase  the  lots  and  houses. 
The  Board  feels  that  this  increase  in  the  cost  of  a  house  and 
lot  is  a  bargain  for  the  purchaser.  For  this  small  additional 
cost,  he  is  assured  of  a  paved  road  and  Town  water  with  no 
delay  and  no  inconvenience  on  his  part. 

When  a  road  and  water  main  installation  is  completed 
and  is  approved  by  the  appropriate  Town  departments  and 
the  Planning  Board,  the  Board  will  recommend  that  the  road 
be  laid  out  and  accepted  by  the  Town,  when  an  article  to  this 
effect  is  placed  in  the  warrant  for  a  Town  Meeting. 

The  Rules  and  Regulations,  which  are  now  in  effect,  should 
save  the  townspeople  many  thousands  of  dollars  in  the  future. 

During  the  past  year,  only  one  subdivision  plan  was  filed 
with  the  Planning  Board.  The  plan  did  not  comply  with  the 
Rules  and  Regulations  in  many  instances  and  did  not,  in  part, 
receive  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Health.  The  plan  was 
not  approved  by  the  Planning  Board. 

By-Law  Amendment 

During  the  period  when  the  Subdivision  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations were  being  compiled,  the  Board  members  frequently 
discussed  the  pros  and  cons  of  an  increase  in  the  required  size 
of  a  house  lot  in  Norton.  The  Board  members  were  unanimous 
in  their  opinion  that  the  minimum  lot  size  of  10,000  square 
feet,  in  effect  at  that  time,  was  too  small  and  that  it  should  be 
increased  considerably. 

Probably  the  most  important  argument  for  a  larger  lot  is 
that  during  prolonged  periods  of  rainy  weather,  the  level  of 
the  ground  water  in  many  sections  of  Norton  is  quite  close  to 
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the  surface,  and  since  Norton  has  no  Town  sewage-disposal 
system,  the  saturated  ground  is  likely  to  make  the  home- 
owners' problem  of  sanitary  sewage  disposal  difficult  if  not 
downright  impossible.  This  problem  is  aggravated  when  sever- 
al homes  are  built  close  together.  A  large  house  lot  would  do 
much  to  minimize  the  problem  by  providing  room  for  multiple 
cesspools  or  for  more  extensive  drainage  fields  from  septic 
tanks. 

Another  potent  argument  is  that  in  this  day  of  the  ranch- 
style  house  with  breezeway  and  garage,  a  lot  frontage  of  100 
feet  is  not  enough  to  allow  for  the  building  and  20  feet  for 
each  side  yard.  This  fact  was  evidenced  in  many  of  the  ap- 
plications for  building  permits  that  were  submitted  to  the 
Board. 

A  third  argument,  considered  important  by  many,  is  this: 
In  a  town  with  so  much  vacant  land  as  Norton,  it  seems  foolish 
to  have  houses  jammed  closely  together  in  scattered  develop- 
ments to  the  detriment  of  the  Town. 

The  Planning  Board,  after  much  discussion,  requested  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  insert  an  article  in  the  warrant  for  the 
next  Town  Meeting  to  be  held.  The  article  would  have  the 
townspeople  amend  the  existing  by-laws  by  raising  the  mini- 
mum house-lot  size  to  18,000  square  feet  with  at  least  120 
feet  frontage  and  at  least  150  feet  depth. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  on  this  article,  and  no  opposi- 
tion to  the  amendment  was  recorded.  This  article  was  voted 
by  the  voters  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  July  1,  1955. 

Building  Code 

The  Board  feels  that  a  simple  building  code  would  cover 
95  per  cent  of  the  construction  now  taking  place  in  Norton 
and  would  be  advantageous  to  the  Town. 

Although  most  of  the  homes  at  present  being  constructed 
in  Norton  are  subject  to  the  codes  of  the  Veterans'  Admin- 
istration and  the  F.H.A.,  the  Board  knows  that  some  of  these 
homes  do  not  meet  their  requirements. 
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A  building  code  is  not  only  a  protection  to  the  purchaser 
of  a  dwelling  but  is  some  assurance  that  a  poorly  constructed 
house  does  not  eventually  become  a  tax  liability  to  the  Town. 

Since  most  reputable  builders  in  Norton  and  other  towns 
are  now  using  the  construction  recommended  by  the  Board, 
the  Board  feels  that  the  code  would  be  no  restriction  on  them 
but  would  be  a  deterrent  to  the  shoddy  builder. 

A  code  such  as  the  Board  has  recommended  would  be  of 
assistance  to  those  who  build  their  own  homes  or  additions  to 
their  homes. 

The  simple  code  recommended  by  the  Board  has  been 
submitted  to  the  townspeople  in  an  article  of  the  warrant  for 
the  1956  Annual  Town  Meeting.  Its  adoption  is  highly  recom- 
mended by  the  Board. 

Base  Map 

As  an  aid  to  its  future  work  on  subdivisions,  zoning,  and 
other  work  concerned  with  the  geographical  layout  of  the 
Town,  a  fairly  accurate  large-scale,  up-to-date  map  of  Norton 
is  neded  by  the  Planning  Board.  To  the  best  of  the  Board's 
knowledge,  no  such  map  is  available,  so  the  Board  voted  to 
provide  a  Base  Map  of  the  Town.  To  obtain  the  data  for  the 
construction  of  such  a  map  by  having  the  entire  Town  sur- 
veyed would,  of  course,  be  entirely  too  expensive.  However, 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Commerce  has  developed 
a  method  by  which  an  entirely  adequate  map  can  be  made 
by  photographic  enlargement  of  a  U.  S.  Coast  and  Geodetic 
Survey  Map  of  Norton.  Work  on  the  project,  by  that  method, 
has  been  carried  to  the  stage  where  temporary  prints,  with  a 
scale  of  one  inch  equals  500  feet,  can  be  obtained  by  any  Town 
department  that  desires  one.  It  is  our  intention  to  provide 
eventually  a  good-quality  printed  map  of  the  Town. 

The  Base  Map  should  prove  invaluable  to  the  Planning 
Board  and  other  Town  groups  such  as  the  Board  of  Assessors 
and  the  Highway  Department. 

Roads 

At  the  present  time  Norton  has  twenty-six  miles  of  gravel 
roads,  and  the  rate  of  paving  these  roads  is  erratic.  The  Plan- 
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ning  Board  recommends  that  the  Town  appropriate  funds 
sufficient  to  pave  at  least  one  mile  each  year,  with  the  excep- 
tion that  no  roads  be  paved  before  water  mains  are  laid. 

The  Board  also  recommends  that  two  miles  of  roads  that 
have  not  been  surveyed  be  laid  out  and  accepted  by  the  Town 
until  all  town  roads  are  accepted  and  necessary  land  has  been 
taken  by  the  Town.  The  present  system  of  waiting  until  a 
section  has  been  built  up,  then  surveying  the  street  and  tak- 
ing more  valuable  land  has  proved  very  costly  to  the  Town. 

Water 

At  a  previous  town  meeting  the  Planning  Board  was  re- 
quested to  make  recommendations  as  to  the  order  in  which 
further  extensions  of  water  mains  were  to  be  made. 

In  view  of  the  extensive  research  and  report  recently 
made  by  the  Water  Survey  Committee,  the  Planning  Board 
felt  that  a  study  and  recommendations  for  water  extensions 
were  not  warranted  this  year.  The  Board  agreed  that  the 
recommendations  of  the  Survey  Committee  be  followed  and 
Step  No.  2  (the  installation  of  a  new  storage  tank)  be  com- 
pleted before  any  additional  strain  is  placed  on  our  water 
system. 

The  Planning  Board  feels  its  recommendations  should  be 
confined  to  major  extensions  affecting  the  overall  growth  of 
the  Town  and  would  make  recommendations  in  cooperation 
with  the  Water  Commissioners.  All  smaller  extensions  and 
petitions  for  small  extensions  should  be  a  matter  for  the 
Finance  Committee  and  Water  Commissioners  alone. 

Zoninsr 

The  Planning  Board  is  unanimous  in  recognizing  the  need 
for  zoning  as  a  means  of  giving  direction  to  the  civic  and 
economic  growth  of  our  community.  However,  it  is  our  con- 
sidered opinion  that  complete  zoning  should  not  be  instituted 
until  a  thorough  study  has  been  made,  thus  avoiding  many  of 
the  pitfalls  being  experienced  in  some  other  communities. 
Most  of  their  troubles  were  the  result  of  trying  to  apply  some 
other  community's  solution  to  zoning  to  their  own  problems. 

The  need  for  zoning  is  not  always  understood  or  immedi- 
ately recognized.    It  is  our  aim  to  publicize  via  newspaper 
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and  public  meetings  in  order  to  give  every  citizen  the  oppor- 
tunity to  understand  and  express  his  opinion  before  any  action 
is  put  to  vote. 

Zoning  is  fast  becoming  universally  accepted  out  of  nec- 
essity to  keep  a  community's  growth  from  devouring  itself  in 
a  hopeless  jungle  of  unrelated  buildings. 

Norton  desperately  needs  good  taxable  property  which 
does  not  add  more  expense  to  the  Town  than  it  pays  in  taxes. 
There  are  three  main  sources  of  this  type  of  property. 

Planning  Board 

1.  Industry 

2.  Business 

3.  Homes  costing  $15,000  or  more 

Any  capable  industrialist  would  not  consider  Norton 
unless  he  was  assured  of  room  for  expansion  and  an  area  set 
aside  for  industry  by  zoning.  The  Board  does  not  say  that  in- 
dustry is  good  or  bad  for  Norton;  however,  if  industry  is  desir- 
able, there  must  be  a  place  for  it. 

Business  brings  much  taxable  property  and  many  con- 
veniences to  a  town  but  does  not  make  a  homeowner  happy 
when  established  right  next  door.  Zoning  of  certain  areas 
that  are  logically  suited  to  business  should  be  done  as  soon 
as  possible  so  as  to  protect  the  rest  of  the  Town  from  the  en- 
croachment of  business  establishments  until  the  overall  study 
of  zoning  is  complete. 

Residential  zoning  is  urgently  needed  in  areas  unscarred 
by  any  commercial  development  and  well  suited  to  home 
building.  Norton  has  a  good  percentage  of  low-  and  medium- 
cost  housing  with  reasonable  stability  in  value.  With  the 
protection  of  zoning  the  home-owner  and  the  prospective 
builder  of  a  home  can  be  sure  that  no  type  of  business,  from 
a  hot-dog  stand  to  a  sheet-metal  shop,  will  be  built  next  door 
and  reduce  the  value  of  his  home,  both  in  his  own  living  com- 
fort and  in  resale  value. 
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It  is  a  fact  that  many  families  wishing  to  build  homes 
costing  $20,000  and  more  have  wanted  very  much  to  build  in 
Norton  but  would  not  risk  such  an  investment  in  an  area  not 
zoned  residential.  Therefore,  these  people  are  going  to  other 
communities  with  this  good  taxable  property.  Taxes  were 
never  lowered  by  the  construction  of  low-cost  housing  for 
large  families  to  the  exclusion  of  the  more  expensive  home. 

The  reasoning  behind  the  statements  in  this  report  on 
zoning  will  be  explained  in  detail  at  special  discussion  meet- 
ings. The  Board  especially  invites  anyone  with  real-estate 
development  in  mind  or  anyone  who  feels  that  zoning  would 
affect  them  personally  to  a  great  extent  to  attend  these  meet- 
ings.

SUPERINTENDENT 


After  taking  office  your  Tree  Warden  found  five  major 
tree  problems. 

1.  Now,  and  for  some  years  to  come,  Dutch  Elm  Disease. 

2.  High,  broken  tree  tops  and  limbs  from  hurricane 
"Carol". 

3.  Low  limbs  over  many  Town  streets. 

4.  General  condition  of  all  Town  trees. 

5.  Lack  of  equipment. 

Secondary  problems:  Poison  ivy,  increase  of  Japanese 
beetles  and  mosquitoes,  etc. 

In  the  past  forty  years  this  country  of  ours  has  made 
tremendous  growth.  And  so  with  our  trees.  Old  trees  then 
are  bigger  and  older  now.  Three  hurricanes  have  not  helped. 
Rot  has  set  into  broken  limbs.  Small  trees  then  are  big  now. 
Huge  trucks  and  contractor's  equipment  demand  more  clear- 
ance.   Larger  school  busses  travel  almost  all  our  roads. 

Last  May  your  Tree  Warden  applied  to  the  State  Hurri- 
cane Relief  Board  and  received  $3,000.00  to  remove  broken 
branches.  This  work  was  all  but  done  in  a  three  week  time 
limit. 

Dutch  Elm  Disease: 

First  hit  the  Hudson  River  Valley,  New  York,  about  1929. 
Hit  Berkshire  County,  Mass.,  1941. 
First  in  Norton  about  1947. 
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Up  to  1952  we  had  12  cases.  In  1953,  16  trees.  In  1954, 
40  trees.  In  1955,  31  trees  to  be  done  this  coming  season,  plus 
8  private  1/2  trees  overhanging  Town  roads,  being  Town  re- 
sponsibility. 

Private  D.E.D.  cases  right  now,  about  300. 

State  road  D.E.D.,  19. 

Total  Norton  Dutch  Elm  Disease,  358  trees. 
Total  public  elms,  700  trees. 
Private  elms,  1,735  trees.  . 
Wheaton  College,  about  500  elms. 
State  road  elms,  169  trees. 

Total  number  of  elm  trees  in  the  Town  of  Norton,  3,104 
trees. 

Dutch  Elm  Disease  nearly  doubles  itself  yearly  in  Towns 
with  no  control  measures. 

Incidence  of  disease  in  Towns  with  control  (spray  and 
take-downs)  on  public  trees  only,  about  10%  per  year. 

Incidence  in  Towns  controlling  both  public  and  private 
trees,  about  1%  per  year. 

Your  Moth  Superintendent  feels  that  Norton  can  achieve, 
in  two  years,  an  incidence  rate  of  about      of  1%  per  year. 

Alec  Rich  and  Leroy  Rogers  have  been  appointed  Deputy 
Tree  Wardens.  These  men  function  as  a  Tree  Committee,  ad- 
vising and  working  on  all  tree  problems  with  the  Tree  Warden 
and  Moth  Superintendent.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN  FOR  1955 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  submits  the  following  report  for 
the  year  1955: 

POLICE  DEPARTlVrENT 

The  report  of  the  Chief  of  Police  shows  the  following 
statistics  for  the  year  1955  as  compared  with  1954:

Complaints  investigated       1057  1080 


Convictions  were  secured  in  all  cases  in  which  arrests 
were  made.  During  the  year  one  or  more  members  of  the 
Department  appeared  in  court  on  156  different  days. 

One  motor  vehicle  fatality  occur ed  in  the  Town  in  1955, 
the  first  since  1953. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  condition  of  the  cruiser  was 
such  that  extensive  repairs  would  have  been  necessary  to 
maintain  it  in  proper  condition  for  continued  operation.  Pur- 
chase of  a  new  vehicle  was  authorized  by  a  special  town 
meeting,  and,  after  receipt  of  competitive  bids,  a  Ford  Inter- 
ceptor model  was  ordered. 

Headquarters  have  been  provided  in  the  Town  Hall  for 
the  Police  Department,  and  a  two-way  radio  donated  by  the 
Lion's  Club,  has  been  installed  there.  Sergeant  Brown  has 
built  and  equipped  a  room  in  the  basement  for  photography 
and  fingerprint  identification  work. 

It  is  felt  that  the  size  of  the  Town  and  the  demands  made 
on  the  Department  require  immediate  availability  of  an  officer 
at  all  times.    Consequently,  provision  has  been  made  in  the 
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1956  budget  for  an  additional  full  time  patrolman,  who  will 
be  on  duty  from  about  midnight  to  8:00  A.  M. 

BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

As  authorized  by  the  1955  Town  meeting,  bids  for  garbage 
collection  were  solicited,  and  a  contract  for  this  service  was 
entered  into  with  Mr.  Antonio  Oliveira  of  Taunton,  effective 
April  1,  1955.  The  contract  provides  that  collection  is  to  be 
made  twice  weekly  during  the  months  of  July  and  August, 
and  weekly  during  the  balance  of  the  year.  Any  resident  of 
the  Town  desiring  this  service  may  call  Mr.  Oliveira  at  Taun- 
ton 4-7738,  or  may  notify  Selectman  Scott,  who  will  pass  the 
request  along  to  the  collector. 

It  was  felt  advisable  to  delay  opening  of  the  schools,  in 
common  with  many  other  municipalities  in  the  state,  because 
of  the  polio  epidemic.  This  situation  also  created  problems 
for  the  Board  in  connection  with  public  functions  which  were 
scheduled  at  that  time.  Regulations  are  being  developed  to 
cover  such  situations  in  the  future. 

The  Board  has  held  discussions  with  representatives  of 
aerial  spraying  organizations  relative  to  mosquito  control.  As 
a  result,  it  was  felt  that  the  Town  should  have  an  opportunity 
to  consider  this  method,  and  an  article  relative  thereto  has 
been  placed  in  the  warrant  for  the  annual  Town  Meeting. 

VETERANS'  SERVICES 

The  report  of  the  Veterans'  Agent,  Mr.  Donald  E.  Becker, 
states  that  assistance  to  veterans  and  their  dependents  under 
the  Veterans'  Benefits  program  increased  in  amount  in  1955 
due  to  heavy  expenses  for  hospitalization. 

Sixteen  cases  were  aided  during  1955,  including  veterans 
of  the  Spanish-American  War,  both  World  Wars,  and  the 
Korean  Emergency.  Amounts  expended  in  individual  cases 
ranged  from  $20.00  to  $1,205.00.  In  addition,  a  number  of 
applications  in  cases  which  were  not  eligible  for  Town  assist- 
ance were  processed  and  referred  to  the  State  authorities. 

Practically  all  of  the  expenditures  were  on  a  basis  ap- 
proved by  the  State,  for  which  reimbursement  to  the  extent 
of  50%  will  be  received.

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  the  Director  of  Veterans' 
Services  assist  veterans  in  completing  various  applications 
and  forms,  including  those  relating  to  real  estate  tax  abate- 
ments, National  Service  Life  Insurance,  claims  for  service 
connected  disability  compensation,  hospital,  out-patient  and 
dental  treatment,  and  death  allowances,  among  others. 

TOWN  HALL 

Remodeling  of  the  Town  Hall  progressed  substantially 
during  the  year.  As  previously  noted,  the  cost  of  this  project 
was  higher  than  originally  estimated  due  to  the  necessity  of 
making  revisions  in  the  vault  specifications  to  conform  to 
State  requirements. 

Office  space  is  being  made  available  for  the  Town  Clerk, 
Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector,  Assessors,  Welfare  Department 
and  Police  Department.  The  Selectmen  will  occupy  the  up- 
stairs office  previously  used  by  the  Town  Clerk.  The  base- 
ment will  be  used  as  a  polling  place,  and  headquarters  for 
Civilian  Defense  will  also  be  located  there. 

Provision  has  been  made  for  future  expansion  by  use 
of  the  second  floor  above  the  main  portion  of  the  Hall. 

It  is  expected  that  the  various  departments  will  soon  be 
established  in  their  new  offices,  upon  completion  of  interior 
painting. 

The  Selectmen  desire  to  express  their  appreciation  to  Mr. 
Leonard  Henrich  for  his  services  in  preparation  of  plans,  and 
for  his  counsel  at  various  stages  of  the  project,  and  also  to 
Mr.  Alton  H.  Foster  for  assistance  in  drafting  specifications 
for  the  electrical  work.  These  services  were  rendered  without 
compensation. 

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  past  year  the  Highway  Department  was  en- 
gaged primarily  in  maintenance  work.  Chapter  81  funds,  con- 
sisting of  $5,900  appropriated  by  the  Town  and  $16,225  con- 
tributed by  the  State,  or  a  total  of  $22,125,  were  used  mainly 
for  this  purpose,  as  was  $2,400  made  available  under  Chapter 
90  for  maintenance,  of  which  the  Town  contributed  one-third. 
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Additional  Town  appropriations  of  $8000  enabled  the  De- 
partment to  reconstruct  and  hard  surface  1500  feet  of  Free- 
man Street  at  a  cost  of  about  $6000,  and  to  surface  about  2000 
feet  of  East  Hodges  Street  at  a  cost  of  $2000.  The  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  latter  street  was  done  in  1954.  It  is  esimated  that 
additional  drainage  work  costing  about  $1200  will  be  required 
in  connection  with  the  above  portion  of  Freeman  Street. 

Under  a  special  appropriation,  Peter  Street  was  black- 
topped  at  a  cost  of  $3000. 

A  new  bridge  on  Reservoir  Avenue  has  been  constructed 
under  a  Chapter  90  project,  the  Town  bearing  25%  of  the  cost. 
The  work  has  been  done  on  contract  under  State  supervision, 
and  did  not  involve  participation  by  the  Town  Highway  De- 
partment. 

As  pointed  out  in  last  year's  report,  the  tremendously 
increased  use  of  the  roads  in  recent  years,  especially  by  heavy 
trucks,  has  caused  accelerated  deterioration  in  their  condition, 
and  has  m.ade  proper  maintenance  considerbly  more  costly. 
For  the  same  reasons,  bridges  are  rapidly  wearing  out,  and  it 
appears  that  several  of  them  will  have  to  be  replaced  within 
a  few  years.  The  need  for  sidewalks  in  many  areas  is  becom- 
ing more  apparent,  because  of  heavier  traffic  and  a  greater 
number  of  children.  New  drainage  problems  are  constantly 
arising.  The  Board  has  been  faced  with  the  problem  of  recon- 
ciling these  conditions  witli  the  financial  capabilities  of  the 
Town.  In  its  highway  budget  for  1956  it  has  attempted  to 
provide  for  adequate  maintenance  of  the  roads,  and,  in  addi- 
tion, for  improvements  to  the  extent  which  was  considered 
feasible  from  a  financial  point  of  view. 

A  recommendation  of  $5000  for  construction  of  approxi- 
mately one  mile  of  sidewalk  on  Mansfield  Avenue  has  been 
made.  This  amount  represents  only  a  minor  portion  of  the 
cost  of  the  project.  A  representative  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  has  indicated  that  the  State  will  assume  all 
additional  costs,  which  are  estimated  at  about  $35,000.  The 
Board  feels  that  construction  of  the  sidev/alk  on  this  very 
favorable  basis  is  justified,  in  view  of  the  present  dangerous 
conditions  on  that  highway. 

The  State  Department  of  Public  Works  has  allocated  $10,- 
000,  and  Bristol  County  $5,000,  toward  reconstruction  and 
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hard-surfacing  of  a  portion  of  Newland  Street,  contingent  on 
appropriation  of  $5000  by  the  Town  for  this  purpose.  The 
Board  feels  that  participation  in  the  Chapter  90  program  is  in 
the  best  interests  of  the  Town,  since  we  are  thereby,  in  effect, 
receiving  a  75%  discount  on  roads  constructed  in  this  manner. 

It  should  be  recognized,  however,  that  Chapter  90  assist- 
ance is  restricted  to  certain  roads  which  connect  with  adjacent 
cities  or  towns,  and  consequently  that  improvements  to  other 
roads  must  be  undertaken  at  Town  expense.  The  Board  has 
requested  an  appropriation  of  $10,000,  over  and  above  the 
regular  Chapter  81  appropriation  for  maintenance  and  im- 
provement of  Town  roads.  It  is  believed  that,  if  this  appro- 
priation is  granted,  a  substantial  portion  of  it  will  be  avail- 
able for  improvements. 

The  desirability  of  hard-surfacing  all  Towns  roads  is  ap- 
parent. At  current  costs  of  about  $25,000  per  mile,  however,  it 
is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  construction  of  even  as  little 
as  one  mile  per  year  at  Town  expense  as  a  regular  program 
cannot  be  recommended  from  a  financial  point  of  view,  par- 
ticularly when  the  potential  needs  for  bridges,  sidewalks  and 
drainage  are  taken  into  account.  The  Board  feels  that  use  of 
Chapter  90  funds  when  they  become  available,  and  additional 
annual  Town  appropriations  for  ineligible  roads,  together  rep- 
resent the  most  practical  way  of  attacking  the  problem,  and 
believes  that  the  1956  budget  represents  a  minimum  basis 
under  which  progress  can  be  made.

8.  Rafters  must  be  2"  x  6"  x  16"  cc  or  in  case  where 
trussed  roofs  are  called  for,  a  minimum  of  2"  x  4" 
16"  cc. 

9.  Bearing  partitions  should  be  2"  x  4". 

10.  Roof  should  be  Asphalt  shingles  or  any  non-com- 
bustible material  approved  by  Board  of  Underwrit- 
ers. 

11.  In  case  of  a  breezeway  and  garage  attached  to  a 
dwelling  the  ceiling  and  the  inside  wall  of  the  garage 
nearest  the  dwelling  should  have  a  non-combustible 
material  for  fire  protection.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1955 


To  the  Citizens  of  Norton: 

A  new  High  School  building  was  opened  in  September 
after  much  planning  and  work  by  the  School  Building  Com- 
mittee. This  addition  of  a  greatly  needed  facility  to  the 
school  system  was  accompanied  by  an  increase  in  the  teach- 
ing staff,  and  it  was  thus  possible  to  offer  a  more  complete 
and  well  rounded  curriculum  to  the  students  of  the  school. 
However,  as  pointed  out  in  the  accompanying  report  of  the 
Superintendent,  there  is  already  evident  a  growing  shortage 
of  classroom  space.  Next  year,  the  old  High  School  building 
must  be  reopened  for  the  use  of  Elementary  School  classes. 
Within  a  very  few  years,  this  old  building  will  become  over- 
crowded and  the  need  of  planning  further  construction  has 
become  an  urgent  necessity. 

While  the  facilities  of  the  school  system  have  increased 
materially  during  the  past  years^  expenses  and  costs  have 
been  kept  to  a  minimum.  Net  expenditures  per  pupil  from 
local  taxation  during  1955,  as  shown  in  the  accompanying 
tables,  were  57%  of  that  of  the  state  average  and  considerably 
lower  than  any  of  the  dozen  nearby  cities  and  towns. 

The  growth  of  the  school  system  has  increasingly  de- 
manded the  services  of  a  full  time  Superintendent.  In  this 
connection,  the  School  Committee  has  voted  to  dissolve  its 
union  with  Plainville  and  to  engage  the  present  Union  Super- 
intendent, Mr.  Laurence  G.  Nourse,  as  Superintendent  of  the 
Norton  Public  Schools. 

The  Plainville  School  Committee  has  concurred  in  this 
vote  and  the  matter  at  present  (January,  1956)  is  pending 
approval  by  the  State  Department  of  Education. 

The  passing  in  November  of  Mrs.  Margret  Mahoney  was 
a  severe  loss  which  has  been  deeply  felt  by  all  members  of 
the  School  Department. 
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The  Committee  wishes  to  extend  its  sincere  appreciation 
to  the  Superintendent  and  members  of  the  school  staff  for 
the  faithfulness  and  devotion  they  have  shown  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Norton  School  Committee: 

I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  my  thirty-second 
annual  report  and  the  sixty-second  in  the  series  of  reports. 
The  past  year  has  been  an  outstanding  one  in  the  history  of 
the  Norton  Schools.  The  opening  of  the  new  Norton  High 
School  marked  an  outstanding,  forward  step  in  providing 
better  education  for  the  young  people  of  Norton.  The  present 
status  of  several  activities  in  the  Norton  Schools  will  be  out- 
lined and  the  future  needs  presented. 

Survey  of  the  Status  of  Education 

In  order  to  set  forth  the  local  status  of  education,  it  would 
be  well  to  set  forth,  for  background  for  this  picture,  the  na- 
tional status.  Recently  the  Ford  Foundation  announced  the 
biggest  gift  from  a  private  source  ever  made  for  the  support 
of  education.  At  approximately  the  same  time,  the  Founda- 
tion published  a  bulletin  "Teachers  for  Tomorrow."  From 
this  bulletin  and  from  recent  bulletins  by  the  United  States 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  National  School  Boards  Associ- 
ation, and  the  National  Association  of  Manufacturers,  I  quote 
below  very^  very  briefly  a  few  statements  to  set  the  back- 
ground for  the  Norton  data. 

How  Important  Is  Education? 

"The  good  Education  of  Youth  has  been  esteemed  by  wise 
Men  in  all  Ages,  as  the  surest  Foundation  of  the  Happiness 
both  of  private  Families  and  of  Commonwealths."  —  Benja- 
min Franklin. 

"The  teachers  of  this  country,  one  may  say,  have  its  fu- 
ture in  their  hands."  —  William  James. 

"The  future  growth  of  America,  of  our  economy  and  of 
our  security,  is  directly  dependent  upon  our  ability  to  con- 
tinue to  increase  the  level  of  education  in  the  United  States." 
— Charles  E.  Wilson. 

School  Enrollments 

The  rise  in  births  has  already  caused  an  acute  overcrowd- 
ing of  our  Elementary  schools.    By  1960,  Elementary  enroll- 
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ments  will  be  68%  above  1946  and  28%  above  1954.  By  1969, 
the  children  already  born  will  push  secondary  school  enroll- 
ments to  more  than  70%  above  the  1954  level.  Another  esti- 
mate —  by  1960,  the  Elementary  enrollments  will  increase 
47%  over  1950  and  the  High  School  enrollments  by  52%o.  The 
Massachusetts  estimate  is  that  by  1960,  the  High  School  popu- 
lation will  increase  32%  over  1954.  The  Elementary  increase 
for  Massachusetts  is  estimated  as  16%. 


The  rise  in  enrollments  confronts  American  schools  with 
a  staggering  problem  of  finding  enough  good  teachers.  The 
total  teaching  force  must  expand  more  in  the  next  ten  years 
than  in  the  past  thirty-five.  There  are  three  main  sources 
for  teachers  for  tomorrow:  (1)  The  teachers  we  now  have; 
(2)  Young  people  coming  up  through  school  and  college;  (3) 
College-educated  adults  in  the  community.  There  are  three 
essential  conditions  for  attracting  and  holding  able  people: 
(1)  The  prestige  and  status  of  teaching.  This  must  be  com- 
parable to  other  professions  in  the  eyes  of  the  community, 
the  teachers  themselves,  and  the  able  young  people  who  are 
choosing  careers.  (2)  The  salary  structure.  This  must  be 
high  enough  and  flexible  enough  to  compete  effectively  with 
other  fields  bidding  for  quality  m.anpower.  (3)  The  teacher's 
job.  This  must  be  so  defined  and  organized  as  to  challenge 
and  utilize  effectively  the  interest  and  ability  of  talented 
people. 


The  weakness  of  the  typical  salary  schedule  in  teaching 
is  not  simply  that  it  is  in  general  too  low,  but  that  it  is  too 
rigid,  too  unrelated  to  ability  and  performance,  and  too  prone 
to  treat  all  teachers  and  all  teaching  assignments  as  if  they 
were  essentially  identical.  Average  annual  earnings  in  various 
occupations  in  1953  are  listed  below:

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Norton  Teacher  Salary  Schedule 

In  the  school  report  for  1954,  an  extensive  report  was 
made  of  the  work  of  the  Norton  Salary  Study  Committee 
with  representatives  from  five  groups  most  concerned  with 
this  problem.  A  start  was  made  at  that  time.  The  School 
Committee  has  continued  that  salary  plan,  revising  the  sched- 
ule to  attempt  to  meet  better  the  competition  for  teachers. 
The  new  salary  schedule  goes  for  non-degree  teachers  from 
$2800.00  to  $4200.00;  those  with  bachelors  degrees  from 
$3100.00  to  $4500.00;  those  with  masters  degrees  from  $3300.00 
to  $4700.00.  The  steps  on  this  schedule  are  $150.00  each.  Last 
year  there  were  fifteen  changes  and  six  additional  teachers 
hired,  making  a  total  staff  of  forty-seven.  While  this  salary 
change  will  not  make  Norton  outstanding  in  its  ability  to  at- 
tract teachers,  it  will  place  it  in  a  much  more  favorable  po- 
sition than  in  the  past.

A  brief  summary  of  the  comparison  of  the  preceding 
Norton  enrollment  data  and  the  National  Survey  of  the  Status 
of  Education  is  needed. 

Elementary  School 

The  above  data  shows  an  increase  of  68%  in  enrollment 
for  1960  over  1946  on  the  National  data.  A  similar  figure  for 
Norton  is  140%.  In  the  Massachusetts  survey,  the  average  in- 
crease for  1960  over  1954  is  16%  while  in  Norton,  it  is  24%. 

High  School 

The  increase  in  1960  over  1954  in  the  Massachusetts  data 
is  32%.    In  Norton  for  a  similar  period,  the  increase  is  93%. 

Increase  in  Number  of  Classrooms 

In  1960,  to  accommodate  the  estimated  population,  thirty- 
one  classrooms  will  be  needed  with  the  accepted  standard 
practice  of  twenty-seven  pupils  per  room.    There  are  eight- 
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een  regular  classrooms  in  the  new  Norton  Elementary  School. 
Thus  there  will  be  required  thirteen  more  classrooms  to  house 
Elementary  pupils.  At  that  time,  five  classrooms  from  the 
Elementary  School  will  have  to  be  given  over  to  the  High 
School  as  classrooms  to  accommodate  their  enrollment.  Thus 
tlie  total  number  of  needed  additional  Elementary  classrooms 
in  1960  will  be  eighteen  rooms.  How  this  need  will  be  met 
is  a  major  school  problem.  I  urge  the  School  Committee  to 
present  this  data  to  the  Town  of  Norton  for  urgent  and  early 
consideration. 

Appointment  of  Chief  Custodian 

With  the  opening  of  the  new  High  School,  a  revision  of 
the  custodial  care  of  buildings  was  appropriately  made.  Two 
custodians  are,  in  general  responsible  for  the  care  of  the 
Elementary  School  and  Gymnasium  and  two  custodians  for 
the  High  School  and  Cafeteria.  Custodial  care  is  given  the 
buildings  from  6:30  a.  m.  to  11:30  p.  m.  When  public  func- 
tions take  place  in  the  Auditorium-Gymnasium  or  Cafeteria, 
special  custodial  service  is  furnished  at  the  expense  of  persons 
using  these  areas.  The  appointment  of  a  Chief  Custodian  to 
coordinate  and  supervise  this  work  was  started  with  the  open- 
ing of  the  new  plant.  This  position  also  includes  the  general 
care  of  maintenance  of  buldings  and  grounds.  The  Norton 
schools  are  now  modern  buildings,  representing  a  very  large 
financial  investment.  Constant  and  careful  supervision  of  the 
school  plant  is  essential.  The  appointment  of  Mr.  Harold  S. 
Woodward  has  been  a  most  excellent  selection. 

School  Bus  Transportation 

The  transportation  of  Norton  School  pupils  is  a  major 
item  in  the  annual  school  budget.  Transportation  is  always 
a  problem  with  consolidated  schools  and  with  the  unusually 
large  mileage  of  town  roads,  it  is  a  special  problem  in  Norton. 
There  are  five  school  buses  in  the  Norton  system.  Four  make 
one  trip  to  the  High  School  and  one  makes  two  trips.  All 
five  buses  make  two  trips  each  to  the  Elementary  School.  The 
same  number  is  repeated  following  the  afternoon  sessions. 
This  system  requires  that  approximately  one-half  of  the  pupils 
are  brought  to  school  for  a  long  period  before  the  opening  of 
schools  while  the  second  trip  is  being  made  and  likewise  ap- 
proximately one-half  of  the  pupils  wait  at  the  close  of  school 
for  the  second  bus  trips.   This  has  inherent  problems  both  for 
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the  school  and  for  the  home.  The  ideal  situation  would  be 
to  have  buses  enough  to  have  only  one  trip  for  each  of  the 
schools,  High  and  Elementary.  The  school  budget  for  1956 
has  an  estimated  allowance  for  two  additional  buses.  These 
will  materially  cut  down  the  waiting  time  both  morning  and 
afternoon  and  also  take  care  of  the  anticipated  additional 
enrollment. 

Dedication  of  the  New  High  School 

The  Dedication  of  the  new  Norton  High  School  took  place 
on  October  16,  1955,  in  the  school  auditorium.  Mr.  Irvin  J. 
Fuller,  Chairman  of  the  Norton  School  Building  Committee, 
was  presiding  officer.  The  Honorable  Joseph  W.  Martin,  Jr., 
Minority  Leader  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  brought  greetings  to  the  Town.  The  Dedication 
address  was  made  by  Dr.  John  J.  Desmond,  Jr.,  Massachusetts 
Commissioner  of  Education.  The  full  program  is  attached 
to  the  statistics  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

Workshop  in  the  Langruagre  Arts 

For  the  in-service  training  of  teachers,  a  Harvard-Boston 
University  Extension  Course  running  through  the  school  year 
1955-56  was  organized.  Dr.  B.  Alice  Crossley  of  Boston 
University  was  secured  to  carry  on  this  program.  Dr.  Crossley 
had  two  years  ago  brought  much  technical  help  and  inspiration 
to  the  teachers  who  took  the  course  in  "The  Teaching  of 
Reading."  Therefore,  we  felt  fortunate  in  securing  her  for 
organizing  the  Workshop  in  the  Language  Arts. 

The  main  object  is  to  build  a  curriculum  in  this  field 
for  the  Norton  Schools  by  the  Norton  teachers,  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Crossley.  This  program  is  being  shared 
cooperatively  with  the  teachers  of  Mansfield  and  Plainville 
who  have  a  similar  objective  for  their  schools. 

A  curriculum  for  the  Elementary  Grades  will  be  built 
covering  the  following  topics: 

1.  Oral  Language 

2.  Written  Language 

3.  Handwriting 

4.  Spelling 

5.  Literature 

6.  Choral  Speaking 
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Emphasis  will  be  placed  on  grammar,  punctuation,  capi- 
talization, and  usage  in  all  written  work.  The  importance  of 
conversation  and  discussion  in  the  oral  program  will  be 
stressed.  There  will  be  correlation  of  the  Language  Arts 
with  other  activities  and  school  projects.  A  most  practical 
program  of  direct  benefit  to  the  teachers  and  to  the  school 
system  is  planned. 

The  following  teachers  from  Norton  are  enrolled  in  the 
class: 


Report  of  Charles  S.  Randall,  Principal: — "Norton  High 
School  began  its  fiftieth  anniversary  in  a  new  building.  From 
about  twenty  pupils  in  1906,  there  was  an  increase  of  pupils 
to  four  hundred  two  in  1955.  There  was  also  an  increase  in 
teachers  from  three  in  1906  to  twenty-two  in  1955.  The 
increased  school  population  will  demand  a  larger  faculty  and 
a  request  has  been  made  for  four  new  teachers.  The  student 
body  may  reach  five  hundred  pupils. 

The  improvements  in  the  physical  and  educational  aspects 
are  numerous.  For  the  first  time,  we  have  a  ful-time  librarian, 
a  school  nurse,  and  an  industrial  arts  teacher.  We  also  have 
the  music  and  art  supervisors  for  three  days  per  week.  The 
cafeteria  is  an  all  purpose  room  and  is  being  used  as  a  study 
hall  during  a  part  of  the  day.  The  addition  of  teachers  will 
make  it  possible  to  have  smaller  groups  of  pupils  in  the  study 
hall. 

The  campus,  too,  is  being  developed.  Areas  for  baseball, 
girls'  Softball  and  other  games  are  taking  form.  The  football 
field  is  cleared  of  trees  and  future  plans  are  under  considera- 
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tion.  A  new  black  top  road  has  been  built  on  the  east  side 
so  that  trucks  may  unload  easily  at  the  cafeteria  store  room 
and  also  the  road  affords  parking  space  at  the  rear  of  the 
school.

This  list  of  activities  was  assembled  by  Mrs.  Jean  Findlater, 
Guidance  Teacher. 

This  school  is  certified  by  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Education  and  by  the  New  England  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools  Association.  We  have  started  a  National  Honor 
Society.  The  constitution  has  been  constructed,  and  before 
many  weeks,  we  will  be  installed  by  our  foster  society,  that 
of  the  Attleboro  High  School. 

In  the  science  department,  one  teacher  will  teach  physics 
or  chemistry  and  general  science  to  grade  9.  The  second 
teacher  will  instruct  classes  in  biology  and  the  7th  and 
8th  grades  in  general  science.  Plans  are  now  underway  for 
our  annual  science  fair. 

The  Norton  High  School  is  steadily  improving.  Additional 
courses,  increased  equipment  and  careful  educational  planning 
are  the  means  for  creating  this  improvement. 

In  the  Homemaking  Department,  we  now  have  two 
attractive,  spacious,  well-equipped  rooms.    Mrs.  Charlotie 
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Harnden  teaches  Food  and  Clothing  to  grades  nine  through 
twelve;  Miss  Carolyn  Kennedy  instructs  grades  seven  and 
eight. 

I  feel  that  a  dental  clinic  should  be  started.  The  time 
appears  ripe  for  a  careful  study  of  this  possibility.  Early  care 
of  teeth  is  an  important  part  of  the  health  program. 

In  its  December  issue,  "Contact,"  a  magazine  issued  by 
the  New  England  Electric  System,  contained  an  article  about 
our  Homemaking  Department.  They  call  the  results  "splen- 
did": "The  modern  electric  lighting,  much  use  of  daylight, 
light  wood,  and  green  chalkboards." 

The  pupils  and  the  faculty  are  appreciative  of  the  new 
High  School.  Thanks  for  all  that  has  been  done  for  the 
future  citizens  of  Norton.  The  teachers  hope  that  our  new 
school  will  cause  fewer  drop  outs  and  fewer  transfers.  Every- 
one feels  more  like  working  in  these  fine  surroundings  and  the 
pupils  are  working  under  almost  perfect  conditions.  The  fre- 
quent notices  sent  to  the  home  and  contacts  with  the  home 
combine  to  help  the  pupil. 

We  are  pleased  to  have  our  Industrial  Art  Course.  Mr. 
Lester  Conners,  a  graduate  of  Fitchburg  Teachers  College,  is 
in  charge  of  this  work.  This  year,  the  work  has  been  explora- 
tory for  grades  7,  8  and  9.  In  September  1956,  the  Industrial 
Arts  Course  will  be  open  to  the  10th,  11th  and  12th  grades.

The  High  School  Library 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  our  High  School  has  a  com- 
pletely functional  and  beautiful  library.   Furnished  by  the 
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Remington  Rand  Library  Bureau,  it  is  an  inspiration  and  joy 
to  all  who  use  it. 

To  date,  1083  books  have  been  purchased.  All  have  been 
recommended  by  the  American  Library  Association  or  taken 
from  other  approved  lists  for  Secondary  Schools.  Wheaton 
College  and  several  interested  townspeople  have  given  many 
books  to  the  library. 

In  addition  to  her  part  time  teaching  of  spelling  in  the 
seventh  grades,  Mrs.  Jean  Briggs,  the  librarian,  teaches 
Library  Science  two  periods  per  week  to  grades  7,  8  and  9. 
This  course  is  designed  to  acquaint  the  students  with  all 
phases  of  the  library  and  is  related  directly  to  the  other 
(fields  of  study  in  the  high  school.  Grades  10,  11  and  12  have 
Library  Science  arranged  to  suitable  times  during  the  year 
by  the  English  teachers  and  the  librarian.

Norton  Elementary  School 

Report  of  William  M.  Mahoney,  Principal: — "I  am  pleased 
to  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as  principal  of  the  Norton 
Elementary  School. 

We  opened  our  school  year  with  729  pupils  in  the  first  six 
grades.  This  was  a  considerable  increase  over  our  opening 
enrollment  of  a  year  ago,  and  indicates  an  upward  trend  that 
is  being  reflected  in  school  populations  all  over  the  country. 
With  this  large  enrollment  have  come  many  opportunities  and 
many  problems.  The  teachers,  the  pupils  themselves,  their 
parents,  and  every  member  of  the  school  staff  have  all  helped 
to  overcome  the  problems  and  make  the  opportunities  for 
greater  growth  a  reality.  Without  this  spirit  of  cooperation  it 
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would  be  impossible  to  maintain  the  kind  of  school  environ- 
ment that  we  have. 

School  Staff: 

We  have  ten  new  members  on  our  teacliing  staff  this  year. 
Eight  of  these  positions  are  replacements  and  two  are  addi- 
tional grades.  I  believe  we  have  been  unusually  fortunate  in 
securing  some  of  the  outstanding  graduates  of  our  colleges  as 
members  of  our  school  staff.  It  is  hoped  that  with  financial 
incentives,  we  can  maintain  a  much  lower  rate  of  teacher 
turn-over  during  the  coming  year,  as  it  is  only  through  con- 
tinued stability  among  our  school  personnel  that  we  can 
guarantee  a  well  articulated  program  of  education  for  our 
boys  and  girls. 

Mr.  Williston  M.  Holbert,  a  member  of  the  teaching  staff 
for  several  years,  has  been  made  head  teacher  at  the  Elemen- 
tary School  and  his  influence  is  becoming  of  ever-increasing 
importance  to  the  organization  of  our  school.  A  word  of 
appreciation  from  me  is  due  to  both  Mr.  Holbert  for  his 
fine  work  and  the  superintendent  and  school  committee  for 
making  his  appointment  possible. 

Curriculum: 

By  the  time  this  report  is  published  we  shall  have  received 
new  science  materials  to  implement  the  fine  outline  that  was 
developed  by  our  science  curriculum  committee.  In  the  interim 
months,  a  science  program  has  been  underway,  but  there  is 
no  question  but  that  the  new  materials  will  help  to  weave 
this  important  part  of  our  children's  education  into  the  com- 
plete pattern  of  everyday  school  life  in  a  much  better  way. 

Probably  the  weakest  part  of  our  school  program  at  the 
present  moment  is  in  the  field  of  language  arts,  including 
English  and  spelling.  While  the  phases  of  reading  and  hand- 
writing in  this  area  have  undergone  recent  change  and  are 
up-to-date  in  every  way,  the  English  and  spelling  areas  have 
been  left  for  further  study.  At  the  present  time  we  are 
working  on  the  consideration  of  a  new  Language  Arts  Curri- 
culum. Elementary  teachers  are  developing  materials  and 
suggested  outlines  for  the  future  teaching  of  English  and  spell- 
ing in  our  schools.  It  should  be  noted  that  these  teachers  are 
working  outside  of  school  hours  and  are  paying  the  expenses 
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of  the  consultant  in  this  project  from  their  own  rescurres. 
The  end  of  the  school  year  1955-1956  should  see  the  comple- 
tion of  this  outline  and  suggestions  for  carrying  forth  the  new 
program  in  September,  1956. 

This  year  every  grade  has  been  given  a  standardized 
achievement  test.  In  Grade  I  the  Metropolitan  Achievement 
Tests  are  used,  and  in  Grades  II-VI,  the  California  Achieve- 
ment Tests  are  used.  We  have  also  given  the  Otis  Group  Intel- 
ligence Test  in  Grades  I,  III,  and  VI  again  this  year.  As  has 
been  the  custom  in  the  past,  the  psychology  department  of 
Wheaton  College  has  cooperated  with  the  school  in  giving 
some  individual  Stanford-Binet  and  V/ISC  Intelligence  Tests. 
The  general  picture  of  the  achievement  of  the  boys  and  girls 
of  our  school  was  similar  this  year  to  other  years  in  that  the 
general  average  of  scholarship  in  the  areas  tested  indicated 
that  our  children  are  achieving  somewhat  above  the  average 
scores  achieved  on  these  tests  throughout  the  country.  The 
results  of  these  tests,  and  other  special  tests  that  may  be  given 
from  time  to  time,  are  entered  in  each  pupil's  individual 
record  and  are  carried  forward  with  him  as  he  progresses 
from  grade  to  grade  in  our  school.  By  the  time  a  youngster 
has  reached  high  school  and  is  making  plans  for  the  future, 
these  data  provide  those  of  us  who  are  attempting  to  advise 
these  students  with  much  valuable  information. 

Club  Program 

For  several  years  now  we  have  been  operating  a  club 
program  in  our  school.  Because  of  the  transportation  prob- 
lem it  is  necessary  to  carry  this  out  during  a  regular  period 
of  the  school  day.  It  is  felt  that  by  means  of  this  program 
the  boys  and  girls  are  given  an  opportunity:  (a)  for  experi- 
ence with  the  simple  organization  of  business  meetings,  (b)  a 
new  perspective  of  working  with  a  group,  and  (c)  of  meeting 
new  friends.  The  program  in  the  first  three  grades  necessarily 
is  contained  within  the  classroom  of  each  grade.  Most  of  the 
programs  in  these  grades  have  been  of  the  activity  type  such 
as  hobby  clubs,  sewing  clubs,  etc.,  and  may  change  in  appear- 
ance from  week  to  week  or  month  to  month.  However,  in 
grades  four  through  six^  the  children  leave  their  home  rooms 
and  go  to  the  club  of  their  choice.  At  this  level  the  clubs 
have  been  much  more  specialized  and  included  such  things 
as  cooking,  sewing,  foreign  languages,  charm  club,  school 
newspaper,  science,  nature,  art,  hobby,  and  animal  clubs. 
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With  the  addition  of  full  time  supervisors  in  music  and  art  it 
is  anticipated  that  a  much  greater  opportunity  can  be  given 
in  these  areas.  Already,  a  fine  elementary  school  orchestra 
and  chorus  has  been  started  under  the  direction  of  our  music 
supervisor,  Mr,  Nahum  P.  Gillespie. 

Future  Plans 

One  could  write  many  pages  about  the  subject,  "What  Is 
New  in  Education?"  However,  the  item  that  has  been  "new" 
in  education  for  some  years  now  has  become  both  our  most 
commonplace  and  our  most  important  commodity.  It  is  simply 
that  we  have  unprecedented  numbers  of  children  enrolling  in 
our  schools.  It  can  be  plainly  seen  that  this  is  not  a  bulge  or 
hump  which  will  soon  leave  us  with  empty  classrooms.  For 
long  before  any  let-up  in  this  influx  can  be  seen,  we  shall 
be  entering  into  our  schools  the  children  of  the  first  big  group 
that  hit  the  schools  in  the  1940's.  This,  of  course,  suggests  a 
very  deep  pause  for  reflection  among  all  of  us  in  thinking  of 
the  future  in  relation  to  the  children  we  already  have,  the 
children  we  know  we  are  going  to  have,  and  the  children  we 
shall  probably  have,  in  years  to  come.  As  members  of  our 
community^  we  must  realize  that  it  is  not  too  early  to  begin 
making  plans  for  housing  these  students  when  they  arrive 
at  school.  As  parents  and  as  teachers,  we  want  to  give  all 
of  our  children  an  equal  opportunity  to  progress  from  grade 
to  grade  in  our  schools  v/ith  the  best  possible  chance  for  a 
happy  school  life  that  we  can  make.  It  will  be  seen  in  other 
school  reports  that  pupil  estimates  indicate  the  necessity 
of  planning  for  the  future  now. 

Initial  plans  are  underway  to  place  five  classrooms  in  the 
old  Norton  High  School  building  in  September,  1956.  It  only 
serves  to  point  up  the  necessity  for  early  planning  of  other 
facilities.  Just  what  grades  will  be  placed  in  these  temporary 
quarters  will  be  left  for  final  decision  by  the  school  committee. 

Conclusion 

The  parents  and  the  pupils  of  Norton  and  its  public 
schools  can  be  proud  of  the  job  they  have  done  in  making 
our  community  and  our  schools  successful.  At  the  Norton 
Elementary  School,  we  have  always  received  the  most  heart- 
warming kind  of  encouragement  from  parents  in  the  work 
we  are  doing.    Without  their  help,  the  school  staff  could  do

very  little  in  making  the  educational  program  function.  We 
certainly  do  appreciate  the  support  offered  by  them. 

May  I  express  for  the  entire  staff  of  the  Norton  Elemen- 
tary School  our  sincere  gratitude  to  the  School  Committee 
and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  their  guidance,  advice, 
and  encouragement  throughout  the  year." 

Physical  Education  and  Athletic  Departments 

Report  of  Mr,  Paul  Burdan,  Director  of  Physical  Educa- 
tion and  Athletics: 

"Physical  Education  is  one  phase  of  the  total  educational 
program  which  has  as  its  primary  objective  the  development 
of  the  'whole'  body  through  physical  activities.  Its  aims  and 
purposes  are  identical  with  those  of  the  rest  of  the  education- 
al program;  that  is,  to  contribute  to  the  development  of  the 
'total  person.' 

The  specific  aims  of  the  Physical  Education  Program  at 
the  Norton  Public  Schools  are  to  offer  physical  education  to 
everyone,  to  develop  the  moral,  social,  physical,  mental,  and 
emotional  phases  of  the  students,  and  to  teach  skills  in  activ- 
ities. The  entire  program  is  aimed  at  educating  students  so 
that  they  may  enjoy  the  satisfaction  of  responsible,  democrat- 
ic citizenship. 

The  immediate  objectives  of  the  Physical  Education  pro- 
gram are  to  develop  physical  fitness,  neuromuscular  skills,  an 
interest  in  wholesome  play  and  recreational  activities,  and  an 
interest  in  good  health  habits.  These  objectives  are  all  parts 
of  the  integrated  development  of  an  individual.  The  great 
difference  from  other  programs  of  education  in  striving  to 
fulfill  these  objectives  is  that  the  medium  used  to  educate  is 
physical  activity. 

The  Physical  Education  Program  is  offered  to  students 
from  grades  one  to  twelve.  Activities  of  low  organization  are 
presented  to  the  students  in  grades  one  through  three.  Activi- 
ties of  higher  organization  and  lead-up  games  to  popular 
sports  are  taught  to  students  in  grades  four  to  six.  At  the 
present  time^  male  students  in  grades  seven  to  twelve  have 
participated  in  activities  such  as  soccer,  football,  basketball, 
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and  baseball.  Female  students  in  these  grades,  under  the 
very  capable  supervision  of  Miss  Faith  Cummings,  have  par- 
ticipated in  such  activities  as  volleyball,  basketball,  and  soft- 
ball. 

The  Athletic  Program  consists  of  interscholastic  compe- 
tition in  basketball  and  baseball.  In  the  boys'  athletic  pro- 
gram, competition  is  held  on  a  varsity,  junior  varsity,  and 
seventh  and  eighth  grade  level  in  basketball  and  baseball. 
Mr.  James  Blount  ably  coaches  the  seventh  and  eighth 
graders.  In  the  girls'  athletic  program,  competition  is  held 
on  a  varsity  and  junior  varsity  level  in  basketball  and  soft- 
ball.  Miss  Faith  Cummings  coaches  the  girls  in  these  sports. 
In  connection  with  the  interscholastic  program.  Miss  Cum- 
mings has  also  coached  a  varsity  and  junior  varsity  cheer- 
leading  squad  which  cheers  and  supports  our  varsity  and 
junior  varsity  teams.  There  is  also  a  seventh  and  eighth 
grade  cheering  club  which  supports  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grade  teams. 

In  ending  this  report,  the  writer  would  like  to  say  that 
the  Norton  Public  Schools  have  had  a  fine  Physical  Educa- 
tion Program  and  it  is  the  interest  of  the  writer  to  continue 
this  program  and  to  expand  this  program  even  further." 

The  Art  Progrram 

Report  of  Mrs.  Maxine  G.  Whitt,  Art  Supervisor:  "The  Art 
Program  in  the  Norton  Public  Schools  is  undergoing  a  rapid 
growth  and  expansion  in  facilities,  available  materials,  and 
in  variety  of  art  experiences  for  elementary,  junior  high,  and 
high  school  students. 

Our  basic  aim  is  to  develop  creative  thinking,  originality 
and  personal  and  emotional  growth  in  our  youngsters  of  all 
ages  who  are  participating  in  the  art  program.  We  want  our 
children  to  be  art-conscious,  to  be  able  to  evaluate  art  products 
and  their  own  work,  to  sense  the  underlying  beauty  and  de- 
sign of  the  universe. 

Our  facilities  now  include  two  craft  tables,  reversible 
blackboards  which  are  used  for  chalk  writing  on  one  side, 
and  as  a  display  area  on  the  other.  We  are  looking  forward 
to  expanding  the  range  of  materials  and  media  for  explora- 
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tion  and  experimentation  by  including  ceramics,  textile  paint- 
ing, silk  screen,  and  possibly  metal  enameling. 

Our  7th  and  8th  grade  classes  are  being  given  basic  in- 
formational and  creative  experiences  in  drawing  and  creative 
design,  using  various  media  such  as  pen  and  ink,  pastel,  char- 
coal, linoleum  block  printing,  and  sculpture  in  clay. 

Special  projects  by  the  7th  and  8th  grades  include  decorat- 
ing the  school  lunchroom  and  their  own  home  rooms  for 
Christmas,  painting  the  scenery  and  props  for  the  Christmas 
pageant. 

Art  consciousness  is  being  developed  by  lectures,  slides, 
and  pictures  and  exhibits  loaned  from  the  Boston  Museum  of 
Fine  Arts.  Besides  this,  in  the  art  appreciation  program, 
children  are  encouraged  to  bring  in  art  news  and  pictures 
from  magazines  and  are  given  extra  credit  for  additional  ma- 
terial brought  in. 

An  Art  Club,  where  pupils  can  give  more  time  and  get 
more  experience  in  their  special  art  interests,  has  an  enroll- 
ment in  both  the  Junior  High  and  the  High  School.  We  would 
like  to  be  able  to  take  some  of  the  Norton  pupils  on  trips  to 
the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  the  Isabella  Stewart  Gard- 
ner Museum  and  the  Children's  Museum  if  we  could  have 
some  parents  who  would  volunteer  to  come  along  as  escorts. 

The  high  school  pupils  work  on  long  range  projects  and 
have  a  chance  to  choose  the  project  that  they  wish  to  con- 
centrate on.  For  instance^  the  ninth  grade  is  experimenting 
and  exploring  the  field  of  sculpture.  Their  work  this  year 
included  paper  sculpture,  mobiles,  masks,  and  they  are  work- 
ing on  bas-relief  plaster  carvings,  string  and  texture  designs. 
Sculpture  projects  further  include  stabiles,  soap  carving,  wire 
sculpture,  wood  sculpture,  and  sculpture  relating  to  archi- 
tecture. While  working  on  this  group-chosen  area  of  art, 
they  are  learning  more  about  design  and  care  of  tools.  Cre- 
ative thought  and  individuality  are  encouraged. 

We  hope  to  further  extend  our  program  during  the  com- 
ing year  to  make  art  a  lifelong  experience  for  more  inhabi- 
tants of  Norton." 
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The  Music  Program 

Report  of  Mr.  Nahum  P.  Gillespie,  Music  Supervisor:  "I 
submit  herewith  my  tenth  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of 
Music  in  the  Norton  Public  Schools.  Ten  years  ago,  a  day  and 
one-half  took  care  of  the  music  requirements  each  week.  This 
year  for  the  first  time,  it  has  become  a  full  time  position. 
Looking  back  over  that  period  when  I  used  to  visit  the  three 
schools,  Center,  Sturdy,  and  Barrowsville,  it  seems  almost  a 
dream,  and  not  a  reality,  to  find  all  these  combined  in  these 
beautiful  new  buildings. 

The  activities  of  the  Music  Department  during  the  past 
year  included  participation  in  various  assemblies: 

(a)  The  annual  Elementary  Spring  Festival  which  again 
proved  educational  and  financially  rewarding; 

(b)  The  usual  observance  of  special  holidays  with  suit- 
able music  programs  using  the  orchestra  and  choruses; 

(c)  Following  these,  the  Junior  and  High  School  gradu- 
ations with  appropriate  music; 

(d)  More  recently^  the  fourth  annual  Christmas  Festival 
of  Lights.  This  year,  the  Festival  was  the  largest  production 
to  date  comprising  students  from  all  twelve  grades,  with  one 
hundred  fifty-nine  in  the  choruses,  and  a  production  staff  of 
thirty-five. 

As  for  musical  environment,  we  are  all  enjoying  our  music 
room,  formerly  the  Elementary  School  Cafeteria.  It  is  large 
and  quiet  and  off  by  itself. 

Under  the  subject  of  new  equipment,  we  have  two  new 
Steinert  pianos,  one  in  the  Music  Room,  and  the  other  in  the 
Auditorium;  also  a  movable  platform  which  was  put  to  good 
use  in  the  Festival  of  Lights.  At  other  times,  it  fills  a  much 
needed  want  in  the  Music  Room  for  use  by  the  orchestra  and 
choruses. 

The  Instrument  Department  shows  continued  growth.  Mr. 
Chester  Mason  spends  Wednesdays  at  the  school  giving  in- 
struction on  the  various  instruments. 
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In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  en- 
tire personnel  of  the  Norton  Public  Schools  for  their  coopera- 
tion and  courtesy  during  the  past  year." 

School  Health  Program 

Report  of  Jerome  A.  McCaffrey,  M.D.,  School  Physician: 
"The  school  year  just  closed  has  not  been  too  exceptional  as 
regards  illness.  There  was  no  major  epidemic  of  any  one  ill- 
ness fortunately.  The  usual  physical  examinations  were  done 
and  children  with  physical  defects  were  referred  to  their  re- 
spective family  physicians. 

Pre-school  health  examinations  were  done  and  the  tri- 
immunization  and  small  pox  vaccinations  given. 

Salk  vaccine  for  immunization  against  Polio  was  admin- 
istered to  about  one  hundred  fifty  children. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  teaching  personnel,  Superintendent, 
Principals,  parents  and  children  for  the  cooperation  in  carry- 
ing out  the  school  program." 

Report  of  Miss  Cesidia  Lombardi,  School  Nurse:  "For  the 
first  time,  the  Norton  School  System  has  employed  a  full-time 
nurse;  therefore,  I  am  presenting  an  outline  of  her  duties  as 
I  have  experienced  them  in  my  short  stay  here  and  as  I  see 
them  for  the  future. 

Examinations 

The  nurse  must  conduct  the  vision  and  hearing  tests  and 
routine  head  inspections. 

The  physical  examinations  are  given  by  Dr.  McCaffrey 
with  the  assistance  of  the  nurse. 

The  basketbal  teams,  both  boys  and  girls^  were  given 
their  physicals  the  week  of  December  12. 

The  various  clinics  are  conducted  by  Dr.  McCaffrey  in 
conjunction  with  the  Public  Health  Association  and  the  assist- 
ance of  the  school  nurse. 
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Office  Calls 

The  school  nurse  is  on  the  grounds  to  care  for  accidents 
and  emergencies.  These  average  (in  the  month  I  have  been 
here)  about  sixteen  calls  a  day.  They  vary  from  stomach  and 
head  aches  to  scraped  knees  and  twisted  ankles.  Occasion- 
ally something  a  trifle  more  serious  happens,  like  a  fractured 
ankle,  but  this  is  a  rarity. 

Home  Calls 

Home  calls  should  be  made  by  the  school  nurse  to  follow 
up  grave  illnesses;  instances  of  an  excess  of  absenteeisms, 
and  to  investigate  the  emotional  and  health  problems  of  the 
pupil. 

Classes 

Seven  periods  a  week  are  devoted  to  health  classes.  Each 
seventh  and  eighth  grade  class  is  required  to  attend  one  pe- 
riod a  week. 

The  basic  purpose  of  the  classes  is  to  teach  the  children 
how  to  cope  with  the  problems  of  adolescence,  to  guide  them 
into  developing  emotional  stability  and  an  understanding  of 
themselves  that  will  stand  by  them  in  later  life.  This  is  done 
in  correlation  with  the  explanation  of  the  functions  of  the 
body,  how  it  grows  and  develops  and  how  to  care  for  it  by 
healthful  living. 

These  classes  are  important  not  only  in  the  subject  mat- 
ter, but  in  the  fact  that  the  nurse  comes  in  closer  contact  with 
each  pupil  and  may  detect  any  deviations  from  the  healthy 
and  wholesome  child,  both  physically  and  mentally. 

Nurses  Club 

A  nurses  club  has  been  organized  which  meets  once  a 
week.  There  are  fourteen  members  from  the  high  school 
group.   Each  is  interested  in  nursing  as  a  career. 

The  purpose  of  the  club  is  to  explain  to  these  students 
the  duties  of  a  nurse,  the  function  of  a  hospital,  the  nurse 
as  a  professional  woman,  and  the  various  opportunities  in 
the  field  of  nursing. 
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Recommendations 

The  routine  examinations,  office  calls,  and  classes  have 
taken  all  of  the  nurse's  time. 

The  Public  Health  District  Supervisor  has  recommended 
that  the  burdens  of  routine  examinations  be  lifted  so  as  to 
allow  more  time  for  the  necessary  home  calls. 

The  Public  Health  Association  considers  home  calls  the 
most  important  part  of  the  duties  of  the  school  nurse." 

Closing 

The  past  year  has  been  a  most  strenuous,  and,  at  the  same 
time,  a  most  happy  one.  Everyone  throughout  the  whole  sys- 
tem has  worked  conscientiously  to  bring  about  the  comple- 
tion of  the  new  High  School  and  to  consolidate  the  Elemen- 
tary and  the  High  School  into  one  coordinated  school  unit. 
The  long  hours  for  meetings  and  conferences,  given  freely, 
by  the  members  of  the  School  Committee  and  the  School 
Building  Committee  are  appreciated  by  all  and  the  result 
of  their  work  —  the  new  school  —  will  be  appreciated  for 
generations  to  come.
